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REPORT. 


To  the  Senate  and  Hoiise  of  Representatives  of  the   Commonwealth    of 

Pennsylvania  : 

Gentlemen  :  Reference  to  the  statistical  tables  shows  that  the  number 
of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  was  969,506,  an  increase  of  4,062,  not- 
withstanding a  falling  off  in  Philadelphia  of  2,083 ;  the  number  of 
schools  was  22,884,  an  increase  of  519 ;  the  number  of  teachers  was 
24,925,  an  increase  of  432 ;  the  number  of  superintendents  was  119. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  graded  schools  is  190 ;  in  the  number 
of  schools  supplying  free  test-books  is  391 ;  in  the  salary  of  male 
teachers  per  month  is  $0.73 ;  in  the  salary  of  female  teachers  per  month 
is  $0.36. 

The  total  expenditure,  including  that  upon  buildings,  is  $13,518,708.98, 
an  increase  of  $690,386.88.  The  estimated  value  of  public  school  prop- 
erty is  $35,837,894.84 

Erkob  in  Census. 

An  error  in  the  United  States  Census  Bulletin,  No.  36,  1891,  has  been 
so  widely  spread  as  to  merit  official  correction.  The  increase  in  at- 
tendance during  the  last  decade  should  have  been  given  at  about  11 
per  cent.,  whereas  it  is  put  at  1.59  per  cent.  The  discrepancy  arises 
from  the  fact  that,  up  to  1887,  Philadelphia  reported  the  sum  total  of 
names  upon  the  school  rolls  without  regard  to  promotions  or  other 
sources  of  duplicate  enrolment. 

The  report  of  actual  attendance  makes  an  apparent  loss  of  about 
70,000  pupils,  and  the  corresponding  difference  in  percentage  given. 
Reports  of  total  enrolment,  instead  of  actual  attendance,  are  announced 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Census,  Robert  P.  Porter,  as  quite  common 
and  deprecated  as  destructive  to  the  value  of  tables.  Pennsylvania  is 
to  be  congratulated  upon  having  for  years  avoided  this  source  of  trouble. 

Graded  Schools. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  gi-aded  schools  indicates  the  extent 
to  which  they  have  been  adopted  in  new  towns,  and  rural  districts  where 
grading  is  difficult  because  of  the  wide  separation  of  families  and  schools. 
The  plan  now  on  trial  in  some  parts  of  Massachusetts  of  having  one 
central  building  for  all  the  schools  of  the  district,  and  of  providing  con- 
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veyances  at  public  expense  for  all  the  children,  will  be  watched  with  in- 
terest, as  its  success  will  be  sug-g-estive  of  modifications  in  our  school 
law.  It  is  asserted  by  friends  of  the  experiment  that  the  expenses  of 
the  conveyances  is  fully  met  by  the  sum  saved  in  consolidation. 

While  economy  of  administration  and  all  the  other  benefits  of  system  at- 
tend graded  schools,  thej'^  are  also  attended  by  the  special  dangers  that 
always  attend  the  fitting*  of  free  agents  and  unequal  minds  into  the 
same  grooves  and  moulds.  The  interest  of  the  individual  and  the  ap- 
parent interest  of  the  system  are  often  at  variance,  and  the  natural 
tendency  is  toward  the  sacrifice  of  the  former. 

Supervision. 

It  is  the  task  of  the  Superintendent,  particularly,  to  promote  both 
spontaneity  and  system,  to  provide  for  exceptional,  as  well  as  for  ordi- 
nary pupils,  to  see  that  the  schools  shall  not  reduce  all  inequalities  of 
ability  and  performance  to  a  beautiful  uniformity  that  is  truly  a  dead 
level.  It  is  his  to  make  the  system  of  schools  a  highway  helpful  alike 
to  the  courser  and  to  the  plodder.  This  danger  has  been  diminished  by 
the  character  of  our  superintendents.  Their  laborious  duties  ai'e  most 
industriously  discharged.  Examinations  of  hundreds  of  candidates,  daily 
visitation  of  schools  in  the  most  inclement  and  rigorous  season,  along 
roads  frequently  impassable  from  mud  or  snow  or  swollen  streams,  when 
horses  must  sometimes  be  abandoned  and  journeys  be  made  on  foot,  an 
accumulation  of  corresxaondence  found  upon  returning  to  the  office  on 
Friday  night  or  Saturday  morning,  preparation  for  the  professional,  pop- 
ular and  financial  success  of  the  great  annual  institute,  and  care  of  local 
educational  meetings,  the  keeping  of  records  and  the  making  of  reports 
statedly  to  this  department,  are  unfavorable  to  schola^-l}^  habits  and  pro- 
fessional errowth,  yet  wherever  there  is  a  field  for  comparison  and  esti- 
mate these  men  are  found  to  be  among  the  foremost  in  sound  educational 
views  and  practice. 

The  service  rendered  by  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  now  commis- 
sioned makes  the  failure  of  the  bill  for  closer  supervision  before  the  last 
legislature  the  more  deplorable,  for  the  full  benefits  of  supervision  are 
impossible  where  from  three  to  six  hundred  schools  depend  upon  the 
counsel  and  judgment  of  but  one  superintendent. 

Pennsylvania's  system  of  township  districts,  and  county  supervision 
is  pronounced  by  all  students  of  public  instruction  among  the  very  best 
in  the  United  States,  but  it  is  far  from  perfect,  and  the  next  improve- 
ment in  this  direction  should  be  closer  supervision,  at  least  to  the  ex- 
tent contemplated  in  the  bill  mentioned. 

Organization  of  Directors. 
The  great  power  conferred  upon  school  directors  by  our  laws  makes 
them  supreme  in  the  decision  of  many  questions  that  require  all  the 
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knowledge  and  ability  of  specialists  in  education.  It  is  very  encourag- 
ing- therefore  to  know  that  in  many  counties  they  are  regularly  organ- 
ized and  meet  statedly  in  convention  to  consider  the  best  solutions  of 
the  problems  confronting  them.  Such  organizations  promote  economy 
and  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  It  is  desirable  that 
all  school  boards  should  be  represented  in  them. 

Ventilation  of  School  Buildings. 

We  have  legislated  for  the  protection  of  human  life  in  factories  and 
mines,  and  have  employed  inspectors  to  see  that  the  laws  are  obeyed. 
We  have  inspectors  of  food  also.  Next  to  pure  food  and  water  the  pub- 
lic health  requires  pure  air.  There  are  more  people  in  our  public 
schools  than  in  all  our  factories  and  mines.  The  vitiated  atmosphere  of 
school  rooms  is  a  prolific  source  of  disease.  While  it  is  true  of  school 
buildings,  as  it  is  of  mines  and  factories,  that  more  of  them  are  arranged 
^\^th  proper  regard  for  human  life  and  health  than  ever  before,  it  is  also 
true  that  thousands  will  continue  to  sufier  unnecessarily  until  the  law 
requires  adequate  ventilation  in  all  school  buildings.  In  Massachusetts 
the  inspector  of  factories  is  clothed  with  ample  power  to  require  such 
expenditure  as  is  necessary  to  provide  every  school  -with  pure  air. 

The  Great  Approfriation. 

The  3'ear  1891  will  ever  be  memorable  in  the  annals  of  public  instruc- 
tion in  this  commonwealth. 

When  the  framers  of  the  constitution  of  1873  provided  that  at  least 
one  million  of  dollars  should  be  appropriated  each  year  to  the  public 
schools,  the  generous  sum  was  regarded  as  excessive  by  the  opponents, 
and  was  highly  commended  by  the  friends  of  the  schools  as  almost  un- 
precedented in  liberality.  It  required  fifteen  years  to  double  that  sum. 
The  general  assembly  of  1891  has  shown  its  appreciation  of  the  schools 
and  its  expectation  as  well,  by  making  the  annual  appropriation  five 
times  the  sum  named  in  the  constitution. 

The  schools  must  at  once  avail  themselves  of  this  long-desired  oppor- 
tunity for  improvement. 

Longer  School  Term. 

Now  is  the  time  for  the  school  term  to  be  lengthened  in  the  short- 
term  districts.  In  Massachusetts  all  children  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fourteen  are  compelled  to  attend  school  at  least  thirt\^  weeks.  In 
New  York  the  minimum  term  is  thirty-two  weeks.  In  New  Jersey  it  is 
nine  months.  Ours  is  twenty-four  weeks.  In  the  elementary  schools  of 
Prussia  it  is  forty-two.  Superintendent  Draper,  of  New  York,  says  in 
his  annual  report,  "  It  will  be  recalled  by  all  persons  familiar  with  our 
school  affairs  in  recent  years  that  there  was  considerable  doubt  expressed 
in  the  legislature  and  out  of  it  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  increase  in  the 
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length  of  the  school  year  at  the  time  it  was  made.  It  is  with  much  sat- 
isfaction, iu  view  of  such  expressed  doubts,  that  I  am  able  to  assure  the 
legislature  that  less  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  last  year 
in  exacting  thirty-two  weeks  of  school  in  the  rural  districts  than  was 
experienced  in  preceding  years  in  exacting  but  twenty-eight." 

This  testimony  is  supported  by  our  own  experience.  The  average  at- 
tendance in  1887,  with  a  minimum  term  of  five  montlis,  was  exactly  what 
it  was  in  1890  with  a  minimum  of  six  months.  This  is  a  complete  refu- 
tation of  the  objection  that  parents  vidll  not  generally  send  their  chil- 
dren throughout  the  term  if  they  can  be  profitably  employed  at  home. 

It  is  evidence  that  the  patrons  of  the  public  schools  will  send  their 
children  as  long  as  the  schools  may  be  kept  open.  The  real  objection 
is  not  the  indifference  of  parents,  it  is  that  of  increased  cost.  But  con- 
siderations of  economy  point  toward  long  terms.  The  cost  for  superin- 
tendence, for  real  estate,  for  repairs,  for  fuel  and  for  text-books  is  as 
great  for  a  short  as  for  a  long  term,  and  the  benefit  is  much  less.  The 
compensation  of  the  treasurer,  of  the  secretary  and  of  the  collector  is 
but  slightly  affected  by  the  length  of  the  term,  while  the  return  to  the 
district  is  du-ectly  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  months  the  schools 
are  open.  The  only  additional  cost  worthy  of  mention  is  the  salary  of 
the  teacher  for  the  additional  two  or  three- months.  The  increase  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  per  cent,  iu  the  aid  given  from  the  state  treasury  to 
every  school  district  should  secure  as  much  schooling  for  country  chil- 
dren as  city  children  have.  The  progressive  districts  should,  at  once,  so 
lengthen  the  term  that  an  early  legislatui'e  shall  feel  justified  by  public 
opinion  in  lengthening  the  minimum  school  term  to  nine  months. 
Education,  as  well  as  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  shall  be  taken  by  force. 

Basis  of  Distribution  of  State  Aid. 

If  any  feel  that  even  the  increase  in  the  appropriation  does  not  enable 
them  to  lengthen  the  term  and  at  the  same  time  to  improve  the  schools 
in  other  respects  as  they  desire,  they  will  do  well  to  consider  the  jDro- 
priety  of  seeming  a  change  in  the  basis  of  the  distribution  of  the  ap- 
propriation. 

The  appropriation  is  made  to  secure  the  well-being  of  the  state,  and 
to  meet  the  claim  that  every  child  has  upon  her  to  be  fitted  for  citizen- 
ship. As  long  as  majorities  rule,  the  common  welfare  will  depend  upon 
the  instruction  and  training  of  the  coming  rulers. 

All  parts  of  the  state  are  not  equally  able  to  educate  the  children. 
The  present  basis  yields  so  much  in  the  wealthy  and  populous  districts 
that  the  tax  rate  is  often  but  two  mills,  while  in  the  sparsely  settled  dis- 
tricts, where  schools  must  be  kept  open  for  few  children  widely  scat- 
tered the  state  aid  is  so  small  that  even  with  the  maximum  tax  rate  of 
thirteen  mills  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  the  schools  six  months.  These 
children,  upon  every  principle  underlying  public  instruction,  are  en- 
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titled  to  as  g-ood  teachers  and  as  long-  a  term  as  are  those  in  the  cities. 
The  basis  should  therefore  be  so  modified  as  to  enable  the  less  favored 
districts  to  have  g-ood  schools,  at  least  when  they  collect  the  highest 
tax  permitted  by  law.  More  liberal  provision  may  be  made  by  appro- 
priating to  each  district  laying-  a  tax  of  at  least  ten  mills  for  school  pur- 
poses, a  fixed  sum,  one  hundred  dollars  for  instance,  for  each  teacher  em- 
ployed for  not  less  than  six  months  at  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  per 
month,  and  distributing  the  balance  upon  the  i)resent  basis.  Thus  Cam- 
eron county,  having  fifteen  hundred  pupilsand  sixty-three  teachers,  with 
a  cost  per  pupil  per  month  of  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents,  an  average  term 
of  six  and  a  quarter  months  and  an  average  rate  of  eleven  mills  for  run- 
ning expenses  and  five  for  building  purposes,  and  an  aggreg-ate  appro- 
priation for  next  year  of  about  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, would,  upon  the  basis  sugg-ested,  receive  seven  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-four  dollars,  which,  with  their  present  tax  rate  and  rate 
of  exjjenditm'e,  would  support  the  schools  for  eight  months. 

While  this  is  not  too  liberal  to  the  sparsely  settled,  it  works  no  hard- 
ship to  the  populous  district.  Alleg-heny  county,  having  42,500  pupils, 
1,600  teachers,  the  cost  per  month  per  pupil  one  dollar  and  eight  cents, 
fifteen  cents  less  than  in  Cameron,  an  average  term  of  nine  and  seven - 
tenths  months,  an  average  tax  rate  of  three  and  ninety  one-hundredth s 
mills  for  running  expenses,  and  two  and  twenty-nine-hundi"edths  mills 
for  building  purposes,  and  an  appropriation  aggregating  for  next  year 
about  two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  dollars,  would,  upon  the  basis 
suggested,  receive  three  hundred  and  two  thousand  dollars.  If  it  be  ob- 
jected that  this  basis  will  constitute  a  temptation  to  employ  more  teachers 
than  are  really  needed,  it  may  be  replied  that  a  sufficient  check  will  be 
found  in  the  tax  that  would  have  to  be  laid  to  paj'^  salaries  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  more. 

The  bane  of  our  system  is  the  inadequate  support  of  good  teachers. 
While  in  a  few  cities  and  larg-e  towns  the  compensation  is  such  as  to 
enable  them  to  retain  some  good  teachers,  the  fact  is  that  in  general  good 
teachers  cannot  make  a  living  in  the  schools,  and  therefore  in  the  course  of 
time  seek  it  elsewhere.  Three  steps  toward  a  better  support  of  good 
teachers  are  easier  now  than  ever  before ;  leng-thening  the  term  in  the  short- 
term  districts,  raising  the  salaries,  and  restricting  by  statute  the  number 
of  provisional  certificates.  The  framer  of  the  school  law  of  1854,  Hon. 
Henry  Difienbach,  writes  upon  this  subject  in  the  Pennsylvayiia  School 
Journal,  of  October,  1891:  "As  it  waseviden'^  that  the  schools  could  not 
all  be  supplied  with  competent  teachers,  the  Department  authorized  the 
issue  of  temporary  certificates,  to  be  given  to  teachers  who  were  not  well 
qualified,  to  be  good  for  one  year  only.  It  was  hoped  that  this  plan  would 
in  a  few  years  wipe  out  all  incompetent  instructors  without  stopping  any 
of  the  schools.  But,  unfortunatelj'^,  this  certificate  of  incompetency  was 
sufifered  to  grow  into  a  graded  certificate  of  some  respectability,  and 
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teachers  who  were  not  fully  competent  were  thus  permanently  engrafted 
on  the  system," 

The  time  has  come  when  not  more  than  three  should  be  issued  to  the 
same  person  in  one  county.  Superintendents  show  their  courag-e  and 
fidelity  in  the  number  of  rejected  candidates  reported  and  they  are  en- 
titled to  the  relief  that  would  be  afforded  by  such  a  statute.  More  than 
two  thousand  candidates  would  at  once  have  to  earn  higher  certificates, 
move  to  other  counties  or  withdraw  from  the  schools.  Contentment 
with  a  provisional  certificate  does  not  characterize  the  good  teacher. 

County  Institutes. 

The  attendance  of  teachers,  directors,  and  the  phenomenal  attendance 
of  the  general  public  show  on  the  one  hand  the  interest  felt  in  public 
instruction,  and  on  the  other  the  influence  these  institutes  are  exerting 
throughout  the  state.  They  bring  among  us  the  highest  available  au- 
thorities upon  the  subjects  discussed,  and  promote  the  dissemination  of 
their  views  by  the  newspapers  as  well  as  by  lectures.  These  gatherings 
are  times  of  great  educational  revival ;  they  are  not  intended  to  give 
much  systematic  instruction,  but  they  suggest  ideas,  correct  errors  and 
arouse  enthusiasm.  As  long  as  our  schools  are  under  local  control,  so 
long  the  annual  county  institute  will  be  indispensable  to  Pennsylvania. 

State  Normal  Schools. 

These  schools  are  all  in  good  condition.  Their  training  power  was 
never  greater,  nor  their  attendance  larger.  They  have  done  much 
towards  the  elevation  of  the  schools  by  improving  the  ideals,  the  scholar- 
ship and  the  teaching  power,  not  only  of  the  eighteen  hundred  grad- 
uates, but  also  of  the  four  thousand  other  pupils  that  are  teachers.  The 
elementary  course  is  veiy  limited,  but  it  has  been  all  that  the  compen- 
sation offered  the  teachers  warranted.  In  view  of  the  increase  in  the 
general  appropriation  the  schools  are  confronted  with  the  question 
whether  the  course  should  be  lengthened.  These  schools  have  also 
done  much  in  supplying  skilled  instructors  to  county  and  local  insti- 
tutes. They  justify  the  fostering  care  bestowed  by  the  state  and 
warrant  its  continuance. 

Libraries. 

Libraries  are  so  generally  accepted  as  indispensable  in  schools  that 
every  one  of  the  New  England  and  Middle  states,  excepting  Pennsyl- 
vania, most  of  the  Southern  and  nearly  all  of  the  Western  states  appro- 
priate funds  to  them.  While  scliool  libraries  are  multiplying  in  a  few 
counties  in  the  southeastern  i^art  of  the  state,  they  are  not  receiving 
the  attention  they  deserve.  In  those  portions  of  the  state  where  the 
English  language  is  not  chiefly  spoken,  private  libraries  are  few  and 
small,  and  the  school  library  may  become   valuable  in  improving  the 
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English  and  extending"  its  use  by  making-  it  more  familiar.  In  all  sec- 
tions these  libraries  enable  the  pupils  to  come  under  the  influence  of 
the  greatest  and  best  minds,  and  open  up  fields  of  thought  that  stimu- 
lates the  school  work  and  often  determines  the  whole  course  of  life. 
They  should  be  developed  as  far  as  may  be  under  existing  law,  whicii, 
while  it  affords  little  direct  aid  in  securing  libraries,  makes  ample  pro- 
vision for  their  preservation  and  use. 

Manual  Training. 

The  double  work  required  of  the  public  schools  of  developing  power 
in  the  pupil  and  of  fitting  him  in  some  measure  to  be  a  useful  citizen, 
entitles  manual  training  to  a  place  in  the  schools.  Its  gradual  intro- 
duction may  be  anticipated  from  the  facts  that  all  the  normal  schools 
are  preparing  teachers  to  give  this  training  in  the  several  grades,  and 
that  the  results  are  highly  appreciated  wherever  they  are  known. 

Free  Text-Books. 

Free  text  books,  provided  by  the  several  boards,  are  the  most  satis- 
factory solution  of  the  problem  of  uniformity  of  text-books,  upon  which 
the  legislatures  of  many  states  have  been  engaged  earnestly  within  the 
past  five  years.  The  advantages  of  uniformity  are  secured,  without  the 
disadvanges  that  attend  other  plans.  The  number  of  schools  supplymg 
free  text-books  has  increased  from  1,517  in  1890  to  1,908. 

Wherever  they  are  supplied  they  come  to  be  regarded  as  a  necessity. 
They  save  money  by  diminishing  first  cost  nearly  one-third.  They  enable 
teachers  to  classify  pupils  readily  and  to  begin  the  term's  work  prom^Dtly. 
They  facilitate  progress  by  enabling  the  teacher  to  change  them  when- 
ever the  interests  of  a  pupil  are  promoted  by  a  change,  without  fearing 
delay  or  displeasure  among  the  patrons.  Free  text-books  save  money, 
and  are  a  logical  accompaniment  of  free  schools.  They  put  all  pupils 
more  nearly  on  an  equality,  and  help  to  pave  the  way  for  compulsory 
education. 

Compulsory  Education. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Connecticut,  in  a  recent  decision  has  said,  "  On 
the  simple  ground  of  economy  the  state  cannot  afford  to  permit  any 
child  to  grow  up  without  being  sent  to  school." 

By  establishing  a  great  system  of  schools  and  by  supporting  them 
at  an  annual  outlay  of  about  thirteen  million  of  dollars,  Pennsylvania 
has  substantially  gone  much  farther  than  to  say  that  everj^  child  may  be 
educated;  her  course  is  justifiable  only  if  every  child  must  be  educated. 

This  conclusion  is  logically  inevitable,  and  it  has  been  found  to  be 
practically  inevitable  in  those  states  at  home  and  abroad  that  are  most 
populous,  intelligent  and  influential.  Ohio  requires  attendance  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen  years.  Illinois  is  said  to  have  gathered 
twenty  thousand  into  her  schools  last  year,  ten  thousand  in  Chicago 
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alone,  by  her  compulsory  law.  Kansas  has  had  a  compulsory  liw  in 
force  for  the  last  ten  years.  Massachusetts  has  for  more  than  twenty 
years  compelled  attendance.  Every  New  Eng'land  state  has  a  compul- 
sory law.  Germany  boasts  a  la%v  that  has  not  allowed  any  in  Berlin  t(3 
escape,  a  city  that  has  astonished  Europe  by  its  recent  growth  in  power 
and  wealth. 

The  census  iu  1890  supplies  important  facts  bearing"  upon  this  subject. 
While  the  population  of  Pennsylvania  has  increased  within  the  decade 
about  twenty-three  per  cent.,  and  the  population  of  the  cities  has  in- 
creased nearly  forty-three  per  cent.,  the  increase  in  attendance  in  the 
public  schools  is  but  eleven  per  cent. 

The  dang-erous  disturbances  arising  from  rapid  immigration,  and  from 
the  crowding  of  vast  numbers  of  the  disorderly  and  the  illiterate 
into  our  cities  make  it  one  of  the  most  important  duties  resting-  upon 
our  citizens  to  have  a  statute  enacted  meeting  as  far  as  possible  the  diffi- 
culties always  attending-  compulsory  attendance,  but  providing  that  every 
child  in  Pennsylvania  between  eight  and  sixteen  years  of  age  must  be 
sent  to  school,  or  have  instruction  and  training-  that  shall  be  the  equiva- 
lent of  that  g-iven  in  the  public  schools. 

Supplanting  of  Academies. 

Almost  every  county  once  had  seminaries  and  academies  of  varying 
degrees  of  excellence  and  importance.  By  a  little  care  a,nd  selection 
any  ambitious  youth  was  able  to  get  a  good  preparation  for  college  or 
for  business,  at  small  expense.  These  institutions  have  disappeared  to 
a  large  extent,  before  the  iDublic  schools.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  di- 
rectors and  leg-islators  to  see  to  it  that  the  children  of  this  generation 
shall  find  in  the  public  school  all  the  educational  opportunities  that 
they  themselves  had  in  their  youth.  Tiiis  will  require  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  very  best  citizens.  Many  of  our  cities  have  schools  better 
in  every  grade  than  any  ever  before  existing  there,  but  in  the  country 
districts,  in  small  villages  and  in  many  boroug-hs  the  schools  are  too 
often  used  to  supply  positions  for  relatives  and  friends,  rather  than  do 
all  that  can  be  done  for  the  children.  With  our  increase  of  appropria- 
tion we  should  have  less  crowding  of  school  rooms,  better  ventilation, 
schools  open  nine  months  for  country  as  well  as  for  city  children,  bet- 
ter compensation  for  good  teachers,  closer  supervision,  and  more  libra- 
ries; and  we  should  require  that  all  children  of  school  age  bepartakeis 
of  the  benefits. 

These  suggestions  are  urged  when  the  legislature  is  not  about  to 
convene  that  they  may  receive  consideration,  and  that  the  public  may 
have  time  to  instruct  their  representatives  as  to  the  educational  meas- 
ures exj>ected  from  them. 

The  Superintendent  returns  his  grateful  assurances  of  appreciation 
for  the  co-operation  and  support  of  superintendents,  state  normal  school 
principals,  and  all  others  engaged  in  the  great  work  of  public  instruction.

COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


ADAMS  COUNTY— J.  W.  Thoman. 

This  beint;-  my  first  annual  rejjort  of  the  schools  of  Adams  county, 
my  acquaintance,  therefore,  with  the  former  progrress  made  in  the 
county,  educationally,  is  a  matter  of  further  development. 

Not  having  yet  become  as  fully  identified  with  the  former  work  as 
I  desire,  I  cannot  make  an  impartial  comparison  of  last  year's  work 
Avith  the  work  of  former  years.  It,  however,  affords  me  g-reat  pleasure 
to  report  that  I  have  found  the  schools  generally  doing  good  work. 

Teachers,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  doing  their  work  faithfiilly  ;  they 
are  earnest,  zealous  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
yet  there  remains  much  room  for  further  improvement. 

We  have  great  reason  to  look  for  marked  progress  in  the  near  future, 
inasmuch  as  our  teachers  are  realizing  the  importance  of  pushing  them- 
selves to  the  front  in  the  profession.  They  are  making  great  effoi't 
to  prepare  themselves  better  for  their  special  work.  A  number  of 
teachers  and  those  preparing  to  teach  have  attended  the  last  spring- 
session  at  some  one  or  other  of  our  state  normal  schools.  Some  went 
for  the  purpose  of  graduating,  and  others  simply  to  prepare  themselves 
better  for  the  work  of  the  school  room. 

We  have  fourteen  state  normal  school  graduates  teaching  in  the 
county,  some  of  them  in  the  rural  districts.  I  well  remember  when 
Adams  county  did  not  have  one  Normal  graduate  employed  in  any  of 
its  schools.  I  am  also  pleased  to  note  that  we  have  some  home  facili- 
ties in  the  way  of  giving  our  young  men  and  women  an  opportunity  to 
prepare  themselves  for  the  profession.  We  have  a  number  of  county 
normals  at  the  following  places  :  Gettysburg,  Littlestown,  New  Ox- 
1  School  Report. 
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ford,  Abbottstowii,  East  Berliu,  York  Spriiig-s  aud  Bendersville,  })ossi- 
bly  several  others.  All  of  them  are  larg-ely  attended  by  teachers  and 
otliers. 

I  can,  therefore,  say,  without  saying  it  boastfully,  that  Adams  is 
pushing-  to  the  front,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  ere  long  be  among  the  first 
in  the  state  so  far  as  good  schools  are  concerned. 

Teachers,  as  a  rule,  are  not  paid  as  well  as  thej^  should  be  for  the 
amoimt  of  ]u-e[)aration  that  is  required  before  the  necessary  proficiency 
is  acquired  tt)  teach  a  school  successfully. 

Persons  with  far  less  ability''  than  teachers  should  possess,  command 
much  better  salaries  in  other  departments  of  work.  The  salaries  paid 
teachers  are  such  with  which  it  is  almost  impossible  for  them  to  keep 
abreast  the  times. 

Teachers  should  read  educational  papers,  books  on  the  science  aud 
art  of  teaching,  aud  collect  a  library  for  reference  ;  and  more  than  this, 
attend  educational  meetings,  perhaps  spend  a  part  of  the  vacation  in 
some  ]ireparatory  school  or  school  of  methods.  This  cannot  be  done 
without  some  means  wherewith  to  do  so.  I  trust  that  Adams  will  not 
be  the  last  county  to  pay  teachers  better  salaries. 

Whilst  I  do  not  believe  in  flattery,  yet  whenever  there  is  work  done 
worthy  of  praise,  it  seems  to  me  becoming  to  give  words  of  commenda- 
tion to  those  deserving  the  same.  I  Avish,  therefore,  to  state  thai  our 
directors  are  doing  noblj'^  in  some  parts  of  the  county.  They  are  show- 
ing some  deference  to  the  cause  of  education.  Within  the  last  year, 
school  apparatus,  such  as  outline  maps,  charts  (anatomical,  historical, 
reading,  arithmetical,  geos-raphical  and  music) ,  have  been  placed  in 
many  of  the  schools.  In  nearly  all  the  townships  and  boroughs  im- 
proved school  furniture  is  now  found  in  the  schools,  and  it  will  be  but  a 
few  more  j^ears  until  the  old  styled  furniture  will  have  disappeared  en- 
tirely ;  slate  blackboards  are  also  substituted  for  the  inferior  wooden 
boards,  very  often  found  withoiit  i^aint  and  unfit  for  use ;  the  new 
buildings  erected  are  no  longer  fashioned  aftei-  the  pre-historic  archi- 
tecture, but  constructed  upon  the  most  modern  style.  Attention  is 
also  given  to  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  children ;  proper  means 
are  employed  for  heating,  ventilating  aud  the  introduction  or  admis- 
sion of  sufficient  light,  and  last,  but  not  least,  when  a  new  building  is 
to  be  erected,  location  is  becoming  a  primary  consideration. 

In  my  school  visitations  which  were  begun  in  October,  and  com- 
pleted in  April,  I  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  coimty,  some  of  them 
twice.  The  time  spent  in  each  school  varied  from  an  hour  and  one- 
half  to  two  hours,  visiting  on  an  average  three  schools  each  day. 

The  course  of  study  which  was  adopted  at  the  county  institute,  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  in  the  form  of  a  manual  and  guide, 
w\as  followed  very  closely  by  most  of  the  teachers  as  far,  at  least,  as 
practicable.     The  reports  received  from  the  most  successful  teachers 
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were  very  eucouraging',  sliowiug-  couclusively  that  more  effective  work 
can  be  done  than  is  usually  done  when  no  system  is  followed.  It  is 
believed  that  it  Avill  not  be  long  until  all  chronic  objections  to  the  study 
of  all  the  common  school  branches  Avill  be  removed.  Our  teachers 
have  made  a  very  good  beginning"  in  this  direction,  and  have  done 
some  excellent  work,  some  of  course  more  than  others.  A  new  depar- 
ture requires  a  little  time  and  patience,  but  wherever  there  is  a  proper 
beginning  there  will,  eventually,  be  shown  a  successful  end. 

Three  new  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  one  in  Cumljer- 
land,  one  in  Mt.  Joy  and  one  in  Tyrone,  and  several  old  houses  were 
repaired.  The  "hot  water  system  of  heating"  was  i)laced  in  the 
public  school  building  at  Gettysburg,  it  being  the  first  building  in 
the  county  in  which  this  sj^stem  of  heating  is  used. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in  Gettysburg,  November  24  to 
November  29.  It  was  noted  for  its  large  attendance  by  teachers,  di- 
rectors and  friends  of  education.  The  evening  sessions  were  so 
largely  attended  that  many  could  not  be  accommodated  with  comforta- 
ble seats,  save  standing  room.  The  institute  was  declared  one  of  the 
most  successful  that  was  ever  held  in  the  county. 

The  instructors  were  Prof.  J.  M.  Coughlin  of  Kingston,  Pennsyl- 
vania; Prof.  G.  M.  D.  Eckles,  principal,  Shippensburg  State  Nor- 
mal School ;  Prof.  Aaron  Sheely,  ex-county  superintendent  schools, 
Adams  county  ;  Prof .  D.  R.  Augsburg,  New  York  ;  Prof.  Charles  Rey- 
nold, Baltimore;  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Puljlie  In- 
struction, Harrisburg;  Pennsylvania,  Prof.  M.  G.  Brumbaugh,  Hunt- 
ingdon, Pennsylvania ;  Prof.  George  P.  Bible,  Bellefonte,  Pennsylva- 
nia :Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  principal  Millersville  State  Normal  School,  and 
Piev.

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  aid  and  counsel,  to  the  school  directors  and 
citizens  for  faithful  sujiport  and  hosiiitality,  to  the  editors  of  the  county 
papers  for  favors  ^hown,  to  the  teachers  for  their  loyal  co  operation, 
and  also  to  the  pupils  for  their  hearty  welcome,  their  confidence  and 
their  respect  in  my  school  visitations. 
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ALLEGHENY  COUNTY  -  Samuel  Hamilton. 

A  general  review  of  the  work  of  our  schools  during:  the  past  year  is 
encouraging",  and  gives  substantial  evidence  of  more  than  ordinary 
progress.  An  intelligent  and  wide  spread  interest  is  manifested  in 
education  in  this  county.  This  is  seen  not  only  in  the  zeal  and  i^ro- 
gress  of  our  teachers,  but  also  in  the  many  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing found  within  our  county,  which  aiibrd  such  excellent  op])ortuni- 
ties  to  carry  on  and  complete  the  work  begun  in  our  public  schools. 

Size  and  Gkowth. 

Our  county  still  iuamtains  its  rajiid  growth  in  population.  Last 
year  six  hundred  and  seventy -six  teachers  were  employed  in  giving 
instruction  to  tliirtj^- three  thousand  five  hundred  school  children. 
Although  relieved,  to  some  extent,  by  opening  thirty  additional  schools 
last  year,  yet  in  many  places  the  facilities  are  inadequate,  and  the 
school  rooms  crowded  beyond  their  capacity.  The  average  enrolment 
of  pupils  in  our  schools  is  about  fifty.  This  is  perhaps  a  higher  aver- 
age enrolment  than  any  other  county  in  the  state. 

New  Buildings. 

The  school  building  is  a  good  index  to  the  educational  sentiment  of 
a  community,  and  educational  j^rogress  is  marked  by  the  character  of 
the  buildings  erected  from  year  to  year.  During  the  year  the  value  of 
the  school  property  of  this  county  was  increased  by  the  addition  of 
several  new  buildings  which,  for  appearance,  comfort  and  convenience, 
are  not  surpassed  by  any  in  this  ]jart  of  the  state. 

Wilkinsburg  erected  a  two -story  brick,  containing  fifteen  rooms,  and 
a  principal's  office.  This  building,  which  is  surmounted  by  a  clock 
and  bell,  is  nicely  situated,  on  a  splendid  site,  and  cost  $55,755.56. 

Braddock  township  increased  its  school  property  by  a  large  two- 
story  brick,  containing  eight  rooms  and  a  principal's  office.  This 
building  is  furnished  with  water  in  each  room,  and  cost  $27,600. 

Homestead  has  added  to  its  property  a  two-story  brick,  Avith  eight 
rooms  and  a  principal's  office,  at  a  cost  of  $23,600. 

These  biiildings  are  all  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead- Wills 
system  with  dry  closets  attached.  They  are  furnished  with  slate  black- 
boards and  patent  furniture.  Bellevue  erected  a  fine  two-story  brick 
at  a  cost  of  $22,000. 

Lower  St.  Clair  built  a  splendid  two-story  frame,  with  four  rooms, 
at  a  cost  of  $9,485 

O'Hara  added  to  its  property  a  substantial  two-story  frame  with 
four  rooms,  at  a  cost  of  $5,717. 

In  Mifflin,  two  fram»0)uildings,  with  fouriooms  in  each,  were  erected 
at  a  cost  of  $11,355.87. 
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Hampton  built  a  school  of  two  rooms,  at  a  cost  of  $3,500. 

Reserve  built  a  splendid  building  at  a  cost  of  $14,016.30.  Our  direc- 
tors are  to  be  commended  for  their  o-ood  judgment  as  shown  in  these 
buildings,  which  are  certainly  worthy  objects  of  educational  pride. 

Richland  erected  a  frame  building  of  two  rooms  at  a  cost  of  $3,000. 

Visitation. 

During  the  year  five  hundred  and  eighty -seven  visits  were  made  to  the 
schools  of  this  county.  All  of  the  borough  schools  were  visited,  and 
some  of  the  schools  in  all  of  the  townships,  except  Marshall,  Pine, 
West  Deer,  Fawn,  Franklin,  Richland.  Indiana  and  McCandless.  Not- 
withstanding the  unfavorable  condition  of  the  roads  and  the  weather, 
more  work  was  done  in  this  department  than  in  any  former  year. 

County  Institute. 

Our  county  institute  was  held  in  Pittsburgli  August  25  to  29.  The 
instructors  were  Hon.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  State  Superintendent;  Dr. 
A.  E.  Winship  of  Boston,  Superintendent  J.  M.  Coughlin,  of  Luzerne 
county ;  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  of  Indiana,  and  Dr.  T.  B.  Noss,  of  Cali- 
fornia, Pennsylvania. 

Six  hundred  and  sixty-two  teachers  were  present  during  its  sessions. 
This  institute  was  pronounced  by  the  friends  of  education,  and  by  the 
public  press,  as  the  most  successful  and  most  practical  one  ever  held 
in  this  county. 

The  able,  entertaining  and  jiractical  instructors,  the  orderly,  atten 
tive  and  enthusiastic  teachers,  and  the  excellent  quality  of  the  music, 
combined  to  make  this  institute  superior  to  any  we  have  yet  held. 

Educational  Meetings. 

In  a  large  number  of  districts  regular  meetings  of  the  teachers  were 
held  to  advance  our  educational  interests.  In  some  districts  the  direc- 
tors meet  with  the  teachers.  Unusually  good  meetings  were  held  in 
Robinson,  Scott,  Knoxville,  Braddock  borough  and  Braddock  town- 
ship. South  Fayette  and  Tarentum.  During  the  year  I  Avas  able  to 
attend  forty-three  educational  meetings  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers 
in  this  important  work. 

Directors'  Meeting. 

The  meeting  of  the  directors'  association  was  held  in  the  court  house, 
September  10.  The  attendance  at  this  meting  was  not  as  large  as  was 
expected.  It  is  to  be  hoped  in  the  future  that  every  district  will  be 
represented  in  these  annual  meetings  by  at  least  one  director. 
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ARMSTKONCt  COrNTY-MARLiN  Bowser. 

Our  growth,  duriu^  the  year,  has  been  normal.  Of  the  two  hundred 
and  ninety-five  teachers  emijloyed,  probably  not  more  than  tiftj"  intend 
making  teaching  their  ])rofession,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  will 
teach  three  years,  the  usual  term  of  apprenticeship  in  the  trades. 
Some  unsatisfactory  work,  and  some  failures  must  necessarily  result 
from  this  sj^stem  of  itineracy. 

The  great  need  of  our  schools  is  skilled  and  experienced  teachers. 
In  the  eyes  of  the  general  public  our  greatest  defect  is  government. 
In  the  transition  from  governing  by  the  rod  to  that  of  governing  by 
keeping  pupils  intelligenfly  employed,  some  friction  must  necessarily 
arise.  While  the  latter  method  commends  itself  to  the  masses,  they 
do  not  fully  realize,  nor  are  they  willing,  to  adequately  compensate  the 
superior  intelligence  which  it  demands.  In  many  instances  both 
teacher  and  parent  need  light  on  this  subject. 

Our  greatest  innovation  on  old  methods  this  year,  is  in  the  line  of 
language  work.  Beiner  fully  aware  that  one-half  of  our  children  leave 
school  without  studying  "  technical"  grammar,  I  have  endeavored  to 
supply  this  defect  by  having  our  teachers  introduce  language  work 
in  connection  A\dth  orthograjihy  and  reading.  In  many  instances  the 
methods  employed  are  crude,  but  I  believe  a  movement  has  been 
inaugurated  that  will  supi^l}'  a  keenly  felt  want  in  public  school 
education,  and  Avill  lead  to  more  intelligent  instruction  in  "technical" 
grammar. 

The  subject  of  phj^siology  has  caused  considerable  trouble  in  a  few 
instances.  It  has  a  good  man}'  open  enemies  among  our  citizens,  and 
a  few  secret  enemies  among  teachers.  Several  attempts  have  been 
made  to  introduce  improved  apjiaratus  for  teaching  this  subject.  Al- 
though I  am  as  deeply  interested  in  this  subject  as  any  one  can  be,  I 
have  given  these  efforts  no  special  encouragement,  for  the  following 
reasons:  First,  because  of  the  exorbitant  price  asked.  Secondly, 
because  the  subject  is  as  well  taught  as  any  other  subject  where  the 
teachers  really  desire  to  teach  it.  Thirdly,  because  in  some  cases  where 
it  has  l)een  introduced,  it  commands  the  proverbial  respect  of  some 
family  Bible,  viz :  "You  could  write  your  name  on  the  diist  of  the 
cover."  Fourthly,  because  there  is  other  indispensable  apparatus  that 
can  be  made  to  take  the  place  of  it  that  we  do  not  have. 

I  have  encouarged  our  directors  to  furnish  apparatus,  but  my  motto 
has  been  "  essentials  first."  Among  these  I  would  name  a  blackboard 
(slate  is  the  best) ,  an  unabridged  dictionary  and  a  condensed  encyclo- 
pedia. The  price  usually  asked  for  this  physiological  apparatus  would 
su])ply  these. 

A  few  of  our  schools  introduced  a  ]iortion  of  this  apparatus  tlie  last 
year  -,  houses  have  been  re-painted  and  seated  with  good  furnitui'c  ;  in 
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a  few  cases  the  school  grouuds  have  been  fenced.  It  is  hoped  that 
next  year,  with  our  increased  ai^propriation,  many  of  these  necessaries 
will  be  appended.  In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  tender  our  thanks  to 
the  department  at  Hamsburg  for  courtesies  shown  and  information 
promptly  given,  to  directors,  teachers,  citizens  and  pupils,  and  the 
county  press,  for  the  universal  respect  with  which  they  have  treated  us. 


BEAYEK  COUNTY-  J.  G.  Hillman. 

While  Ave  are  encouraged  by  the  signs  of  jjrogress  in  educational 
affairs  in  our  county,  we  fell  that  there  is  a  great  work  yet  to  be  ac- 
complished before  our  schools  measure  up  to  what  we  may  reasonably 
expect  of  them,  and  that  school  officers,  teachers,  parents  and  the  com- 
munity in  general,  cannot  over-estimate  their  duties  and  responsibil 
ities. 

Our  educational  growth  is  necessarily  slow,  but  it  is  certain.  It  has 
been  advancing  steadily  for  years  under  efficient  management,  and 
w^e  believe  it  has  not  retrograded  durinsf  the  past  year.  Our  teachers 
are  honest  and  industrious  as  a  class,  and  a  great  majority  of  them 
are  making  an  honest  effort. 

One  very  encouraging  feature  is  the  unusually  large  attendance  of 
young  teachers  and  those  preparing  to  teach,  at  the  various  academies 
and  state  normal  school. 

Perhaps  never  in  the  educational  history  of  the  county  have  so  many 
of  our  young  men  and  young  women  attended  state  normal  schools  as 
are  doing  so  this  year. 

Five  new  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  two  in  New 
Sewicklej'  township,  tAvo  in  Marion  township,  and  one  in  Patterson 
township.  Some  old  ones  have  been  thoroughl^^  repaired  and  refur- 
nished. 

The  graduating  system,  introduced  by  my  predecessor,  Avas  con- 
tinued.    Much  interest  is  manifested  in  this  feature  of  our  school  work. 

The  county  institute  was  very  largely  attended,  and  the  interest 
taken  in  it  was  Darticularly  apparent.  It  compared  favorably  with 
the  many  successful  institutes  heretofore  held  in  the  county.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  of  directors  on  " Directors'  Day."  So  much 
interest  was  manifested  that  an  adjourned  meeting  was  held  in  the 
court  house,  on  January  19,  to  consider  the  subject  of  "  needed  leg- 
islation." While  the  majority  of  those  present  were  not  in  favor  of 
"district  superintendence"  they  were  a  unit  in  favor  of  a  good  ''com- 
pulsoiy"  law. 
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Quite  ;i  number  oi  educational  meeting's,  or  local  institutes,  were 
lield.  They  were  generally  well  attended,  not  by  teachers  only,  but 
by  the  patrons  of  the  schools  and  others. 

The  s<-hool  board  of  Raccoon  township  required  their  teachers  to 
hold  at  least  one  local  institute  each  month.  The  attendance  was 
good,  and  their  influence  in  the  township  was  quite  apparent.  Every 
school  board  in  the  count}'  should  require  such  meetings  at  least  once 
a  month.  They  foster  a  professional  spirit  among  the  teachers,  and  do 
much  toward  developing  an  educational  sentiment  in  the  community. 

If  we,  as  teachers,  feel  that  we  have  done  our  whole  duty  when  we 
have  fairly  taught  the  several  branches  required  by  law ;  if  we  do  not 
feel  that  we  are  in  some  degree  responsible  for  the  elevation  of  the 
moral  and  intellectual  sentiment  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  we 
labor,  we  have  not  the  s])irit  of  a  true  teacher.  When  we  realize  the 
fearful  resi)onsibility  of  our  jjosition  when  Ave  assume  to  be  teachers, 
how  different  Avill  be  our  efforts.  We  shall  then  be  worthy  followers 
of  the  Great  Teacher. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  my  predecessor, 
Prof.  J.  M.  Reed,  for  counsel,  and  assistance,  and  to  the  press  and 
friends  generally  for  the  encouragement  I  have  received. 


BEDFORD  COUNTY— 0.  J.  Potts. 

In  submitting  my  first  report  to  the  State  department,  permit  me 
to  say  that  the  attendance  during  the  i^ast  term  has  not  been  regular, 
yet  I  feel  that  it  has  been  a  year  of  school  advancement. 

It  is  unnecesary  to  repeat  in  this  report  what  the  accompanying  statis- 
tics will  show,  besides  a  special  county  report,  now  in  preparation,  will 
bring  out  more  fully  than  this  report  could,  much  of  what  might  other- 
wise appear  here.  Hence,  with  propriety,  this  report  may  be  made 
short,  and  thus  fully  accede  to  your  wishes^ 

The  eight  houses  built  during  the  year  are  model  structures,  well 
seated  and  well  lighted.  More  school  apparatus  has  been  furnished 
this  year  than  in  any  one  former  year.  It  consists  of  books,  maps, 
charts,  mathematical  blocks,  organs,  cabmets,  slate  boards,  etc.  Di- 
rectors are  beginning  to  realize  that  true  economy  consists  in  having 
suitable  grounds,  good  liouses,  well  lighted  and  furnished  with  the 
best  of  whatever  is  procured.  Stone  slate  boards  are  rapidly  taking 
the  place  of  plastered  walls  blackened,  or  pine  boards  polished  ;  patent 
furniture,  of  unseemly  and  injurious  benches. 

The  Patriotic  Sons  have  done  a  valuable  work  in  the  county  by  sup- 
plying about  one  hundred  schools  each  with  a  United  States  flag. 
Two-thirds  of  our  school  rooms  have  now  the  flag  within,  or  upon  them. 
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Let  the  good  work  no  on.     We  need  no  state  hel^)  or  law  to  aid  us  in 
this  work. 

Hyudman  increased  the  school  term  one  month  ;  others  will  suon 
follow  the  lead  thus  given. 

Very  little  complaint  has  come  from  patrons  during-  the  last  term, 
and  I  attribute  it  in  a  large  measure  to  the  care  with  which  directors 
selected  the  teachers  for  the  different  positions.  The  grade  of  cer- 
tificates was  materially  raised  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  that 
standing  maintained,  the  same  basis  of  marking  being  used  in  each 
examination,  thus  putting  all  teachers  upon  the  same  footing.  Teachers 
as  a  class  did  earnest  work.  Some  lack  disciplinary  powers.  More 
failures  come  from  this  source  than  from  inability  to  instruct. 

About  three  hundred  visits  were  made  to  the  schools,  notwithstand- 
ing the  condition  of  the  roads.  Thirteen  normal  and  select  schools  were 
opened  during  the  last  year,  each  of  which  has  added  somewhat  to  the 
teaching  force  of  the  county.  Low^  salaries  hinder  the  advance  of 
schools  in  some  sections,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  patrons  and  di 
rectors  will  ere  long  realize  that  true  economy  pays  each  good  teacher 
such  a  salary  as  will  retain  him  in  the  work. 

Local  institutes  were  organized  in  many  districts  and  educational 
meetings  ^vere  held  in  a  number  of  places.  These  are  doing  good  work 
for  the  schools  in  that  the  people  are  becoming  interested.  We  have 
to  record  crowded  houses  in  most  places,  interest  that  partook  of  the 
nature  of  enthusiasm,  and,  as  a  lasting  result,  better  Avork  bj'  teachers 
in  the  schools. 

A  permanent  organization  of  directors  was  effected  during  institute 
week.  Growing  out  of  this  a  book  committee  was  chosen,  and  we  have 
practical  uniformity  in  the  county.  No  school-book  agents  need  apj)!}' 
in  Bedford  county  unless  by  special  invitation.  We  have  no  use  for 
them. 

The  report  mentioned  elsewhere  is  for  free  distribution,  among 
teachers  and  directors.  The  hope  is  that  it  may  do  much  good.  We 
are  also  moving  toward  grading  the  district  schools  and  anticipate  by 
another  year  to  be  able  to  report  much  ])rogress  in  that  line. 

The  commencement  exercises  of  the  Bedford  high  school  reflect 
credit  upon  teachers  and  students,  and  the  strong  papers  read  by  the 
graduates  fortell  what  we  may  expect  from  classes  to  follow. 

The  "  grim  messenger"  came  to  our  ranks,  and  two  teachers  were 
called  to  the  school  on  high.  Job  M.  Beegle,  of  St.  Clair,  East,  and 
Miss  Mary  Barton,  of  Bedford.  It  was  Mr.  Beegle's  first  term,  but 
his  efforts  w^hen  visited  show^ed  that  he  meant  to  take  a  first  place 
among  the  teachers  of  the  county.  Miss  Barton  was  one  of  the  best 
teachers  in  Bedford,  dearly  loved  by  all  her  students  and  mourned 
by  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances.  ^ 
"  None  knew  her  but  to  love  her. 
None  named  her  but  to  praise." 
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lu  closing,  permit  me  to  thus  publicly  acknowledge  my  apijrecia- 
tion  of  the  many  kindnesses  received  from  the  department  in  i^romptl}' 
answering  all  my  inquiries ;  my  thankfulness  to  the  neighboring  su- 
perintendents and  the  former  county  superintendent  for  their  kind 
help  and  suggestions;  my  obligations  to  the  local  j^ress  for  its  cour- 
tesy in  lending  its  columns  to  me  for  the  publication  of  whate"ver  was 
believed  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  schools,  and  my  gratitude  to  the 
directors  for  their  confidence  and  support.  Encouraged  by  the  cordial 
aid  of  teachers,  stimulated  by  the  interest  and  kindness  of  citizens  and 
aided  by  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  past  year,  I  begin  an- 
other year's  work  with  the  hope  that  together  we  may  be  able  to  make 
such  a  record  for  the  schools  under  our  charge  as  will  prove  us  worthy 
servants  of  the  i)eople  for  whom  and  with  whom  we  labor. 


BERKS  COUNTY— W.  M.  Zechman. 

In  my  first  annual  report  I  am  not  able  to  compare  our  schools  with 
their  previous  condition.  The  information  I  received  from  directors, 
and  by  inspection,  tells  me  that  we  have  not,  as  yet,  reached  the 
hierhest  i)oint  of  progress.  The  sooner  we  present  the  true  facts  and 
get  a  community  to  realize  its  weaknesses  and  point  out  the  ob- 
stacles, the  better  it  will  be  for  the  cause  of  i)opular  education. 

For  me  to  report  that  the  schools  are  doing  all  that  can  or  should 
be  expected,  that  everybody  is  doing  his  duty,  that  all  the  teachers 
are  moving  with  the  progress  of  the  times,  and  that  no  better  results 
could  have  been  accomplished,  would  compel  me  to  act  the  part  of  a 
hyi)Ocrite  and  a  sycoi^hant. 

Obstacles. 

It  is  true  that  we  have  to  contend  with  many  obstacles.  The  only 
way  of  removing  them,  is  by  keei^ing  them  before  the  people.  "  The 
tree  is  never  felled  by  the  first  blow.  "  In  my  first  year's  experience 
I  have  noted  the  following :  Too  frequent  change  of  teachers,  too  many 
beginners,  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  the  desire  to  make 
teaching  a  stepping-stone,  the  want  of  apparatus,  lack  of  uniformity  of 
text  books,  and  the  want  of  a  "course  of  study"  and  school  libraries. 

My  mode  of  procedure  was  to  discuss  the  above  at  the  county,  as 
well  as  the  local,  institutes.  I  shall  continue  to  do  the  same  next  year, 
and  if  there  are  no  apparent  charges  "  fight  along  this  line  the  whole 
term. " 
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Libraries. 

I  have  couteuded  for  a  number  of  years  that  our  people  manifest 
too  little  interest  in  literature  ;  that  the  taste  for  proper  literature  was 
not  formed  in  youth,  and  that  the  place  to  begin  this  work  is  in  the 
public  schools. 

When  I  took  charge  of  the  office'  as  county  su])erintendent,  I  inves- 
tigated this  matter,  and  found,  to  my  astonishment,  not  more  than 
seven  libraries  in  the  county.  After  consulting  the  leading  teachers, 
we  agreed  to  try  and  start  a  library  in  every  district.  One  of  the  county 
papers  offered  jjrizes  to  the  schools  making  the  greatest  progress  in 
securing  a  library.  It  is  very  gratifying  for  me  to  report  that  we  have 
succeeded  in  our  efforts.  Not  less  than  thirty  schools  have  made 
successful  attempts,  and  secured,  by  subscription  and  entertainments, 
from  twenty-five  to  one  hundred  volumes.  The  work  is  fairly  started, 
and  Nve  shall  strive  to  see  a  library  in  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of 
our  schools. 

Apparatus. 

Impossible  as  it  is  for  the  carpenter  to  work  without  tools,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  just  as  impossible  for  teachers  to  work  without  apparatus. 
The  following  districts,  have,  up  to  the  writing  of  this  report,  bought 
the  complete  chart ;  Albany,  Greenwich,  Maxatawny,  Richmond,  Pike, 
Maidencreek,  Fleetwood,  Rockland,  Ruscombmanor,  Oley,  Centre, 
Centre])ort,  Spring  and  Longswamp,  and  Hamburg,  secured  an  air 
pump  for  their  laboratory.  A  number  of  teachers  secured  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary. 

Course  of  Study. 

Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  princpial  of  the  Keystone  State  Normal  School, 
spoke  on  the  importance  of  a  course  of  study  for  country  schools.  We 
have  no  such  course  in  this  county.  Preparations  are  being  made  to 
try  such  a  course  next  year. 

Without  a  course  of  study,  each  teacher  is  "  Lord  of  all  he  surveys, " 
teaching  as  much  as  his  own  inclination  may  prompt,  or  if  the  pupils 
are  not  anxious  to  study  more  than  the  three  R's,  he  may  not  feel  in- 
clined to  encourage  them,  since  it  would  make  a  little  more  work,  etc. 
No  business  is  conducted  as  loosely,  is  carried  on  as  unsystematically 
as  this  of  engaging  four  or  five  hundred  teachers  for  a  term  and  not 
to  give  them  a  plan  or  schedule  by  which  we  can,  at  least  to  a  certain 
degree,  see  the  effort  and  the  work  done. 

Institute. 

The  annual  session  of  the  county  institute  was  held  in  the  Grand 
Opera  House,  Reading,  September  22  to  27,  1890,  and  was  very  largelj^ 
attended.     All  the  teachers  (458)  except  four  were  present.     The  order 
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during"  the  session  was  good.  Each  teacher  was  assigned  to  a  seat, 
with  the  number  of  the  seat  on  his  card.  The  first  one  in  each  row  was 
g-iveu  a  card  containing  the  numbers  and  names  of  members  in  each 
row  of  seats.  In  this  manner  no  teacher  received  credit,  unless  found 
in  his  seat.  It  took  not  more  than  two  or  three  minutes  to  call  the 
"  roll. "  The  result  of  adopting  this  system  was  that  all  the  front  seats 
were  occupied,  the  order  was  better,  and  the  teachers  remained  until 
the  close  of  each  session.  The  miimtes  of  each  session  were  published 
in  book  form. 

The  instructors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Dr.  !S.  A.  Baer,  State 
Superintqfident  D.  J.  Waller,  Prof.  Thomas  E.  Hodges,  Dr.  M.  E. 
Schiebner,  Prof.  George  Hanchei-,  Prof.  C.  C.  Boyer,  assisted  by 
some  of  the  leading  teachers  of  the  county. 

The  lecturers  were  Hon.  Henry  Hall,  Peter  Von  Finkelstein  Mam- 
reov.  Dr.  John  M.  Stephen  and  Hon.  George  R.  Wendling. 

Local  Instsitutes. 

Eleven  local  institutes  were  held  in  the  following  towns  :  Werners- 
ville,  Strausstown,  Bernville,  Shoemakersville,  Lenhartsville,  Lyons, 
Pleasantville,  Churchville,  Amity ville,  Morgantown  and  Birdaboro'. 
They  were  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and  citizens. 

In  each  of  the  following :  Wernersville,  Bernville,  Shoemakersville 
and  Lyons  the  balance,  after  paying  all  necessary  expenses,  was  given 
to  the  library  fund. 

Buildings. 

New  houses  were  built  and  furnished  with  patent  furniture  during 
the  year,  in  Albany,  one ;  Alsace,  one ;  Centre,  one ;  Cumru,  a  two- 
roomed  one  ;  Lower  Heidelberg,  one  ;  Maxatawny,  one  :  Oley,  one ; 
Pike,  one  ;  Richmond,  one  ;  and  Spring,  one  ;  Lower  Alsace,  Fleetwood, 
Heidelberg  and  Ontelaunee, bought  furniture:  Cumru  put  u]i  a  very 
commodious  two-roomed  house  in  Mohnsville,  and  graded  the  schools. 
This  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

HiGBEE  Portrait. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  over  three  hundred  schools  in  the  county 
subscribed  for  the  Higbee  memorial  portrait.  Many  of  the  teachers 
held  special  exercises,  and  secured  enough  money  to  buy  suitable 
frames  for  the  portrait. 

Work  done  by  the  Superintendent. 

I  examined,  copied  and  forwarded  to  Harrisburg,  the  fifty -four  an- 
nual district  reports;  held  fifty -three  regular  and  two  special  examina- 
tions; examined  five  hundred  and  forty  two  applicants;  licensed  four 
hundred  and  eleven,  rejected  one  himdred  and  thirty  one;  held  the 
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couuty  institute  aud  eleven  local  institutes ;  made  five  hundred  and 
sixty  one  visits  to  schools ;  days  spent  in  official  duty,  two  hundred 
and  seventy -two,  and  traveled  four  thousand  and  eighty-seven  miles. 

Conclusion. 

I  finished  my  first  year's  work  as  county  superintendent.  My  highest 
ambition  was  to  perform  the  duties  of  this  office  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially. 

For  errors  made  I  ask  forgiveness,  for  unlawful  requests  which  I 
refused  to  grant  I  ask  no  pardon. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  press,  for  the  interest  shown  in 
our  work,  to  the  directors,  teachers  and  citizens,  for  their  kindness 
and  CO  operation,  and  to  the  State  department  for  the  courtesy  shown, 
and  assistance  rendered. 


BLAIR  COUNTY— Henry  S.  Wertz. 

The  work  done  in  many  of  our  schools  during  the  past  year  was 
practical  and  thorough.  The  teachers  generally  evinced  a  disposition 
to  gain  more  knowledge  of  the  art  of  teaching  and  the  branches  taught. 

A  commmittee  of  principals  and  teachers  of  gi'ammar  schools  have 
arranged  a  uniform  course  of  study  for  the  graded  schools  of  the  county. 
We  suggest  similar  action  for  the  ungraded  schools. 

Two  houses  were  built  in  Woodburj'  township. 

The  house  built  in  Williamsburg  contains  six  rooms,  and  for  archi- 
tectural design  and  convenience  is  surpassed  by  few  school  buildings  in 
the  county.  New  houses  were  also  built  in  Taylor,  Huston,  Green- 
field and  Logan  township.  The  house  built  in  Logan  is  a  four-room 
buildino-,  conveniently  arranged  and  well  furnished.  A  number  of 
houses  were  renovated  and  made  more  inviting,  and  many  others  need 
similar  attention. 

The  outbuildings  belonging  to  some  houses  are  very  inferior.  These 
buildings  should  be  so  located  and  constructed  as  to  afford  privacy 
and  avoid  offensiveness. 

During  the  year  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (377)  visits  were 
made  to' the  schools  of  the  county.  We  were  accompanied  on  our 
second  visit  by  directors  in  most  of  the  school  districts.  During  the 
former  part  of  the  term  our  visits  were  principally  confined  to  the  rural 
districts,  and  the  directors  having  farm  work  to  ]ierform,  could  not 
accompany  us.  Local  institutes  were  organized  at  Roaring  Spring 
and  in  Logan  township.     The  Logan  organization  met  monthly  by 
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requirement  of  the  directors.  Its  meetings  were  well  attended  and 
profitable.  We  hope  to  have  teachers'  meeting's  throng-hont  the  county 
next  year.  These  organizations,  if  properly  conducted,  must  not  only 
contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  teachers  but  to  the  progress  of  the 
schools. 

The  county  institute,  commencing  December  29,  1890,  was  held  in 
Hollidaysburg.  It  was  well  attended  and  pronounced  one  of  the  most 
successful  institutes  held  in  Blair  county.  The  attendance  and  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  teachers  indicated  earnestness  in  their  work. 
The  instructors  were  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder,  of  Indiana,  Pennsylvania; 
Dr.  Theo.  B.  Noss,  of  California,  Pennsylvania ;  Prof.  Joseph  F.  Bar- 
ton, of  Shippensburg,  Pennsylvania ;  Superintendent  D.  A.  Harman, 
of  Hazleton,  Pennsylvania,  and  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction.  The  sessions  of  the  institute  were  largely  attended 
by  directors  and  the  friends  of  education,  especially  on  "  Directors' 
Day,"  Thursday,  when  standing  room  was  scarcely  available.  The 
evening  lectures  were  instructive  and  entertaining. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the  department  for  cour 
tesies  shown  and  advice  given,  the  directors,  teachers,  citizens  and  the 
press  of  the  county,  for  their  assistance  and  the  general  good  will  ac- 
corded us  throughout  the  county. 


BRADFOKD  COUNTY-G.  W.  Ryan. 

The  request  of  the  Department  for  brevity  in  the  written  report  of 
superintendents  is  cheerfully  complied  Avith  in  the  following,  as  the 
satistical  statement  contains  neary  all  that  need  be  given. 

Several  good  school  houses  have  been  erected  and  considerable  patent 
furniture  supplied  in  different  districts.  Sayre  borough  expects  to 
erect  a  new  high  school  building  the  ensuing  year  at  an  expense  of 
about  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

The  county  institute  was  considered  exceptionally  interesting  and 
profitable.  Drs.  Brooks,  Raub,  Philips  and  Boone,  and  Prof.  Frye, 
and  Superintendent  J.  H.  Kennedy,  were  instructors.  The  evening 
lecturers  were  George  Kennan,  Prof.  J.  B.  De  Motte,  Mrs.  Mary 
Livermore  and  R.  T.  F.  Clark.  The  first  half -hour  of  each  half  day 
was  devoted  to  a  teachers'  meeting.  The  plan  of  alternating  a  lecture 
before  the  entire  institute,  with  the  division  of  the  institute  into  sec- 
tions, still  meets  the  earnest  approval  of  the  teachers. 

On  directors'  day,  at  the  county  institute,  the  directors  organized  a 
permanent   association   and  elected  officers.     The  directors   strongly 
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favored  coiiuty  uniformity  of  text  books,  and  recommended  each  school 
board  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  persons,  one  member  of  the 
school  board,  one  teacher  and  one  leading  citizen,  to  examine  text-books 
and  report  the  choice  to  a  central  committee  wlio  canvassed  the  votes 
and  reported  the  result  to  the  several  school  boards  for  future  action. 
The  convention  also  adopted  a  resohition  favoring  discrimination  in 
teachers'  wages.  Speed  the  day  when  it  may  be  universally  ]iracticed, 
also  when  compulsory  education  shall  be  in  operation  in  the  common 
wealth. 

A  few  directors  persist  in  wasting  ten  or  fifteen  dollars  on  a  July 
school  in  which  are  generally  found  a  few  sleepy  idle  pupils  and  often 
a  sleepier  idle  teacher. 

The  county  teachers'  association — meeting  quarterly — is  an  effective 
educational  agency. 

The  high  schools  of  the  count}^  continue  to  do  excellent  work  in  the 
preparation  of  teachers  and  in  general  culture. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  all  who  have  contributed 
to  the  advancement  of  education  in  the  county. 


BUCKS  COUNTY- William  H.  Blotter. 

By  referring  to  the  statistical  report  submitted  to  you  with  this,  a'ou 
will  see  there  were  enrolled  during  the  year,  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
county,  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  pupils,  Avitli  an 
average  daily  attendance  of  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  fiftv, 
nearly  sixty-three  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment.  The  estimated  number 
of  children  between  the  ages  of  six  years  and  sixteen  years  not  attend 
ing  any  school  during  the  term,  is  two  hundred  and  sixty-one.  In  a 
few  districts  a  marked  improvement  characterized  the  school  work. 
The  schools  and  the  teachers  were  better  organized,  having,  in  com 
mon,  definite  aims  and  ends  to  be  attained.  The  directors,  too,  shared 
in  the  organization,  and  observed  a  closer  supervision.  Here  the  at 
tendance  was  regular.  In  some  other  districts  the  attendance  was  irreg- 
ular, due  to  poorly  qualified  teachers,  sickness  and  the  indifference  of 
parents  and  guardians.  In  eleven  districts  the  directors  visited  the 
schools  regularly  every  month.  In  two  some  of  the  schools  were  not 
visited  at  all  by  directors. 

Warrington  supplied  her  schools  with  free  text-books.     Several  other 
districts  Avill  take  this  step  the  coming  year. 

Plumstead  schools  followed  their  adopted  "  course  of  stud}'. "     All 
the  schools  were  examined  near  the  close  of  the  term,  and  a  graduating 
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cliiss  will  be  formed  the  comiug'  term.  Several  other  districts  intend 
to  adopt  "  graded  courses  of  study"  for  their  ungraded  schools  next 
year. 

Sellersville  high  school  graduated  a  class  of  six,  and  Quakertown, 
a  class  of  eleven.  Doylestown  borough,  Doylestown  township  ami 
Dublin  Independent  have  established  school  saving-  banks.  In  four 
teen  districts  school  libraries  were  started.  We  have  now  forty-three, 
containing  in  the  aggregate  nearlj^  three  thousand  volumes.  Much 
credit  is  due  the  teachers  of  these  schools,  for  it  was  largely  their  spirit 
of  enterprise  and  their  energy  that  secured  these  libraries. 

Three  new  houses  Avere  built,  one  in  Hilltown,  and  two  in  Richland. 
Plumstead  remodeled  one,  making  it,  in  convenience,  comfort  and  aj)- 
l»earance,  equal  to  a  new  house.  Better  furniture  is  still  needed  in  four 
t)r  five  districts.  Many  of  the  grounds  are  too  small,  and  a  still  larger 
number  are  unenclosed.  In  a  few  districts  the  grounds  are  improved 
and  well  cared  for,  but  in  man}^  others  little  if  any  attention  is  paid 
them.  Trees  have  been  planted  on  arbor  days,  but  in  many  places 
they  have  not  received  attention  afterwards.  It  is  highly  probable 
that  many  school  yards  and  the  outhouses  are  sources  breeding'  vlisease 
and  sowing  seeds  of  vice  and  immorality.  Children  reflect  their  sur- 
roundings with  unerring  precision. 

Directors  are,  we  think,  awakening  to  the  need  of  greater  care  in 
regard  to  these  things.  The  subject  was  ably  discussed  at  the  direc- 
tors' meeting  held  at  Doylestow-n,  May  26,  1891. 

The  standard  of  acquirements  for  provisional  certificates  has  been 
gradually  raised,  and  many  of  the  applicants  came  better  prepared. 
In  general  and  jirofessional  reading  our  teachers  are  imjjroving. 
Many  of  them  are  successful  workers  in  the  school  room.  We  are, 
however,  having  a  large  number  of  poorly-prepared  and  unskilled  so- 
called  teachers. 

We  annually  lose  a  number  of  our  best  teachers.  Many  of  our  youug 
peo])le  of  both  sexes,  after  fitting  themselves  to  do  good  work,  find 
positions  in  neighboring  counties  and  cities.  Our  low  salaries  and 
short  terms  fail  to  attract  them.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted.  Poor 
material  is  dear  at  any  price,  while  the  best  is  cheap  at  high  prices. 
We  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  higher  salaries  will  be  paid 
efficient  teachers. 

The  county  institute  was  largelj'  attended  and  productive  of  much 
good.  Three  local  institutes  were  held  with  good  results.  The  School 
Directors'  Association  held  two  meetings  at  Doylestown,  one  on  October 
18,  1890,  at  the  forenoon  session  the  subjects,  "  What  can  directors  do 
to  lessen  the  irregular  attendance  at  school,"  and  "The  advantages  of 
a  graded  course  of  study  for  ungraded  schools,"  were  discussed.  In 
the  afternoon  the  association  met  in  joint  session  with  the  county  in- 
stitute.     The  second,   or  annual,    meeting  was  held  May   26,    1891. 
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"  How  to  secure  and  retain  good  teachers, "  "  Country  school  houses  and 
their  surroundini>-s, "  and  "The  graded  school,  "were  ably  discussed. 

This  was  tlie  best  meeting'  the  association  has  held.  The  address 
by  Dr  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  was 
full  of  encouragement  to  directors  and  Superintendent.  These  meet- 
ings are  educating  the  directors,  better  fitting  them  to  perform  the 
duties  of  their  office. 

Eight  or  nine  of  the  local  teachers'  associations  did  good  work. 
These  organizations  afford  most  excellent  opportunities  to  the  teachers 
for  self-improvement.  They  greatly  aid  the  inexperienced  and  poorly- 
prepared  but  interested  and  earnest  teachers.  They  offer  opportuni- 
ties for  the  directors  and  citizens  to  meet  with  teachers  and  participate 
in  the  discussion  of  subjects  relating  to  the  w^ork  of  the  schools.  They 
discover  the  indifi'erent  and  unworthj'^  teachers.  Many  of  these  monthly 
meetings  were  attended  by  the  directors  and  the  people  of  the  commu- 
nities in  which  they  were  held. 

The  teachers,  under  the  auspices  of  the  county  institute,  published, 
for  six  months  of  the  year,  a  monthly  magazine  devoted  to  the  interests 
of  the  public  shools.  It  was  a  credit  to  the  teachers  who  contributed 
to  its  columns,  and  a  help  to  its  readers. 

We  experienced  much  difficulty  in  getting  a  full  supply  of  teachers. 
In  the  annual  examinations  we  tried  to  grant  certificates  discriminately , 
that  school  boards  might  have  the  best  applicants  from  which  to  select. 
Still  Ave  could  not  in  all  cases  place  before  them  a  full  number  of 
teachers. 

With  the  increased  state  appropriation  in  prospect  for  next  year, 
directors  should  see  to  it  that  the  poorly -prepared  and  the  indifferent 
teachers  will  be  displaced  by  those  best  equipped  to  do  good  work. 
The  teachers'  examinations  should  be  made  more  searching,  and  certi- 
ficates granted  with  still  greater  discrimination.  The  terms  should  be 
lengthened  and  free  text-books  supplied  to  all  the  schools. 

We  return  thanks  to  the  state  department  for  aid  given,  to  the  pub- 
lic press  for  the  ever-readj^  support,  and  to  the  directors  and  teachers 
for  their  frequent  help. 


BUTLER  COUNTY— N.  C.  McCollough. 

During  the  past  j^ear  the  school  work  of  our  county  has  been  attended 
with  fair  results.  An  unusual  amount  of  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  every  department.  , 

Our  teachers  have  labored  well  and  faithfully,  and  on  the  whole  have 
been  accorded  the  symi)athy  and  support  of  the  people  in  the  districts 
in  which  they  have  been  situated. 
2  School  Report. 
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Altlioii<2:li  twenty -four  per  ceut.  of  our  teachers  last  year  entered 
upon  their  duties  without  any  previous  experience,  there  were  not  more 
than  half  a  dozen  failures. 

Our  state  normal  at  Slippery  Hock,  and  our  many  prosperous  acade 
mies  are  doing  much  to  elevate  the  standard  of  our  teachers.     But  eight 
claim  to  have  received  their  education  in  the  common  schools. 

Fifty-five  have  attended,  and  nine  have  graduated  at  state  normal 
schools.      Seven  hold  college  diplomas. 

Seventeen  public  examinatfons  were  held.  Three  hundred  and 
eighty-six  applicants  for  provisional  certificates  were  examined  of  whom 
three  hundred  and  twenty-three  received  certificates  and  sixty-three 
were  rejected. 

The  county  institute  and  local  institutes  have  done  much  toward 
molding  the  educational  interests  of  the  county,  by  bringing  before 
the  people  the  methods  of  instruction  used  in  the  schools  of  to-day. 
We  have  all  manifested  an  earnest  desire  to  learn,  and  as  a  result  we 
are  changing  the  old  for  the  ucav. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  held  at  Butler,  December  15  to  19, 
and  in  point  of  numbers,  attendance  and  interest,  was  pronounced  one 
of  the  best  ever  held  in  the  county.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  Z.  X. 
Snyder,  Dr.  A.  E.  Maltby,  Dr.  A.  E.  Winshii),  Dr.  George  J.  Luckey 
and  Prof.  C.  E.  Leslie.  The  evening  lectures  were  delivered  by  Hon. 
Henry  Hall,  Hon.  George  R.  Wendling  and  Dr.  Henson.  Decided 
improvements  have  been  made  in  buildings  and  furniture  during  the 
last  few  years.  The  majority  of  the  districts  have  good  substantial 
buildings  and  well-furnished  houses  Thirty-five  districts  furnished 
their  schools  with  charts  this  year.  Ten  new  school  houses  were  built 
during  the  year,  viz  :  Venango,  two  ;  Parker,  one  ;  Donegal,  three  ; 
Clinton,  one ;  Adams,  one  ;  Marion,  one ;  Centre,  one. 

Of  the  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  schools,  all  were  visited  but  seven. 
Generally  speaking,  the  schools  Avere  found  to  be  in  prosperous  condi- 
tion. The  majority  of  the  teachers,  realizing  that  to  have  a  good  edu. 
cation,  and  to  lack  the  knowledge  of  how  to  instruct,  was  to  igno- 
miniously  fail,  took  active  interest  in  institutes,  subscribed  for  journals 
of  education  and  read  books  on  theorj'. 

We  still  have  a  few  whose  highest  ambition  is  to  get  a  certificate, 
put  in  the  required  number  of  hours  in  the  school  room,  and  receive 
their  pay,  but  this  class  is  growing  smaller,  and  their  places  being 
filled  by  those  who  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  more  for  the  cause  of 
education. 

Only  fifteen  districts  in  the  county  have  a  longer  term  than  that  re- 
quired by  law.  Six  months  of  school  is  not  enough  for  our  boys  and 
girls  to  dei)end  upon  to  obtain  an  education,  especially  when  the  great 
majority  persist  in  dropping  out  of  school  at  the  age  of  fourteen. 
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CAMBRIA  COUNTY— J.  W.  Leech. 

No  serious  obstacles  impeded  the  upward  tendency  of  the  schools 
of  our  county  during'  the  year  just  past. 

Never  before  have  we  had  so  earnest  and  competent  a  corps  of  teachers 
as  stood  on  guard  last  year.     A  new  inspiration  seems  to  help  us  all. 

Our  county  institute  was  the  banner  institute  of  Cambria  county,  in 
points  of  attendance,  instruction,  interest,  profit  and  pleasure.  What 
else  could  be  expected  with  the  following  list  of  instructors,  Hon. 
Henry  Hoiick,  Dr.  Snyder,  Dr.  Schaefier,  Prof.  Brumbaugh,  Superin- 
tendent Berkey  and  Prof.   Isensee. 

Evening  entertainments,  Henry  Hall,  Boston  Ideal  Club,  Keohne  and 
Henson. 

Very  successful  local  institutes  were  held  all  over  the  county. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  educational  awakening  here,  ten  summer  nor- 
mal classes  are  now  in  succcessful  operation  in  the  county. 

Some  of  the  districts  increased  the  teachers'  pay  ;  many  of  them  pur- 
chased new  furniture,  charts,  maps  and  apparatus. 

Cambria  is  moving  upward. 

We  welcome  the  following  neAv  districts  into  our  number : 

Portasre  borough,  erected  out  of  a  portion  of  Portage  township  ;  Dale 
borough,  erected  out  of  a  portion  of  Stony  Creek  township,  and  Mor- 
rellville  borough,  erected  out  of  a  portion  of  Lower  Yoder  township. 


CAMERON  COUNTY  -Ella  Herrick. 

The  statistical  report  may  be  supplemented  briefly. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  ]3rogress  along  all  lines  of  school 
work.  Shippen  township  built  two  (2)  houses,  and  furnished  all  the 
schools  with  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionaries.  Nearly  all  the 
schools  in  the  county  are  supplied  with  majjs,  charts,  globes  and  dic- 
tionaries.    The  directors  show  commendable  interest  in  this  direction. 

A  few  districts  still   have  a  divided  school  term.     As  there  is  a 

« 

"summer  school,"  and  usually  a  different  teacher  employed  for  the 
winter,  the  results  are  less  satisfactory  than  I  could  wish. 

I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  teachers  the 
necessity  of  better  preparation  for  their  work,  and  have  the  pleasure 
of  noting  decided  improvement  already.  Because  a  person  secures  a 
certificate  there  is  no  reason  why  he  should  not  continue  to  study.  I 
insist  that  there  be  "no  steps  backward." 

The  county  teachers'  institute  met  in  Emporium,  and  was  one  of  the 
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most  successful  ever  held,  as  evidenced  by  the  attendance  of  the  public, 
the  character  of  the  instruction,  the  high  grade  entertainments  given, 
and  the  interest  manifested  by  the  teachers.  The  instructors  were, 
Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  :  Superin- 
tendents R.  M.  McNeal,  of  Dauphin  countj^  and  W.  P.  Eckels,  of 
McKean  county;  Prof.  D.  E.  Augsburg,  New  York,  and  Miss  Jessie 
Dalrymple,  of  Philadelphia.  Local  institutes  were  held  throughout 
the  county,  and  were  well  attended  by  teachers,  directors  and  patrc)ns. 
They  were  characterized  by  the  practical  work  done. 


•      CARBON  COUNTY— T.  A.  Snyder. 

The  lu'ogress  of  the  schools  of  the  county,  as  a  whole,  during  the 
last  year  has  been  very  satisf actor}'.  No  radical  changes  have  been 
made,  but  steady  i^rogTess  in  methods  has  been  {iccomplished.  Most 
of  the  teachers  are  alive  to  the  times,  and  are  doing  work  in  accordance 
with  the  well-settled  methods  of  the  advanced  educators  of  to-day. 
Public  sentiment,  the  regulator  of  educational  progress,  is  such  in 
most  of  the  districts  of  the  county  that  old  and  impracticable  methods 
will  not  be  tolerated.  This  has  been  broug-ht  about  largely  by  the 
live  educational  meetings  held  in  different  parts  of  the  count}',  and  by 
interesting  the  public  in  the  county  institute,  where  live,  and  enthu- 
siastic instructors  present  none  but  the  best  methods. 

The  best  schools  are  found  where  the  people  take  the  most  interest 
in  them.  Teachers,  therefore,  should  endeavor  by  all  the  means  at 
their  command  to  cultivate  public  sentiment  in  the  district  to  the 
hisfhest  standard  possible,  for  it  is  ] )ublic sentiment  that  must  keep  ui» 
the  standard  of  the  schools.  Good  school  officers  and  live  teachers 
may,  for  a  time,  maintain  proper  interest  and  secure  fair  resiilts  in 
districts  that  are  in  different  to  g^ood  schools,  but  as  certainly  as  water 
seeks  its  level  so  surely  will  the  schools  be  broujrht  down  to  that  de- 
gree of  interest  maintained  by  the  people  of  the  district  in  which  the 
schools  are  located.  , 

Therefore,  it  is  of  the  greatest  imi^ortance  for  teachers  to  use  all 
the  means  at  their  command  to  awaken  i)ublic  interest  in  the  schools. 

The  two  new  four-roomed  school  buildings  erected  at  Lansford,  and 
the  one  at  Nesquehoniug,  in  Mauch  Chunk  township,  are  models  in 
style  of  architecture,  neatness  and  convenience.  As  to  lieat,  light  and 
ventilation,  they  appear  to  l)e  first  class  in  every  i)articular.  All  the 
new  1  )uildings  recently  erected  are  of  a  creditable  character,  and  reflect 
much   credit  on  the  boards  of  directors  that  had  the  same  erected. 
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Nearly  all  the  school  buildiuos  iu  Kidder  township  have  been  repaired, 
painted  and  much  improved  in  appearance.  A  handsome  new  iron 
fence  now  encloses  the  school  ground  at  Summit  Hill,  and  the  whole 
school  ground  has  been  nicely  covered  over  with  the  fine  white  gravel 
found  so  plentifully  in  that  section  of  the  county.  Beautiful  shade 
trees  can  now  be  found  growing  <jn  the  school  grounds  of  most  of 
the  districts  in  the  county.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  the  school 
buildings  and  school  grounds  should  be  made  as  beautiful  as  possible. 
Let  the  school  buildings  and  the  school  grounds  be  such  that  each 
citizen  can  point  with  pride  to  the  same  when  strangers  come  in  your 
midst.  The  East  Penn  school  directors  built  a  very  comfortable  one- 
roomed  school  building  at  Bachman's. 

We  now  have  high  schools  at  Audeuried,  Tresckow,  Lehighton, 
Mauch  Chunk,  Lansford,  East  Mauch  Chunk,  Nesquehouing,  Parry - 
ville,  Weatherly  and  Summit  Hill.  Classes  graduated  last  year  at  Sum- 
mit Hill,  Parryville,  Mauch  Chunk,  Weatherly  and  Lansford.  Com- 
mencement exercises  were  held  at  Parryville,  Mauch  Chunk,  Lansford 
and  Weatherly,  all  of  which  were  largely  attended.  In  Carbon  county, 
there  are  no  seminaries,  academies  or  i^reparatory  colleges  for  the 
citizens  to  send  their  bo^^s  and  girls  to  in  order  that  they  may  be  pre- 
pared for  entering  higher  institutions  of  learning  when  they  reach  the 
proper  age,  so  it  is  of  tJie  utmost  importance  that  the  highest  grade 
possible  should  be  maintained  by  our  high  schools  in  the  different 
parts  of  the  county,  so  that  the  people  have  a  chance  of  educating  the 
boy-s  and  girls  at  home  jjroperly,  without  being  compelled  to  send 
them  away  from  home  before  they  are  old  enough  to  be  removed  from 
the  guiding  care  of  the  parents.  Thoroughness  of  work,  however, 
should  be  required  everywhere,  so  that  when  our  boys  and  girls 
graduate  from  our  high  schools  their  standing  as  scholars  will  reflect 
credit  on  the  schools  that  gi-aduated  them. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Lehighton.  The  attendance  of 
teachers  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  county.  The  citizens 
of  Lehighton  and  vicinity  manifested  great  interest  in  the  institute, 
and  the  large  oiiera  house  was  filled  at  nearly  every  session.  The 
evening  lectures  were  largely  attended.  The  Wednesday  morning 
session  of  the  institute  Avas  held  in  the  imblic  school  building,  and  the 
institute  was  divided  into  classes,  so  that  practical  class  instruction 
could  be  given  to  each  grade.  The  other  sessions  of  the  institute  were 
held  in  the  opera  house. 

On  Thursday  (directors'  day)  a  special  directors'  session  was  held. 
The  attendance  of  directors  was  large.  State  Superintendent  D.  J. 
Waller,  Jr.,  Dr  Z.  X.  Snyder  and  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte  delivered  excellent 
addresses  to  the  directors  and  citizens.  The  opera  house  was  so  full 
that  standing  room  could  scarcely  be  obtained. 

The   instructors   at    the    county    institute  were,   Dr.  E.   O.  Lyte, 
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principal  of  the  Millersville  State  Normal  School ;  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder, 
principal  of  the  Indiana  State  Normal  school ;  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  ;  Mrs.  Alma  Saeger  Welsh,teacher 
of  elocution  of  the  Bloomsburg  State  Normal  School ;  Prof.  George  P. 
Bible,  of  New  York  city,  Dr.  Henry  F.  Bitner,  of  the  Millersville 
State  Normal  School,  Superintendent  D.  A.  Harman,  of  Hazleton, 
and  Prof.  W.  B.  Hall,  of  Lancaster.  The  evening  lecturers  were, 
Hon.  Will  Cum  back,  of  Indiana,  on  "  The  Invisible,  Some  People  ;"  J. 
Clement  Ambrose,  of  Chicago,  on  "  The  Sham  Family  ; "  F .  DeWitt 
Talmage,  on  "  The  Best  Place  to  Live  In, "  and  George  P.  Bible,  of 
New  York,"  Elocutionarj"  and  Musical  Entertainment." 

The  local  institutes  held  were  more  largely  attended  than  ever 
before.  One  hundred  and  live  teachers  were  enrolled  at  the  local  in- 
stitute held  at  Maucli  Chunk,  and  one  hundred  and  thirtj' -three  at  the 
local  institute  held  at  Audenried. 

In  conclusion,  I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  the  press 
in  the  county,  for  publishing  gratuitously  everything  sent  them  of 
an  educational  nature  ;  the  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  the  teachers, 
the  CO- operation  and  support  of  directors,  and  the  hospitality'  of  the 
people  extended  not  only  to  myself,  but  also  to  directors,  teachers  and 
pupils  whenever  the  opportunity  oflered. 


CENTKE  COUNTY— David  O.  Etters. 

The  progress  made  during  any  one  year  cannot  be  very  marked 
from  that  for  the  year  preceding.  But  a  steadily  forward  move  is 
always  preferable  to  a  brilliant  dash,  followed  by  a  long  period  of  in 
activity.  So  a  look  backward  through  the  year  that  has  just  ended, 
brings  out  no  evidence  of  any  attempt  at  radical  reform,  yet  furnishes 
positive  proof  of  some  degi-ee  of  progress  in  the  schools  of  our  county . 
Three  new  houses  were  erected  and  twenty -four  others  were  fitted  out 
with  new  patent  fin-niture.  Many  schools  were  supplied  with  combi 
nation  charts  and  with  natural  slate  boards.  And  Bellefonte,  Philips- 
burg  and  Rush  districts  are  to  be  commended  for  leugthening  the 
school  term,  the  two  former  to  nine  and  the  latter  to  eight  months. 
The  teachers  of  Bellefonte  district,  under  the  tutorage  of  Suiierinten- 
dent  Lieb,  and  the  teachers  of  the  high  school,  pursued  a  regular 
course  of  study  throughout  the  year,  meeting  twice  a  month  for  reci- 
tation and  discussion.  At  the  close  of  tlie  school  year  the  members 
of  the  class  were  subjected  to  a  rigid  examination  in  the  work  gone 
over,  by  the  county  superintendent,  and  as  an  evidence  of  their  good 
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work  during  the  year,  they  were  able  to  pass  with  great  credit  to  them 
selves  and  to  their  instructors,  and  Avith  much  satisfaction  to  the  ex- 
aminer. It  is  urged  that  other  districts  adopt  the  i)lan  of  holding 
these  teachers'  meetings,  as  great  good  must  surely  result  from  such  a 
course. 

The  districts  of  Ferguson,  Gregg  and  Harris,  have  made  an  excellent 
move  by  establishing  what  might  be  termed  the  township  high  school, 
where  the  more  advanced  pupils  of  the  entire  district  may  attend,  thus 
affording  an  opportunity  for  pursuing  work  that  could  not  have  been 
carried  on  in  the  mixed  school. 

As  one  would  naturally  expect,  the  schools  making  most  progress 
were  found  in  those  districts  in  which  the  directors  exercised  the  most 
careful  judgment  in  selecting  teachers,  and  showed  most  liberality  in 
paying  salaries,  and  in  providing  facilities  for  doing  good  work. 

In  a  few  districts  the  increased  appropriation  seems  to  have  done 
absolutely  nothing  for  the  betterment  of  the  schools.  The  minimum 
length  of  term  continues,  teachers  are  selected  with  reference  to  clieaii- 
ness  rather  than  fitness,  and  not  a  mai3,  chart,  nor  piece  of  apparatus 
of  any  kind  is  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  schools.  Oftentimes  the  school 
house  is  placed  in  the  poorest  x>ossible  location,  being  right  on  the 
edge  of  some  much  traveled  highway,  where  the  rattle  of  i^assing 
vehicles  makes  effective  work  impossible. 

The  directors  in  many  districts  are  wisely  disposed  to  retain  the 
successful  teachers  from  year  to  year,  as  an  evidence  of  this,  forty- 
seven  ijer  cent,  of  last  year's  teachers  had  taught  five  or  more  annual 
terms,  while  only  sixteen  pev  cent,  were  beginners.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  directors,  at  their  next  annual  convention,  should  try  to  agree 
upon  some  more  consistent  plan  for  fixing  teachers'  salaries  than  at 
present  prevails.  As  it  is,  the  teacher  who  has  had  years  of  careful 
preparation  added  to  years  of  successful  experience,  receives  little 
more  salary  than  the  one  with  limited  training  and  no  exi^erience. 

This  is  wrong,  preparation  coupled  with  skill  and  experience  should 
count  for  much.  Again  we  find  teachers  paid  according  to  the  size  of 
the  school,  this  is  wrong,  since  the  teacher  with  a  dozen  pupils  is  bound 
by  article  of  agreement  to  reuder,  the  best  service  of  Avhich  he  is  calla- 
ble, and  the  teacher  with  eighty  pupils  can  do  no  more  than  this. 
Paying  the  teacher  a  higher  salary  because  he  has  a  larger  school  does 
not  imply  better  teaching  for  those  pupils,  and  if  it  did  it  woiild  still 
be  wrong,  for  why  should  the  small  school  not  receive  just  as  good 
teaching  as  the  crowded  one? 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  the  effort  to  have  the  college  graduate 
licensed  by  the  state  failed  in  the  last  legislature.  Eleven  college 
graduates  taught  in  the  county  during  the  past  year,  and  they  were, 
as  they  ought  to  have  been,  in  the  very  front  rank  as  teachers.  If 
college  men  were  given  the  encouragement  they  deserve,  many  more 
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■would  enter  the  work.  It  tloes  not  appear  clear  why  a  college  man, 
shoiild  not  be  made  equal  to  the  normal  graduate,  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  very  men  who  train  the  normal  student,  are,  themselves, 
college  men,  with  no  more  special  preparation  for  their  work  than  have 
the  college  men  who  teach  in  our  pul)lic  schools.  Can  there,  then,  be 
anything-  in  the  course  of  instruction  that  makes  the  normal  graduate 
better  then  the  very  men  who  have  trained  him.  The  argument  is  used 
that  college  men,  while  strong  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  are 
weak  in  the  fundamentals.  Yet  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that,  before  enter 
ing  upon  the  higher  course  of  study,  a  rigid  examination  in  the  common 
branches  must  be  passed  satisfactorily.  And  surely  the  advanced 
training  has  had,  in  greater  or  less  degree,  the  effect  of  quickening 
and  strengthening  the  mind  so  as  to  give  it  a  wider  reach  and  a 
stronger  grasp  of  knowledge  thus  better  fitting  the  individidual  to 
train  others. 

The  examinations,  as  far  as  practicable,  were  mado  oral,  and  were 
well  attended  by  directors  and  citizens.  A  marked  weakness  was  shown 
in  United  States  history,  geography  and  in  the  practical  rules  of  arith- 
metic. The  fact  was  disclosed,  also,  that  too  few  of  our  younger 
teachers  acquaint  themselves  with  current  history  as  obtained  from 
the  newspapers  and  educational  journals. 

Arbor  day  should  be  more  generally  observed  than  at  present.  Out- 
side the  boroughs,  comparatively  slight  attention  is  given  the  subject. 
The  lack  of  interest  in  tree  planting  has  followed  from  the  neglect  to 
fence  school  properties  ;  fully  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  school  grounds  lie 
open  as  commons,  so  that  if  trees  were  planted  they  would  soon  be  de- 
stroyed by  stock  pasturing  at  large. 

Sanitation  has  received  much  greater  attention  from  our  directors 
during  the  past  few  years  than  formerly.  The  houses  erected  in  the 
last  five  years  have  been  planned,  to  some  extent,  Avitli  reference  to 
light  and  ventilation.  But  while  under  the  sanitary  head,  a  ievT  evils 
should  be  mentioned  that  directors  should  hasten  to  correct.  One  is 
the  use  of  dusty  crayon,  another  the  neglect  to  keep  the  school-room 
floor  properly  scrubbed.  From  these  two  sources  arises  enough  dust, 
when  breathed,  to  shatter  the  most  robust  constitution.  Again,  the 
sexes  should  have  separate  outhouses,  situated  on  different  parts  of 
the  schoolyard,  and  then  it  should  be  seen  that  they  are  properly  kept. 
The  annual  meeting  of  directors  was  called  for  December  18,  but 
what  gave  promise  of  being  the  most  largely  attended  session  yet  held, 
was  prevented  by  the  great  snowfall  of  the  previous  day.  However, 
about  twenty -five  directors  assembled,  and  held  a  very  interesting 
and  important  meeting.  Excellent  addresses  were  made  by  Prof.  W. 
A.  Buckhout,  on  tree  culture,  and  by  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff,  on  the  impor- 
tance of  sanitation  as  affecting  our  public  schools.  A  course  of  study 
for  ungraded  schools  was  also  considered.     Our  directors'  association 
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is  a  live  institution,  and  one  that  is  beginning  to  tell  for  good,  but 
more  friendly  action  by  the  next  legislature  than  was  received  at  the 
hands  of  the  last  will  be  uecessar}^  to  iieep  up  a  vigorous  growth. 

It  is  a  matter  of  very  general  regret  that  the  measiire  before  the  leg- 
islature providing  for  the  expenses  of  directors  in  attending  the  annual, 
and  triennial  covention,  failed  to  become  a  law.  It  is  only  by  uni- 
formity of  action,  that  uniformity  of  text-books  can  be  had,  or  that  a 
graded  course  of  stlid}'  can  be  successfully  earned  out.  And  unless 
directors  meet  in  county  conventions  no  such  uniformity  of  action  can 
take  place.  Directors  should  also  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  the  time  necessarily  spent  in  looking  after  the  schools  of  their 
respective  districts.  If  it  is  thought  that  six  members  are  too  many 
to  be  paid  from  the  public  fund,  follow  the  suggestion  of  Superinten- 
dent Ryan,  in  his  last  report,  and  reduce  the  number  to  three,  presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer.  Select  for  president  the  most  available 
man  in  the  district,  and  require  him  to  visit  the  schools  regularly,  and 
to  report  u])on  their  condition  to  the  superintendent,  then  pay  him  for 
his  time  and  trouble.  By  this  plan  only  one  more  would  be  paid  than 
at  present,  and  it  would  soon  be  discovered  that  the  return  would 
warrant  the  expenditure. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Bellefonte,  December  15,  to  19 
Of  the  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  teachers  in  the  county,  all  were 
present  but  three.  The  instructors  were.  Dr.  E.  E.  White,  Dr.  E.  O. 
Lyte,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Eastman,  Prof.  W.  A.  Buckhout,  Prof.  L.  S. 
Thompson  and  Prof .  G.  G.  Pond,.  The  evening  entertainments  were 
given  by  Dr.  White,  the  Ariel  Thomas  Company,  Col.  Sanford  and 
Superintendent  Hammers,  and  were  well  attended  and  highly  appre- 
ciated. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  return  thanks  to  the  School  department 
for  advice  cheerfully  given,  to  the  directors  and  teachers,  for  kindly 
supiDort,  to  the  count}"  press  for  favors  rendered,  and  to  the  citizens 
for  encouragement  given  and  for  the  great  kindness  shown  during  my 
official  visits  over  the  countv. 


CHESTEPt  COUNTY— Joseph  S.  Walton. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  better  houses,  furniture  and  apparatus, 
more  skill  and  efficiency  among  teachers  and  a  greater  local  interest 
among  patrons.  It  is  a  painful  duty  to  again  call  attention  to  the 
neglected,  unfenced  and  weed-crowned  school  lot,  to  the  forsaken,  un- 
godly and  unchristian  condition  of  the  out  houses. 

It  is  only  in  a  few  places  that  the  grounds  are  neatly  fenced,  hard  drj' 
walks  are  jorovided,  and  flowers,  shrubs  and  ferns  add  beauty  to  utility.

Where  such  is  the  case  they  become  the  silent  but  i)otent  ugeiicies  in 
elevating  and  improving"  public  taste,  especially  among  the  poor  and 
neglected. 

A  few  3' ears  ago  the  railroads  of  the  country  commenced  imi)roviiig 
the  architecture  and  surroundings  of  their  way  stations,  and  hundreds 
of  homes  have  received  added  neatness,  comfort  and  refinement,  as  a 
result.  Whj^  should  not  the  public  school  become  a  more  active  factor 
in  this  direction? 

Anything  that  improves  the  homes  improves  the  morals  of  a  com- 
munity. The  graded  course  of  study  is  growing  in  extent  and  efficiency. 
Examinations  were  held  in  four  new  districts  this  year.  Pupils  remain 
longer  in  school,  are  more  thorough,  and  the  public  more  interested 
in  free  schools  where  this  system  is  in  ooeration. 

Manual  training  has  been  taught  during  the  past  year  in  eleven 
schools,  mostly  in  country  districts. 

Shops  were  fitted  up  in  the  basements  of  the  school  buildings,  and 
a  special  instructor  traveled  from  house  to  house. 

Construction  drawing  receives  more  attention,  and  is  better  taught 
in  these  districts.  Accurate  and  concise  oral  and  written  expression 
of  thought  are  also,  on  the  average,  making  more  progress  in  these  same 
districts. 

Our  teachers'  associations  are  better  organized,  and  have  accom- 
plished more  practical  work  this  year  than  during  any  year  since  the 
county  was  first  divided  into  districts. 

Again  and  again  marked  improvment  in  the  schoolroom  has  been 
traced  through  the  teacher  back  to  hints,  suggestions  and  enthusiasm 
received  at  the  association  meetings.  Those  districts  not  yet  organized 
have  no  means  of  estimating  their  loss. 

Recognizing  that  the  progress  of  free  education  is  limited  by  the 
average  intelligence  and  interest  of  the  public,  it  has  been  our  aim, 
through  every  available  channel  to  reach  the  |)atrons  in  l)ehalf  of  their 
children. 

The  organization  and  extension  of  Chautauqua  circles  have  received 
marked  encouragement. 

Sixteen  evening  meetings  and  five  local  institutes  have  aroused  un- 
usual interest  during  the  past  year. 

They  have  been  the  cause  in  a  great  measure  of  a  decided  addition 
to  the  number  of  school  libraries  and  reading  tables,  of  an  increased 
desire  among  directors  and  patrons  to  visit  the  schools. 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  received  eleven  thousand  and  ninety - 
eight  (11,098)  visits,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  (2,248) 
of  which  were  made  by  the  directors.  The  largest  returns  were  from 
the  rural  districts,  the  lowest  from  the  towns  and  boroughs. 

The  general  behavior,  politeness  and  moral  status  of  the  pupils,  are 
with  few  exceptions,  best  in  the  districts  most  visited. 
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The  above  facts  suggest  that  if  those  org-anizations  laboring-  in  be- 
half of  a  special  reform.  Knights  of  Labor,  and  others  interested  in 
solving  the  labor  difficulties,  g-ransrers  and  others  interested  in  accom- 
plishing- the  best  for  agricultural  interests,  temperance  organizations 
bent  on  emanicipating  the  land  from  the  curse  of  rum,  boards  of  health 
interested  in  sanitation,  mission  societies  and  philanthropists,  in  be 
half  of  the  paupers  and  outcast,  christians,  in  behalf  of  the  church,  if 
all  these  could  but  give  more  of  their  time,  money  and  organized 
energy  for  the  benefit  of  free  education  for  the  multitude,  they  would 
come  sooner  to  a  realization  of  the  truth  embodied  in  each  movement, 
and  nearer  to  a  realization  of  that  universal  brotherhood  of  man  that 
actuates  and  moves  them  all. 


CLARION  COUNTY— C.  F.  McNutt. 

During  the  past  year  much  g-ood  work  has  been  done  in  the  schools 
of  our  county.  Directors  and  patrons  are  beginning  to  believe  more 
firmly  that  to  have  good  schools,  good  teachers  must  be  secured.  In 
several  districts  the  salaries  of  teachers  have  been  increased  a  little. 
The  movement  seems  to  be  po]3ular  and  the  results  are  encouraging. 

Very  few  of  our  young  teachers  now  attempt  the  work  without  first 
attending-  a  state  normal  or  some  of  our  local  academies.  The  idea 
of  first  teaching  a  term  or  two  to  get  some  monej'^  to  go  to  school  is 
becoming  unpopular  with  the  patrons.  While  this  has  many  commen- 
dable features,  yet  it  g-ives  rise  to  an  obstacle  that  must  have  our  atten- 
tion. It  is  noticeable  that  young  people  in  the  strug-gle  to  prepare 
themselves  for  teaching  are  also  fitting  themselves  for  other  more  re  > 
munerative  occupations.  As  a  result  of  spurring  them  to  better  jDrep 
aration,  we  receive  a  shorter  time  of  their  services  in  the  school  room. 
Instead  of  g-raduating  them  in  the  profession  we  as  often  graduate 
them  out  of  it.  This  is  more  especially  true  of  teachers  in  rural  dis- 
tricts. 

The  plan  of  holding  public  examinations  for  advanced  jiupils  in  the 
common  schools  is  still  in  force  in  this  county.  The  system  is  holding 
its  own  pretty  well,  and  is  productive  of  some  good.  These  examina- 
tions and  diplomas  are  qiute  as  stimulating  to  the  pupils  of  the  public 
schools  as  similar  methods  are  to  pupils  in  schools  of  higher  grades. 
The  disappointment  in  not  being  able  to  pass  the  required  grade, 
seems  to  lose  none  of  its  sting-  on  account  of  the  elementary  character 
of  the  method  or  grade.  To  children,  failure  has  a  horror  and  victory 
an  enjoyment  not  surpassed  in  grown  persons  in  the  pursuits  of  objects 
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of  much  greater  importance.  Parents  and  patrons  generally  seem  to 
be  just  as  anxious  about  early  achievements  of  the  children  as  greater 
ones  in  after  life.  Indeed,  the  steps  upward  in  one's  life  are  so  uni- 
form and  so  gradual  that  by  his  immediate  associates  it  can  hardly 
be  decided  which  are  the  most  interesting.  And  so  it  is  with  the  in- 
dividual. His  first  diplomas  have  charms,  and  he  is  just  as  proud  of 
them  at  the  time  received  as  he  is  of  tliose  he  gets  later.  Possibly 
he  has  worked  as  hard  to  get  them. 

Two  school  houses  were  burned  during  the  year.  All  the  new  houses 
built  are  substantial,  and  provided  with  suitable  furniture  and  out 
buildings.  During  the  winter  a  set  of  the  complete  school  charts, 
published  by  Ivison  Blakeman  &  Co-,  were  put  in  nearly  every  school 
in  the  county.  Also  a  few  schools  were  furnished,  with  dictionaries, 
slate  blackboards,  globes  and  other  items  of  useful  apparatus,  and 
works  of  reference.  One  new  district  and  four  graded  schools  have 
been  organized  during  the  year. 

Our  last  county  institute  was  larger  than  usual.  The  enrolment  of 
teachers  was  more  than  ever  before,  and  the  general  interest  taken  was 
encouraging.  The  day  instructors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Kutz- 
ton,  Pennsylvania ;  Mrs.  Mary  H.  Hunt,  Boston,  Massachusetts ;  and 
Prof.  C  C  Case,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  had  charge  of  the  music.  Several 
teachers  of  the  Clarion  State  Normal  and  prominent  local  teachers  of 
the  county  rendered  valuable  assistance  during  day  sessions.  Evening 
lectures  were  delivered  by  Dr.  Schaeffer,  Dr.  P.  S.  Henson  of  Chicago, 
and  Hon.  R.  G.  Horr  of  Michigan.  One  evening's  entertainment  con- 
sisted of  a  programme  arranged  by  our  local  talent  on  the  event  of  Dr. 
Gunsaulis  disappointing  us,  and  giving  only  one  day's  notice  of  it. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  earnest  co-o]i- 
eration  of  our  teachers,  directors  and  friends  of  education,  the  united 
efforts  of  the  department,  and  our  local  press  in  promoting  the  cause 
of  learning.  I  heartily  thank  all  for  the  many  general  courtesies  ex- 
tended. 


CLEARFIELD  COUNTY— B.  C.  Youngman. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  county  is  steadily  increasing,  there 
being  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  this  year  against  three  hundred 
and  twenty -five  last  year. 

How  to  visit  these  schools  in  a  way  to  make  the  visits  in-ofitable  is 
the  problem  that  is  now  vexing  the  superintendent.  Closer  super- 
version  in  due  time  may  come  to  remedy  the  difficulty.     Several  new 
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school  bouses  were  built  during-  the  year,  and  many  old  ones  were 
repaired  and  refurnished  with  patent  furniture  and  slate  blackboard 
surface. 

The  county  institute  was  attended  by  three  hundred  and  sixteen 
teachers.  The  few  teachers  who  did  not  attend  were  detained  by  valid 
reasons. 

Of  the  institute  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  growing-  in  interest  and 
power  year  by  year.  The  whole  people  sustain  it  by  their  presence 
and  i^atronage.  Among-  our  instructors  were  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr., 
Dr.  George  E.  Reed,  president  Dickinson  College,  Drs.  J.  Freeman 
Hall,  E.  O.  Lyte  and  C.  H.  Verrill,  all  of  whom  rendered  most  effi- 
cient service. 

The  county  was  divided  into  eight  districts  for  local  reunions.  In 
all  but  one  of  these  districts  well  attended  and  enthusiastic  reunions 
were  held.  These  district  conventions  are  recognized  as  a  valuable 
factor  in  the  work  of  promoting-  the  educational  interests  of  the  county. 

One  of  the  most  hopefiTl  signs  of  better  thing-s  to  come  is  the  grow- 
ing- i^urpose  of  directors  to  employ  only  the  best  teaching-  i^ower 
within  their  reach.  This  is  shown  by  the  large  attendance  of  directors 
at  teachers'  examinations,  their  careful  scrutiny  of  certificates,  and 
inquiry  into  the  history,  experience  and  character  of  applicants. 
Scholarship  is  no  longer  regarded  as  the  only  necessary  qualification 
for  teaching :  another  encouraging  indication  of  progress  is  the  fact 
that  a  slight  increase  of  salaries  was  made  in  many  districts  during 
the  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  our  teachers  become  better  fitted 
for  their  responsible  duties,  their  work  will  be  better  appreciated  and 
more  adequately  rewarded. 

As  to  the  teachers,  they  are  as  a  class  earnest  and  i3rogressive. 
Nearly  all  of  them  are  habitual  readers  of  educational  literature,  some 
of  them  do  institute  work  that  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  paid 
professional  instructors.  It  is  believed  that  a  larger  percentage  of 
our  teachers  and  prospective  teachers  than  ever  before  are  availing 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  state  normal  schools,  while  our 
own  county  normals  conducted  by  our  leading  teachers  are  well  at- 
tended. 

Thus  it  seems  to  be  dawning  on  the  minds  of  man^^  of  those  who  are 
already  in  the  profession,  as  well  as  on  the  minds  of  many  who  are  look- 
ing forward  to  it,  that  a  more  generous  scholarship  and  a  greater 
maturity  of  mind  and  character  are  needed  for  sucessful  teaching,  than 
they  were  accustomed  to  think. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  next  j-earto 
introduce  a  uniform  course  of  study.  This  is  looked  upon  as  an  experi- 
ment, but  the  hope  is  indulged  that  it  will  result  in  time  in  the  working 
up  of  a  definite  and  common  standard  of  instruction  in  the  schools. 

Such  a  course  of  study  is  demanded  by  many  of  our  directors,  pa- 
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trons  and  teachers.  The  Pattou  high  school  of  Curwensville  grad 
iiated  a  class  of  ten,  and  the  Houtzdale  high  school  a  class  of  six. 
These  commencement  exercises  are  a  pleasant  way  of  closing  the  sclfool 
year,  and  do  much  to  hold  ]3upils  in  school  longer  than  they  otherwise 
would  remain. 


CLINTON  COUNTY— D.  M.  Brungakd. 

The  educational  interests  of  the  county  have  advanced,  though  not 
as  rapidly  as  might  have  been  desired.  Improvement  is  noticeable 
all  along  the  line  with  few  exceptions. 

It  is  a  growing  conviction  among  directors,  patrons  and  friends  of 
education,  generally,  that  to  secure  the  best  results  in  our  schools,  the 
highest  order  of  teaching  service  must  be  secured. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  the  best,  and  most  successful  teachers 
quit  the  profession,  or  went  to  other  portions  of  the  state  where  they 
received  largely  increased  salaries  and  longer  terms  of  service. 

These  should  have  been  retained  in  the  county.  To  secure  and  re- 
tain the  best  is  always  the  wisest  economy.  This  is  true  in  the  school 
as  in  the  professions,  farm  or  workshop.  So  long  as  our  rates  of  com- 
pensation are  lower  than  those  of  many  other  counties,  we  must  expect 
to  have  less  experienced  and  less  skilful  teachers  in  many  of  our 
schools. 

Prominent  among  evidences  of  educational  progress  is  the  improve- 
ment of  buildings  and  grounds.  Every  school  house  is  indicative 
of  the  thrift  and  intelligence  of  the  district  in  which  it  is  located  To 
be  consistent  with  what  is  right  the  building  where  childhood  is  to  be 
trained  and  educated  should  be  the  best  in  the  community.  It  is  true 
that  wonderful  strides  have  been  made  in  rural  school  architecture,  but 
it  is  still  far  in  the  rear  of  improvements  made  in  other  directions. 
"  What  was  good  enough  for  us  is  good  enough  for  our  children, "  is 
not  true  and  we  don't  believe  one  word  of  it.  There  is  nothing  any- 
where to  give  evidence  in  our  behalf  of  its  truthfulness. 

School  grounds  should  be  neatly  fenced  and  planted  with  trees  and 
shrubbery,  and  in  after  life  our  children  could  point  with  pride  to  the 
groves  planted  by  their  fathers.  Pleasant  recollections  of  a  happy 
childhood  would  be  recalled ;  hearts  would  swell  with  gratitude  and 
burst  forth  in  benedictions  upon  careworn  brows  and  silvery  heads. 

With  few  exceptions,  necessary  outbuildings  have  been  sup]ilied.  I 
regret  to  state  that  in  some  fcAV  instances  they  are  abused  by  improper 
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use,  virtually  become  nuisauces.  Directors  should  hold  teachers  re- 
sponsible for  all  unreasonable  wear  and  abuse  during-  term  of  sichool. 
The  teacher  is  in  loco  parentis  and  is  in  duty  bound  to  exercise  such 
care  and  oversight  in  behalf  of  the  children,  that  their  moral  natures 
may  be  developed  to  a  liierli  degree  of  excellency  instead  of  blunted 
and  dwarfed.  And  the  teacher  who  does  not  teach  and  train  properly 
in  the  direction  of  that  which  is  refining  and  elevating  is  unfit  to  ex- 
ercise the  functions  of  teacher. 

Many  of  our  school  rooms  are  handsomely  and  tastefully  decorated. 
Its  influence  is  seen  and  felt  upon  entrance  into  such  rooms. 

Local  institutes  were  held  in  different  portions  of  the  county  and 
were  well  attended  by  the  public.  The  earnest  and  enthusiastic  teacher 
was  present  whenever  possible,  and  always  willing  to  contribute  to- 
wards making  the  institute  a  success. 

The  annual  teachers'  institute  was  held  at  Lock  Haven,  December 
15  to  19.  All  the  teachers  except  two  were  in  attendance,  and  those 
were  absent  ou  account  of  sickness. 

Every  session  was  well  attended  by  the  public.  On  every  hand 
people  freely  admitted  it  to  have  been  the  best  institute  ever  held  in 
the  county. 

The  day  instructors  were  Prof.  James  M.  Coughlin,  A.  E.  Gobble, 
James  Eldon,  Wallace  P.  Dick,  L.  A.  Beardsley,  A.  D.  Meloy,  O. 
W.  Kitchell  and  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe.  The  music  was  directed  by 
Prof.  W.  H.  Kowe.  The  soloists  were  Miss  Amelia  Fee  and  Mr.  W. 
M.  Rowe.  Evening-  entertainments  were  given  by  Profs.  James  M.. 
Coughlin  and  A.  D.  Meloy,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  Eev.  Robert  Nourse 
and  Col.  J.  P.  Sanford. 

Hon.  J.  Q.  Stewart,  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  was 
with  us  one  day  and  made  a  stirring  address  to  a  large  and  apprecia- 
tive audience. 

A  new  building-  was  erected  at  Queen's  Run  in  Woodward  township. 
It  was  furnished  with  patent  seats  and  desks.  At  North  Bend,  in 
Chapman  township,  the  Webster  church  was  purchased  and  converted 
iato  school  rooms.  When  all  necessary  changes  have  been  made  this 
will  be  one  of  the  pleasantest  ajid  most  inviting  school  buildings  in  the 
county. 

Of  dictionaries,  maps,  charts  and  anatomical  aids  supplied  by  school 
boards,  I  am  unable  to  give  special  mention,  since  I  have  already 
overstepped  my  limit  of  six  hundred  words. 

I  cannot,  however,  close  without  expressing  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment to  the  school  children  for  many  kindly  courtesies  extended  me  in 
my  visitations  ;  to  directors,  teachers  and  patrons  for  friendly  co-opera- 
tion, and  to  the  department  for  counsel  in  every  time  of  need. 
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COLUMBIA  COUNTY -W.  C.  Johnston. 

On  assuming-  my  official  duties,  most  of  the  schools  of  the  county 
were  found  to  be  in  fair  condition,  however  a  number  were  not  in  as 
good  condition  as  they  may  and  should  be. 

Good  work  wherever  observed,  and  there  has  been  some  good  work 
done  this  year,  has  been  encouraged  and  impractical  methods  have 
been  discouraged. 

Substantial  buildings  were  erected  in  Orange,  Sugar  Loaf  and  Fish 
ing  Creek  townships.     One  in  each. 

Slate  blackboards  were  put  in  one  school  in  Hemlock,  three  in 
Greenwood,  and  seven  in  Locust.  Locust  now  has  such  boards  m  all 
the  schools. 

Flags  were  put  in  all  the  schools  of  Centralia  and  Conyngham.  The 
Bloom  directors  having  examined  many  courses  of  study  of  the  best 
schools  of  the  country,  have  adopted  a  new  course  for  their  schools. 
Practical  business  training-,  short-hand  and  type  writing  are  included 
in  the  course,  and  such  instruction  is  contemplated  as  will  fit  the 
g-raduates  of  the  high  school  to  enter  the  senior  class  at  normal.  This 
board  is  also  considering  the  subject  of  manual  training. 

Improvements  are  being  made  throughout  the  county  in  the  school 
houses,  apparatus  and  furniture,  but  not  sufficient  attention  is  given 
to  the  outbuildings  and  the  grounds. 

Fifty -seven  of  our  teachers  are  normal  graduates,  five  hold  permanent 
certificates,  twenty-eight  hold  professionals,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty -two  hold  provisionals. 

The  standard  is  being  gradually  raised  and  there  is  an  encouraging 
tendency  among  teachers  to  secure  higher  grade  certificates. 

As  a  rule  our  teachers  are  faithful,  earnest  Avorkers.  There  are  still 
a  few  who  do  not  seem  to  realize  what  is  required  of  a  teacher,  or  rea- 
lizing it,  lack  the  energy  to  do  that  which  may  justly  be  expected  of 
them.  Yet  with  our  present  teachers  doing  more  professional  reading, 
working  more  unitedly  with  the  same  definite  end  in  view,  taking-  more 
interest  in  teachers'  associations,  and,  with  closer  supervision  which 
appears  in  the  distance,  there  is  no  limit  to  the  good  that  may  be  ac 
complished  by  our  schools. 

Our  directors  are  doing-  commendable  work.  They  seem  to  be  earn- 
estly working  to  have  better  school  facilities  and  better  schools. 

The  directors'  association  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Every 
school  in  the  county  was  visited  once  and  a  number  twice. 

It  is  possible  to  visit  schools  twice  in  districts  having  a  term  of  eight 
or  ten  months.  Once  before  the  other  schools  commence,  and  once 
after  the  others  have  closed.  But  owing  to  tlie  large  territory  to  go 
over  one  visit  is  all  that  can  be  made  to  schools  having  the  minimum 
term.     In  every  district  one  or  more  directors,  and  sometimes  citizens, 
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usuallj'  accompauiecl  me  in  my  visits.  In  several  districts  the  direc- 
tors visit  the  schools  regularly.  It  is  most  desirable  th^s^ch  be  the 
case  in  all.  ^vsK/o 

The  normal  school  under  the  able  leadership  of  Prof.  WelsiVTS*in 
a  prosperous  condition.  The  larg-est  class  in  the  history  of  the  school 
was  graduated  this  j'car. 

Prof.  Russel,  with  three  assistants,  is  doing  good  work  in  the  Green 
wood  seminary. 

The  Orangeville  academj'^  in  charge  of  Prof.  Moore,  is  sustaining- 
its  reputation  among  the  institutions  of  learning  of  the  county. 

A  good  and  largely  patronized  private  school  in  Bloomsburg  is 
conducted  by  an  efficient  educator.  Miss  Amelia  Armstrong,  ablj^  as 
sisted  by  Miss  Mildred  Knorr,  a  graduate  of  Yassar. 

The  Berwick,  Centralia  and  CataAvissa  high  schools  sent  out  a  niunber 
of  graduates. 

By  those  competent  to  judge  the  county  institute  was  considered  a 
success. 

The  instructors  and  lecturers  present  were  Hon.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr., 
Superintendent  Walton,  Misses  Armstrong,  Knorr,  Miller,  Mrs.  Welsh, 
Profs.  Welsh,  Wilbur,  Noetling,  Becht,  Cope,  Albert,  Geddes,  Har- 
kins,  Bichardson,  Hall,  Rev.  Charles  Steck,  Dr.  Hedley,  Meig  sisters, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Livermore.  Dr.  Jerome  Allen,  of  New  York  city, 
and  Prof.   Brumbaugh  were  absent  on  account  of  sickness. 

Seven  successful  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  year.  As  brief 
accounts  of  each  were  given  in  the  monthly"  reports  nothing  further 
will  be  said  here. 

My  thanks  are  due  and  heartily  tendered  to  the  department  for 
friendly  counsel,  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  valuable  services  ren- 
dered, to  directors,  teachers,  scholars  and  citzens  for  their  kindness 
and  CO  operation. 


CliAWFORD  COUNTY— George  I.  WkicxHt. 

In  reviewing  the  Avork  of  the  year  just  closed,  I  cannot  avoid  a 
feeling  of  disappointment  and  dissatisfaction.  I  have  felt,  at  every 
turn,  the  magnitude  of  the  work  and  the  responsibility  of  the  position. 

It  becomes  more  apparent  to  me  daily  that  one's  ideal  cannot  be 
reached  under  the  present  system  of  superintendency. 

In  a  county  containing  nearly  one  thousand  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory, and  having  some  four  hundred  and   fifteen  schools  to  be  super 
vised,  one  may  be  pardoned  for  urging  the  necessity  for  district  super- 
3-5—91. 
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vision.  My  predecessor  James  W.  Sturdevant  presented  this  matter 
very  ably  in  his  reports,  and  at  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  state  teachers' 
association.  I  need  only  say  that  in  myjudg'meut  it  is  the  most  im- 
portant topic  before  the  leaders  in  the  educational  field  of  this  com- 
monwealth to-day. 

Cjrawford  county  is  not  lacking  in  educational  enterprise,  and  the 
better  part  of  our  people  are  anxious  to  get  the  best  possible  results 
in  school  work  from  any  reasonable  expenditure  of  money.  They  look, 
therefore,  to  the  men  who  guide  the  machinery  of  the  school  system 
of  the  state,  as  w^ell  as  to  the  local  leaders,  for  help  in  this  direction. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
much  unnecessary  and  unprofitable  work  is  required  of  county  super- 
intendents. 

In  the  matter  of  gathering  the  items  for  the  statistical  report  re- 
quired of  us,  I  think  nearly  one-half  of  our  time  in  visitation  is  use- 
lessly squandered.  If  it  is  desirable  to  have  this  material  gathered 
and  ]>rinted  (which  I  very  much  doubt) ,  it  could  be  done  much  more 
economically  by  adding  a  few  more  items  to  the  annual  district  re- 
ports, then  these,  wdth  the  monthly  reports  of  superintendents,  would 
give  all  this  information  and  the  statistics  could  be  compiled  at  the 
department  by  clerks,  thus  relieving  superintendents  of  much  work 
that  only  interferes  with  their  usefulness  in  school  visitation. 

A  superintendent  enters  a  school  room,  where  his  earnest  attention 
to  the  methods  of  the  teacher  is  needed,  that  he  may  be  able  to  give 
him  or  her  some  helpful  suggestions  ;  but  he  is  obliged  to  take  out  his 
note  book  and  estimate,  "seating  capacity,"  "suitable  furniture," 
"good,  bad,  or  indifferent  condition  of  the  school  house,"  etc.,  etc.,  or 
through  a  tiresome  list  of  useless  questions,  which  when  arranged  and 
tabulated  are  next  to  valueless,  and  are  never  looked  at  by  those  who 
are  most  concerned.  I  protest  against  being  forced  to  waste  time  that 
could  be  used  much  more  advantageously,  in  observing  and  encouraging 
teachers  and  pupils  in  their  work. 

While  I  can  see  many  evidences  of  gi'owth  and  advancement,  both 
in  the  schools  and  in  the  sentiment  of  the  people,  I  am  conscious  of 
many  shortcominers. 

I  have  cut  down  the  available  teaching  force  as  low  as  I  dare,  and 
yet  there  are  many  who  are  unfit  to  teach. 

I  am  also  urging  our  directors  to  adopt  the  continuous  term,  and 
then  hire  only  the  best  teachers,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  sen- 
timent is  increasing  in  this  direction,  several  towTiships  having  taken 
a  long  step  in  advance. 

This  will  never  be  general,  however,  until  a  law  is  passed  establish- 
ing a  time  (on  or  about  the  fii*st  of  September)  for  the  beginnmsr  of 
all  schools  in  the  state,  and  making  a  continuous  term  obligatory. 
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Then  we  could  grade  onr  country  schools,  examine  our  pupils  and 
approximate  in  efficiency  the  schools  of  in  our  cities  and  boroughs. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  officials  in  the  depai-tment  for  courteous 
treatment  in  all  matters  referred  to  them ;  also  to  directors,  teachers 
and  patrons,  for  kindly  given  assistance,  encouragement  and  support. 


CUMBEKLAND  COUNTY— A.  J.  Beitzel. 

The  friends  of  the  public  schools  may  point  with  just  i3ride  to  the 
cumulative  tendency  tow  ard  the  materialization  of  the  policy  of  the 
state  in  reference  to  our  system  of  popular  education.  With  a  univer 
salizing  educational  sentiment  as  the  fulcrum,  with  constantly  increas- 
ing facilities  and  pecuniary  means  as  the  lever,  and  with  the  effective 
agencies  provided  by  legislative  enactment,  and  by  the  still  higher  law 
of  development  in  the  divine  economy  as  the  power,  the  schools  are 
gradually  but  surely  being  elevated  to  their  i)roper  plane  of  efficiency 
and  usefulness. 

Never,  in  the  history  of  the  schools  of  this  countj^  was  there  greater 
harmony  than  at  present.  Unity  of  purpose,  consistency  of  action,  and 
moral  determination  in  the  management  of  educational  affairs,  charac 
terize  directors,  teachers  and  friends  of  the  cause.  The  spirit  of  pro- 
gress pervades  all  phases  of  school  economy.  Ineligible  school  sites, 
contracted  play-grounds,  rude  forms  of  architecture  and  furniture,  un- 
hygienic conditions  and  pedagogic  one-sidedness,  find  no  place  nor 
counterpart  in  modern  arrangements  for  school  i^urposes  ;  but  health, 
comfort,  attractiveness,  liberal  scholarship  and  professional  skill,  are 
regarded  as  the  important  objects  to  be  secured. 

Directors,  as  a  rule,  are  solicitous  not  only  of  having  the  schools  in 
operation  according  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  but  of  serving  the  very 
highest  interests  of  the  rising  generation  physically,  intellectually 
and  morally.  They  make  more  diligent  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  in- 
tellectual qualifications,  disciplinary  powder,  professional  experience 
and  moral  character  of  applicants,  and  aim  to  bring  about  such  condi- 
tions as  will  i^rove  a  stimulus  to  teachers  in  the  direction  of  a  more 
liberal  culture.  In  some  of  the  districts,  a  standard  of  qualifications 
has  been  adopted  and  maintained  in  the  appointment  of  teachers, 
salaries  are  more  generally  graded  according  to  the  certificate,  monthly 
or  semi  monthly  teachers'  meetings  or  district  institutes  are  made  im- 
perative. The  value  of  these  measures  reveals  itself  in  better  teach- 
ing power  and  superior  schools. 

The  free  text-book  idea  is  growing-  in  favor  with   directors  and  pa-

troDS.  Mt.  Holly  Springs  is  the  pioneer  district  iu  the  county  in  the 
matter  of  supi)lyiug'  text-books  free  of  cost  to  pupils.  Their  policy  has 
proven  a  wise  one.  Shippensburg",  West  Pennsboro'  and  Penn  have 
fallen  into  line,  and  other  districts  are  holding  the  matter  under  advise- 
ment. 

Opposition  to  the  subject  of  physiology  has  vanished,  since  the  real 
object  of  its  introduction  has  been  learned,  and  since  it  is  being  tauglit 
more  from  the  hygienic  standpoint. 

Two  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year,  the  one,  a  neat  frame 
house  at  Tagg's  Run,  in  Dickinson  district,  capable  of  a(;commodating 
thirty  pupils ;  the  other,  a  single  room,  brick  house,  thirty  by  thirty - 
four  feet,  with  ceiling  twelve  feet  high,  at  Carlisle  Springs,  in  Middle- 
sex district. 

The  interior  of  the  room  is  finished  in  hard  pine,  the  stove  is  encased 
in  iron  sheeting  in  such  a  manner  that  the  heat,  instead  of  being  radi- 
iited  directly  upon  the  bodies  of  the  pupils,  is  deflected  and  then  dis- 
tributed through  the  room,  closets  for  dinners  and  clothing,  slate 
blackboard,  patent  furniture  and  an  efficient  system  of  ventilation  have 
been  provided. 

This  house  is  a  model  in  structure  and  appointments,  and  I  desire 
to  commend  it  to  the  inspection  of  directors  who  may  be  called  upon 
to  erect  a  country  school  house.  Mr.  J.  A.  H.  Zeigler,  formerly  a 
very  successful  teacher  in  the  countj^,  is  the  secretar)^  of  tbe  board,  and 
will  take  pleasure  in  answering  inquiries,  and  in  extending  any  other 
courtesies  to  those  who  may  be  interested  in  the  matter. 

A  number  of  houses  have  been  repaired  and  thirteen  rooms  have 
been  supplied  with  patent  desks. 

During  the  year  I  examined  four  high  school  classes  for  graduation, 
and  one  for  i)romotion  to  the  senior  class ;  one  grammar  school  class 
for  promotion  to  the  high  school ;  eighteen  classes  for  provisional 
certificates,  and  one  for  the  renewal  of  i^rofessioual  certificates. 

Two  hundred  and  sixtj^-five  visits  to  the  schools  were  made,  and 
eight  educational  meetings  were  held.  Ninety-seven  directors,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  citizens,  were  met  in  visitation,  and  one  thousand 
three  himdred  citizens  at  the  evening  meetings. 

The  county  institute  was  held  iu  Carlisle,  December  first  to  fifth. 
The  attendance  Avas  large  during  the  entire  week,  and  the  work  was 
pronounced  interesting  and  practical.  The  instructors  were  Prof .  L. 
Irving  Handy,  Prof.  J.  H.  Kurzeknabe,  Prof.  G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  Prof. 
J.  T.  Barton,  Mrs.  Mary  H.  Hunt,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  Miss  Flor- 
ence C.  Walker,  Miss  Milly  E.   Addams  and  Prof.   H.   E.   Bretz. 

Deputy  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  J.  Q.  Stewart  made 
a  very  practical  address  before  the  directors'  convention.  President 
Beed  and  Dr.  Bodgers,  of  Dickinson  College,  favored  the  institute 
Avith  interesting  addresses. 
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A  memorial  service  was  held  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Higbee,  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction.  Glowing-  tributes  were  paid  to  the 
memory  of  this  great  and  good  man.  Evening  lectures  were  delivered 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Dowling,  liev.  Dr.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  and 
a  concert  Avas  given  by  the  Ariel  Thomas  Company. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  commending  the  professional  spirit  of  our 
teachers,  as  a  class,  in  their  willingness  to  act  upon  suggestions  that 
are  designed  to  bring  improvement  to  their  schools  and  to  themselves 

One  line  of  improvement  in  school-work  to  which  their  energies  have 
been  invited  during  the  coming  term  is  language  culture. 

In  many  instances  too  little  attention  is  i)aici  to  the  principles  of 
literary  composition,  letter-writing  and  common  business  forms,  but, 
as  the  result  of  direction  in  this  line,  we  have  the  assurance  of  better 
and  more  practical  results  in  the  future.  At  the  close  of  the  examina- 
tions in  the  different  districts,  I  endeavored  to  give  a  brief  out  line  of 
that  form  of  com]:)Osition  which  pertains  to  common-school  work,  to- 
gether with  suggestions  as  to  methods  of  presenting  the  subject.  As  a 
basis,  the  principle  was  stated  that,  under  the  mental  process,  we  must, 
first,  acquire  knowledge;  secondly,  elaborate  or  classify  that  know- 
ledge ;  and,  thirdly,  to  express  it  in  language. 

We  advised  the  correction  of  erroneous  expressions  common  every- 
where, the  development  of  the  powers  of  observation,  thought  and  ex- 
l^ression,  by  means  of  objects,  pictures,  stories,  etc. 

Composition  is  too  frequently  a  bugbear  to  both  teacher  and  pupils, 
because  abstract  and  dull  subjects  are  assigned  as  suitable  topics  for 
school -essays.  The  child  is  expected  to  evolve  original  knowledge 
"  from  the  depths  of  his  inner  consciousness, "  but  the  waters  of  that 
turbid  pool  fail  to  reflect  either  shadow  or  semblance  of  the  thing. 

The  Cumberland  Valley  State  Normal  School,  located  at  Shippens- 
burg,  under  the  principalship  of  Prof.  G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  has  enjoyed 
a  largely -increased  patronage  during  the  last  year.  This  institution 
has  the  reputation  of  doing  very  thorough  work,  and  her  graduates 
are  in  demand  abroad  as  well  as  at  home.  A  large  proportion  of  them 
are  filling  highly  responsible  positions  in  the  public  schools.  I  am 
glad  to  note  tliis  growing  prosperity,  and  bespeak  for  the  school  a  still 
brighter  future.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  constituency  of  this  normal  school 
district  to  aid  and  encourage  this  institution  established  in  their  midst 
by  the  state.  Their  generous  efforts  will  bring  ample  returns  to  their 
own  hearth -stones. 

Through  the  influence  of  the  Patriotic  Sons  of  America  and  the 
American  Mechanics,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  through  directors 
and  teachers,  the  American  flag  has  been  placed  in  a  number  of  our 
school  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  instilling  patriotism  for  our  country 
and  reverence  for  the  symbol  of  our  liberties. 

Finally,  i)ermit  me,  in  greatest  sincerity,  to  thank  the  directors  and 
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teacheis,  the  ^eueral  i»ublic  and  the  county  press,  for  the  many  cour- 
tesies extended  to  me  in  the  discharg-e  of  my  duties,  and  for  the  deep 
interest  taken  in  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  popular  education. 

Onerous  as  the  duties  of  supervision  are,  they  have  thus  been  made 
a  pleasure  and  I  enter  upon  the  work  of  another  year  with  renewed 
courayre. 


DAUPHIN  COUNTY— E.  M.  McNeal. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  school  year  just  closed,  we  are  on  the 
-whole  encouraged  by  the  results  accomplished. 

While  not  all  the  lio])es  we  entertained  at  the  beg'inuing'  of  the  year 
were  realized,  we  are  gratified  that  there  was  no  retrogression  in  any 
department  of  the  work,  but  on  the  contrary  there  was  noticeable  ad 
vancement  along  every  line. 

A  new  school  house  was  erected  in  each  of  the  following  districts  : 
Reed,  Susquehanna,  Upper  Swatara  and  Lower  Swatara.  These  build- 
ings were  all  suitably  located,  well  constructed  and  properly  furnished. 

A  year  ago  Mifflin  township  was  one  of  the  two  districts  in  the 
county  reported  without  any  patent  furniture.  Since  that  report,  the 
directors  repaired  three  of  their  houses  and  supplied  them  with  first- 
class  modern  furniture,  and  before  the  schools  open  again  the  remain- 
ing houses  in  the  district  will  be  repaired  and  suitably  furnished. 

And  now  Middle  Paxton  bears  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  dis- 
trict in  Dauphin  county  without  anj^  patent  furniture.  While  it  is  not 
one  of  the  wealthiest  districts  in  the  county ,  it  is  by  no  means  the  poorest, 
and  we  hope  that  a  year  hence  we  can  report  modern  furniture  in  every 
school  house  in  the  township 

During  the  yenv  new  patent  desks  were  put  into  one  room  in  Cone- 
wago,  one  in  Derry,  four  in  Halifax  township,  fourteen  in  Londonderry 
and  three  in  Mifflin. 

Quite  a  good  deal  of  apparatus  was  purchased,  consisting  of  maps, 
charts,  globes,  dictionaries,  etc.,  and  several  thousand  feet  of  slate 
surface  was  substituted  for  wornout  wooden  boards. 

The  idea  of  "free  books"  is  growing  in  popularity.  Conewago, 
Rush,  Lower  Swatara  and  Williams  now  furnish  all  the  text-books  used 
by  the  pu]iils.  Lykens  borough  and  other  districts  furnish  i)art  of 
the  books  and  ere  long  will  supply  all  that  are  needed  in  the  schools. 

The  interest  in  securing  public  school  libraries  has  been  growing 
with  us  for  several  years  until  we  have  about  a  dozen  very  creditable 
libraries.     Additions  were  made   to  most  (^f  them  during  the  year. 
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Several  districts  held  public  entertainments  by  which  money  was  raised 
for  this  purpose.  Through  the  Department  of  Pu])lic  Instruction  wo 
secured  a  copy  of  "  The  Birds  of  Pennsylvania,"  for  each  library  in  the 
county. 

The  city  of  Harrisburg  again  united  with  us  in  the  annual  teachers' 
institute,  and  the  friendly  relations  that  have  existed  between  the 
teachers  of  the  city  and  county  for  the  past  eight  years  were  maintained 
at  our  last  meeting. 

The  sessions  were  held  in  Harrisl)urg  November  10  to  14,  1890.     The 
plan  of  dividing  the  institute  into  four  sections  or  grades  in  the  fore 
noon  and  meeting  as  one  body  in  the  afternoon  was  continued. 

Many  of  our  teachers  favor  this  method  because  they  believe  the  in- 
struction is  more  specific  and  better  adapted  to  the  grades  in  which 
the  different  teachers  are  working. 

While  the  plan  has  given  general  satisfaction  with  us,  it  is  open  to 
some  objections.  It  requires  too  many  instructors.  To  caiTy  on  the 
work  of  four  grades,  each  in  a  separate  room,  is  equivalent  to  conduct 
ing  four  small  institutes  at  the  same  time,  and  requires  as  many  in- 
structors. Then,  certain  instructors  are  alv/ays  in  demand  in  each 
section  and  must  be  moved  about  from  one  grade  to  another.  This 
prevents  that  thorough  exliaustive  treatment  of  a  subject  that  is  so 
desirable. 

After  having  followed  the  plan  of  section  work  for  several  years, 
and  having  studied  it  carefully,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  an  institute 
composed  of  teachers  of  graded  schools  and  mixed  schools  in  nearly 
equal  numbers,  the  best  and  most  practical  results  can  be  secured  by 
a  few  "  round-table"  talks  for  the  discussion  of  topics  that  seeui  to  be- 
long specially  to  particular  grades,  and  the  principal  part  of  the  time 
given  to  the  treatment  of  subjects  before  the  Avhole  body  of  teachers. 

The  lines  of  work  that  should  receive  special  attention  in  our  insti- 
tutes are  equally  adapted  to  teachers  in  all  grades  of  schools. 

Our  corps  of  instructors  consisted  of  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr. ,  Super 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  Dr.  E.  E.  White,  of  Cincinnati ;  Nor 
mal  School  Princpals  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  Prof.  G. 
M.  D.  Eckels  and  Prof.  J.  P.  Welsh :  Prof.  J.  C.  Miller,  teacher  of 
draAvinsr  in  the  Harrisburg  schools  ;  Miss  Anna  Buckbee,  principal  of 
the  Harrisburg  training  school,  and  Miss  Jennie  F.  Givler,  principal 
of  the  Girls'  High  School,  Harrisburg;. 

The  music  was  in  charge  of  Prof,  J.  H.  Kurzenknabe  of  Harrisburg. 

The  evening  lectures  and  entertainments  were  given  by  Hon.  George 
E.  Wendling,  Hon.  Will  Cumback,  Prof.  S.  T.  Ford  and  the  Boston 
Ideal  Banjo,  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club. 

Very  profitable  local  institutes  were  held  at  Highspire,  Steelton, 
Wiconisco,  Ehzabethville  and  Millersburg.  In  these  meetings,  the 
local  teachers  were  assisted  by  Superintendents  Foose  of  Harrisburg 
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and  McGinues  of  Steelton,  Deputy  Siiperiutendent  Houck  of  the  School 
departmeut,  Prof.  Eckels  of  Shippeusbiirg-,  Prof.  Albert  of  Bloomsbure: 
and  Dr.  Snyder  of  Indiana. 

A  large  number  of  educational  meetings,  open  for  a  single  evening, 
were  held  in  dift'erent  ])arts  of  the  county  during  the  year. 

We  believe  these  meetings  are  doing  very  much  to  educate  public 
sentiment  and  awaken  more  general  interest  in  education  on  the  part 
of  the  masses  of  the  people. 

Ever  since  I  became  officially  connected  with  the  schools  of  this 
county,  I  have  advocated  the  gradation  of  teachers'  salaries  on  some 
just  and  equitable  basis  as  one  of  the  surest  means  of  securing  better 
qualified  teachers  and  improving  the  condition  of  the  schools. 

Several  districts  have  adopted  the  plan  and  with  the  most  favorable 
results  in  every  instance.  It  has  been  an  incentive  to  teachers  to  qualify 
themselves  more  thoroughly  and  to  i:>ut  forth  their  best  efforts  to  do 
skilful  work.  A  year  ago  the  directors  of  Londonderry  township  de- 
cided to' grade  salaries,  and  I  never  before  saw  as  good  work  in  the 
schools  of  that  district  as  was  done  during  the  year  just  closed. 

Without  exception,  the  schools  in  districts  gTading  salaries  are  in 
better  condition  than  those  in  districts  similarly  situated  having  a 
"horizontal  salary"  rate. 

Eight  districts  in  the  county  increased  teachers'  salaries  and  in  three 
districts  they  were  decreased. 

The  schools  of  Highspire  in  Lower  Swatara  township  were  re-or- 
ganized, a  course  of  study  provided,  the  teacher  of  the  high  school 
made  supervisory  principal  of  all  the  schools,  and  his  salary  raised 
from  forty  dollars  to  sixty  dollars  per  month. 

A  year  ago  Millersburg  was  the  only  large  borough  in  our  county 
without  a  supervising  principal  in  charge  of  the  schools. 

Here  the  teacher  of  the  high  school  had  no  general  supervision  of  the 
work,  but  it  was  a  kind  of  "  go-as-you  please"  race  with  all  the  schools 
of  the  town.  Consequently  there  was  a  lack  of  unity  in  the  work,  very 
defective  teaching  in  some  of  the  grades,  and  little  general  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  schools  manifested  by  the  people  of  the  town.  At 
the  beginning  of  last  school  year,  the  directors  made  the  teacher  of 
the  high  school  principal  of  all  the  schools,  authorized  him  to  re  or- 
ganize the  schools,  prepare  a  course  of  study  and  put  it  into  operation. 
The  results  of  the  year  just  closed  fiilly  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of 
their  action.  Thorough,  systematic  work  was  done  in  all  the  schools, 
and  the  session  closed  with  a  splendid  exhibition  of  the  pupils'  work 
that  was  visited  by  nearly  all  the  patrons,  as  well  as  by  many  persons 
in  the  surrounding  c<?mmunity. 

The  strong,  pure,  sunny  face  of  our  lamented  Dr.  Higbee  greets  us 
as  we  enter  many  of  the  school  rooms  in  our  county.  The  portrait  has 
been  neatly  framed  and  ];laced  upon  the  wall,  and  from  it  and  the  ac 
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companying  memorial  volume  many  lessons  of  duty,  insi)iration  and 
encouragement  are  given  to  the  pu])ils. 

One  of  the  chief  discouragements  in  our  work  is  the  fact  that  every 
year  some  of  our  best  teachers  desert  the  ranks  for  employments  that 
offer  better  remuneration.  Some  districts  are  paying  about  as  liberal 
salaries  as  they  can  afford,  but  many  others  are  pursuing  a  niggardly 
policy  in  the  management  of  their  schools.  Now  that  the  state  appro- 
priation has  been  increased  to  five  millions  of  dollars  i)er  year,  we  hope 
that  the  teachers  who  have  been  compelled  to  work  for  a.  mere  pittance 
will  receive  a  respectable  advanc-e  in  salary. 

We  have  a  body  of  as  faithful  and  deserving  teachers  as  can  be  found 
in  the  state,  and  they  should  be  better  remunerated  for  the  important 
work  they  are  doing  than  many  of  them  have  been  in  the  past. 

My  relations  with  teachers,  directors,  patrons  and  jjupils,  during 
the  year,  have  been  cordial  and  ])leasant,  and  I  am  sincerely  grateful 
for  the  uniform  kindness,  courtesy  and  helpful  support  so  generously 
given  to  me  by  those  with  whom  I  have  been  thus  associated. 


DELAWARE  COUNTY— A.  G.  C.  Smith. 

Teachers  and  scholars  did  good  work  in  the  school  room  during  the 
year. 

The  course  of  study  recommended  by  the  directors'  asscoiation  a 
little  more  than  a  year  ago,  has  had  a  good  effect  upon  the  schools  of 
the  county.  Teachers  in  Aston,  Bethel,  Concord,  Lower  Chichester, 
Upper  Darby,  Haverford,  Nether  Providence,  Radnor  and  Springfield 
recommended  one  or  more  pupils  for  examination  in  the  course. 
Twenty -six  were  examined,  and  diplomas  were  given  to  twenty-one, 
six  boys  and  fifteen  girls.  The  average  age  of  the  pupils  fifteen  and 
one  half  years.  South  Chester,  Darby,  Media,  Ridley  Park  and  LTp- 
land  boroughs  have  a  more  extended  course  and  give  diplomas  to  their 
graduates.     They  graduated  nineteen  pupils  this  year. 

The  directors'  association  held  two  meetings  which  were  of  a  very 
practical  turn.  The  discussions  were  such  as  to  establish  greater  con- 
fidence in  the  public  school  system  and  its  management. 

The  teachers'  association  kept  up  its  meetings  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  interest  taken  is  on  the  increase  as  manifested  by  the  increased 
attendance  and  active  j^art  taken  in  the  programme. 

The  county  institute  measured  up  to  its  full  standard  for  the  county, 
and  the  teachers  expressed  themselves  as  much  benefited  by  the  in- 
struction given.    The  work  was  more  general  in  its  nature  than  hereto- 
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fore.  It  was  intended  to  lift  the  i)iofession  to  a  hieflier  plane,  and 
broaden  the  teachers"  views  of  the  work.  From  the  sentiments  ex- 
pressed after  the  sessions,  I  feel  that  the  plan  was  a  success.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  regular  instructors,  the  institute  was  ])leased  to  listen  to 
two  addresses  from  State  Superintendent  D.  J.   Waller,  Jr. 

The  work  done  in  our  public  schools  is  becoming  more  satisfactory 
each  year,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  large  audiences  assemble 
to  hear  the  closing  exercises. 

This  year  I  attended  six  of  these  exercises.  At  each  one  a  hundred 
or  more  peoyjle  were  refused  admittance  for  want  of  room.  They  are 
held  in  public  halls  and  churches,  and  admission  is  by  ticket. 

Two  local  institutes  were  held  in  the  county,  one  at  South  Chester, 
the  other  at  Lansdowne.  These  were  the  first  meetings  of  the  kind 
ever  held  in  the  county  so  far  as  I  know.  They  were  very  helpful  and 
aroused  considerable  local  interest.  The  weather  was  so  bad  that  they 
were  not  financial  successes. 

There  are  twenty -one  libraries  in  the  public  schools  of  the  county 
containing-  an  average  of  seventy -six  volumes. 

The  men  who  Avent  to  Eockdale  school,  Aston  township,  prior  to 
1870,  held  a  reunion  in  the  above-named  school  in  March,  and  succeeded 
in  securing  an  attendance  of  over  one  hundred  of  the  former  pupils. 
The  meeting  was  in  every  way  a  credit  to  the  ]3ublic  school  system, 
and  it  bespeaks  better  things  for  our  schools  since  those  present  formed 
a  permanent  organization. 

The  following  school  districts  have  either  made  im])ortant  improve- 
ments to  their  school  properties  or  furnished  the  schools  with  addi- 
tional apparatus  ;  South  Chester,  Chester  township.  Lower  Chichester, 
Darby  township,  Upper  Darby,  Marple,  Media,  Nether  Providence, 
Radnor  and  Springfield. 

Additional  schools  have  been  opened  in  the  county  as  folloAvs  :  South 
Chester,  four ;  Lower  Chichester,  one :  Clifton  Heig-hts,  one ;  Darby 
tow^iship,  one  ;  Upper  Darby,  two  ;  Upper  Providence,  one  :  Radnor, 
one ;  Ridley,  two ;  and  Springfield,  two ;  Eddystone  did  with  one 
teacher  less.  Todmorden  (Indejiendent)  was  not  taken  into  account 
in  making  up  the  statistical  report  since  it  failed  to  comply  with  the 
law  in  the  emi->loyment  of  a  teacher,  and  neglected  to  make  out  and 
forward  the  annual  report.  These  changes  give  us  an  increase  of  thir- 
teen teachers  over  last  year's  number 

Three  night  schools  were  very  successfully  conducted  in  Darby 
borough. 

The  Patriotic  Order  Sons  of  America  has  taken  quite  an  interest  in 
presenting  flags  to  the  schools  in  various  parts  of  the  county.  Beau- 
tiful flags  float  from  many  of  the  school  houses  because  of  the  gen- 
erosity and  interest  of  the  above-named  order. 

The  directors  of  Ridley  townshi])  built,  at  Folsom,  a  fine  four-room 
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brick  building  which  is  in  every  way  in  keeping  with  the  other  build- 
ings in  the  district  erected  in  recent  years.  Thoy  also  l)uilt  a  two- 
story  addition  to  the  Norwood  school.  A  one-story  frame  building 
was  built  at  Trainer,  by  the  directors  of  Lower  Chichester. 

So  much  building  has  to  be  done  by  our  directors,  and  1  have  been 
asked  so  often,  if  I  have  anything  giving  any  idea  of  school  designs 
and  plans,  that  the  thought  has  occurred  to  me  that  the  department 
might  publish  a  work  on  school  architecture,  and  furnish  it  to  the 
directors  of  the  state.  It  would  certainly  make  a  far  more  valuable 
and  acceptable  publication  than  many  of  those  sent  out  by  the  various 
departments  of  the  state,  and  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  action  be 
taken  in  this,  looking  towards  the  speedy  publication  of  such  a  work. 


ELK  COUNTY— C.  J.  Swift. 

While  no  remarkable  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  schools  of  the 
county  during  the  past  year,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  re]3ort  the  work 
of  education  in  a  healthy  condition.  In  a  previous  rei3ort  we  spoke  of 
a  manifest  tendency  toward  a  nearer  aiDproach  to  perfection  in  school 
matters.  Much  has  been  observed  during  the  past  year  to  confirm  our 
previously  expressed  opinion.  A.  pleasing  harmony  exists  among 
the  school  officers,  teachers  and  citizens  in  general ;  and  the  growing 
sentiment  among  the  people  seems  to  be  for  higher  salaries  to  better 
qualified  teachers,  longer  and  undivided  terms,  better  school  accom- 
modations, including  more  costly  and  fully  equipped  buildings,  with 
more  favorable  surroundings,  free  text-books  and  local  supervision. 

The  disposition  to  lower  the  school  tax  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
of  state  appropriation,  has  not,  as  yet,  manifested  itself  in  Elk  county  ; 
but  on  the  contrary  many  of  onr  school  officers  are  considering  the 
question  as  to  how  the  increase  of  funds  from  the  state  may  best  be 
utilized  in  the  interest  of  education.  In  point  of  salaries  to  teachers, 
Elk  county  stands  among  the  first  counties  of  the  state,  only  a  very 
few  paying  more,  and  yet  the  tendency  is  upward.  But  while  there  is 
a  manifest  tendency  toward  increasing  the  teachers'  wages, there  is  also 
a  disposition  to  demand  a  grade  of  work  commensurate  with  the  salary 
]mid. 

One  of  the  townshi])s  of  the  county,  Benzinger,  has  for  the  jiast  two 
years  furnished  text-books  free  to  pupils,  and  during  the  past  year 
had  local  supervision. 

Being  well  pleased  with  the  above  experiments  the  changes  will  be 
continued.  Highland  township  has  also  decided  to  furnish  text  books 
free,  and  other  townships  are  seriously  considering  the  matter. 
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The  attendance  in  nianj'  of  our  schools  was  considerably  decreased 
during  a  part  of  the  3'ear,  by  sickness  among  the  pu])ils ;  small-pox, 
grippe,  scarlet  fever,  measles  and  other  kindred  diseases  prevailed  to 
quite  an  extent  in  different  sections  of  the  county. 

I  visited,  without  exception,  all  of  the  schools  once,  nearly  all  of  them 
twice  and  many  of  them  three  or  more  times.  In  many  of  my  visits  I 
Avas  accompanied  by  school  officers ;  while  the  work  done  by  all  of  the 
teachers  in  the  different  schools  was  not  found  to  be  of  a  character 
which  could  justly  be  termed  professional ;  in  a  majority  of  instances  it 
was  of  a  grade  showing  an  improvement  over  the  preceding  year. 

Examinations. 

Twelve  public  examinations  were  held  during  the  year,  attended  by 
one  hundred  and  fifty-one  api)licants,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  whom 
were  granted  certificates.  Our  aim  has  been  to  advance,  from  year  to 
year,  the  standard  of  qualification,  issuing  only  a  sufficient  number  of 
certificates  to  the  best-qualified  teachers,  to  meet  the  demands  of  our 
schools.  We  have  been  well  sustained  in  this  course  by  those  who  have 
had  the  emploj^ment  of  teachers  in  charge,  and  although  some  of  the 
rejected  applicants,  at  the  time  may  have  been  somewhat  disappointed, 
in  a  majority  of  cases  they  have  not  complained  of  injustice  but  nettled 
by  failure,  have  set  to  work  to  qualify  themselves  more  thoroughl3^ 

Educational  Meetings. 

The  county  institute,  held  early  in  November,  and  several  local  in- 
stitutes,held  subsqeuently  in  the  different  districts  of  the  county, were 
successful  and  contributed  much  to  the  interest  and  progi*ess  of  educa- 
tion. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  add  that  while  the  work  of  the  year  has  not 
been  characterized  by  that  decisive  advancement  which  all  interested 
in  our  schools  could  wish,  we  believe  the  progress  made  has  been  suffi- 
ciently perceptible  to  give  encouragement  to  the  educational  forces  of 
the  county  to  labor  f(n'  better  results  during  the  year  to  come ;  and 
while  we  extend  thanks  to  directors,  teachers,  the  county  press  and  all 
who  have  rendered  assistance  and  sym[)athy,  we  would  solicit  their 
mutual  support  in  making  the  year  upon  which  we  have  entered  one 
of  unusual  progress,  interest  and  ]irofit. 
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ERIE  COUNTY— Thomas  C.  Miller. 

There  is  uudoubted  evidence  that  the  schools  of  this  couuty  have 
been  in  the  line  of  progress  during-  the  3'ear  that  is  past. 

Several  substantial  new  houses  have  been  erected  since  last  report : 
in  a  number  of  districts  the  buildings  have  been  repainted  and  refurn- 
ished, grounds  have  been  improved  and  trees  set ;  districts  are  be- 
g-innins:  to  vie  with  each  other  in  this  important  matter  and  the  senti- 
ment beg-ins  to  prevail  in  inost  districts,  as  it  has  in  some  for  years, 
that  school  furnishing-s  and  arrang-ements  should  be  as  complete  and 
inviting-  as  money  and  good  taste  can  make  them. 

Township  and  local  institutes  have  been  held  over  the  countj^  and 
have  been  larg-ely  attended  and  great  interest  was  aroused. 

The  county  institute  was  an  unquestioned  success,  and  all  joined  iu 
conceding-  it  to  be  the  larg-est  and  best  ever  held  in  the  county  ;  the 
best  of  feeling-  prevailed  among  the  teachers  of  the  cities  and  those 
from  the  rural  districts,  and  we  had  a  g-reat  feast  of  g-ood  thing's. 

The  continuous  term  plan  is  g-aining  ground,  the  most  advanced  dis- 
tricts have  it,  others  are  adopting  it,  and  others  are  discussing  it, 
wages  are  on  the  rise  and  the  outlook  is  hopeful  in  many  ways. 

Much  valuable  apparatus,  such  as  globes,  charts,  blackboards  and 
dictionaries — Webster's  International  and  Unabridged,  also  Worces- 
ter's Unabridged — has  been  }3ut  into  the  schools  of  a  majority  of  the 
districts ;  in  some  townships  school  libraries  have  been  started,  in  one 
especially  the  movement  was  championed  by  a  progressive  member  of 
the  board,  in  others  additions  were  made  to  already  existing  libraries. 
The  value  of  books  as  a  means  of  leading  children  to  read  what  is  good, 
to  investigate  for  themselves  and  to  look  beyond  the  bare  statements 
contained  in  text -books  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

The  borough  schools  have  been  well  manaered  and  have  done 
thorough  work,  and  turned  out  good  classes. 

All  should  realize  the  importance  of  having  trained  teachers :  the 
))oor  work  of  the  untrained  is  distressingly  apparent  when  compared 
with  the  work  of  one  who  has  served  apprenticeship  under  the  critical  eye 
of  a  skilled  teacher ;  previous  preparation  should  he  a  requirement  lohich 
no  conscientious  director  could  overlook. 

Nearly  all  our  teachers  having  charge  of  the  primary  iiupils  supply 
themselves  with  some  kind  of  kindergarten  apparatus. 

Our  policy  in  granting  certificates  is  to  give  them  to  the  fittest,  drop- 
ping all  others,  retaining  but  few  more  than  are  required  to  fill  the 
schools. 

Tendering  sincere  thanks  to  directors,  patrons,  teachers  and  the  state 
department  for  kind  and  willing  aid,  I  close  this  brief  report  and  look 
forward  to  a  year  of  greater  educational  harvest  than  ever  before  for 
the  fields  are  certainly  growing  whiter  each  day. 
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FAYETTE  COUNTY— Lewis  M.  Herrington. 

I  have  little  that  is  new  to  report.  The  schools  of  this  county  are 
better  than  those  of  last  year,  a  great  improvment  over  those  of  a  few 
years  ago. 

This  improvement  is  due  to  the  co-operation  of  parents  with  school 
officers. 

We  have  few  "  poor"  or  "  bad"  houses.  Many  houses,  "  slightly  out 
of  repair"  at  times  are  always  in  good  condition  at  the  opening  of  the 
school  term.  The  best  g-rade  of  furniture  has  been  placed  in  most  of 
the  houses.  Slate  "  blackboards"  and  dictionaries  have  been  i^urchased 
for  a  great  many  houses. 

Worcester's  alone  has  been  put  into  one  hundred  and  live  schools. 
Each  year  bring-s  a  greater  number  of  better  prepared  teachers  into 
our  county. 

The  borough  schools  of  the  county  have  well-regulated  courses  of 
study  and  turn  out  each  year  large  classes  of  strong  graduates. 

The  county  institute,  held  at  Uniontown,  December  29  to  January 
2,  was  a  success  in  every  way. 

Instruction  was  g-iven  by  Deputy  State  Superintendent  Houck,  Col. 
F.  W.  Parker,  Prof.  L.  I.  Handy,  Dr.  T.  B.  Noss,  Prof.  Chas.  M. 
Nau,  Prof.  J.  M.  Kurtz,  Mrs.  P.  C.  Long  and  Prof.  John  B.  De 
Motte.  Evening  entertainments :  Lu  B.  Cake  and  Ell.  June  Meade, 
Dr.  J.  M  Buckley,  Prof.  John  B.  De  Motte,  Dr.  P.  S.  Henson, 
Foster's  N.   Y.  Stars. 


FOREST  COUNTY  -G.  W.  Kerr. 

During  my  official  connection  with  the  schools  of  this  county,  I  have 
urged  upon  the  directors  of  the  different  districts  the  advantage  of 
having  a  continuous  term  of  school,  and  have  been  successful  so  far 
that  only  seventeen  schools  will  open  for  a  summer  term  of  two  months. 
I  look  upon  a  summer  term  of  two  or  three  months  as  so  much  time 
and  money  wasted  and  think  a  law  requiring  all  schools  to  be  closed 
from  June  1  to  September  1,  where  the  length  of  the  term  does  note 
exceed  eight  months,  would  be  very  beneficial  to  our  country  schools. 
Our  teachers,  as  a  rule,  have  done  good  work  and  more  teachers  from 
this  coimty  are  attending  the  normal  schools  than  ever  before.  I  have 
been  well  supported  by  directors,  patrons  of  the  schools,  and  leading 
teachers,  in  my  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  qualifications  for 
teachers. 
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The  annual  county  institute  was  held  in  the  court  house, in  Tionesta, 
dui-iug'  the  week  commencing  December  29,  1891.  The  attendance  of 
teachers  and  the  interest  manifested  by  the  citizens  exceeded  that  of 
any  other  institute  held  during  my  term  of  office. 

The  court  room  was  well  filled  at  both  the  day  and  the  evening  ses- 
sioiis.  Six  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  four  of  which  supply 
new  districts. 

Every  room  in  the  county  is  supplied  with  patent  furniture  and  a 
large  number  of  them  have  stone  slate  blackboards.  The  greatest 
fault  to  be  found  with  our  buildings,  is  that  many  of  them  are  too 
small. 

During  the  year,  many  of  our  teachers  and  their  pupils  have  taken 
quite  an  interest  in  decorating  their  school  rooms  and  many  rooms 
were  changed  from  dull,  cheerless  places  to  places  of  homelike  beauty. 

Colonel  Copeland  offered  a  prize  to  the  teacher  that  would  decorate 
his  school  room  most  artistically,  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  five  dol- 
lars. 

The  prize,  an  unabridged  dictionary,  was  awarded  Mr.  R.  B.  Tei- 
trick  of,  the  Clarington  school. 

The  majority  of  our  school  houses  are  built  in  natural  groves  of  trees 
Where  the  grounds  have  been  improved  and  fenced,  considerable  at- 
tention has  been  given  to  tree  planting. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  good. 

Preparation  has  been  made  to  build  a  number  of  new  buildings.  A 
contract  has  been  let  to  build  a  six-room  building  in  Marienville,  to 
supply  the  place  made  vacant  by  fire  last  winter. 

With  thanks  to  all  from  whom  I  received  help  and  encouragement, 
I  respectfully  submit  this  brief  report. 


FRANKLIN  COUNTY— F.  H.  Slyder. 

It  would  give  us  no  little  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  inarked  im- 
provement over  the  work  of  last  year. 

In  this  report,  however,  we  will  be  able  to  make  mention  of  some 
features  that  indicate  that  our  schools  are  still  on  the  advance. 

The  work  in  our  schools  could  be  made  much  more  effective  if  the 
people  were  more  interested  in  scliool  work. 

We  are  aware  that  the  majority  of  persons  are  interested  to  a  certain 
extent  in  schools,  but  what  is  needed  is  a  personal  icorking  interest. 

New  Buildings. 

The  erection  of  a  number  of  good  houses  indicates  progress.  A 
commodious  school  building  was  erected  at  Waynesboro'. 
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The  building-  is  of  the  Romanesque  style  of  architecture ;  has  eight 
rooms,  well  lighted  and  well  furnished,  heated  by  furnaces  and  well 
ventilated.     It  is  an  imi)osing-  sturcture  and  credit  to  the  town. 

The  other  buildings  were  erected  in  Antrim,  Guilford,  St.  Thomas, 
Hamilton  and  Warren.  All  of  these  structures  reflect  credit  upon  the 
directors  of  the  different  districts. 

Many  school  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  county  were  papered 
and  otherwise  beautified  last  fall.  Montgomery  and  Lurgan  take  the 
lead  in  this  respect. 

Furniture  and  Apparatus. 

More  houses  were  supplied  with  jiatent  furniture  the  last  year  than 
in  any  preceding  one  since  the  schools  of  the  county  have  been  under 
my  superintendency. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  (170)  schools  are  now  supplied  with  Ivison, 
Blakeman  and  Company's  Complete  School  Chart. 

Slate  blackboards  have  been  placed  in  many  of  the  school  houses. 

Teachers. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  the  great  de- 
gree of  interest  they  manifest  in  the  work.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that 
so  many  changes  are  made  from  year  to  year.  At  least  twenty-five 
(25)  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  in  the  work  last  year  are  not  here  now. 

The  changes  thus  made  certainly  work  illy  for  the  schools.  We 
lose  too  many  of  our  most  successful  teachers  on  account  of  low  wages. 
Directors,  it  is  poor  policy  to  refuse  a  good  teacher  liberal  wages. 
Yes,  it  will  pay  us  to  retain  progressive  teachers. 

Examinations. 

Twenty  (20)  examinations  were  held,  at  which  two  hundred  and  five 
(205)  applicants  were  examined.  One  hunderd  and  eighty-five  (185) 
provisional  certicfiates  were  issued.  Six  (6)  persons  whose  practice 
was  good,  received  professional  certificates  after  having  passed  the 
required  examination. 

Directors. 

Much  depends  upon  the  wisdom  exercised  by  the  directors  in  the 
management  of  school  affairs.  We  must  have  men  who  are  willing 
to  do  what  they  really  believe  to  be  for  the  good  of  the  schools. 

The  directors  of  the  borough  of  Greencastle,  as  well  as  the  directors 
of  Peters,  showed  a  progressive  spirit,  in  that  they  saw  fit  to  lengthen 
the  school  term. 

We  commend  the  action  of  these  progressive  school  men,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  other  districts  may  see  the  wisdom  of  leng-thening  the 
school  term  at  least  one  month  for  the  new  school  year. 
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jNIore  visitiuor  oug'ht  to  done  l\y  the  directors, and  it  would  be  well  for 
tlieiu  to  induce  the  patrons  to  accompany  them  cm  their  rounds,  and 
in  this  way  all  parties  concerned  could  see  for  themselves  what  is  soing 
on  in  the  different  schools. 

We  are  certainly  to  be  congratulated  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our 
"  state  ai)propriation"  is  to  be  five  millions  of  dollars  for  1892  and  1893. 
Franklin  county's  share  of  the  present  state  appropriation  ($2,000,000) 
is  $20,779.58.  Next  year  our  county  will  receive  as  "  appropriation" 
$51,948.50. 

Now  how  oug'ht  this  increase  be  used?  We  answer,  let  it  be  used 
in  leno-thening"  the  school  term,  and  in  increasing  the  wages  of  teachers 
who  are  most  efficient.  We  are  aware  there  are  some  who  claim  the 
teacher  is  a  well-jiaid  individual-  For  the  work  performed, the  teachers 
in  our  pnblic  schools  are  the  poorest  paid  individuals  on  God's  green 
earth. 

Directors  of  Franklin  comity,  wo  ask  you,  for  the  sake  of  the  dear 
bovs  and  girls  in  our  public  schools,  to  anxiously  inquire,  what  can 
we  do  that  the  schools,  under  our  supervision,  may  be  broug-ht  U[)  to 
a  high  standard  *?  We  are  sure  if  you  thus  interrogate  yourselves  the 
answer  will  come : 

First.  Give  the  districts  first-class  teachers,  teachers  who  mean  to 
make  teaching  a  life-work,  and  then  pay  them  living  salaries. 

Second.  Give  the  districts  good  houses,  and  see  that  they  are  well 
furnished. 

Third.   Lengthen  the  school  term. 

Fourth.  Visit  the  schools  often,  and  make  it  your  business  to  know 
M'hat  is  going  on. 

And  now  for  all  this  interest,  what  are  you  as  a  director  to  have  ?  As 
it  now  is,  you  are  to  have  the  thanks  (if  you  can  get  them)  of  the 
l)eople  whom  you  serve. 

We  do  not  mean  to  say  all  ])ersons  are  unappreciative  of  the  efforts 
that  school  directors  may  put  forth  to  advance  the  schools ;  but  we  do 
know  it  is  too  often  the  case  that  most  worthy  directors  are  hooted  at 
Avhen  they  are  in  for  making  an  effort  to  advance  school  conditions. 

Directors,  we  are  aware  your  position  is  not  an  enviable  one,  but  it 
is  an  honorable  one,  and  we  know  you  are  not  paid  for  j^oiir  services, 
but  do  your  duty  as  men,  and  if  your  efforts  are  not  appreciated  here, 
you  still  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  you  have  done  your  duty 
in  relation  to  yourself  and  your  God. 

Institute. 

It  was  the  verdict  of  all  that  the  county  institute,  held  November 
18  to  23,  1890,  was  one  of  the  best  (if  not  the  very  best)  ever  held  in 
the  county. 

4—5—91. 
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The  attendance  was  lar^e  througrhout  the  entire  week,  and  the  order 
was  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Dr.  Edward  Brooks,  Dr.  G.  M.  Philii^s,  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,  Prof.  G. 
M.  D.  Eckels,  Superintendent  L.  I.  Handy  of  Smyrna,  Delaware, 
Prof.  J.  L.  Burritt  of  Baj'onne,  New  Jersey,  and  Prof.  J.  H.  Kur- 
zenknabe  of  Harrisburg-,  Pennsylvania,  were  the  day  instructors. 
Prof.  George  P.  Bible  of  Lock  Haven,  Pennsylvania,  gave  an  elocu 
tionary  entertainment  on  Monday  evening.  The  lectures  were  de- 
livered by  Rev.  G.  Murry  Klepfer  of  Danville,  Pennsylvania,  Dr. 
James  Hedley  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Hon.  P.  G.  Horr  of  Michigan. 

Three  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  term,  and  it  is  encourag- 
ing to  know  that  they  were  all  well  attended,  9,nd  that  the  object  for 
which  they  were  held  was  accomplished. 

Some  Things  Needed. 

Something  approximating  to  a  definite  course  of  study  is  needed  for 
the  guidance  of  the  teachers  of  ungraded. schools. 

Many  teachers  of  ungraded  schools  are  inexperienced  ;  and  by  reason 
of  this  inexperience  they  are  totally  unfitted  to  map  out  a  course  of 
study  suitable  to  the  wants  of  their  puplis. 

Instruction  under  such  conditions  cannot  be  good.  The  money  of 
the  people  and  the  time  of  the  teacher  and  pupils  are  squandered  in 
securing  nothing  but  unsatisfactory  results. 

A  course  of  study  would  greatly  aid  the  teacher  by  opening  a  p*ath 
of  instruction  for  his  feet  and  by  enabling  him  to  secure  a  better  classi- 
fication of  his  school. 

We  have  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  a  "  course  of  stud}""  for 
the  schools  of  the  county,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  directors  may 
take  some  action  in  the  matter  so  as  to  make  the  plan  feasible.  An 
authoritative  announcement  of  a  well-adjusted  course  of  study  and  a 
uniform  series  of  text-books  to  be  used  in  all  the  district  schools,  would 
soon  be  productive  of  good  results. 

Pupils  removing  from  one  township  to  another  would  find  the  same 
series  of  text-books  in  use  and  a  proper  class  to  enter.  Any  one  who 
has  had  to  assign  many  pupils  from  country  schools  to  classes,  under 
the  graded  sj^stem  of  instruction,  is  a  competent  witness  to  testify  to 
the  poor  work  which  is  being  done  in  many  of  our  schools  in  the  rural 
districts. 

A  pupil  has  been  advanced  from  a  series  of  readers  into  the  history, 
it  may  be,  yet  he  is  not  able  to  perform  the  simplest  operations  in 
numbers  without  resorting  to  marks  or  the  clumsy  Tise  of  his  fingers. 

His  writing  bears  a  close  resemblance  to  the  almost  illegible  scrawl 
of  some  of  our  distinguished  lawj'^ers  and  editors. 

The  work  of  three  years  lies  between  his  knowledge  of  arithmetic 
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and  liis  progress,  not  in  reading,  but  in  the  reading  of  books.     Perhaps 
he  has  completed  geography,  and  yet  he  has  no  knowledge  of  grammar. 
There  should  be  some  remedy  by  which  tliese  defects  of  school  in- 
struction could  be  speedily  overcome. 

Conclusion. 

In  concluding  this,  my  fourth  annual  reiDort,  I  would  ask  the  good 
people  of  the  county  so  to  interest  themselves  in  schools  and  school 
conditions  as  to  have  the  jDeople  of  neighboring  counties  to  point  to 
our  schools  as  models.  Parents  and  citizens  in  every  community  can 
do  much  to  bring  the  schools  up  to  a  high  standard. 

Patrons,  if  you  find  that  a  progi'essive  teacher  has  been  placed  in 
the  charge  of  your  school,  encourage  him  by  telling  him  how  you  ap- 
preciate his  work,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  if  you  are  so  unfortunate  as 
to  have  your  school  placed  in  charge  of  an  indifferent  teacher,  do  not 
tell  everybody  you  meet  what  a  stick  of  teacher  has  been  placed  in 
charge  of  your  school. 

You  may  be  able  to  get  your  indifferent  teacher  to  do  good  work  in 
the  school  room  if  you  manifest  an  early  and  kindly  interest  in  him. 

Our  schools  are  what  we  make  them,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  we 
may  have  the  wisdom  of  Solomon,  in  matters  pertaining  to  school 
affairs. 

I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  Department  of  Public-Instruction 
for  so  promptly  answering  referred  questions.  My  thanks  are  also 
due  to  teachers,  directors  and  citizens  throughout  the  county  for  their 
kindness  and  hospitality  extended  to  me  while  in  the  discharge  of  my 
official  duties. 

To  the  press  of  the  county,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  many  favors. 

I  ask  the  assistance  of  all  to  make  this  one  of  the  best  of  school 
years.  Let  us  endeavor  so  to  plan  our  work  that  great  good  may  result 
all  along  the  line. 


FULTON  COUNTY— B.  W.  Peck. 

While  our  progress  is  by  no  means  what  might  be  desired,  we  are 
getting  ahead.  With  each  succeeding  year  we  find  a  more  healthy 
educational  sentiment.  This  is  evident  in  an  increased  interest  in 
educational  gatherings,  educational  lierature,  and  the  improvements 
in  school  architecture.  Improved  furniture  is  being  placed  in  nearly 
all  the  new  houses,  and  real  slate  blackboards  have  made  their  appear- 
ance for  the  first  time  during  the  past  year.  The  neatly  i^ainted 
school  houses  seen  in  many  of  the  districts  present  a  very  niaxked  con- 
trast to  the  log  cabins  used  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 
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Teachers'  Salaries. 

While  ours  is  a  poor  county,  yet  there  is  no  excuse  why  the  salaries 
of  teachers  should  be  so  low.  The  average  salary  ]ier  month  is  less 
than  twenty -five  dollars.  The  valuation  of  property  for  the  purpose 
of  taxation  is  supposed  to  be  made  upon  an  actual  cash  basis  but  the 
truth  is,  in  this  county  it  is  placed  at  one-third.  We  are  thus  enabled 
to  gret  for  school  purposes  a  tax  not  exceeding  four  and  one-third  mills. 
Ten  mills  is  the  highest  rate  levied  in  the  county — or  by  comparison 
with  the  rate  of  valuation  three  and  one -third  mills.  The  state  ap- 
propriation pays  almost  one- half  of  the  sum  paid  to  teachers. 

Teachers. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  county  is  among  those  who  pay 
the  lowest  salaries  in  the  state,  I  feel  sure  that  for  professional  zeal 
and  earnest  effort,  our  teachers  rank  favorably  with  those  of  our  neigh- 
boring counties.  Few  were  employed  during  the  pant  year  who  did 
not  have  some  professional  training ;  and  most  of  them  are  constant 
subscribers  to  educational  i)eriodicals.  The  greatest  drawback  to  our 
work  is,  not  that  we  do  not  produce  good  teachers  (for  I  doubt  whether 
any  county  in  the  state  furnishes  a  larger  precentage  of  successful 
teachers  in  proportion  to  population)  but,  that  as  soon  as  our  young 
men  and  woman  begin  to  do  good  work,  their  services  are  in  demand 
elsewhere,  and  the  temptation  of  larger  salaries  takes  them  away.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  state  api)ropriation  is  larger,  that  better 
salaries  will  be  paid  and  our  best  material  kept  at  home.  Teachers' 
salaries  were  not  reduced  during  the  past  year  in  any  of  the  districts, 
and  in  a  few  of  them  the  salaries  were  advanced. 

Text-Books. 

No  one  thing  proves  so  great  a  detriment  to  the  successful  working 
of  our  schools  as  the  manner  of  obtaining  text-books.  Until  about 
ten  years  ago,  the  text-books  commonly  used  in  the  schools  were  kept 
in  the  stores  throughout  the  county,  and  were  accessible  to  the  general 
public  at  any  time.  The  book  men  then  appeared  on  the  gi'ound,  a 
convention  of  directors  was  called,  and  adoptions  of  new  books  secured 
by  getting  the  directors  of  the  various  districts  to  agree  to  order  sup- 
plies at  wholesale  rates  and  furnish  the  books  to  the  schools  in  n,ny 
way  they  might  deem  best.  The  plan  adopted  was  as  follows  :  The 
board  was  to  order  the  books  and  distribute  them  among  the  teachers 
of  the  various  schools,  with  instructions  to  sell  to  pupils  at  the  bare 
cost  to  the  board — neither  board  nor  teacher  to  receive  any  compensa- 
tion for  handling  the  books.  While  it  is  possible  for  the  plan  to  work, 
it  is  not  probable  that  it  will  be  a  success  so  long  as  the  ]iresent  system 
of  school  directors  shall  exist.  They  are  not  as  a  rule  sufficiently  well 
acquainted  with  the  necessities  of  the  schools  to  act  intelligently  in 
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the  matter ;  and,  as  new  boards  took  the  place  of  old  ones,  they,  in 
some  cases,  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  book  business ; 
and  others,  not  understanding-  it,  ordered  only  partial  supplies,  and 
often  not  until  the  term  has  half  expired.  As  soon  as  the  merchants 
found  that  the  boards  were  furnishing  books  at  wholesale  jirices  they 
quit  handling  them.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  the 
matter  may  be  i^laced  in  a  very  much  better  condition. 

Conclusion. 

The  schools  were  all  visited  tAvice,  and  pai*t  of  them  the  third  time. 
The  term  was  a  uniform  one  of  six  months.  Four  new  houses  were 
built  during  the  year,  one  school  discontinued  and  one  new  school 
established.  The  standard  of  qualification  for  teachers'  certicfiates  is 
being  steadily  raised. 

The  county  institute  was  well  attended  and  the  work  done  very  sat- 
isfactor3^ 


GREENE  COUNTY— J.   W.  Iams. 

Daring  the  last  year  our  educational  forces  have  had  a  toilsome, 
but  a  forward,  march,  over  a  few  difficulties  we  have  tramped ;  yet 
many  more  confront  us,  some  of  the  things  over  which  we  rejoice  are, 
that  our  teachers  are  realizing  that  they  have  not  yet  reached  the  limit 
of  their  preparation,  that  there  is  much  knowledge,  and  many  plans 
and  methods  yet  ungained,  that  ours  is  a  never-ceasing  upward 
struggle,  that  there  yet  are  x)aths  on  which  we  have  never  walked, 
heights  that  we  have  never  viewed. 

In  addition  to  that  Avhich  we  already  had  taught  in  our  schools,  I 
have  recommended  vocal  and  phj^sical  training,  marching  and  calis- 
thencis  and  emphasized  the  importance  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
American  history,  have  endeavored  to  clinch  upon  the  minds  of  both 
pupils  and  teachers,  the  self  evident  proposition,  that  patriotism  feeds 
upon  historical  traditions,  and  have  asked  that  the  national  airs  be 
sung  in  all  the  school  rooms  of  our  count}^  and  have  been  largely 
obeyed  in  this  my  modest  demand. 

Our  earnest  ambition  was  and  is  that  our  county  institutes  might 
take  first  rank,  that  it  should  be  second  to  none  anywhere,  and  with 
the  first  attempt  that  we  made  to  rend  our  former  enviromments,  and 
swee])  into  the  younger  days,  we  feel  great  cause  to  be  satisfied,  nor 
will  our  efPoi-ts  cease  to  make  the  coming  one  better  still.  Some  of  the 
conditions  that  are  a  permanent  menace  to  our  success  and  bar  the 
way  to  progress  is  the  lack  of  teachers  who  are  thrice  armed  for  the 
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conflict.  Teachers  who  are  uot  masters  of  the  situation.  The  hick  of 
teachers  who  are  all  that  the  text -books  are  and  more.  Teachers  who 
have  not  eliminated  from  their  lexicons  the  one  word  fail,  the  lack  of 
those  Avho  with  dauntless  coiirage  and  sublime  resolve  have  roused 
to  stam^)  their  own  individuality  upon  their  schools  and  the  communi 
ties  in  which  they  teach,  when  this  lack  ceases  and  the  opposite  be 
comes  a  fixed  fact,  then  we  have  taken  one  long  step  toward  our  ideal 
goal. 

The  want  of  school  houses  located  on  better,  healthier  and  more  in- 
viting grounds ;  and  built  upon  studied,  convenient  and  more  artistic 
plans,  challenges  our  efforts  and  our  attention,  and  the  remodelling  and 
brightening  of  those  now  in  use  call  for  prompt  action,  this  bamdike 
appearance  that  has  clung  to  our  school  rooms  must  drop  back  into  the 
gloom  of  a  vanished  age.  Papered  walls,  reading  and  jdiysiologi- 
cal  charts,  more  blackboard  surface,  vestibules  for  wraps  and  dinners,  a 
few  more  dictionaries,  and  grounds  neatl}^  fenced,  are  some  of  the  re- 
sults that  we  needs  seek  to  bring  about,  3'et  of  their  coming  I  do  not 
des]iair,  nor  will  oui'  efforts  be  less  earnest  until  the  end  crowns  the 
work. 


HUNTINGDON  COUNTY— S.  G.  Eudy. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been,  in  most  respects,  a  prosperous  one  for 
the  schools  of  our  count3^ 

During  our  visitations  in  the  different  districts  we  found  that  general 
satisfaction  existed  among  the  citizens,  in  regard  to  the  workings  of 
the  schools. 

As  a  rule  our  teachers  are  earnest  and  progressive.  During  the 
annual  examination,  of  which  there  were  thirty -one,  it  was  clearlj^  ap- 
parent that  not  a  few  of  our  teachers  lack  culture,  that  very  essential 
element  in  the  make-up  of  a  good  teacher.  Some  teachers  we  found 
positively  careless  in  teaching  certain  branches  which  we  feel  sure  they 
could  teach  successfully.  Reading  is  more  poorly  taught  than  any 
other  branch,  much  valuable  time  is  thus  w^orse  than  wasted  through 
poor  methods  and  indifferent  teachers.  We  verily  believe  that  this 
evil,  along  with  many  others,  will  be  remedied  only  when  we  have 
closer  supervision. 

The  annual  normal  class  had  its  session  at  Rockhill  Furnace  this 
year.  About  fiftj'  teachers  availed  themselves  of  the  efficient  instruc- 
tion of  Profs.   Shimmell  and  Silverthom. 

Mt.  Union  borough  graduated  its  first  class  this  year.     By  appoint 
ment  through  the  board  of  education,  a  committee  of  five,  including 
the  county  superintendent  examined  the  graduating  class. 
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Oibisonia  adopted  a  reg-ular  coiu'se  of  study  last  fall  with  a  view  to 
gi'aduating'  pupils  from  the  hig'li  school. 

Eight  local  institutes  Avere  held  in  difierent  sections  of  the  county. 
These  were  well  attended  by  teachers  and  citizens,  and  we  believe  much 
good  was  accomplished.  The  local  institute  has  become  a  potent  factor 
for  good  in  our  county,  and  we  hope  to  see  its  efficiency  increased. 

The  county  institute  held  during  the  first  week  of  December  was  a 
decided  success.  Out  of  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty -four  teachers, 
two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  were  enrolled.  Of  the  six  absent,  five 
gave  satisfactory  excuses. 

The  instructors  were  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Profs.  J.  M.  Coughlin, 
M.  G.  Brumbaugh  and  J.  I.  White  ;' Superintendents  E.  M.  McNeal, 
J.  A.  Myers  and  L.  S.  Shimmell ;  lecturers,  Profs.  S.  T.  Ford,  J. 
B.  De  Motte,  L.  I.  Handy  and  Hon.  George  R.  Wendling ;  musi- 
cians, Profs.  C.  C.  Case  and  Miss  Sarah  T.  McCoy. 

Six  new  houses  were  built  durijig  the  year.  Of  these  the  house  at 
Marklesburg  deserves  special  mention,  it  being  a  substantial  brick 
building  with  two  rooms  and  heater  in  celler. 

The  borough  of  Huntingdon  took  unto  herself  a  borough  superin- 
tendent last  sprinsr.  The  only  im]:)ortant  change  this  will  make  will 
be  in  the  examination  of  teachers.  The  borough  superintendent  will 
examine  the  teachers  for  the  borough  schools. 

We  feel  that  much  good  to  our  schools  could  be  accomplished  through 
a  eountj^  directors'  organization,  and  would  respectfully  urge  that  steps 
be  taken  in  this  direction.  An  organization  could  be  effected  very 
conveniently  during  the  week  of  county  institute,  as  many  of  oui*  di- 
rectors attend  the  institute. 


INDIANA  COUNTY— A.  ]\I.  Hammers. 

This  being  my  first  annual  report,  I  cannot  compare  the  work  of  the 
year  with  that  of  preceding  ones ;  but  I  believe  I  am  safe  in  saying 
that  our  schools  in  general  have  maintained  their  former  high  standard 
of  excellence,  and  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  along  all 
educational  lines. 

During  the  year  I  held  twenty-four  public  examinations  (one  in  each 
townshi])  in  the  county)  and  several  specials.     At  these  four  hundred 
and  sixteen  applicants  were  examined,  the  usual  percentage  being  re 
jected. 

On  account  of  the  condition  of  the  roads  for  a  greater  part  of  the 
winter,  I  failed  to  reach  a  few  of  the  schools  of  the  rural  districts,  fif-. 
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teen  in  all  beins:  omitted  ;  but  each  of  the  reniaininsr  two  hundred  and 
sixty-oneAvere  visited  one  or  more  times,  niakins- a  total  of  two  hundred 
and  seventy -nine  official  visits.  This  ])art  of  my  work,  owing'  to  the 
limited  time  allowed  in  any  one  school,  was  somewhat  unsatisfactory 
to  me ;  and  convinced  me  thoroughly  of  the  necessit}^  for  legalized 
mandatory  district  supervision.  There  may  have  been  a  time  in  the 
history  of  our  county  when  a  superintendent  could  visit  all  the  schools 
and  still  have  time  for  the  other  various  official  duties ;  but  to  do  so 
now  requires  visits  more  remarkable  for  brevity  than  for  usefulness. 

The  teachers  of  the  county  are,  as  a  rule,  wide  awake  and  progressive. 
They  seem  to  appreciate  fully  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  them, 
and  employ  all  available  means  to  further  fit  themselves  for  their  chosen 
work.  Nearly  all  are  subscribers  to  one  or  more  educational  publica- 
tions, and  at  this  ^^Titing  probably  eighty  per  cent  of  those  employed 
during  the  year  just  closed  are  in  attendance  at  our  normal  school,  or 
at  the  excellent  select  schools  so  numerous  in  this  locality.  Of  course 
rt//were  not  successful,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that  a /<??y  made  dismal 
failures  ;  but  this  will  not  be  wondered  at  Avlien  it  is  learned  that  thirty 
percent,  of  all  em]  )loyed  were  entirely  inexperienced,  and  that  only 
sixteen  per  cent,  had  previously  taught  five  or  more  annual  terms. 
When  popular  opinion  approves  salaries  that  Avill  secure  and  retain 
expeiienced  teachers,  superintendents  will  have  fewer  failures  to  re 
port ;  may  that  time  speedil}^  come. 

As  usual,  our  county  institute  was  held  during  Christmas  week,  l)e 
ginning  December  22  and  closing  December  26.  The  press  of  the 
county,  the  teachers,  the  directors  in  attendance,  and  the  public  gen- 
erally, were  loud  in  its  praises ;  and  from  personal  observations  during 
my  visitations  following  it,  I  am  confident  that  much  good  was  accom- 
plished. 

Of  the  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  teachers  of  the  county  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy  were  in  attendance.  The  enrolment  of  directors 
was  larger  than  that  of  any  preceding  institute,  fifty-nine  being  in  at  ■ 
tendance,  some  the  greater  part  of  the  week.  The  instructors  were 
Dr.  Edward  T.  Nelson  of  Delaware  College,  Ohio;  Dr.  Z.  X.  Snyder 
of  the  Indiana  Normal  School;  Dr.  A.  E.  Maltby  of  the  Slippery  Rock 
Normal  School :  Prof.  D.  C.  Murphy  of  Piidgway :  Prof.  J.  H.  Young 
of  Indiana,  and  Prof.  Schmucker  and  Miss  Jane  E.  Leonard  of  the  In- 
diana normal.  A  special  feature  was  a  period  each  day  during  which 
the  members  of  the  institute  discussed,informally,  methods  and  devices 
for  teaching  the  different  branches.  The  evening  entertainments  con 
sisted  of  a  chalk  talk  by  Frank  Beard,  lectures  by  Col.  Sanford  and 
Hon.  Will  Curaback,  and  the  opera  "Patience"  by  a  local  company. 
The  latter  took  the  place  of  a  concert  by  the  Boston  Ideals  who  were 
forced  to  cancel  their  date  the  day  previous  on  account  of  injuries  re 
ceived  in  a  railroad  wreck. 
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I  had  intended  speaking"  of  various  other  features  relating  to  the 
educational  work  of  the  county,  esi)ecially  of  the  outlook  for  the  future 
and  the  means  by  which  it  is  hojied  to  secure  still  more  satisfactory 
results,  1)ut  having-  been  warned  by  the  department  that  brevity  is 
desired,  I  shall  leave  these  topics  for  some  future  report. 

And  now,  in  conclusion,  not  merely  because  it  is  customary,  but  be- 
cause of  my  hearty  appreciation,  let  me  thank  the  various  members  of 
the  department  for  counsel  and  assistance,  the  press  of  the  county  for 
valuable  space  g^iven  to  educational  items,  the  directors  for  many  acts 
of  courtesy  and  for  kindly  co  operation,  and  the  teachers  and  people 
generally,  for  the  courteous  treatmenc  and  hospitality  which  was  ac- 
corded me  in  all  parts  of  the  county. 


JEFFERSON  COUNTY— J.  H.  Hughes. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  in  the  schools  of  this 
county.  Better  results  have  been  secured  than  in  any  previous  term 
of  school ;  quiet  persistent  work  seeming  to  be  the  one  aim  of  both 
teacher  and  pu]iil.  Very  commendable  progress,  also,  has  been  made 
in  the  matter  of  building,  repairing  and  furnishing  houses.  Clayville 
borough  built  a  fine  brick  house  of  eight  rooms  ;  five  being  furnished 
in  the  most  approved  manner  and  occupied  during  the  term.  This  is 
a  very  imi)osing  structure,  well  and  conveniently  located  on  a  large 
plot  of  ground,  which,  with  a  little  care  and  attention,  can  be  made 
very  beautiful. 

Eldred  built  a  neat  two-room  house  located  near  the  center  of  a 
square  acre  lot  of  ground.  Good  substantial  houses  were  built  and 
furnished  with  patent  desks  in  Winslow,  Bell,  Henderson,  Young  and 
Snyder,  and  two  repaired  and  furnished  in  Heath. 

Much  more  attention  is  given  to  the  location  of  new  houses,  improve- 
ment of  grounds,  furnishing,  etc. ,  thus  making  both  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  our  school  houses  more  inviting  and  cheerful. 

While  the  educational  interests  of  the  county  are,  it  is  true,  moving 
apace,  and  progressing  as  rapidly  as  can  be  expected  under  existing 
circumstances  and  difliculties,  there  is  plenty  of  room  for  needed  im- 
provements. As  heretofore  stated  in  former  reports,  the  one  great 
hindrance  has  been  and  still  is  the  lack  of  school  funds,  caiising  a 
short  term  and  low  salaries.  We  have  the  teaching  talent  sufficient 
to  bring  our  schools  up  to  a  high  j^lane  of  efficiency,  if  Ave  could  only 
offer  our  teachers  sufficient  inducements  to  retain  them  in  the  schools. 
But  with  a  six  months  term  and  a  little  over  thirty  dollars  a  month,  less 
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than  two  hundred  dolhirs  a  year,  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  keep  yonn^ 
l)eople  of  euergy  and  intellig'ence  louger  than  until  a  situation  with 
a  decent  remuneratiou  cau  be  secured.  And  thus  we  are  compelled  to 
continue  very  many  of  our  schools  in  charge  of  those  who  make  teach- 
ing a  secondary  object,  or  have  little  or  uo  experience.  As  a  rule  the 
best  work  is  done  by  young  teachers,  who,  with  youthful  energy  and 
enthusiasm  are  bound  to  succeed,  and  who  teach  for  a  few  winters  to 
get  money  that  they  may  go  to  school  during  the  summer.  This  is 
the  class  of  teachers  Ave  need  in  our  schools,  who  have  the  energ-y  and 
perseverance  to  prosecute  their  studies  to  a  successful  issue,  and  acquire 
an  education  that  would  give  to  our  schools  that  dignity  and  thorough- 
ness which  Ave  are  earnestly  and  anxiously  striving  to  acquire.  But 
not  being  able  to  offer  them  suitable  inducements  and  just  and  reason- 
able compensation  for  their  time  and  talent,  they  become  discouraged 
and  of  necessitj^  are  forced  to  seek  other  and  more  lucrative  positions, 
although  less  inviting  and  agreeable  to  their  taste  and  inclinations. 
They  would  like  to  teach,  but  society  and  the  demands  of  life  are  such 
that  they  are  unable  to  sacrifice  time  and  talent  without  adeqiiate  re- 
muneration. Of  course,  these  difficulties  and  hindrances  ai)ply  more 
particularly  to  schools  in  the  rural  districts  and  villag-es,  where  teachers 
receive  about  two  hundred  dollars  a  year.  This  is  more  than  the  aver- 
age salary  paid  in  this  county,  and  we  are  considerably  in  advance  of 
some  of  our  neighbors.  We  are  not  satisfied  with  the  results  and  at- 
tainments of  former  years,  and  how  can  we  continue  to  improve  under 
this  depressing  condition  of  things  as  they  affect  the  schools  and  the 
teaching  force. 

The  school  term  is  decidedly  too  short.  School  six  months  in  the 
year  furnishes  an  exceedingly  slow  process  of  acquiring  an  education. 
With  the  largely  increased  approiiriation  from  the  state,  we  cannot 
understand  why  the  minimum  school  term  was  not  also  increased. 
Unless  the  law  g-overning  the  length  of  the  term  is  changed,  the  tend- 
ency will  most  likely  l^e  to  relieve  local  taxation  only,  thus  adding  but 
little  stimulus  to  the  schools  or  encouragement  to  teachers. 

The  increased  state  appropriation  should  not  be  taken  advantag-e  of 
in  this  way.  While  it  is  intended  to  lessen  the  burden  of  local  taxa- 
tion, it  is  not  intended  to  supersede  it,  but  rather  to  render  much 
needed  and  timely  relief  to  the  depressed  financial  •  condition  of  the 
schools,  es]jecially  in  the  country  districts.  As  long  as  the  schools  are 
made  to  depend  »m  local  taxation  to  any  considerable  extent,  just  so 
long  will  they  be  crippled  by  these  discouragements  and  weaknesses. 
Certainly  the  state  has  outgrown  the  present  school  system.  No  doubt 
it  met  the  wants  of  society  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  moderately  well ; 
but  the  demands  made  upon  the  schools  are  very  different  now,  while 
the  school  system  remains  very  largely  the  same.  It  is  entirely  too 
fragmentary  in  character  and  application.     So  long  as  the  state  is  di- 
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vided  u[)  into  a  multitude  of  separate  and  independent  school  districts, 
each  with  full  i)ower  to  legislate  upon  its  own  school  atiairs,  as  taxes, 
school  term,  salaries,  teachers,  etc.,  so  long  will  the  inefficiency  and 
weakness  of  our  schools  and  teachers  be  their  reproach.  The  system 
should  be  a  state  system  throughout,  unretarded  by  local  prejudices, 
instead  of  a  state  and  township,  or  district,  system  combined.  The 
state  should  define  the  policy  of  school  administration  instead  of  each 
district  being  a  law  unto  itself  in  matters  of  such  universal  application 
as  the  education  of  the  people.  It  would  seem  that  the  financial  de 
13artment  of  the  schools  should  be  o^^erated  by  a  uniform  state  school 
tax,  levied  and  collected  directly  by  the  state  department.  The  entire 
expense  of  operating  the  schools  should  be  met  and  paid  by  the  state 
from  a  uniform  state  school  tax. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  should  evidently  be  fixed  by  the  state  de- 
partment according  to  their  grade,  and  their  grade  determined  by 
their  ability  and  the  merit  of  their  work  as  tested  by  actual  experience. 
A  uniform  school  term,  a  uniform  state  school  tax  and  a  just  scale  of 
arranging  and  grading  salaries  according  to  actual  ability  and  success- 
ful practice  are,  we  think,  some  of  the  things  indispensably  necessary 
to  the  general  and  permanent  improvement  of  our  schools. 

One  of  the  most  discouraging  features  of  the  present  system  is  the 
titter  inability  of  poor  districts  to  have  anything  but  poor  schools  and 
short  terms.  Thus,  as  a  rule,  the  districts  that  need  school  most  have 
the  ]30orest  and  least  of  it.  Surely  a  strong  uniform  state  system  of 
schools  has  much  to  commend  it  to  the  intelligence  of  the  jieojde  of 
this  great  commonwealth,  while  a  township  or  district  system  like  the 
]n'esent  has  altogether  too  many  weaknesses  and  shortcomings  to  en- 
title it  to  anything  like  a  favorable  comparison. 

Our  directors,  conversant,  as  they  are  with  these  inefficiencies  and 
embarrassing  weaknesses  of  the  present  system,  are,  as  far  as  I  know, 
zealously  in  favor  of  a  radical  change  towards  a  state  system  of  schools. 
Our  people  are,  I  believe,  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  state  school  system, 
not  only  in  name  but  in  fact,  and  actual  operation,  because  they  are 
satisfied  that  it  is  the  only  effectual  or  rather  efficient  system  for  all 
parts  of  the  state. 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  willaccei^t  my  thanks  for  many 
words  of  counsel  and  encouragement,  and  the  press  and  people  of  this 
county  for  man}'  kindnesses. 
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JUNIATA  COUNTY— John  H.  Carney. 

In  submitting-  this  my  first  report  it  afiords  me  great  i)leasure  to  say 
that  I  found  many  earnest  and  enthusiastic  persons  engaged  in  the 
important  calling  of  the  teachers.  Although  we  had  twenty-eight  per 
cent,  of  inexperienced  teachers,  yet  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
greater  part  of  them  is  creditable,  and  should  they  remain  in  the  pro- 
fession, the  schools  of  oiu'  county  will  be  greatly  benefited. 

But  whj'  this  large  percentage  of  new  teachers?  Why  do  we  permit 
our  best  and  experienced  teachers  to  ste])  down  and  out,  after  having 
trained  them  and  educated  them  in  the  art  of  teaching"?  AVhen  they 
have  attained  proficiency  and  skill  in  the  profession,  at  the  expense  of 
our  county,  and  frequently  to  the  detriment  of  the  schools,  the}'  are 
allowed  to  seek  some  other  field  of  labor,  or  go  to  some  other  county 
wheretheir  services  are  better  api^reciated  and  better  paid.  I  deem 
it  better  financiering  to  pay  forty  dollars  ',$40)  per  month,  and  have 
value  received,  than  twenty  dollars  ($20)  and  receive  little  or  no  benefit. 

In  our  county,  as  in  many  others,  the  course  of  study  has  not  been 
sufticiently  outlined,  but  we  shall  endeavor  to  introduce  a  regular 
course  the  coming  winter,  which,  if  teachers  and  patrons  take  j^roper 
interest,  will  be  conducive  of  good  results.  In  study  as  well  as  any 
other  labor  there  should  be  system.  A  committee  was  appointed  at 
our  institute  to  select  and  suge-est  a  suitable  course,  which  was  done 
and  will  now  be  submitted  to  the  schools  for  adoption. 

Institute. 

Our  institute  was  held  at  Mifiiintown,  the  county  seat,  and  was  among 
the  most  succesful ;  all  the  teachers  of  the  county  were  present  but 
two,  who  were  unable  to  attend,  sickness  the  cause.  For  day  instruc- 
tors we  had  Superintendents  McNeal  of  Dauphin,  Hammers  of  Indiana, 
Harman  of  Hazleton,  Prof.  Bible  of  Lock  Haven.  Miss  Buckbee  of 
Harrisburg,  all  of  whom  were  highly  appreciated  for  the  solid  prac- 
tical thoughts  and  methods  ])resented.  Both  day  and  evening  sessions 
Avere  Avell  attended  especially  Thursday  afternoon's  session  which  was 
devoted  to  the  directors.  I  would  suggest  that  the  directors  devote  at 
least  one  day  of  each  institute,  in  a  separate  body,  to  the  discussion  of 
such  subjects  as  will  be  beneficial  to  the  improvement  and  welfare  of 
the  great  Avork  inti'usted  to  their  care. 

The  local  institutes  were  very  interesting  and  well  attended.  The 
joint  institute  held  liy  the  teachers  of  Juniata  and  Snyder  counties  at 
Richfield  was  a  pronounced  success,  and  I  hoi)e  Ave  maj^  have  many 
more  of  the  same  character.  I  believe  the  schools  are  greatly  benefited 
by  these  meetings  and  I  trust  the  teachers  may  always  manifest  such 
a  disposition  to  take  hold  of  this  kind  of  work  as  they  exhibit  now. 
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Apparatus. 

Many  of  our  schools  are  3^et  deficient  in  necessary  apparatus,  yet 
some  are  suiJiilied  with  unabridged  dictionaries  and  a  few  rooms  have 
other  books  of  valuable  information.     I  sincerely  trust  the  day  is  near 
by  when  each  school  room  in  the  county  will  be  supplied  with  a  stand 
ard  dictionary. 

The  "  complete  chart"  has  been  introduced  in  nearly  all  the  districts 
of  the  county,  and,  where  properly  used,  is  doing*  good  work.  Many 
of  our  schools  are  not  properl}^  ])rovided  with  blackboard  surface,  some 
deficient  in  quantity  and  others  in  quality.  I  believe  the  blackboard, 
one  of  the  teacher's  best  instruments  for  successful  work,  and  the  direc- 
tors who  neglect  to  supply  board  or  slate  surface  in  proper  quantity 
and  quality  are  guilty  of  permitting  an  obstacle  to  remain  between 
their  school  and  success. 

We  may  with  the  same  consistency  expect  a  mechanic  to  perform  a 
piece  of  labor  without  the  necessary  tools,  as  a  teacher  to  do  the  best 
kind  of  work  without  apparatus. 

Visits. 

All  the  schools  in  the  county  were  visited,  some  three  times  ;  I  was 
accompanied  on  my  visits  by  quite  a  number  of  both  directors  and 
patrons,  a  commendable  act  of  duty.  I  believe  the  visiting  of  schools 
tends  to  brighten  and  elevate  both  pupils  and  teachers  more  than  any 
other  agency  of  the  same  expense  that  can  enter  the  school  room. 

In  conclusion,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  department  for  in- 
formation received,  to  the  press  of  the  county  for  favors,  to  the  direc- 
tors and  citizens  for  their  co-operation  and  kind  hospitality,  to  the 
teachers  for  their  support  and  response  at  all  educational  meetings, 
and  to  the  pupils  for  the  friendship  and  resjoect  always  shown  me. 


LACKAWANNA  COUNTY-N.  S.  Davis. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  visited  every  school  in  the  couaty,  and 
have  visited  a  majority  of  them  a  second  time.  It  gives  me  pleasure 
to  report  a  constant  improvement.  Two  school  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  Carbondale  township.  They  are  four-room  buildings  and 
are  supplied  with  good  furniture,  and  the  best  system  of  heating  and 
ventilation. 

Fell  township  has  just  completed  a  two-room  building  in  a  district 
where  it  was  verj^  much  needed.    Blakel}'  borough  has  done  the  same. 

The  schools  are  generally  supplied  with  good  furniture.     With  few 
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exceptions  all  our  schools  are  supplied  with  modem  furniture.  I  re- 
grot  that  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  blackboards.  It  seems  to  be 
difficult  to  convince  some  of  our  school  boards  that  the  best  is  the 
cheapest. 

Many  of  our  school  rooms  are  also  lacking-  in  school  ai^paratus. 
Some  of  our  best  teachers  are  obliged  to  get  alone'  without  the  aid  of 
the  most  common  articles,  such  as  maps,  globes,  charts  and  dictiona- 
ries. While  the  above  is  true  of  a  majority  of  our  schools,  it  is  but 
just  to  say  that  a  number  of  our  school  boards  sui)ply  their  teachers 
with  all  necessary  apparatus.  Arbor  da}'  was  observed  in  many  parts 
of  the  county,  but  not  so  universally  as  I  could  wish.  The  day  should 
be  observed  even  thoug-h  a  single  tree  only  be  planted. 

The  attendance  at  county  institute  was  larger  than  ^ver  before.  We 
were  peculiarly  fortunate  in  our  instructors,  and  the  interest  manifested 
by  teachers  and  others  was  unusual.  A  directors'  convention  was  held 
on  Wednesday,  and  was  attended  by  directors  from  all  parts  of  the 
county.  The  convention  discussed  uniformity  of  text- books  and  other 
matters.  Dr.  Edward  Brooks  and  Superintendent  Henry  Houck  ad- 
dressed the  convention.  It  was  decided  to  meet  again  at  the  time  of 
the  next  countj^  institute. 

I  visited  schools  in  all  parts  of  the  county  after  the  institute  and  found 
that  some  of  the  teachers  were  making  use  of  information  received  at 
the  institute.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  the  number  was  very  large, 
and  can  only  hope  that  all  teachers  went  back  to  their  work  with  a  (cer- 
tain enthusiasm  that  was  lacking  before  the  institute.  I  firml}^  believe 
that  the  teaching  throug-hout  the  coimty  grows  better  from  year  to 
year,  yet  we  have  too  many  teachers  who  can  attend  the  institute  for 
a  whole  week,  and  yet  take  nothing  home  with  them.  Night  schools 
are  open  for  three  or  four  months  in  every  district  in  the  mining  re- 
gion. The  attendance  in  many  instances  is  very  large  and  where  good 
teachers  are  employed  much  g-ood  is  done.  In  some  instances  inferior 
teachers  are  employed  and  the  result  is  failure.  It  is  certain  that  un- 
der the  present  system  a  large  number  of  children  are  growing  up  with- 
out education.  In  some  districts  the  attendance  of  boys  is  not  one- 
fourth  that  of  the  girls.  I  hope  that  this  matter  may  be  regulated  in 
some  A\ay.  It  is  an  ufortunate  state  of  affairs  that  in  this  country  of 
free  schools,  children  are  gTOwing  up  on  all  sides,  with  almost  no  edu- 
cation. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  teachers,  directors  and  others 
who  have  aided  me  in  my  work  during  the  past  year. 
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LANCASTEB  COUNTY -M.  J.  Brecht. 

The  spirit  iu  our  schools  during"  the  year  was  excellent.  In  many 
instances  a  degree  of  enthusiasm  prevailed  that  made  the  work  of 
teachers  and  pupils  a  coveted  ])leasure.  A  healthy  emulation  found 
its  way  into  some  districts  and  opened  the  way  for  a  more  intimate 
co-operation  between  school  and  community.  The  home  sentiment 
fostered  in  this  wa}'^  was  brought  into  direct  contact  with  every  phase 
of  the  school  question.  As  a  result,  an  atmosphere  of  activity  was 
thrown  about  the  environments,  the  comforts  and  the  inner  and  outer 
life  of  the  school,  that  led  to  many  improvements.  Pupils  were  made 
to  feel  by  the  example  of  the  parents  that  there  is  a  vital  link  betA\'ten 
school  and  their  future  usefulness.  Parents  and  teachers  found,  through 
the  taste  of  actual  experience,  that  the  best  way  to  make  of  the  schools 
homes  adapted  to  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  growth  of  children, 
is  to  adopt  the  school  in  the  family  circle.  Home  and  school  were 
thus  drawn  into  the  most  intimate  bond  of  friendship,  and  out  of  it 
grew  an  educational  spirit  for  the  home -school  that  gradually  broadened 
until  its  influence  has  given  us  over  eight  thousand  books  of  general 
literature  in  the  libraries  of  rural  schools,  and  raised  the  standard  of 
teaching,  of  branches  taught,  and  school  facilities  in  every  district  in 
the  county. 

SjDecial  i^ains  were  taken  b}^  our  people  to  promote  the  general  effi- 
ciency of  our  schools.  No  effort  was  spared  to  make  the  work  pleasant, 
to  distribute  the  burden  of  pressure,  to  relieve  the  anxiety  of  care,  yet 
the  wholesome  lesson  that  difficulties  must  be  challenged  when  met, 
was  not  neglected.  The  machinery  was  well  equipped  and  carefully 
adjusted  to  its  work.  In  every  direction  there  was  a  cheerful  response 
to  the  call  of  duty,  and  the  many  fertile  and  ingenious  plans  of  teachers 
and  directors,  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  the  schools  and  to  bring  them 
into  closer  sympathy  Avitli  the  heart  throbs  of  the  public,  show  one 
side  of  the  excellent  spirit  that  shines  through  oui-  record  of  the  year. 


LAWEENCE  COUNTY— J.  M.  Watson. 

In  submitting  this  my  first  annual  report  it  is  a  pleasure  to  say 
that  our  schools  have  shown  a  fair  degree  of  progress  during  the  year 
just  closed. 

During  the  year  I  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  county,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  four,  a  number  of  them  twice,  making  in  all  two  hundred  and 
sixty  two  visits. 
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t  found  our  teachers,  with  but  few  exceptions,  earnest  workers.  One 
very  eucourag'ing'  feature  in  the  line  of  school  work  is  that  rnan}'  of  our 
teachers  are  attending"  scliool  during  the  vacation,  thus  preparing  for 
better  work  next  year. 

Fourteen  public  examinations  were  held  in  ditierent  localities  in  the 
county,  and  out  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  eight  applicants,  two  hun- 
dred and  six  provisional  certificates  were  issued.  None  but  those  who 
were  well  qualified  were  licensed. 

Quite  a  neat  and  substantial  house  was  built  in  the  Hogue  district, 
Slipper}'  Rock  township,  and  furnished  with  modern  furniture  and 
slate  blackboards.  Only  two  houses  in  the  county  have  the  old  wooden 
seats,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  will  disappear  before  another 
term. 

Our  county  institute  convened  on  the  16th,  of  Deceml)er,and  was  pro- 
nounced one  of  the  most  profitable  and  instructive  ever  held  in  this 
countj'.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  Samuel  Findley,  of  Akron,  Ohio ; 
Prof.  S.  E.  Thompson,  of  Westminster :  Superintendent  F.  Trendley, 
of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  Prof.  I.  M.  McClymonds,  of  Slippery 
Rock  State  Ncirmal.  The  evening  entertainments  were,  lectures  by 
Mrs.  Mary  Hunt,  Hon.  Henry  Hall,  and  Eli  Perkins  concert  by  New 
York  Stars. 

The  division  of  the  members  of  the  institute  into  s^rades,  and  giving 
instruction  to  suit  the  wants  of  teachers  engaged  in  difi'erent  kinds  of 
school  work,  proved  very  satisfactory  indeed.  The  interest  seemed  to 
increase  until  the  last  moment,  and  all  went  to  their  schools  with  a 
higher  idea  of  the  profession  and  a  greater  love  for  its  work.  Our  di- 
rectors held  a  very  interesting  session  on  Thursday,  and  discussed  sub- 
jects of  interest  and  importance.  Before  adjourning  they  effected  a 
permanent  org-anization  by  electing  Rev.  H.  G.  McYay,  of  New  Wil- 
mington, president,  and  D.  W.  Aiken,  of  Shenango,  secretary.  The 
president  api)ointed  a  committee  of  two,  to  confer  with  the  superin- 
tendent on  a  course  of  study,  Avhich  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

Twenty -two  educational  meetings  were  held  in  different  parts  of  the 
county,  twelve  of  which  I  had  the  x'leasure  of  l)eing  ])resent  and  as- 
sisting in  the  exercises.  These  meeting's  have  become  a  recognized  fac- 
tor in  the  line  of  educational  work  in  our  county.  At  a  number  of 
meetings,  the  halls  were  crowded  and  the  closest  attention  and  interest 
manifested. 

But,  while  we  are  submitting  the  report  of  our  public  schools,  we 
nuist  not  forget  to  mention  our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  West  - 
minister  College  and  Yolant  Academy.  The  former  has  an  attendance  of 
over  three  hundred  students.  The  facidty  adopted  a  teachers  course 
during  the  year,  and  as  an  institution  of  learning-  has  never  been  more 
prosperous.  The  latter  institution  is  Imt  two  years  old  and  has  an  at- 
tendance of  one  hundred  and  four,  and  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
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lu  couclusion,  I  must  say  that  I  have  had  the  heart}':  co-operation  of 
teachers,  the  encouragrnent  and  support  of  directors  and  parents,  and 
from  the  press  and  friends  of  education  g-enerally,  and  during-  my  visit- 
ations to  the  various  schools  I  met  with  kind  treatment  and  generous 
hospitality,  for  which  I  return  my  sincere  thanks. 


LEBANON  county-John  W.  Snoke. 

After  fully  viewing  the  labors  of  the  past  year,  I  can  safely  assert 
that  rapid  advancement  has  been  made,  although  the  standard  of  ex- 
cellence at  which  I  steadily  aimed  was  not  in  every  instance  attained. 
Nothing  remarkably  interesting  or  new  has  occurred  during  the  past 
year,  yet  its  history  is  replete  with  satisfactory  evidences  of  grand  im- 
provements. 

The  directors  continue  to  advance  our  educational  interests  by  build- 
ing good  houses,  by  furnishing  better  furniture  and  supplying-  more 
apparatus.  In  this  direction,  in  many  districts,  the  results  are  quite 
beyond  our  most  sang-uine  expectations.  A  number  of  districts  have 
all  their  rooms  furnished  with  patent  furniture  and  supplied  with  slate 
blackboard  surface,  unabridged  dictionaries,  reading  charts  and  out- 
line maps.  However,  1  am  sorry  to  say,  that  there  are  too  many 
school  rooms  in  the  county  in  which  is  found  no  apparatus  worth  men- 
tioning. 

During  the  past  year  quite  a  number  of  houses  were  remodeled,  re- 
paired and  painted.  Nine  new  houses  were  erected  as  follows  :  One 
four-roomed  building  in  North  Lebanon  (independent)  district ;  one 
two -roomed  building  in  Bethel  district ;  two  single-room  buildings  in 
South  Lebanon  district ;  and  one  single  room  building  in  each  of  Jack- 
son, Mill  Creek,  Heidelberg,  North  Lebanon  and  West  Lebanon  dis- 
tricts. They  are  all  properly  located,  well  arranged  in  their  parts, 
properly  lighted,  furnished  with  patent  furniture  and  supplied  Avith 
slate  blackboard  surface. 

However,  the  one  in  North  Lebanon  (independent)  district  deserves 
special  mention.  It  is  conceded  that  this  is  a  more  handsome,  and 
better  adapted  school  building  than  any  other  in  the  county.  It  con- 
tains four  commodious  school  rooms,  besides  spacious  vestibules, 
clothes  rooms,  library  room  and  a  directors'  office.  It  is  heated  and 
ventilated  Ijy  the  Smead  system,  with  dry  closets  in  the  basement. 
The  basement  is  well  lighted  and  thoroughly  ventilated,  having  a 
plastered  ceiling  and  cemented  floor,  thus  affording  a  proper  place  for 
pupils  to  spend  their  intermission  periods  on  inclement  days.  This 
5—5-91. 
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building  is  a  fitting  and  wortliy  monument  to  the  energy  and  enterprise 
of  the  directors,  and  to  the  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  the  district. 
The  scholars  who  now  throng  its  halls,  and  those  who  Avill  throng  them 
when  you  shall  be  gathered  to  the  great  majority,  will  rise  up  and  call 
you  blessed. 

However,  in  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  call  the 
attention  of  oiu*  directors  to  a  few  neglected  things.  The  grounds  be- 
longing to  many  of  our  houses  are  too  small.  Too  little  attention  is 
given  to  out  houses,  and  to  the  beautifying  of  school  buildings  and 
their  surroundings.  The  education  of  the  child  does  not  stop  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  evening  to  begin  at  nine  o'clock  the  following  morning. 
Neither  at  twelve  o'clock  at  noon  to  begin  again  at  one  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon.  Both  the  mind  and  the  heart  are  affected  and  largely 
directed  by  external  objects.  Did  not  the  ancient  Greeks  ornament 
their  houses  and  temples  with  all  kinds  of  beautiful  works  of  art,  so 
that  their  children,  constantly  seeing  beautiful  things,  might  resemble 
them?  Children  will  imbibe  pure  and  refined  thoughts  from  external 
objects  as  well  as  from  their  teachers  and  parents.  So,  also,  will  they 
imbibe  base,  ignoble  and  polluted  thoughts  from  external  objects. 
Therefore,  the  greatest  efforts  should  be  made  to  render  every  school 
house,  with  all  its  surroundings,  the  most  inviting,  attractive  and  en- 
dearing. Yet  how  many — too  many— are  the  grounds,  outhouses, 
surroundings,  etc. ,  that  have  nothing  endearing,  nothing  inviting,  to 
give  culture  and  advancement  to  the  moral  and  aesthetic  natures  of  our 
school  children.  Dwelling  houses  are  made  comfortable.  They  are 
completed,  beautifully  decorated  with  costly  pictures  and  ornaments, 
and  furnished  with  the  most  approved  and  inviting  furniture,  yards 
are  enclosed  with  ornamental  fences,  and  planted  with  evergreens, 
shrubbery,  and  flowers  of  every  description,  everything  that  is  calcu- 
lated to  make  home  attractive  is  furnished.  All  this  is  proper ;  much 
of  the  true  comfort,  happiness  and  pleasure  of  the  family  are  directly 
attributable  to  these  attractions.  Why  should  not  the  school  house  and 
its  surroundings,  the  place  where  the  same  children,  who  are  so  well 
cared  for  at  home,  do  congregate  daily,  where  they  are,  as  it  were,  re- 
modeled and  started  in  life,  be  the  most  attractive  and  beautiful  of  all 
homes'? 

Directors,  give  much  attention  to  school  property,  grounds,  teachers 
and  the  children.  In  short  do  your  Avhole  duty.  Remember  that  you 
are  the  guardians  and  overseers  of  the  thousands  of  children  attending 
our  public  schools.  You  are  held,  in  a  moral  sense  at  least,  in  a  large 
measure,  responsible  for  the  kind  of  education  they  acquire  under  your 
care  and  supervision.  You  are  vested  with  more  power  than  any  other 
agency.  But  remember  that  power  brings  responsibility.  May  you 
feel  the  resiDonsibility  that  you  owe  to  the  rising  generation.  I  much 
regret  that  sjjace  does  not  permit  me  to  make  even  a  few  brief  com- 
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ments  on  our  institute  work,  both  county  and  local,  on  the  work  of  our 
directors'  association,  on  the  increasing  of  old  and  founding  of  new 
libraries,  on  the  establishing  and  adopting  of  courses  of  studies,  etc. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  work  done  in  these  directions  is  very  com- 
mendable. 

The  citizens  and  directors  throughout  the  county  have  given  me  a 
cordial  reception,  whenever  my  duty  demanded  my  presence  in  their 
midst.  My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  depart- 
ment and  the  teachers,  for  uniform  kindness  shown  me  in  my  efforts 
to  discharge  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me. 


LEHIGH  COITNTY-J.  O.  Knauss. 

Under  signs  of  improvement  may  be  ment'oned,  better  school  build- 
ings and  more  of  them,  more  graded  schools,  reduction  in  the  average 
enrolment  of  puj^ils  to  a  school,  slow  but  gradual  increase  in  the  length 
of  school  term,  gradual  increase  in  teachers'  wages,  more  demand  for 
experience  and  trained  teachers,  more  care  exercised  by  school  directors 
in  the  selection  and  appointment  of  teachers,  employment  of  more 
teachers  holding  high-grade  certificates  and  state  normal  school  diplo- 
mas, and  more  favorable  educational  public  sentiment,  in  consequence 
the  selection  of  good  men  only  for  school  directors. 

Our  course  of  study  which  has  been  in  use,  with  several  revisions, 
since  1875,  was  again  revised  and  adapted  to  the  jd resent  needs  of  the 
schools  and  went  into  effect  in  its  revised  form  at  the  opening  of  the 
term  last  fall  and  gave  us  good  results. 

The  "  classification  report"  properly  filled  out  by  each  teacher  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  has  been  the  means  of  saving  much  valuable  time 
and  labor  in  the  re -organization  and  classification  of  the  schools  at  the 
opening  of  a  new  term.  This  is  a  valuable  and  necessary  adjunct  to 
the  course  of  study.  The  school  department  would  do  well  to  have 
blanks  similar  to  the  one  mentioned  bound  in  the  teachers'  monthly 
report  book  for  the  use  of  all  schools. 

We  continue  to  hold  meetings  of  teachers  and  directors  previous  to 
the  opening  of  the  schools  in  all  the  townships  and  in  as  many  of  the 
boroughs  as  we  are  able  to  attend.  We  find  these  meetings  indispens- 
able. They  were  attended  by  ninety-five  per  cent,  of  the  teachers  and 
with  several  excei^tions  by  the  full  boards  of  directors.  Well  attended 
and  successful  local  institutes  were  held  at  the  following  places : 
Ooopersburg,  Emaus,  Friedens  Church,  Lynnville,  Schnecksville, 
Trexlertown,  Whitehall,  and  a  joint  institute  at  Bethlehem. 
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Special  efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  arrange  a  srood  strong  pro 
g-ramme,   adapted   to  the  wants  of  the  teachers  and  schools,  for  the 
county  institute. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Allentown,  early  in  October.  The 
following  were  the  instructors :  Profs.  G.  B.  Handier,  F.  K.  Benid, 
J.  M.  Coughlin,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  T.  W.  Bevan,  M.  P.  Eeagle, 
Drs.  E.  O.  Lyte,  G.  M.  Philips,  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  A.  R.  Home,  Z. 
X.  Snyder,  and  State  Superintendent  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.  ;  Prof.  C. 
A.  Marks  conducted  the  music.  The  evening'  lectures  were  delivered 
by  Rev.  Robert  Nourse,  Mrs.  H.  E.  Monroe,  Rev.  Waldo  Messarosand 
Col.  G.  W.  Bain. 

Suitable  and  impressive  memorial  exercises,  in  commemoration  of 
the  life  and  character  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee,  were  held  and 
formed  an  important  paa-t  of  the  exercises  of  the  afternoon  session  on 
"directors'  day,"  Thursday,  October  16.  One  of  the  most  impressive 
and  inspiring  of  the  exercises  was  the  singing  by  the  whole  institute 
of  the  hymn,  "O'er  the  grave  victorious,"  composed  by  Dr.  Higbee 
himself  in  1873. 

The  institute  was  a  complete  success. 

Nine  school  houses,  with  a  total  of  twenty -two  rooms,  were  built 
during  the  year.  All  are  neat,  well  finished,  substantial  brick  build- 
ings, well  arranged  for  their  intended  purposes.  All  are  located  on 
grounds  easy  of  access  and  sufficiently  elevated  for  proper  drainage. 
They  are  located  as  follows  :  Lowhill,  one  at  Scheirers  ;  Lynn,  a  one- 
story,  with  two  rooms, at  NeAv  Tripoli,  supplying  the  place  of  the  two- 
story  brick,  owned  jointly  by  the  township  and  the  congregation  on 
whose  grounds  it  stood.  The  new  building  is  located  some  distance 
east  from  the  old  site  on  grounds  somewhat  historic,  on  a  lot  that  had 
been  the  site  of  the  first  English  school  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
county,  established  about  1812,  and  continued  till  about  1850,  when 
the  old  house  was  aliandoned  and  the  groimds  were  ready  to  be  crowned 
with  a  new  building.  Salisburg  built  an  addition  of  two  rooms  to  the 
two-story  building  at  Aineyville,  making  it  a  building  with  four  large 
rooms.  The  grounds  surrounding  this  house  were  enlarged  and  fenced. 
Upper  Saucon  erected  a  one-roomed  building  at  Centre  Valley  near 
the  site  of  the  old  stone  house  which  had  been  an  eyesore  to  the  people 
and  a  reflection  on  educational  progi-ess. 

Weisenberg  tore  down  two  of  its  worn-out  stone  buildings,  and  erected 
two  neat  houses,  one  at  Apple's,  the  other  at  Rupp's.  These  were 
most  necessary.  Whitehall  created  a  new  sub-district  and  erected  a 
one  story  two-roomed  building  on  Packer  Hill,  between  Pleasant  Hill 
and  Fullei-ton,  whose  crowded  schools  it  relieved. 

The  school  houses  built  at  Slatington  and  West  Bethlehem  deserve 
special  mention : — 

The  one  at  SlatingtDu  is  built  on  an  eminence  in  the  southeastern  part 
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of  the  boroiig'h  and  was  erected  to  accommodate  the  section  which  was 
recently  added  to  the  boroug-h,  and  to  relieve  the  other  schools  which 
had  been  rather  crowded  for  some  time.  The  building  is  fifty  feet 
square,  two  stories  high  with  two  rooms  on  each  story,  making  it  a 
four-roomed  house.  Each  room  is  twenty-three  feet  by  thirty -seven 
feet  with  ceiling  fourteen  feet  high.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  a 
water  basin  and  spigot. 

The  arrangements  are  good.  The  wood  work  on  the  inside  is  hard- 
wood finish.  The  building  is  heated  by  steam.  Three  rooms  were 
furnished  and  occupied.  The  lot  was  planted  with  Norway  ma]:>le 
trees. 

The  cost  of  the  building,  including  steam-heating  aparatus,  furni- 
ture and  lot  is  about  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  house  at  West  Bethlehem  is  located  on  an  elevated  lot.  The 
location  presents  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Lehigh  Valley,  the  Lehigh 
mountains  and  the  towns  siu'rounding  it.  It  is  seventy  feet  by  eighty 
feet,  two  stories  high,  each  containing  four  large  rooms,  wilh  ceiling 
foiirteen  feet  high,  thus  making  it  an  eight-roomed  building.  The 
halls  are  spacious  and  the  flight  of  stairs  easy  to  ascend.  A  clothes 
room  is  connected  with  each  room  and  a  suitable  basin  with  water  is 
placed  in  each  room.  The  wood-work,  inside  and  outside,  is  neatly 
painted  and  finished  which  adds  materially  to  the  appearance  of  the 
building.  The  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  celebrated 
Smead,  Wills  and  Company's  improved  heating  and  ventilating  and 
dry  closet  apparatus.  The  apparatus  gives  satisfaction.  The  cellar 
is  so  arranged  that  the  pupils  can  use  it  for  a  play  room  during  inclem- 
ent weather.  The  appointments  of  the  building  are  very  complete 
and  it  seems  to  be  all  that  convenience  and  comfort  can  demand.  This 
building  is  an  ornament  to  the  town  and  ought  to  be  the  pride  of  its 
citizens.  It  is  decidedly  the  grandest  school  building  in  the  county 
outside  of  the  city.  Its  cost,  including  lot,  heating  apparatus,  fenc- 
ing, etc.,  is  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  old  school  house 
was  abandoned  and  the  new  one  occupied  January  5,  1891. 

All  the  new  school  rooms  of  the  county  were  sujjplied  with  natural 
slate  for  blackboard  use  and  patent  furniture.  A  number  of  the  other 
rooms  were  similarly  supplied. 

There  is  an  increase  of  nine  schools,  all  graded,  since  last  year,  re- 
ducing the  average  enrolment  to  a  school  to  less  than  thirty -nine 
pupils. 

Catasauqua  heats  all  its  school  rooms  by  steam.  Each  room  is  sup- 
plied with  water  and  a  suitable  basin. 

Slatington  introduced  a  steam-heating  apparatus  into  its  old  build- 
ing which  comfortably  heats  its  eight  rooms. 

Washington  remodeled  a  number  of  its  houses  by  changing  tlie  halls 
and  vestibules,  and  by  waiuscotting  the  walls.     Considerable  repair 
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was  done  in  most  of  the  districts.  Coo])ersl)urg-  added  one  month  to 
its  school  term,  making  it  nine  months.  Twelve  districts  increased 
the  wages  of  their  teachers  and  two  decreased  it. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  American  flag  was  placed  in  a  number 
of  our  schools  by  organizations  and  in  others  by  the  pupils  and  teachers. 

This  serves  the  double  purpose  of  ornamentation  and  of  teaching 
patriotism  and  honor  for  the  flag  of  the  nation.  Let  all  schools  follow 
this  example. 

In  Memoriam. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  and  regret  that  I  mention  the  death  of  two 
active  school  directors.  Mr.  Emand  Eugler  died  of  typohid  fever  last 
July.  He  had  been  the  secretary  of  the  school  board  of  "West  Bethle- 
hem for  over  five  years  and  was  very  ative  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

Duty  prompts  and  the  educational  public  will  deem  it  but  proper 
that  w^e  should  devote  more  than  a  few  lines  to  the  life  and  character 
of  the  veteran  teacher,  Mr.  Francis  G.  Bernd,  who  died  at  Eg-ypt, 
Lehigh  county,March  12,1891,  and  who  was  actively  engaged  in  public 
school  work  for  fifty-five  years,  forty-six  years  as  teacher  and  nine  years 
as  school  director  of  Whitehall  township,  whose  honored  secretary  he 
had  been  for  upwards  of  six  years. 

He  was  a  man  of  rare  ability,  particularly  in  the  line  of  mathe- 
matics, history  and  music,  and  always  kept  fully  apace  with  the  times 
in  the  educational  world. 

He  received  the  first  professional  certificate  issued  in  -the  county  by 
a  county  superintendent,  and  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  county  to  re- 
ceive a  permanent  certificate. 

There  are,  indeed,  few  men  in  the  county  who  took  a  more  active 
interest  in  our  schools  than  he.  He  would  never  shrink  from  duty. 
He  always  took  a  very  active  interest  in  our  county  and  local  institutes, 
frequently  delivering  addresses  on  educational  subjects  to  general 
audiences  whose  closest  attention  he  always  commanded. 

As  a  director  he  would  as  often  as  called  upon  address  the  directors 
of  our  county  on  the  living  questions  of  the  day.  In  his  death  we  have 
lost  a  staunch  friend  of  the  public  schools,  a  gentleman  of  fine  culture 
and  rare  conversational  powers,  and, moreover,  a  perfect, christian  gen- 
tleman. We  gladly  dedicate  these  few  lines  to  him  and  ask  the  ques- 
tion :  Who  will  fill  the  gap  thus  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Father 
Bernd? 

My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  teachers  who  were  always 
willing  to  carry  out  any  reasonable  suggestions  tending  to  advance  the 
efficiency  of  the  public  schools,  to  the  pupils,  patrons  and  directors 
for  their  courtesy  shown  me,  and  for  their  kind  co-opretaion  to  advance 
the  cause  of  true  education. 
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LUZERNE  COUNTY— ToRRENCE  B.  Harrison. 

I  have  visited  five  hundred  and  thirty-eight  schools,  making  in  all 
five  hundred  and  seventy-five  (575)  official  visits.  Thirty-five  exami- 
nations were  held  in  which  four  hundred  and  ninety -nine  (499)  appli- 
cants for  certificates  were  examined  of  whom  two  hundred  and  eighty 
were  successful. 

Fifteen  educational  meetings  in  various  parts  of  the  county  were  at- 
tended. 

In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  year,  I  am  highly  gratified  with  the 
interest  in  educational  affairs  that  has  been  manifested  throughout  the 
county.  This  interest  has  been  manifested  in  a  practical  way.  Four 
hundred  and  ninety -nine  (499)  of  the  five  hundred  and  forty-eight 
schools  have  been  visited  by  the  directors,  many  of  them  regularly 

In  many  of  the  districts  improvements  in  houses,  furniture,  appa- 
ratus and  surroundings  have  been  made. 

A  new  house  has  been  erected  in  each  of  the  following  districts : 
Edwardsville,  Fairraount,  Huntington,  Sugarloaf  and  Wilkes-Barre 
township.  Wilkes-Barre  is  erecting  two  brick  buildings  of  six  rooms 
each,  to  be  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead  furnaces.  They  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  next  term.  New  houses 
are  in  process  of  erection  in  Hanover,  Avoca  and  Wilkes-Barre  town- 
ship. 

The  new  building  at  Edwardsville,  is  a  fine  brick  structure  with  eight 
1-ooms.  The  site  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  county,  commanding  a  view 
of  the  entire  Wyoming  valley  from  Kingston  northward.  The  build- 
ing is  furnished  with  the  best  patent  desks,  is  heated  and  ventilated 
by  Smead  furnaces  and  is  throughout  one  of  the  finest  in  the  county  ; 
and  is  a  monument  to  the  directors  who  planned  and  erected  it,  as  well 
as  to  the  people  who  have  stood  by  them  in  their  undertaking ;  the 
houses  erected  in  the  other  districts  are  all  good  buildings. 

Salaries  have  been  kept  up  and  in  many  instances  advances  have 
been  made.  In  a  few  districts  the  plan  of  paying  all  teachers  the  same 
salary  is  still  in  operation.  This  is  not  a  good  plan.  One  teacher 
may  be  cheap  at  fifty  dollars  a  month,  while  another  may  be  dear  at 
twenty-five.  Our  teachers  are,  with  few  exceptions,  men  and  women 
who  are  honest  and  conscientious  in  their  work.  As  a  result  the 
schools  of  the  county  are  in  good  condition,  and  are  doing  satisfactory 
work.  Of  the  five  hundred  and  fifty  three  (553)  teachers  under  my 
jurisdiction  two  hundred  and  seventy  (270)  hold  provisional  certifi- 
cates, forty-three  (43)  have  professionals,  seventy-eight  (78)  hold 
permanents,  while  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  (162)  are  graduates  of 
normal  schools.  A  large  majority  are  subscribers  to  one  or  more  edu* 
cational  papers  and  are  endeavoring,  by  reading  and  study,  to  keep 
abreast  with  the  best  educational  thought.     Fifty -four  (54)  have  had 
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no  i3revioiis  experience,  and  two  hundred  and  seventy  (270)  have  pre- 
vionsl}'  tanght  five  or  more  annual  school  terms. 

Our  county  institute  hekl  at  Wilkes  Barre,  December  15  to  19,  was 
the  largest  ever  held  in  the  county,  there  being-  an  enrolment  of  six 
hundred  and  seventy -two  teachers  engaged  in  the  work  in  the  county. 
Sjiecial  attention  was  given  to  pedagogy  and  psychology,  Prof. 
Richard  G.  Boone,  of  the  "University  of  Indiana,"  having  charge  of 
that  department;  "Form  study  and  drawing,"  by  Miss  Stella  Skinner 
of  New  York,  and  supervisor  of  drawing  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Hazleton, 
Pittson,  Kingston  and  Nanticoke ;  "Professional  work, "  by  Dr.  Ed- 
ward Brooks,  of  Philadelphia  ;  "  Moral  training"  by  Mrs.  H.  E.  Mon- 
roe, of  Philadelphia;  "Grammar,"  by  Dr.  E.  O.  Lyte,of  Millersville.  A 
very  able  and  interesting  address  on  "The  personality  of  the  teacher, " 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  L.  L.  Sprague  of  Wyoming  Seminary.  Miss 
Mary  L.  Plaisted,  of  Peekskill,  New  York,  had  charge  of  the  music. 
A  number  of  the  teachers  discussed  questions  of  interest  to  the  vari- 
ous sections.  The  evenings  were  occupied  by  Prof.  J.  B.  De  Motte, 
Dr.  George  Thomas  Dowling  and  the  Ariel  Thomas  company. 

To  say  that  our  meeting  was  a  success  is  putting  it  very  mildly. 

The  local  institutes  were  re-organized  and  meetings  have  been  held 
in  a  number  of  the  districts.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  hold  the 
local  institutes  after  the  county  institute  has  been  held,  thus  bringing 
the  meetings  in  February  and  March,  or  during  the  last  half  of  the 
school  term, in  the  districts  having  but  six  months.  It  would  be  better 
to  hold  these  meetings  earlier  in  the  term. 

If  teachers  are  to  derive  benefits  from  the  local  institute,  and  the 
benefit  thus  derived  is  to  enter  into  the  school  work,  in  order  that  the 
best  results  may  be  reached,  this  help  should  come  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  term. 

As  a  means  of  awakening  a  deeper  interest  in  education, the  value  of 
the  local  institute  cannot  be  over-estimated.  This  is  true,  particularly 
in  the  agricultural  districts.  A  local  institute  held  in  any  of  these 
districts  is  sure  to  bring  out  a  full  house,  and  the  interest  manifested 
in  the  discussion  of  questions  relating  to  school  work  is  evidence  that 
the  people  are  desirous  of  knowing  what  is  likely  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  their  boys  and  girls. 

In  a  few  districts  the  board  has  not  insisted  that  the  adopted  series 
of  text-books  be  used.  This  makes  it  worse  than  it  would  have  been 
had  no  series  been  adopted,  since  it  introduces  a  new  book  differing 
perhaps  from  any  other  in  the  district. 

A  uniform  series  should  be  adopted,  and  then  all  should  be  required 
to  provide  themselves  with  the  projier  books. 

If  boards  would  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  law,  whereby 
the  district  may  supply  the  text-books,  the  difficulty  would  be  over- 
come.    Fifty  schools  are  now  supplied  with  "free  textbooks,"  an  in- 
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crease  of  sixteen  over  last  year.  A  few  districts  still  have  a  "  summer 
school. '"  It  -would  be  better  if  it  could  be  arranged  so  that  the  term 
could  open  earlier  iii  the  fall,  say  the  beginuing  or  the  middle  of  Au- 
g-ust,  aud  would  be  continuous,  thus  avoiding  the  change  of  teachers 
that  usually  occurs  in  summer  school  districts,  and  giving  the  larger 
pupils  an  op])ortunity  of  starting  to  school  a  few  weeks  earlier  in  the 
fall,  while  the  smaller  ones  would  have  a  pleasanter  time  to  attend 
school  than  they  have  during  June  and  July. 

In  the  examination  of  teachers  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  away  from 
a  technical  examination.  If  education  is  the  generation  of  power,  the 
development  of  the  mind,  an  examination  should  seek  to  find  power 
and  should  not  be  a  mere  test  of  the  applicant's  ability  to  give  certain 
dates  of  history  or  rules  of  arithmetic.  The  teacher  should  be  a  scholar 
and  more  than  a  scholar.  He  should  combine  with  scholarship  the 
ability  to  impart  to  others  that  which  he  himself  knows. 

It  is  true  that  there  are  maiiy  persons  who  are  well  educated  so  far  as 
a  knowledge  of  what  is  contained  in  books,  constitutes  education,  Avho 
are  utterly  unfit  to  take  charge  of  a  school,  and  it  is  frequently  urged  by 
those  who  are  weak  in  scholarship,  that  education  is  not  so  essential 
as  ability  to  teach  and  to  manage  a  school.  But  the  fact  that  some 
scholars  cannot  teach  does  not  ])rove  that  scholarship  is  undesirable 
or  a  non-essential  in  the  make-ui^  of  a  teacher.  Huxley  says,  "  those 
Avho  urge  the  difiiculty  of  instructing  young  i^eople  in  science  are  apt  to 
forget  another  important  condition  of  success, important  in  all  kinds  of 
teaching.  This  condition  is,  that  the  teacher  should  himself  really 
and  practically  know  his  subject." 

Every  teacher  must  be  a  scholar  if  every  scholar  cannot  be  a  teacher. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  to  insist  upon  thorough  ]:)reparation  is 
where  the  a])plicant  asks  for  admission  to  the  profession.  The  teacher 
who  has  an  experience  of  several  years'  successful  teaching  has  that 
which  may  be  regarded  as  making  up  for  a  slight  deficiency  in  scholar- 
ship ;  but  he  who  asks  for  admission  to  the  profession,  and  has  noth- 
ing but  scholarship  to  recommend  him  should  be  required  to  show 
scholarship. 

In  closing  this  year's  work,  ])erliaps  the  most  trying  year  to  me,  I 
desire  to  acknowledge  my  obligation  to  the  teachers  and  directors  for 
the  hearty  support  and  co-operation  they  have  given  me  in  my  work. 

It  is  encouraging  to  feel  that  associated  with  me  in  my  work  there 
is  a  company  of  noble  earnest  men  and  women  a  thousand  strono'. 
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LYCOMING  COUNTY— Charles  Lose. 

The  most  important  advance  attempted  in  the  school  work  of  the 
county  during-  the  year  just  closed,  was  in  the  direction  of  district 
supervision,  and  in  order  that  what  was  done  may  be  fully  understood, 
a  description  of  the  Lycoming  County  Teachers'  Exchange  is  necessary. 

This  Teachers'  Exchange,  founded  in  1873,  meets  the  last  Saturday 
of  each  month,  in  the  superintendent's  office,  in  the  court  house  at 
Williamsport,  from  half  past  nine  to  twelve  noon,  for  the  discussion  of 
questions  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  teachers  and  the  schools,  and 
the  transaction  of  such  business  as  may  be  brought  before  it.  The 
constitution  provides  that  the  superintendent  shall  be  ex-officio  presi- 
dent, and  for  the  election  of  a  vice  president,  treasurer,  financial  secre- 
tary and  secretary -librarian,  who  receives  ten  dollars  per  annum  for 
his  services.  The  annual  dues  are  fifty  cents.  The  membership 
which  always  embraces  the  live  active  teachers,  averages  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  ;  and  attendance  upon  its  meetings  is  a  fair  criterion 
of  a  teacher's  standing.  The  exchange  room  is  handsomely  fitted  uj) 
and  will  seat  one  hundred.  The  library  contains  several  hundred  vol- 
umes and  is  well  i^atronized.  The  exchange  in  its  practical  workings 
has  been  most  successful.  It  brings  the  superintendent  and  teachers 
together  once  a  month,  it  discusses  methods,  reads  papers,  institutes 
reforms,  inculcates  ]irogressive  ideas,  arranges  for  other  meetings  and 
conducts  the  examinations  for  "  common  school  diplomas. "  It  has 
made  our  teachers  self-respecting,  enthusiastic  and  successful ;  and  is 
one  of  our  most  helpful  educational  meetings. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  sux)erintendent,  with  the  aid  of  the 
exchange,  divided  the  county  into  seventeen  districts,  and  apj)ointed  in 
each  a  leading  teacher  of  successful  experience  in  the  school-room  to 
act  as  district  sui^erintendent.  The  districts  contained  from  ten  to 
twenty -three  schools,  and  were  so  made  up  geographically  as  to  permit 
frequent  assembling  of  the  teachers  at  a  common  center.  It  was  the 
duty  of  each  district-superintendent  to  furnish  to  the  exchange  a 
monthl}"  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  his  district,  similar 
to  the  report  furnished  to  school  boards  by  city  superintendents  and 
jirincipals  of  boroughs ;  to  hold  frequent  teachers'  meetings  where 
local  difficulties  might  be  adjusted  and  improved  methods  discussed, 
and  to  make  all  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  district  institute. 
All  the  teachers  in  the  county  were  furnished  with  circulars  containing 
explicit  directions  as  to  how  and  when  their  reports  should  be  made, 
and  their  responses  were  so  prompt  that  the  district  superintendents 
were  nearly  always  able  to  furnish  the  exchange  with  a  full  statement 
of  the  month's  work  in  every  school  in  their  respective  districts.  It 
will  be  readily  seen  that  the  data  concerniner  the  attendance  of  pupils, 
visitors,  punishments,  T^rogress  made,  etc.,  that  these  district  super- 
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intendents  would  be  enabled  to  gather  each  month  would  be  of  great 
value,  not  only  to  the  superintendent  and  the  exchange,  but  also  to 
the  directors  and  patrons  when  disseminated  by  the  newspapers,  and 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  might  be  increased  many  per  cent,  by 
this  better  organization  of  school  work.  Most  of  the  district  superin- 
tendents conducted  monthly  or  semi-monthly  teachers'  meetings,  which 
in  many  cases  were  attended  by  the  directors,  and  fifteen  of  the  seven- 
teen districts  held  very  successful  district  institutes.  The  whole  i^lan 
exerted  an  influence  for  good  in  many  directions,  but  the  beneficial  re- 
sults most  plainl}'^  manifest  were  a  better  attendance  of  pupils  than 
ever  before,  a  more  thorough  and  complete  circulation  among  the 
teachers  of  educational  methods  and  principles,  an  increased  interest 
in  the  schools  by  directors  and  patrons,  and  better  work  done  daily  in 
the  school  room  by  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  hearty  support  given  to  the  i:)lan  by  the  directors  of  the  county, 
was  shown  by  a  resolution  joassed  unanimously  in  favor  of  its  countinu- 
ance,  bj?"  the  directors'  convention,  that  met  in  Williamsport,  in  May. 

Much  yet  remains  to  be  done  before  district  supervision  will  ac- 
comjDlish  the  results  its  friends  expect  of  it,  but  enough  has  been  at- 
tempted and  can'ied  out  in  our  county  to  prove  conclusively  that  the 
advancement  of  our  public  schools,  especially  in  the  rui'al  districts, 
must  be  made  along  this  line. 


McKEAN  COUNTY— W.  P.  Eckels. 

We  have  just  closed  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years  in  the  history 
of  our  schools. 

Our  schools  have  attained  a  higher  standard  than  ever  before.  The 
average  age  of  our  teachers  has  increased,  showing  that  those  who 
wish  to  teach  are  taking  longer  time  for  preparation. 

Our  percentage  of  normal  diplomas  and  high-grade  certificates  has 
grown  considerably. 

We  have  districts  where  none  but  those  having  had  professional 
training  are  employed. 

We  have  more  good  school  houses  and  more  good  furniture  than 
ever  before. 

A  marked  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  school  grounds  is  mani- 
fest in  the  graded  grounds,  new  fences  and  planted  trees. 

At  each  of  our  annual  institutes  we  have  had  a  directors'  day  which 
has  this  year  borne  fruit  m  the  shape  of  the  McKean  County  Directors' 
Association. 
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No  advauce  step  have  we  hailed  with  greater  delight  than  the  or- 
gauizatioii  of  this  association,  and  we  expect  from  it  grand  results. 

AVe,  in  common  with  other  counties,  feel  the  need  of  "  closer  super- 
vision" and  look  anxiously  for  its  adoijtion. 

We  have  had  three  school  houses  burned  this  year,  and  in  each  case 
these  buildings  will  be  replaced  by  very  much  better  ones. 

In  Kane,  Eldred  and  Port  Allegany  Ave  have  during-  the  past  year 
and  a  half  finished  school  buildings  of  six  or  more  rooms,  that  will 
comjjare  favorably  with  any  of  which  Ave  know. 

We  enter  upon  the  new  year  with  flattering  j^rospects  for  our  schools. 


MERCER  COUNTY— M.  E.  Hess. 

It  is  believed  that  the  outlook  of  education  has  never  been  more  en- 
couraging in  Mercer  county  than  at  present.  Our  numerous  hig-her 
institutions  of  learning  are  crowded  with  earnest  young  men  and 
women,  and  public  sentiment,  for  many  years  averse  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  cause, is  fast  becoming  enlightened.  AVe  note,  also,  with 
much  satisfaction,  the  tendency  of  school  boards  to  adopt  the  "  con- 
tinuous term"  plan,  and  their  demand  for  teachers  with  only  the  best 
grades  of  certificates. 

The  Country  Schools. 

A  special  eftbrt  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  systematize  the 
work  of  our  rural  schools.  There  is,  in  the  present  state  of  affairs,  an 
unjust  discrimination  betAveen  the  pupils  of  town  and  coimtry.  While 
in  the  one  there  is  a  well-defined  system,  definite  aims,  means  of  con- 
tinuous progress  and  continuous  record,  the  other  is  devoid  in  a  large 
measure  of  all  these.  It  has  been  said  that  a  great  problem  in  some 
cities  is  to  get  into  the  schools  as  much  as  possible  of  the  "  freedom" 
and  "  elasticity"  of  the  rural  ungraded  school.  This  may  be  the  case, 
but  where  is  the  city  that  Avill  admit  so  much  of  these  things  as  that 
the  studies  pursued  shall  be  determined  largely  by  the  judgment  of  the 
f)arents  and  in  a  measure  by  what  old  books  are  lying  around? 

At  the  annual  institute  a  "  manual  and  guide  for  country  schools" 
was  jilaced  in  the  hands  of  each  teacher,  and  it  was  announced  that  ex- 
aminations Avould  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  and  diplomas 
issued  to  those  found  proficient  in  the  common  branches.  Good  results 
Avere  apparent  from  the  first.  Many  young  people  Avho  had  been  out 
of  school  from  one  to  three  years  returned,  and  those  Avho  contemplated 
leaving  were  retained.     Near  the  close  of  the  term  an  examining  board

of  three  leading  teachers  in  each  locality  conducted  examinations. 
They  granted  in  all  one  hundred  and  five  diplomas,  rejecting  sixty 
seven  applicants. 

The  movement  has  imparted  new  life  to  the  rural  schools  of  the 
county,  and  we  hope  in  the  coming  year  to  do  much  toward  perfecting 
the  plan.  The  iniquitous  practice  of  dividing  the  school  year  into  two 
parts  is  the  great  barrier  in  this  as  in  every  other  advance  movement. 

High  Schools. 

Greenville,  Mercer  and  Sharpsville,  each  with  a  three-years'  course 
of  study  beyond  the  common  branches,  graduated  forty  students.  Grove 
City,  Stoneboro',  Sandy  Lake,  West  Middlesex  and  Jamestown, with  a 
two -years'  high  school  course  granted  diplomas  to  about  thirty  more. 

Buildings. 

Substantial  frame  buildings  were  erected  in  Pine,  Wilmington, 
Hickory  and  Coolspring  and  an  elegant  brick  structure  in  Greene. 
They  are  all  well  furnished  throughout,  provided  with  slate  blackboards 
and  improved  patent  furniture.  East  Lackawannock  schools  have, 
also,  been  reseated  in  modern  style. 

Commendable  Action. 

Two  intelligent  women  were  elected  members  of  the  school  board  of 
New  Lebanon  district  and  take  an  active  interest  in  discharging  their 
duties  as  such.  Mrs.  Mary  Dean  l»as  been  chosen  secretary  of  the 
board. 

Other  Matters. 

We  lost  by  death  two  efficient  school  men,  Hon.  R.  A.  Harsh  of 
Fredonia  and  James  L.  Ward  of  Millcreek. 

The  annual  institute  was  effective  in  many  ways  and  gained  in  favor 
with  teachers,  directors  and  patrons.  The  i)ress  was  very  complimen- 
tary concerning  it.  The  instructors  were  Drs.  Noss,  Home,  Luckey 
and  Maltby,  Miss  Elnola  Guie  and  leading  local  talent.  Lectures 
were  delivered  by  Dr.  Home,  Henry  W.  Tewskbury  and  "  Eli  Perkins  ;" 
Foster's  New  York  Stars  occupied  one  evening. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
and  the  press  of  the  county  for  numerous  kindnesses. 
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MIFFLIN  COUNTY— J.  A.  Myers. 

Though  our  little  county  is  hemmed  in  among  the  mountains,  we 
still  hear  from  the  outside  world  occasionally,  and  try  to  keep  pace 
with  the  times. 

The  directors  in  several  districts  are  making  considerable  effort  to 
improve  their  schools. 

Granville  township  erected  two  brick  houses,  one  with  two  rooms 
making  a  graded  school. 

Logan  independent  district  built  a  very  commodious  and  comfort- 
able three-roomed  house,  which  enables  its  teachers  to  do  much  better 
work ;  as  it  makes  another  grade  and  less  pupils  for  each  teacher  to  in- 
struct. Derry  township  supplied  seven  rooms  with  patent  furniture. 
The  other  five  (5)  were  already  furnished.  A  little  more  attention  to 
grounds  and  outbuildings  and  they  will  be  in  good  shai^e,  so  far  as 
property  is  concerned. 

Several  townships  have  purchased,  and  made  free,  text  books  on 
physiology.  Where  this  is  done  little  difficulty  is  experienced  in  get 
ting  pupils  to  use  them,  but  where  they  are  not  furnished  the  work  is 
a  burden  to  the  teacher  who  tries  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
Our  experience  with  these  free  books  proves  that  if  all  books  were  free, 
more  pupils  would  studj'^  geography,  history  and  grammar,  and  a 
more  thorough  education  with  better  classification  and  more  practical 
teaching  would  be  the  result. 

We  have  many  efficient  teachers,  and  of  course  some  failures.  The 
great  disadvantage  is  in  not  holding  our  good  teachers.  Since  they 
must  work  year  after  year  for  the  same  salary  they  received  when  an 
apprentice,  they  go  elsew'here  or  engage  in  other  pursuits.  We  are 
losing  some  of  our  best  teachers  every  year  because  salaries  do  not 
advance  as  they  become  more  proficient. 

Some  districts  levy  but  four  and  four  and  one-half  mills  tax,  and 
school  their  children  as  low  as  from  sixty  (60)  to  ninety  (90)  cents  per 
month.  What  might  be  done  if  two  or  three  dollars  a  month  were 
spent?  That  would  enable  every  township  to  have  its  high  school, 
have  first  class  teachers  in  all  their  schools,  give  all  their  pupils  the 
advantage  of  a  higher  and  more  thorough  education  at  a  much  less  ex- 
pense than  to  send  them  away,  while  parents  would  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  having  their  children  at  home  under  their  own  care. 

We  sincerely  hope  the  increased  appropriation  will  be  used  to  in- 
crease the  salaries  of  teachers,  that  those  who  are  capable  may  be  re- 
tained and  the  places  of  those  who  are  not  may  be  filled  by  those  who 
are. 

Our  teachers,  as  a  body,  have  not  lacked  in  professional  interest, 
many  of  them  spending  far  more  for  educational  periodicals,  profes- 
sional books,  and  school-room  aids  and  devices,  than  their  limited 
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salaries  would  warrant.     Sucli  have  the  spirit  of  the  true  teacher  and 
should  be  kept  at  any  price. 

The  local  institutes  and  educational  meetings  held  throughout  the 
county  were  well  sustained  by  the  teachers  and  educational  public. 
There  is  a  growing  sentiment  for  higher  education  in  our  public 
schools,  and  we  believe  it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  few  years  until  our  text- 
books will  be  furnished  by  the  districts  and  better  salaries  will  be  paid 
to  competent  teachers. 


MONKOE  COUNTY— J.  W.  Paul. 

As  we  look  over  the  year's  work,  taking-  into  consideration  the  dis- 
advantages under  which  we  are  laboring  in  a  poor  and  sparsely  settled 
county,  we  feel  that  our  schools  have  made  as  much  progress  as  we 
could  reasonably  expect. 

The  standard  of  examinations  has  been  gradually  raised  year  after 
year,  and  the  result  is  better  qualified  teachers. 

It  is  a  deplorable  fact,  however,  that  our  best  qualified  and  most 
successful  teachers  continue  to  leave  us  from  year  to  year,  and  go 
where  they  receive  higher  salaries  and  have  longer  terms. 

The  extremely  low  wages  paid  in  this  county  is  the  main  reason  for 
this  constant  exodus  of  the  fittest. 

When  we  consider  the  outlay  in  time  and  money  in  preparing  for 
the  business  of  teaching,  and  the  labor  and  talent  necessary  for  success- 
fully meeting  the  requirements  of  the  school-room,  the  salary  paid  is 
not  at  all  commensurate  with  the  capital  invested. 

Since  the  state  appropriated  the  sum  of  five  million  dollars  to  her 
schools  we  look  forward  with  great  hopes  for  increased  salaries  for  our 
teachers. 

A  noble  self-sacrificing  body  of  men  and  women,  the  best  efforts  of 
whose  lives  are  put  forth  to  train  the  bodies,  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
children,  the  future  dependence  of  the  state,  should  be  paid  all  that 
can  possibly  be  afforded. 

We  are  gaining  ground  in  our  efforts  to  cultivate  public  sentiment 
up  to  the  i^oint  where  better  wages,  better  houses  and  proper  api^aratus 
will  be  demanded. 

Until  that  time  comes  we  shall  do  the  best  we  can  with  what  we 
have. 

Our  county  institute  was  held  at  East  Stroudsburg,  during  the  first 
week  in  December,  and  was  in  all  respects  a  successful  one. 

The  principal  instructors  were  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Dr.   George 
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W.  Bowmau,  Professors  George  P.  Bible  and  D.  E.  Ang-sburg,  and 
Miss  Mary  K.  Plaisted. 

Special  instruction  was  given  in  those  branches  that  we  thought 
would  be  most  helpful  to  our  teachers. 

We  have  noticed  during  our  visits  the  good  effects  of  our  institute 
work  in  many  of  our  schools. 

A  new  house  was  l)uilt  in  Middle  Hmithfield,  and  extensive  repairs 
made  in  the  building  at  DelaAvare  Water  Gap. 

A  number  of  houses  have  been  reseated  with  patent  furniture. 

East  Stroudsburg  and  Stroudsburg  have  each  added  a;nother  room 
and  now  have  eight  schools  in  each  borough. 

Our  directors  are  taking  more  active  interest  in  school  work,  and 
parents  are  more  interested  in  the  regular  attendance  of  their  children. 

These  things  encourage  the  teacher  and  enable  him  to  grade  his 
school  more  closly  with  fewer  classes:  thus  giving  more  time  for  in- 
struction and  consequently  secure  more  rapid  advancement. 

Although  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  year's  work  and  progress 
we  are,  nevertheless,  slowly  but  surely  progressing,  and  feel  thankful 
that  the  future  of  our  schools  is  so  full  of  promise. 

We  tender  our  thanks  to  the  Department,  directors,  teachers,  the 
press,  and  all  concerned  for  their  assistance  and  uniformly  kind  treats 
ment. 


MONTGOMERY  COUNTY— E.  F.  Hoffecker. 

To  again  re))ort  progress,  may  seem  eulogistic,  but  we  certainly 
have  many  evidences  of  growth  and  prosperity. 

Houses. 

All  interested  during  the  year  in  erecting  and  equipping  school 
buildings  evinced  great  care  in  providing  proper  heat,  light  and  venti 
lation.     The  seven  new  buildings  erected  are  all  well  adapted  to  their 
purposes  being  well  located,  large,  handsome  and  convenient.     The  two 
new  buildings  in  Cheltenham,  are  model  school  houses  in  every  respect. 

Apparatus  has  been  increased  in  several  districts. 

The  furnishing  of  libraries  for  the  use  of  schools  has  rested  almost 
wholly  upon  the  teachers.  The  imjietus  was  slow  to  come,  but  it  has 
reached  us  and  we  now  have  seventy- six  libraries.  Of  this  number, 
fifty-three  were  established  within  the  past  three  years.  AVe  consider 
libraries,  especially  books  of  reference,  necessities  in  the  school  room. 
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Schools 

The  year  has  broiig'lit  several  important  cliang'es.  Five  districts 
Lave  leuo-tlieued  tlieir  school  term,  and  six  districts  have  increased 
the  salaries  of  teachers. 

North  Wales  has  adopted  the  system  of  school  saving-  banks. 

Plymouth  has  established  a  township  high  school.  Manual  training- 
has  been  introduced  into  the  high  school  at  Ashbourne.  The  base- 
ment has  been  fitted  \\]^  for  a  work  shop  and  fifty  dollars  expended  as 
the  first  investment  for  tools. 

Lower  Merion,  a  very  populous  district,  will  elect  a  superintendent 
of  their  own  in  order  to  secure  closer  supervision. 

Cheltenham,  also,  has  the  subject  under  consideration. 

Gbaded  Course 

The  graded  course  of  study  which  is  now  adopted  by  nearly  all  the 
smaller  boroughs,  and  about  one-half  of  the  rural  districts,  is  meeting 
with  remarkable  success,  not  only  in  the  character  of  the  work  accom- 
plished, but  in  the  increased  interest  it  has  aroused  in  public  schools. 

This  course  has  led  directors  to  see  the  necessity  of  securing  teachers 
w'ho  are  able  to  impart  instruction  and  competent  to  fit  the  pupils  for 
a  careful  and  rigid  examination. 

It  has  also  revealed  to  many  teachers  the  need  of  more  careful  prep- 
aration and  closer  study,  in  order  to  bring  their  pu]jils  up  to  the  re- 
quired standard. 

In  the  examinations  of  pupils  we  invariablj'^  found  that  the  best  pre- 
liared  Avere  those  taught  by  teachers  of  excellent  qualifications.  We 
have  fully  realized  that  the  stream  cannot  rise  higher  than  the  source 
on  the  educational  field. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  ]3upils  were  examined  this  year.  Of  this 
number  one  hundred  and  twelve  passed  a  very  creditable  examination 
and  received  a  township  or  borough  diploma. 

A  large  proportion  of  these  graduates  seek  higher  attainments.  In 
nearly  all  graded  districts,  alumni  societies  have  been  formed.  At 
these  meetings  the  more  intelligent  and  enterprising  x^roduce  a  healthy 
influence  in  their  contact  with  others.  These  young  i^eople  wall  surely 
grow  up  with  a  burning  love  for  the  common  schools,  which  will  be 
felt  in  the  generations  yet  to  come. 

Educational  Agencies. 

The  county  institute  convened  in  Norristown,  beginning  October  27, 
and  lasted  five  days. 

The  exercises  the  first  day  and  evening  were  conducted  wholly  by 
home  talent.  The  teachers  displayed  good  instiiTctive  ability  and  held 
the  attention  of  large  audiences  each  session.  Part  of  the  week  the  in- 
6-5—91. 
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stitnte  was  divided  into  three  sections,  each  division  in  separate  rooms 
received  suitable  instruction  from  eminent  educators. 

Five  h)cal  institutes  were  held. 

We  still  use  them  as  levers  in  trying^  to  raise  the  educational  senti- 
ment of  the  masses  to  the  desired  plane. 

Commencement  exercises  now  held  in  so  many  districts  and  boroughs 
are  strong*  and  potent  factors  in  upholding-  and  sustaining  progressive 
education. 

The  Directors'  Association  held  two  meetings  during"  the  year  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  The  teachers'  professional  society  held  quar- 
terly meetings  regularly.  These  meetings  add  strength  and  tone  to 
the  educational  force  of  the  county. 

Conclusion. 

Overlooking  many  discouragements  we  see  much  that  is  bright  and 
hopeful.  We  have  a  large  percentage  of  energetic,  competent  and  en- 
thusiastic teachers.  Each  year  reveals  additional  testimony  that  di- 
rectors are  more  careful  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  Friendship  and 
favoritism  are  slowly  giving  away  to  merit. 

The  progress  of  school  matters  in  the  county  is  largely  due  to  the 
help  and  advice  so  kindly  given  by  the  State  Department,  to  the  untiring 
influence  of  the  press  and  to  the  hearty  co-operation  and  devotion  of 
teachers,  directors  and  citizens,  to  all  of  whom  we  tender  our  sincere 
acknowledgments. 


MONTOUR  COUNTY— W.  D.  Steinbach. 

In  submitting  this  my  fourth  annual  report,  I  cannot  speak  as  en- 
couragingly as  formerly.  It  is  true  we  have  some  very  excellent 
teachers  that  are  doing  first-class  work,  but  it  appears  this  is  the  ex- 
ception rather  than  the  rule.  Two  things  i^ossibly  account  for  this. 
First,  teachers  are  not  visited  often  enough  either  ])y  patrons  or  di- 
rectors and  the  result  is  that  frequently  teachers  become  careless  and 
indifferent  in  their  Avork.  Let  us  have  more  visiting  done  and  I  be- 
lieve we  can  i)romote  the  great  work  of  education.  Second,  teachers, 
in  many  of  the  rural  districts,  are  insufficiently  jiaid  for  their  Avork. 
Let  us  pay  better  salaries  and  then  Ave  can  demand  better  Avork.  Loav 
Avages  are  a  poor  inducement  for  teachers  to  prepare  themselves  as  they 
should.  There  is  no  reason  why  salaries  should  not  be  increased. 
Many  complaints  were  made  against  certain  teachers  for  not  teaching 
the  full  amount  of  hours  during  the  day.     Some  were  late  in  the  morn- 
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iug,  some  dismissed  before  the  proper  time  noons  and  evenings. 
Others  were  in  the  habit  of  giving  thirty  minutes  at  recess  time.  To 
all  this,  Ave  would  reply  as  follows  :  There  is  no  act  of  assembly  that 
fixes  the  number  of  hours  to  be  taught,  the  time  for  opening  and  clos- 
ing the  schools  nor  the  length  of  time  required  for  noon  and  recess. 
Custom  has  fixed  the  time  for  opening  at  nine  in  the  forenoon  and  for 
closing  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  fifteen  minutes  each  half  day  for 
recess,  and  one  hour  at  noon.  Teachers  should  feel  themselves  under 
moral  obligations  to  follow  the  above  custom. 

Arbor  day  has  not  been  as  extensively  observed  as  we  desired  to  see. 
Yet,  while  the  progress  has  been  slow  it  certainly  has  been  sure,  for 
on  many  school  grounds  trees  are  growing  nicely ;  we  mean  to  urge 
the  matter  until  every  school  ground  is  properly  filled  with  trees. 

We  held  a  few  local  institutes  during  the  year,  but  we  are  sorry  to 
say  that  we  did  not  receive  proper  encouragement,  as  many  of  our 
teachers  remained  away  for  fear  they  might  be  called  upon  to  do  some 
work  before  the  i)ublic.  Directors  might  aid  us  very  much  by  passing 
resolutions  requiring  their  teachers  to  attend  these  local  meetings  at 
the  call  of  the  superintendent. 

I  held  nine  public  examinations  and  one  special.  I  granted  eighty- 
six  provisional  and  two  professional  certificates  and  rejected  but  two 
applicants.  Some  of  the  certificates  Avere  of  very  Ioav  standard,  and 
should  not  have  been  recognized  by  the  directors. 

Our  county  institute  was  Avell  attended  by  our  teachers.  Only  two 
remained  aAvay,  and  those  on  account  of  sickness.  Excellent  instruc- 
tion Avas  given  by  Mrs.  Alma  Saeger  Welsh,  Prof.  J.  P.  Welsh,  Sup- 
erintendent R.  M.  McNeal  and  Prof.  Bible.  The  evening  lectures, 
delivered  by  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Livermore,  Rev.  Charles  T.  Steck,  and 
Prof.  Bible,  were  very  good  and  fairly  Avell  attended. 

No  new  buildings  Avere  erected  during  the  year.  Several  of  the  old 
houses  in  Liberty  Avere  repainted.  This  district  is  taking  a  forAvard 
stride.  New  slate  blackboards  were  placed  m  several  houses.  Wher- 
ever these  boards  are  used  they  are  giving  entire  satisfaction.  A  few 
of  the  houses  need  neAV  furniture,  and  several  neAv  buildings  are  badly 
needed. 

TAventy-two  pupils  graduated  from  the  Danville  high  school.  The 
commencement  exercises  Avere  excellent.  The  course  in  this  institu- 
tion is  comprehensive  and  requires  four  years. 

In  closing  this  rei^ort,  I  Avish  to  suggest  to  the  directors  as  follows : 

Aim  to  hire  the  very  best  qualified  teachers  that  can  be  obtained. 
Not  every  teacher  that  has  a  certificate  is  competent  to  teach.  Yisit 
the  schools  as  frequently  as  possible.  See  that  the  school  houses  are 
kept  in  proper  condition  and  fit  for  the  children  to  be  in.  The  posi- 
tion you  occupy  is  an  important  one.  Give  it  all  the  consideration 
possible. 
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NORTHAMPTON  COUNTY— W.  F.  Hoch. 

In  siibmittiug  this,  my  iirst  anDual  report,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to 
say  that  they  have  been  doiue'  good,  fair  work  during-  the  past  year. 
The  attendance  in  many  of  the  districts  was  very  irreguhir.  In  several 
districts  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  compelled  the  closing  of  the 
schools  from  two  to  three  weeks,  while  others  that  were  open  did  not 
have  an  attendance  of  over  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  pupils 

Only  two  new  houses  were  built,  one  each  in  Palmer  and  Lower 
Saucou,  and  one  rebuilt  in  Bushkill.  These,  I  am  glad  to  rei^ort,  are 
first-class  buildings,  properly  furnished.  Besides  these,  Moore  refur- 
nished four  of  its  rooms  with  improved  i)atent  furniture  ;  Palmer,  one  ; 
Plainfild,  one ;  and  Hanover,  one.  Many  of  the  school  rooms  wer<- 
also  supplied  with  slate  blackboards. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  houses  which  C(mtain  the  old  style  fui- 
iiiture.     This  is  inconvenient,  uncomfortable  and  injurious  to  those 
compelled  to  use  it.     I  hope  the  directors  will   rex^lace  this  with   im 
l)roved  furniture  as  soon  as  possible. 

Nineteen  publico  examinations  Avere  held. 

One  hundred  and  thirty -eight  certificates  were  granted  and  thirty - 
three  applicants  were  rejected.  The  standard  of  qualification  Avas 
made  as  high  as  circumstances  would  allow. 

Many  of  our  teachers  should  make  more  thorough  preparaticm  for 
their  work.  The  teacher  who  makes  no  effort  to  become  more  efficient 
in  his  work  from  year  to  year  has  no  right  to  enter  the  school  room 
Avith  the  purpose  of  training  and  develojiing  the  minds  of  children. 

Arbor  day  Avas  not  generally  observed  by  the  schools  throughout  the 
county.     Many  of  our  school  grounds  are  already  planted  with  trees, 
and  others  are  not  enclosed,  and  trees  planted  thereon  are  soon  de 
stroyed. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Easton,  the  county  seat,  and  was 
])ronoun,ced  b\"  competent  critics  one  of  the  best  ever  held  in  this 
count  A\ 

All  of  the  teachers,  exce])t  a  fcAV  who  Avere  sick,  and  many  of  the 
directors  were  in  attendance. 

The  adress  of  Avelcome  w^as  delivered  by  Morris  Kirpatrick,  Esq., 
of  Easton.  The  instructors  were  Prof.  George  P.  Bible,  Prof.  J.  A. 
Whitelock,  Dr.  A.  R.  Home,  Dr.  G.  B.  Handier,  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff, 
Dr.  G.  M.  Philips  and  Miss  Mary  E.  Plaisted.  The  evening  lecturers 
AvereProf.  G.  P.  Bible.  Hon.  George.  R.  Wendling  and  Hon.  Henry 
E.  Hall.  A  musical  entertainment  was  given  by  the  "  Boston  Ideal 
Banjo,  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club."  Seven  local  institutes  were  held 
throughout  the  C(mnty,  and  were  well  attended  by  both  teacher  and 
patrons. 

For  hundred  and  eightv-tAvo  visits  were  made  during"  the  year.     All

tlie  schools,  except  four,  which  were  not  in  session  at  the  time,  were 
visited  twice,  a  number  of  them  three  times,  and  three  four  times. 
Nearly  the  whole  time  the  schools  were  in  session  was  devoted  to  visita- 
tion. In  most  of  the  districts  I  was  accompanied  either  by  the  whole 
board  of  directors  or  a  part  of  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  teachers,  directors, 
press  and  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  valuable  assistance. 


NOKTHUMBEKLAND  COUNTY— W.  C.  Bloom. 

Another  year's  work  in  the  advancement  of  the  public  school  interest 
of  the  county  has  been  completed.  The  efforts  put  forth  by  directors, 
teachers  and  pupils,  have  been  abundantly  rewarded.  Evidences  of 
educational  g-rowth  are  noticeable  in  the  increased  interest  on  the  part 
of  all  concerned  in  the  schools.  The  teachers  g-enerally  recog-nize  the 
importance  of  keeping  abreast  of  the  times  in  professional  knowledge 
and  practice. 

Among  the  agencies  that  have  done  most  to  promote  the  improve- 
ment of  the  school-room  work  for  the  county,  are  the  training  of 
teachers  at  the  normal  schools,  the  reading  of  live  educational  journals, 
and  the  suggestions  and  instructions  given  at  the  county  institute. 

School  buildings  and  furniture  receive  increased  attention  every 
year. 

Two  new  buildings  were  erected,  one  in  Rockefeller  township,  the 
other  in  Milton.  The  former  is  a  neat,  large,  and  convenient  house, 
furnished  with  natural  slate  blackboard  surface  and  patent  desks  and 
seats.  The  other  contains  four  rooms  and  a  vestibule.  Each  room 
has  one  hundred  and  twenty  square  feet  of  window  space,  a  cloak  room 
and  ample  backboard  surface.  The  plastering  is  sand -float  finish,  and 
the  wood  work  hard  oil.  The  basement  is  arranged  for  play-room 
during  inclement  weather ;  it  also  contains  dry-air  closets.  The  build- 
ing is  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead  system.  The  coping  and 
trimmings  of  the  walls  are  of  Ohio  sandstone.  This  is,  in  all  respects, 
one  of  the  best  buildings  for  school  purposes  in  the  county,  and  reflects 
credit  ui^on  the  directors,  the  principal  of  the  schools,  and  all  others 
who  were  instrumental  in  its  erection. 

The  comity  institute  was  held  during  the  third  week  of  December. 
Nearly  all  the  teachers  were  enrolled.  The  instruction  given  was  iirac- 
tical  and  of  the  kind  most  needed  by  our  teachers.  The  instructors 
were  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Superintendent  R.  B.  Handy,  Prof.  Alex- 
ander E.  Frye,   Rev.  W.  C.  Schaeffer,  Prof.  W.  J.  Wolverton,  Prof. 
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J.  P.  Welsh  and  Mrs.  Alma  Saeg-er  Welsh  ;  the  evenings  were  filled  by 
Hon.  Henry  Houck,  Lu  B.  Cake.  Ella  June  Meade,  Dr.  James  Hedley 
and  llev.  Waldo  Messaros. 

On  Thursday  of  institute  week  the  directors  of  the  county  met, 
formed  a  permanent  org'anization  and  discussed  various  subjects, 
among-  them  that  of  free  text -books. 

All  the  schools  were  visited  once,  some  twice,  and  a  few  oftener ;  in 
nearly  every  district  I  was  accompanied  by  some  of  the  directors,  and 
in  one  by  the  whole  board.  During-  my  visitation  I  make  it  an  object 
to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  schools,  organization, management  and 
teaching,  and  to  give  such  suggestions  and  hints  as  I  believe  the 
teachers  need  to  improve  their  work. 

Mj'  examinations  from  year  to  j^ear  indicate  progi'ess  in  the  iire- 
IDaration  of  our  teachers  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties  to  the  chil- 
dren entrusted  to  their  care.  This  is  very  encouraging, and  with  grate- 
ful feeling  toward  all  who  were  instrumental  in  the  advancement  of  our 
schools,  we  enter  upon  the  labors  of  the  coming  year  with  renewed  en- 
ergy and  the  hope  of  doing  better  work  for  our  schools  than  at  any 
time  in  the  past. 


PEKEY  COUNTY— Emmett  XJ.  Aumiller. 

Even  a  limited  knowledge  of  the  work  done  in  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  schools  would  be  sufficient  to  suggest  a  hundred  themes 
for  discussion  in  a  report  of  this  kind,  and  an  intimate  knowledge  en- 
ables one  to  present  a  statement  of  facts,  too  voluminous  for  the  space 
allotted  and  too  pointed  to  be  of  general  interest. 

While  we  do  not  fully  realize  from  our  schools  the  benefits  which  they 
are  capable  of  giving  (and  this,  no  doubt,  is  the  case  in  all  sections) 
it  is  Indeed  gratifying  to  note  as  a  favorable  evidence  of  iirogress  the 
large  and  increasing  number  of  young-  men  and  women  who  go  from 
our  common  schools  to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

Perry  county  is  at  present  represented  at  Princeton,  Lafayette, 
Pennsylvania,  Franklin  and  Marshall, Ursinus  and  Dickinson  colleges, 
and  at  the  universities  of  Pennsylvania  and  Lehigh,  while  quite  a 
number  are  in  attendance  at  seminaries  and  institutions  of  less  note. 
The  Bloomfield  Academy  with  an  attendance  this  term  of  seventy-five 
to  eighty  students,  mostly  from  this  county,  is  an  important  factor  in 
our  educational  work.  Of  the  teachers  employed  last  year  fifty -two 
were  in  attendance  either  at  state  normal  schools,  academies  or  other 
literary  institutions.  Classes  were  graduated  from  the  high  schools 
of  Marysville,  Newport  and  Ijiverpool,  and  the  elements  of  a  good 
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education  are  acquired  in  the  country  schools  by  many  young"  men  and 
women  wlio  yearn  for  more,  but  are  denied  the  privilege  to  advance  by 
untoward  circumstances  of  a  domestic  or  financial  nature.  Ambition, 
zeal  and  enthusiam  are  the  potent  elements  in  educational  work ;  and, 
whatever  else  we  lack,  it  must  be  admitted  that  we  possess  these 
factors  to  an  eminent  degree.  There  is  scarcely  a  backwoods  school 
whose  pu]3ils  cannot  be  stimulated  by  being  reminded  that  some 
teacher,  doctor,  lawyer  or  minister  once  sat  as  a  pupil  within  the  walls 
of  their  humble  school  house. 

The  interest  manifested  by  directors,  in  general,  is  not  so  great  as 
it  should  be ;  yet,  there  are  many  who  sacrifice  much  time,  and  show 
a  commendable  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Our  directors 
are,  as  a  rule,  selected  from  among  the  best  citizens  of  the  county ; 
but  the  rule  has  its  exceptions.  A  few  seek  the  oftice  for  selfish 
motives.  We  have  too  much  nepotism  for  the  good  of  the  schools. 
Too  many  directors  accept  the  ofiice  in  order  to  secure  positions  for 
sons,  daughters,  nephews  and  nieces,  and  applicants  much  inferior  to 
their  competitors  are  often  a^ipointed  to  teach  in  spite  of  the  protests 
and  mutterings  of  outraged  patrons.  Then,  there  are  a  few  directors 
who  accept  the  office  in  order  to  get  a  whack  at  the  mill  rate ;  and, 
incidentally,  to  see  that  no  money  is  spent  in  buying  maps,  charts, 
blackboards  or  furniture. 

A  man  of  such  disposition  reasons  somewhat  after  this  fashion  : 
"  My  school  tax  last  year  was  thirty  dollars,  and  the  mill  rate  was  six  ; 
now,  if  I  can  get  into  the  school  board  I  know  that  I  can  have  it  re- 
duced one  mill,  and  that  will  save  me  five  dollars ;  besides,  they  want 
a  new  school  house  up  at  Poverty  Hill,  and  the  amount  of  tax  paid 
by  all  the  people  who  send  to  that  school  does  not  amount  to  fifty 
dollars.  If  it  be  built,  these  farms  along  Bottom  Creek  must  pay  the 
tax.  Now,  if  I  get  into  the  board,  I  think  I  can  block  that  scheme  for 
a  couple  of  years  at  least.  I  hate  building  tax  any  way.  Yes,  I  will 
run. "  But  these  evils  have  alwaj^s  been  with  us,  and  will  remain  as 
long  as  avarice  and  sinister  motives  find  lodgment  in  the  human  breast. 

Improvements. 

A  brick  house  was  erected  in  Wheatfield  near  the  site  of  Windy  Hill, 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  is  a  good  building,  furnished  with 
patent  seats,  and  surrounded  by  an  ample  play-ground. 

In  Penn,  a  fine  brick  house  with  slate  roof  and  vestibule  was  built 
near  the  new  i^ublic  road  to  take  the  place  of  Lower  Cove  school  house, 
which  was  sold  because  of  its  inaccessibility . 

In  the  same  district,  at  Baskinsville,  a  building,  formerly  used  for 
other  purposes,  was  handsomely  fitted  up  to  accommodate  a  new  pri- 
mary school.     New  furniture  was  placed  in  both  these  houses. 

Thrise  rooms  at  Newport  were  furnished  with  patent  seats. 
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Biitler's  primary  reading'  charts  were  placed  in  the  schools  of  ]jiver- 
pool  borough,  Liverpool  township,  Marysville,  Newport,  Bufltalo,  Watts 
and  Oliver ;  state  maps  were  boug-ht  for  the  schools  of  Buffalo,  and 
outline  maps  for  Bloomfield. 

Two  new  schools  where  established  during  the  year,  one  in  Newport, 
and  one  in  Penn. 

One  was  closed  in  Penn. 

A  circular  was  mailed  to  all  the  teachers  and  directors  of  the  county 
at  the  opening  of  the  term,  in  which  an  effort  was  raade  to  give  some 
wholesome  advice  to  teachers. 

Institutes. 

The  teachers'  institute,  held  December  15  to  19,  was  up  to  our  former 
high  standard  in  x^oint  of  attendance,  enthusiasm  and  work  don(>. 
Able  instruction  was  given  by  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff,  Bucknell  University  ; 
Prof.  F.  H.  Green,  West  Chester  Normal ;  Prof.  J.  F.  Barton,  Cum- 
berland Valley  Normal :  Superintendent  L.  E.  McGinness,  Steelton  ; 
Superintendent  Charles  W.  Hermann,  Snyder  county.  Miss  Bertha 
Collins,  now  of  Millersville,  greatly  pleased  all  by  her  superb  manner 
of  reading  and  reciting.  Much  valuable  instruction  was  given  by  the 
abler  teachers.  It  was  a  teachers'  institute.  (I  see  by  examining  state 
sui)erintendent's  reiiort  of  last  year  that  in  no  county  of  the  state, 
excepting  Clearfield,are  so  many  teachers  placed  upon  the  programme 
for  the  discussion  of  educational  topics  as  in  Perry ;  and,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  teachers,  we  lead  even  Clearfield.) 

The  night  lectures  were  delivered  by  ex-Senator  Smiley,  New  Bloom- 
field,  Pennsylvania;  Col.  George  W.  Bain,  Lexington,  Kentucky, and 
Mr.  Fred.  Emerson  Brooks,  New  York  city,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Buckley, 
New  York  city. 

District  institutes  were  held  at  Blain,  Landisbiirg,  Ickesburg,  Mil- 
lerstown,  Newport,  Duncannon  and  Liveri^ool. 

Higbee  3Iemorial  Fund. — The  schools  of  Perry  county  contributed 
ninety-five  dollars  and  eighty -four  cents.  Seven  counties  in  the  state 
gave  more  than  Perry,  but  only  two,  Lancaster  and  Carbon,  gave  more 
in  proportion  to  number  of  schools. 

I  wish  to  say,  in  conclusion,  that  good  results  were  accomplished 
during  the  year.  Only  a  few  teachers  proved  unsatisfactory.  The 
great  majority  labored  earnestly,  intelligently  and  industriously.  Be- 
yond an  epidemic  which  raged  for  a  time  in  one  section  of  the  county, 
there  was  nothing  to  interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  schools. 
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PIKE  COUNTY— J.  A.  Kirr. 

The  year  closes  with  a  general  advaucenient  in  the  cause  of  education. 
The  experience  of  thirteen  years  in  the  superintendency  has  made 
many  changes  ;  new  and  improved  buildings  instead  of  old  and  dilapi- 
dated ones ;  yet  further  improvement  in  that  direction  is  needed ; 
then,  two  school  rooms  with  improved  furniture,  to  uj) wards  of  one- 
half  the  entire  rooms  in  the  county  ;  from  the  loine  blackboard  to  one- 
fifth  the  entire  rooms  in  the  county  with  slate.  One  teacher  who  had 
attended  a  state  normal  school,  or  studied  theory  and  methods,  to 
eighteen  who  have  taken  a  course  or  graduated  from  the  same.  State 
aid  that  has  increased  from  one  million  to  five  million  dollars  being  a 
source  of  revenue  that  should  make  the  school  system  a  perfect  one. 
Better  salaries  to  teachers,  good  school  rooms,  longer  terms,  better 
furniture,  and  free  text-books  as  provided  by  the  act  of  June  25,  1885, 
all  which  should  be  the  basis  of  the  very  best  educational  advantages. 

The  annual  county  institute  was  well  attended  ;  all  the  teachers  were 
present  (excepting  four)  and  many  directors  attended  during  the  entire 
session.  The  instructors,  Hon.  Henry  Houck,  deputy  state  super- 
intendent ;  Prof.  George  P.  Bible,  of  Lock  Haven, Pennsylvania  ;  Prof. 
Charles  H.  Verrill,  of  Franklin,  New  York,  rendered  valuable  aid  dur- 
ing the  entire  week. 

In  conclusion,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  children,  parents,  directors,  teachers,  friends  of  education  and 
school  department,  for  the  hearty  co-operation  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties. 


POTTEE  COUNTY  -H.  H.  Kies. 

The  work  in  the  public  schools  of  Potter, during  the  year  just  ended, 
has  been  done  in  the  spirit  of  substantial  progress.  It  has  been  my 
constant  aim  during  my  official  connection  with  the  schools  of  the 
county,  to  break  up  old  time  monotony,  and  aid  our  teachers  to  emj^loy 
natural  and  progressive  methods  of  instruction,  keeping  constantly  in 
view  that  the  ultimate  end  of  all  true  teaching  is  to  build  character. 
But  few  teachers  have  been  employed  this  year  who  have  not  been  sub- 
scribers to  and  regular  readers  of  school  journals,  and  who  have  not  also 
pursued  the  study  of  ])sychology  as  directed  by  the  superintendent. 

Salaries  have  been  slightly  increased  in  some  districts,  while  in 
others  they  have  been  reduced.  Wages  are  so  low  in  general  that  we 
can  retain  our  best  teachers  but  a  few  terms.     This  is  poor  economy. 
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Cheap  teachers  are  dear  at  anj^  price.  I  hope  that  the  handsome  ap  - 
propriatiou  made  by  our  last  leg-islature  will  be  used  to  increase  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  and  not  to  reduce  the  rate  of  taxation.  As  the 
teacher  so  the  school.  If  we  expect  good  schools  we  must  have  good 
teachers.  If  we  expect  good  teachers  we  must  pay  them  according  to 
their  worth,  otherwise  they  leave  our  schools,  accepting  those  that  pay 
better  wages,  or  quit  the  profession  altogether. 

A  few  more  schools  have  this  year  adopted  the  continuous  term,  but 
only  a  step  in  the  right  direction  has  yet  been  taken.  May  the  school 
directors  and  patrons  become  more  and  more  aroused  over  this  impor- 
tant question,  until  they  shall  so  fully  realize  the  superiority  of  the 
continuous  over  the  divided  term,  that  the  children  will  no  longer 
suffer  repeated  disorganization  in  their  school  work.  Progressive 
teachers  everywhere  ask  for  the  continuous  term.  Superintendents 
are  universally  agreed  that  it  is  indispensable  to  the  best  school  work. 
You  who  have  not  already  studied  this  problem  do  so  at  once,  and  if 
convinced  that  our  claim  is  right,  raise  your  voice  in  its  defense.  Do 
not  any  longer  suffer  it  to  be,  that  out  of  the  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  schools  in  Potter  county  but  forty -nine  shall  be  reaping  the  benefits 
of  a  continuous  term  while  the  remaining  one  hundred  and  twenty - 
three  continue  to  keep  down  our  educational  standard.  We  are  thank- 
ful for  the  interest  already  shown  in  this  direction  and  hope  to  see  it 
greatly  augmented  in  the  future. 

Four  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year:  one  each  in 
Eulalia,  Hector,  Portage  and  Sweden.  These  are  all  substantial  and 
well-arranged  buildings.  The  one  in  Portage  deserves  especial  men- 
tion. It  is  the  finest  wood  building  in  the  county.  The  directors 
aimed  to  make  the  best  building  (combining  location,  ventilation, 
lighting,  architectural  beauty  and  convenience)  that  could  be  had  for 
the  money  at  hand,  and  they  accomplished  their  determination.  Por- 
tage is  fast  bringing  its  schools  to  the  head  of  the  list  in  the  count3\ 
Much  credit  is  due  to  the  men  who  constitute  the  board,  for  their  pro- 
gressive work. 

Eight  educational  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  with  more 
interest  shown  than  formerly. 

The  annual  county  institute  met  at  Coudersport,  October  27  to  31. 
The  instructors  were  Dr.  E.  E.  White,  Cincinnati ;  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer, 
Kutztown ;  Prof.  J.  A.  Cooper,  Edinboro' ;  Prof.  L.  I.  Handy,  Dela- 
ware, and  Miss  Mary  R.  Plaisted,  New  York.  Essays  and  discussions 
were  also  given  by  prominent  teachers  of  the  county.  The  work  done 
in  our  schools  during  the  jDast  winter  proves  the  value  of  the  institute 
as  an  educational  factor. 

All  of  the  schools  in  the  county  were  visited  during  the  year  except- 
ing two  which  were  not  in  session,  when  the  other  schools  in  their 
section  were  visited.     Two  hundred  and  seventy-three  visits  in  all 
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were  made, eighteen  public  examinations  have  been  held,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty -nine  provisional  certificates  g-ranted.  I  have  traveled 
over  four  thousand  miles,  with  a  horse,  in  the  discharge  of  school  work, 
and  written  more  than  one  thousand  business  letters,  besides  prepar- 
ing and  forwarding-  the  aununl  and  the  monthly  rejjorts,  and  ap])rov- 
ing  the  district  reports. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  agencies  that  have  con- 
tributed to  the  pros]3erity  of  the  schools.  May  they  receive  their  bene- 
diction in  the  virtue  and  energy  of  the  rising  generation. 


SCHUYLKILL  COUNTY— G.  W.  Weiss. 

In  the  majority  of  districts  all  that  public  sentiment  would  allow 
has  been  done  by  school  directors  in  behalf  of  our  public  schools. 
Our  directors  are  among  the  most  intelligent  citizens  of  the  county, 
and  are  deeply  interested  in  our  educational  affairs.  Our  teachers 
have  been  faithful  and  efficient  and  have  labored  earnestly  and  success- 
fully. They  recognize  the  im]3ortauce  of  receiving  professional  train- 
ing. The  number  who  avail  themselves  of  taking  a  course  at  a  state 
normal  school  is  annually  increasing.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five 
of  our  best  and  most  inogressive  teachers  of  the  county  took  a  two 
weeks'  course  at  the  inter-state  summer  school  of  methods,  under  the 
management  of  Prof.  A.  E.  Frye  and  Superintendent  Henry  Houck, 
held  at  Pottsville,  during  July  of  1890.  The  more  intelligent  and 
skilful  prosecution  of  the  work  of  those  in  attendance  at  the  school  cf 
methods,  and  their  advanced  methods  of  teaching,  have  given  re- 
newed impetus  to  the  educational  affairs  of  our  county. 

DiEECTORs'  Association. 

The  following  is  an  extract  of  the  ]>roceedings  of  the  last  annual 
meeting  :  "  The  tenth  annual  convention  of  the  '  Directors'  Association 
of  Schuylkill  county, '  was  held  in  the  old  court  house,  December  17, 
1890. 

"  The  president,  E.  C.  Wagner,  Esq. ,  called  the  convention  to  order 
at  10  a.  m.  and  announced  the  programme.  The  minxites  of  last  meet- 
ing were  read  and  adopted.  Mr.  Charles  H.  Barnard  of  Ashland, 
read  an  able  jDaper  on  the  subject  'Should  the  salaries  of  teachers  be 
rated  according  to  grade  of  certificate?'  The  president  invited  dis- 
cussion, and  Messrs.  Dr,  Lenker,  O'Donnell,  Gildea,  Stevenson,  E.  A. 
Wilder,  D.  A.  Jones,  Stein,  Hauptly  responded  pro  and  con. 

"  Mr.  Robert  A.  Harris  of  Tamaqua,  read  the  next  paper  '  On  com- 
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piilsoiy  ecliicatiou, '  which  was  a  carefully  prepared  production,  and 
was  ably  discussed  by  Messrs.  Stein,  O'Donnel,  F.  P.  Spiese,  Jones 
and  Kichty.  It  was  adopted  as  the  sentiment  of  the  convention,  and 
ordered  to  be  published  in  the  county  papers. 

"  A  recess  was  taken  until  1.30  p.  m.  and  the  directors  again  met 
promptly  at  the  time  named. 

"  Mr.  AVilder,  secretary,  Avho  had  been  appointed  to  draft  a  bill  to 
pay  directors  for  attending  annual  and  triennial  conventions,  from  the 
local  district  treasuries  for  actual  expenses  incurred,  also  a  bill  requir- 
ing directors  to  be  sworn  or  affirmed  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
the  office,  read  the  acts  he  had  prepared,  which  were  adopted  unan- 
imousl}'. 

"  Messrs.  Spiese  and  Harris  presented  a  resolution  heartily  endors 
ing  the  movement  to  furnish  free  text-books  bj'  the  state,  uniform  in 
character  in  all  districts,  and  requesting  our  senators  and  representa- 
tives to  present  a  bill  to  the  next  legislature,  and  urge  its  passage  by 
all  means  at  their  command ;  after  considerable  discussion,  pro  and 
con,  the  resolution  was  adopted.  F.  P.  Spiese  Esq.  was  instriicted 
to  prepare  a  paper  on  *  County  Institutes. '  The  following  officers 
were  elected  to  serve  the  ensuing  year:  President, E.  C.  Wagner;  vice 
president,  Major  Levi  Huber;  secretary,  R.  A.  Wilder;  treasurer, 
R.  A.  Harris ;  executive  committee.  Dr.  C.  Leuker,  Hon.  J.  T.  Shoe- 
ner,  E.  G.  Faust,  F.  P.  Spiese  and  William  Stein. 

"This  convention  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  held  in  this  county, and 
in  ability  and  zeal  was  never  equaled.  The  school  directors  of  Schuyl- 
kill county  have  shown  bv  their  active  work  that  they  are  abreast  of 
all  others  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  public  schools,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  all  in  their  power  to  give  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  state, 
the  best  education  possible  to  fit  them  for  the  practical  duties  of  life. " 

Houses. 

Thirteen  school  houses  have  been  erected  dui-ing  the  past  year,  one 
in  each  of  the  following  districts  :  Barrj^  Butler,  Delano,  Kline,  West 
Mahauoy,Tremont  borough,  East  Union,  North  Union:  two  in  Ryan, 
and  three  in  East  Mahauoy. 

The  Delano  school  building  is  a  fine  brick  structure.  It  has  a  front- 
age of  sixty -five  feet  and  a  dei)th  of  forty -five  feet.  There  are  four 
school  rooms,  each  thirty-one  feet  square,  on  each  floor j  a  large  corridor 
on  the  first  floor,  and  a  directors'  room  fifteen  by  eighteen  on  the 
second  floor  facing  the  street,  besides  several  cloak  rooms.  Two  stair- 
ways lead  to  the  second  floor.  There  is  one  main  entrance  to  the  build- 
ing. It  is  constructed  of  hard  burnt  brick,  surmounted  with  a  tower. 
Each  school-room  is  supplied  with  patent  desks  and  slate  surface,  and 
is  Avell-lighted.  The  inside  is  Avainscotted  and  finished  with  yellow  pine. 
The  building  is  heated  and  ventilated  by  Sniead,Wills  and  Company's 
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system.  Smead's  dry  closet  system  is  also  used.  The  windows  are 
supplied  with  iuside  slat  blinds.     Cost  of  building-,  $10,000. 

Butler  erected  a  large  two-story  brick  building  at  Gordon,  with  a 
frontage  of  sixty -five  feet,  a  depth  of  thirty  six  feet,  and  a  rear  wing 
thirty-six  by  thirty-six  feet .  The  building  is  surmounted  with  a  cupola 
and  a  bell  costing  eighty  dollars. 

There  are  six  school -rooms,  three  on  each  floor,  four  of  them  are 
thirtv-six  by  twenty-six  feet  and  six  inches,  one,  thirty  six  by  thirty- 
six  feet,  and  one,  thirty-six  by  twenty -feet,  cloak  rooms  are  connected 
with  each  room.  There  is  a  main  entrance  and  a  hall  on  each  floor 
twelve  feet  wide.  All  the  rooms  and  halls  are  Avainscotted  and  furred 
out,  hard  wood  finish.  The  windows  are  furnished  with  inside  slat 
blinds.  There  are  nine  windows  to  each  one  of  four  rooms,  and  six 
windows  to  each  one  of  the  other  rooms.  Two  rooms  are  furnished 
with  single  i^atent  desks  and  four  rooms  with  double  patent  desks. 
The  entire  building  is  well  supplied  with  slate  surface,  and  is  heated 
with  steam.     Cost  of  building,  $12,000. 

Tremont  borough  erected  a  spacious  eight-room  two  story  brick 
building  having  a  frontage  of  fifty  seven  feet  eleven  inches,  and  a  dei^th 
of  sixty  five  feet  eight  inches,  with  a  projection  on  the  east  and  the 
west  sides  having  a  frontage  of  thirteen  feet  four  inches,  and  a  depth 
of  forty -five  feet  two  inches.  Each  one  of  the  eight  school  rooms  is 
twenty-six  feet  eight  inches  by  thirty  feet  four  inches,  suijplied  with 
one  hundred  and  sixty  square  feet  of  slate  surface,  with  a  cloak-room 
(twelve  and  a  half  by  seven  a  half  feet)  attached,  and  all  furnished  with 
patent  desks.  There  is  a  class  room  thirteen  feet  by  sixteen  feet, 
supplied  with  one  hundred  and  five  square  feet  of  slate  surface.  The 
building  also  contains  four  entrance  halls  with  stairway  in  each  to 
ujDiDer  story  and  basement.  It  is  covered  with  a  slate  over  shot  roof 
with  eight  valleys.  The  belfry  and  air-flues  or  stacks  extend  about 
twenty -feet  above  the  main  building;. 

The  basement  is  divided  into  four  apartments,  having  a  ceiling  of 
nine  feet,  containing  Smead's  dr}^  closet  system.  The  building  is 
heated  by  Smead  Wills  and  Company's  system  of  warming  and  ven- 
tilating. The  entire  cost  of  building  and  furniture,  including  wall, 
iron  fence  and  pavement,  is  about  $20,000. 

Barry  erected  a  one-room  frame  building,  wainscotted  and  supplied 
wdth  slate  surface  and  patent  desks. 

Kline  townshi])  board  constructed  a  fine  one-room  frame  building 
thirty  by  thirty-s'x  feet,  ceiling  fourteen  feet,  and  hall  eleven  by  twelve 
feet,  wainscotted,  eight  windows  in  room,  supplied  with  patent  desks, 
and  plenty  of  slate  surface. 

East  Mahanoy  directors  constnicted  three  houses,two  fine  two  room, 
one  story  frame  buildings.  Each  room  is  twenty  eight  by  thirty  feet, 
with  coat  rooms  attached,  and  a  one  room  frame  building  twenty-six 
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by  tliirt\'-t\vo  feet ;  all  are  waiuscotted, furnished  with  patent  desks  and 
supplied  with  slate  surface. 

"West  Mahanoy  erected  a  first  class  two-story  frame  building  at  Raven 
Kim,  containing  four  rooms  and  an  entrance  hall.  Coat  and  api3aratus 
rooms  are  connected  with  each  room.  All  the  rooms  are  furnished  with 
single  patent  desks  and  supplied  with  lolenty  of  slate  surface.  The 
building  is  heated  with  steam.  The  inside  of  it  is  wainscotted;  it  is  a 
tinelj'  arranged  building. 

Ryan  school  directors  erected  two  one-room  buildings,  each  twenty- 
four  by  thirty-two  feet,  built  of  fourteen  feet  plank,  wainscotted  with 
yellow  pine,  yellow  pine  flooring,  vestibule  with  window  in  door,  porch 
in  front,  eight  windows  each  containing  twelve  lights,  twelve  by  sixteen. 
Each  building  is  heated  from  cellar  by  a  novelty  furnace,  surmounted 
with  belfry  containing  bell ;  furnished  with  patent  desks,  and  su])plied 
with  one  hundred  and  nineteen  feet  of  slate  surface.  Entire  cost  of 
each  building,  including  slate  sui-face,  novelty  furnace,  everything  ex- 
cept desks,  nine  hundred  and  thirt\^ -seven  dollars.  Contractor,  Hon. 
William  M.  Bachert.     The  buildings  are  models  for  country  districts. 

East  Union  constructed  a  one -room  frame  building  twenty -six  by 
thirt}'  six  feet,  two  cloak-rooms  attached,  vestibule,  inside  wainscotted 
and  furnished  with  patent  desks. 

North  Union  erected  a  fine  one-room  frame  building,  twenty-six  by 
thirty-four  feet,  ceiling  twelve  feet,  two  cloak  rooms,  entrance  or  vesti- 
bule, furnished  with  patent  desks,  and  supplied  with  slate  surface. 
The  school  ground  consists  of  a  half  an  acre  of  ground  surrounded 
by  a  fence. 

Space  forbids  to  give  details  of  each  buildii]g,all  reflect  credit  upon 
the  directors  under  whose  supervision  thej^  have  been  constructed. 

Hegins,  Minersville,  West  Penn  and  Yorkville  have  repaired  and 
improved  their  school  buildings. 

Forty-seven  school  rooms  have  been  furnished  with  inii:»roved  patent 
desks  in  the  following  districts :  Barry,  West  Brunswick,  Butler, 
Church,  Delano,  Eldred,  Kessler  McKeansburg  East  Mahanoy,  West 
Mabauoy,  Minersville,  East  NorAvegian,Or\vigsburg,  Pine  Grove  town- 
ship. West  Pine  Grove,  Ryan,  Tremont  borough.  East  Union,  North 
Union. 

Public  School  Libraries. 

Many  of  our  boroughs  and  townships  have  established  public  school 
libraries.     Some  of  theinhave  a  large  collection  of  books. 

Prominent  among  the  latter  may  be  named,  Cressona,  Frackville, 
Girardville,  Minersville,  Orwigsburg,  Pine  Grove  borough.  Porter, 
Schuylkill  Haven  and  Tremont  borough.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  in 
the  near  future  each  school  district  and  borough  will  have  its  public 
library. 
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Appaeatus. 

Increase  of  apparatus  was  made  iu  the  following  districts  :  Auburn 
purchased  two  teacher's  anatomical  aids,  and  one  complete  chart,  and 
improved  the  black-boards ;  Barry  furnished  a  room  with  slate  sur- 
face; Blythe  supplied  all  schools  with  anatomical  aids,  globes,  com- 
plete charts,  and  slate  surface,  two  with  Apploton's  reading-  charts, 
and  one  with  outline  maps;  Brunswick  East,  purchased  four  anatomi- 
cal aids.  The  directors  of  Butler  supplied  their  schools  with  eight 
Kennedy's  mathematical  blocks,  three  Butler's,  one  Monroe's,  and 
one  Appleton's,ieading  charts,  three  sets  of  outline  maps,  two  maps  of 
Pennsylvania,  thermometers,  and  slate  surface  for  six  rooms  ;  Cressona 
supplied  two  rooms  Avith  slate  surface  ;  Delano  furnished  all  the  rooms 
with  slate  surface ;  Eldred  supj^lied  five  schools  with  slate  surface 
and  purchased  seven  sets  of  outline  maps ;  Foster,  two  anatomical 
aids ;  Frackville,  one  set  of  Chambers'  encyclopedia,  walnut  book-case, 
Kennedy's  mathematical  blocks,  Webster's  unabridged  dictionary,  one 
anatomical  aid,  slate  surface,  for  two  rooms,  and  Prang's  models  for 
form  study  and  drawing,  for  teachers  and  pupils  of  all  the  schools ; 
Frailey,  two  anatomical  aids  ;  Girardville,  three  number  tables  for  pri- 
mary schools ;  Hegins,  six  Appleton's  charts ;  Hubley,  eight  sets  of 
physiology  charts ;  Kline  furnished  one  building  with  slate  surface, 
and  purchased  four  anatomical  aids  and  one  Appleton's  reading  chart ; 
Landingviile,  added  slate  surface ;  McKeansburg,  four  anatomical 
aids;  Mahanoy  East,  fifteen  anatomical  aids,  six  Kennedy's  mathe- 
matical blocks,  three  Appleton's  reading  charts,  and  furnished  six 
rooms  with  slate  surface ;  Mahanoy  West,  furnished  four  rooms  with 
slate  surface  and  thermometers,  and  purchased  two  sets  of  Pelton's 
outline  maps,  one  Appleton's  chart,  and  five  sets  of  geometrical  blocks; 
North  Manheim  school  directors  supjiplied  their  schools  with  eleven 
anatomical  aids:  Minersville  added  two  sets  anatomical  aids,  two  sets 
of  Frye's  relief  maps,  and  Prang's  models  for  form  study  and  drawing 
for  all  the  schools ;  New  Castle,  five,  one-foot  globes,  five  geometrical 
blocks  and  five  complete  charts;  NewBinggold,  one  teacher's  anatom- 
ical aid;  North,  two  anatomical  aids  ;  Norwegian  furnished  one  build- 
ing Avith  slate  surface ;  East  Norwegian  added  thermometers  for  each 
room  ;  Orwigsburg,  two  anatomical  aids  and  one  set  of  Johnston's  out- 
line maps :  Palo  Alto,  one  teacher's  anatomical  aid :  Penn  West,  sup- 
plied three  buildings  with  slate  surface  ;  Pine  Grove  borough  purchas- 
ed three  anatomical  aids  and  supplied  all  the  schools  with  slate  surface  ; 
Pine  Grove  township  furnished  one  school  house  Avith  slate  surface,  and 
iDurchased  ten  anatomical  aids,  and  six  Appelton's  reading  charts ; 
Port  Carbon  added  two  anatomical  aids,  and  onesetof  Kennedy's  geo- 
metrical blocks,  and  furnished  three  rooms  with  slate  surface ;  Port  Clin- 
ton purchased  one  anatomical  aid  ;  Eahn,  fourteen  anatomical  aids  and 
eight  Kennedy's  geometrical  blocks ;  Eeilly,one  set  of  Mitchell's  large 
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outline  maps,  one  map  cf  Ptmusylvauia,  six  anatomical  aids,  one  A))- 
pleton's  chart,  four  moulding"  tables,  and  slate  surface  for  two  rooms  ; 
Ryan,  slate  surface  for  two  scliool-housees ;  St.  Clair,  four  sets  Ken- 
nedy's g"eometrical  blocks,  two  Webster's  unabridged  dictionaries, and 
one  Appleton's  charts;  Schuylkill  Haven,  two  anatomical  aids  and 
additional  slate  surface  for  six  rooms  Tremont  borough  furnished 
eight  rooms  Avitli  slate  surface,  and  purchased  eight  thermometers, 
four  teachers'  desks,  twelve  teachers'  chairs,  and  one  Ap])leton's  chart 
and  sui^plied  all  the  windows  with  curtains,  and  all  the  rooms  with 
waste-baskets ;  Union,  East,  purchased  slate  surface  for  one  room  : 
Union,  North,  slate  surface  for  one* building  ;  Yorkville,  tAvo  anatomical 
aids,  two  thermometers,  and  curtains  for  all  the  windows. 

Free  Text-Books. 

Kline,  Rahn,  Schuylkill  townshii?  and  Tremont  township  supply 
all  the  pupils  of  their  districts  with  free  text-books.  We  trust  the  sys- 
tem of  free  text-books  will  be  introduced  in  every  district  of  the  county. 
It  will  be  helpful  to  teachers  and  pupils,  and  a  great  saving  of  money 
to  the  district. 

Institutes. 

The  annual  county  teachers'  institute  which  was  held  in  the  Academy 
of  Music,  Pottsville,  commencing  December  15,  was  the  largest  educa- 
tional meeting  ever  held  in  the  county.  Of  the  six  hundred  and  sixty 
teachers  in  the  county, all  but  three  were  present  and  enrolled.  Instruc- 
tion was  given  by  Prof.  E.  L.  Kemp,  Prof.  George  B.  Handier,  Prof.L. 
I.  Handy  and  Prof.  W.  S.  Goodnough.  Evening  lectures  were  de- 
livered by  George  W.  Cable,  Fred  Villiers,  Will  Carleton,  and  a  fine 
literary  and  musical  entertainment  was  given  by  Marshall  P.  Wilder 
and  The  Ollie  Torbett  Concert  Company.  Local  institutes  Avere  held 
at  Reedsville,  Ringtown  and  Valley  View.  These  meetings  Avere 
largely  attended, especially  so  at  Ringtown  and  Valle\'  VicAV, where,  in 
spite  of  the  inclemency  of  the  Aveather,  many  people  had  to  be  turned 
aAvay  for  v\'ant  of  even  standing  room.  Superintendent  Houck,  Dr. 
Schaeffer,  Dr.  Home  and  Prof  Hancher,  delivered  lectures  and  gave 
instruction  during  the  day  sessions.  Teachers  of  the  county  gave  talks 
and  class-drills,  and  the  exhibition  of  school-room  work  proved  most 
creditable  to  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

Personal  Work. 

I  held  thirty-fiA'e  public  examinations,  examined  four  hundred  and 
eighty  five  (485)  applicants,  of  Avhom  I  rejected  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  U37)  ;  I  held  a  county  institute  and  three  local  institutes  ;  at- 
tended the  State  Teachers'  Association,  a  couA'ention  of  the  superinten- 
dents of  the  state,  and  the  final  examination  at  KutztoAvn   normal.     I 
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visited  all  the  schools  once  and  many  of  them  twice.     The  whohj  num- 
ber of  visits  amounted  to  (720)  seven  hundred  and  twent}'. 

Conclusion. 

I  woukl  urq-(5  the  directors  to  elect  teachers  on  merit,  pay  better 
salaries,  andem])loy  the  very  best  teaching"  talent  available,  especially 
for  pri-  mary  schools.  The  increase  of  state  aj)proi)riation  will  afford 
directors  an  excellent  opportunity  to  increase  the  salaries  of  teachers. 

With  many  thanks  to  the  directors  and  teachers  for  their  numberless 
courtesies  and  hearty  co-operation, to  the  public  press  of  the  county  for 
the  interest  manifested  in  popular  education,  and  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  for  the  information  given  and  assistance  rendered, 
we  respectfully  submit  our  re[)ort. 


8NYDEE  COUNTY— Chahles  W.  Hermann. 

Another  school  year  with  its  results  is  numbered  with  those  that  are 
])ast.  In  reviewing-  the  work  done,  we  are  conscious  of  having  kept 
the  faith  in  the  blessings  of  heart  and  mind  development. 

Barriers  are  still  between  us  and  our  ideals,  but  in  overcoming  diffi- 
culties there  all  the  glory  lies. 

It  was  the  custom  of  the  ancients  to  go  to  the  mountain  top  to  seek 
the  inspiration  of  his  god. 

It  is  nobler  to  take  the  mountain  on  your  back  and  then  up,  always 
conquering  and  overcoming. 

Ijife  is  still  a  conflict,  and  in  whatever  relations  we  are  placed  we 
must  frequently  beat  our  own  paths. 

Public  sentiment  may  be  crystallized  into  laws,  but  laws  cannot  re- 
move every  obstacle. 

Our  last  legislature  has  dealt  most  generously  with  the  schools  of 
the  commonwealth,  and  we  trust  the  directors  will  apply  a  large  part 
of  the  increase  toward  improving  the  schools. 

It  is  right  to  assist  the  local  taxpayers,  but  those  things  that  come 
to  us  most  easily  are  not  always  the  most  a]ipreciated. 

As  a  rule,  we  have  fair  houses  and  furniture.  There  are  a  few  houses, 
however,  that  have  served  their  time  and  usefulness,  and  should  not 
be  allowed  to  remain  much  longer.  Two  new  houses  were  built  during 
the  year,  the  one  in  Franklin  being  an  excellent  two-room  building. 
There  is  too  much  false  economy  practiced  in  the  erection  of  school 
buildings.     The  house  that  costs  the  least  money  is  invariably  not  the 
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cheapest.     Most  buildings  should  last  twice  as  long-  as  they  do,  and 
with  proper  care  iu  the  construction  they  would. 

Natural  slate  is  takin<?  the  place  of  the,  old  blackboards. 

In  many  districts  a  commendable  zeal  took  hold  of  teachers,  pupils 
and  patrons,  to  make  the  school  and  surroimdings  pleasant.  A  number 
of  rooms  w^ere  papered  and  curtained,  cupolas  were  built,  and  bells 
purchased. 

The  graded  schools  of  Shamokin  Dam  deserve  special  mention,  Un- 
no  schools  in  the  county  have  more  comfortable  and  tasty  rooms. 

More  than  a  hundred  dollars  was  raised  iu  the  district  and  expended 
for  an  organ,  curtains,  pictures,  etc. 

This  is  simply  an  evidence  of  what  may  be  done  if  the  proper  effort 
is  made. 

While  the  average  age  of  our  teachers  is  about  twenty-five  years, 
yet  twenty  per  cent  of  our  teaching  force  were  beerinners. 

Low  salaries  and  short  terms  are  not  conducive  to  the  retention  of 
skilled  and  experienced  teachers.  As  long  as  teachers  cannot  afiord 
to  prepare  themselves,  beyond  a  term  or  two  in  some  select  school, 
we  must  be  satisfied  with  a  good  deal  of  exi^erimental  work. 

The  great  majority  of  our  teachers  are  earn  est, faithful  and  conscien- 
tious workers,  who  would  do  a  great  deal  more  for  themselves  profes- 
sionally if  they  had  the  encouragement  that  fair  wages  give. 

May  we  not  expect  that  the  people  will  soon  learn  that  they  get 
what  they  pay  for,  and  in  order  to  get  good  work  they  must  pay  fair 
wages. 

The  county  institute^  was  held  at  Middleburgh  during  the  week  com- 
mencing December  1.  All  but  two  teachers  were  enrolled.  The  in- 
stitute was  in  every  way  a  success. 

Several  districts  held  institutes  by  the  requirement  of  the  board  of 
directors.  A  number  of  local  institutes  were  held  in  various  parts  of 
the  county. 

These  meetings  are  generally  well  attended,  and  I  know  them  to  be 
a  potent  factor  in  the  school  work  of  the  county. 

I  made  during  the  year  (236)  two  hundred  and  thirty-sis  visits  to 
schools,  remaining  a  half-day  the  last  visit.  In  my  county  I  see 
teachers  work,  meet  them  in  educational  meetings,  know  their  sur- 
roundings, privileges  that  are  denied  many  superintendents  of  larger 
counties.  We  know  why  they  want  closer  supervision.  There  are 
still  a  number  of  children  between  six  and  sixteen  years  out  of  school. 

We  arc  still  cpiestioning  whether  personal  liberty  in  this  sense  is 
more  desirable  than  the  protection  of  society  from  the  curse  of  ignor 
ance. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  a  certain  vagueness,  indefiniteness  in  school 
work  which  could  be  overcome  by  a  course  of  study  for  rural  schools, 
more  uniformity  of  text-books,  and  more  regularitj^  of  attendance. 
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My  sincere  thanks  are  due  teachers,  directors,  editors,  patrons  and 
the  school  dei)artment  for  encourag-ement  given.  I  hope  that  we  all 
may  enter  upon  the  new  school  year  with  renewed  energy,  a  more  de- 
termined purpose  to  place  the  schools  of  Snyder  county  well  up  among 
the  schools  of  the  commonwealth. 


SOMEKSET  COUNTY— J.  M.  Berkfy. 

Educationally  the  last  year  has  been  a  prosperous  and  progressive 
one  for  the  county. 

Compared  with  the  record  of  previous  years,  our  teachers,  as  a  class, 
held  a  higher  grade  of  scholarship,  and  their  work  in  the  schools  was 
marked  by  greater  efficiency  and  zeal.  Nearly  all  of  them  attended 
special  training  schools  before  beginning  the  work  of  the  last  year, 
quite  a  number  having  been  students  at  the  state  normal  schools. 
Somerset  county  has  no  cities  or  large  towns,  and  consequently  jire- 
sents  few  immediate  openings  for  young  people  intellectually  inclined. 

Many  of  the  brightest  and  best  young  ladies  and  gentlemen,  there- 
fore, readily  come  into  the  teachers'  ranks,  thus  giving  us  a  class  of 
teachers  for  the  public  schools  which  I  believe  is  not  surpassed  any- 
where for  the  wages  paid.  Unfortunately  for  the  schools,  however, 
we  can  hold  many  of  the  most  comj^etent  and  successful  but  a  very  few 
years,  or  until  they  have  fairly  learned  how  to  teach,  when  they  are 
"  called"  elsewhere  to  fill  more  remunerative  positions. 

Many  good  positions  in  other  counties  and  states  are  secured  every 
year  by  those  who  took  their  first  lessons  in  teaching  among  the  "  hills 
of  Somerset. "  They  can  aftbrd  to  go,  but  Ave  cannot  well  afford  to  lose 
them  ;  and  we  confidently  hojie  that  in  the  near  future  our  peoi^le, 
through  the  directors,  will  inaugurate  a  more  liberal  yet  economic 
policy  that  shall  retain  and  utilize  all  the  teaching  talent  which  our 
county  develops. 

Seven  new  and  good  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year, 
twenty-two  7*ooms  supplied  with  improved  furniture,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  schools  furnished  with  useful  apparatus  in  the  line  of  charts, 
maps,  dictionaries,  etc.  Paint  township  sup]ilied  some  of  the  text- 
books from  the  district  funds,  the  first  step  in  the  direction  of  free  text- 
books in  the  county.  Public  sentiment,  that  great  factor  in  the  sub- 
stantial and  lasting  improvement  of  educational  interests,  continues  to 
grow  in  favor  and  supioort  of  a  more  liberal  and  efficient  school  man- 
agement. 

The  work  in  the  graded  borough  schools  has  been  more  carefully  sys- 
tematized during  the  year,  and  a  uniform  standard  of  graduation  was 
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adopted  and  applied.  Twelvt*  i)iii)ils  were  graduated  and  a  nnmbGr 
of  classes  passed  in  tli{>  jnnior  year  studies.  The  practicability  of 
g-rading-  the  country  schools, and  directing  the  work  in  them  by  a  course 
of  study  has  been  seriously  considered  and  frequently  brought  before 
directors  and  teachers.  Encouraged  by  the  general  endorsement  of 
the  movement,  we  have  X)reiiared  a  course  of  study  for  the  so  called 
'"ungraded"  schools,  "which  will  be  submitted  to  the  teachers  before 
the  beginning  of  another  term. 

Local  institute  Avork  was  kei)t  xip  during  the  school  term  Avitli  more 
than  usual  interest  and  enthusiasm.  I  reg-ret  to  say,  however,  that 
there  are  yet  some  teachers  who  do  not  seem  to  realize  their  privileges 
or  their  obligations  along  this  line  of  their  profession.  A  g-ood  district 
institute  is  not  only  a  potent  factt)r  in  the  development  of  teaching- 
power,  but, also,  a  most  helpful  means  to  reach  the  public  mind,  touch 
the  public  conscience,  and  bring  into  effective  harmony  all  the  educa 
tional  forces  of  a  community.  We  propose  to  organize  the  local  in- 
stitutes this  year  at  the  beg^inning  of  the  term  in  every  district,  secure 
the  election  of  district  leaders  to  direct  the  w  ork  in  them  and  to  report 
regularly  to  the  county  superintendent.  Evening  educational  meet- 
ing's will  be  held  in  connection  with  the  visiting  of  schools,  and  the 
examination  of  graduates.  The  county  institute,  as  usual,  was  the 
educational  event  of  theyeiir,  a  most  interesting  and  successfid  session. 
The  very  severe  snow  storm  interfered  greatly  with  the  attendance  of 
teachers  and  directors ;  and  to  avoid  the  chance  of  such  weather,  as 
well  as  for  other  and  better  reasons,  the  next  meeting  will  be  held  in 
November. 

The  directors  of  the  county  have  taken  a  decided  step  in  advance 
in  the  organization  of  a  permanent  county  association.  The  first 
Qioeting  was  held  in  March  of  this  year,  and  about  two-thirds  of  the 
districts  were  represented.  Four  sessions  Avere  held  and  a  number  of 
(juestions  verj'^  ably  discussed.  District  supervision,  free  text-books, 
county  uniformity  of  text-books,  and  annual  convention  of  directors 
provided  for  by  law,  were  all  heartily  endorsed.  Hon.  Henry  Houck, 
the  popular  and  efficient  deputy  state  superintendent,  w'as  present  and 
g-ave  valuable  assistance.  The  association,  thus  started  on  its  mission 
will,  Ave  believe,  become  an  important  factor  in  the  educational  iiro- 
g-ress  of  the  county.  Every  director  should  feel  it  a  duty  as  Avell  as  a 
privileg-e  to  attend  all  its  regular  meetings,  and  Ave  hojie  the  legisla- 
ture A\ill  so  provide  that  all  may  do  so  without  a  personal  sacrifice  of 
time  and  money. 

The  increase  in  the  state  appropriation  brings  much  encouragement 
to  the  school  forces  of  this  county,  and  already  there  is  a  disposition 
manifest  to  meet  half  Avay  this  munificent  state  aid.  This  coimty  will 
receive  about  twenty-tAvo  thousand  dollars  more  from  the  state  than  has 
been  recei\'ed  in  any  previous  year.     This  afibrds  exceptional  oppor- 
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tuuities  to  improve  the  schools  without  iiuy  additional  cost  to  the  tax- 
payers. We  earnestly  hope  that  it  will  be  so  aiJplied  that  the  lefrisla- 
ture  may  be  eucoiirag-ed  to  continue  and  even  increase  this  liberal 
donation  at  its  next  session. 

There  are  many  items  of  local  interest  to  our  directors  and  teachers 
which  cannot  find  room  in  this  report ;  I  have  therefore  published,  as 
in  previous  years,  an  annual  county  report  containing  full  data  of  the 
school  work  for  the  last  year,  together  with  such  comments  and  sug. 
gestions  as  may  pro]3erly  claim  the  attention  of  teachers  and  school 
ofiicers  at  this  time. 

"  The  past  has  taught  its  lessons,  the  present  has  its  duties,  and  the 
future  its  hopes. "  Let  us  heed  well  the  lessons  of  the  past,  perform 
faithfully  the  duties  of  the  in-esent,  that  we  may  realize  the  hopes  of 
the  future  which  now  look  so  bright  and  promising. 


SULLIVAN  COUNTY-  M.  R.  Black. 

In  submitting  this,  my  fourth  annual, report  of  the  schools  of  Sullivan 
county,  it  affords  me  i^leasure  to  say  that  we  have  made  some  pro- 
gress. We  know  that  we  are  steadily  advancing  in  means  and  methods. 
There  is  plenty  of  room  for  improvement  yet,  but  we  know  that  patient 
labor,  perseverance  and  enthusiasm  will  reach  the  desired  end,  the 
education  of  all. 

Buildings. 

Within  the  last  year  there  were  five  new  houses  erected.  Dushore 
and  La  Porte  borough  each  erected  beautiful  brick  structures.  The 
directors  deserve  much  credit  for  their  taste  in  selecting  sites,  and  on 
the  general  plan  of  their  buildings.  Many  old  buildings  were  re- 
paired and  supplied  with  new  furniture. 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  in  our  county  is  not  what  it  should  be :  it  should  be 
at  least  twenty -five  per  cent,  better  than  it  is.  The  loss  is  incurred 
from  sheer  neglect  on  the  part  of  parents.  The  educational  interest  of 
the  youth  of  our  land  is  too  sacred  to  be  thus  sacrificed  by  parents, 
when  school  ofiicers  and  teachers  are  paid  to  attend  to  these  interests, 
for  the  welfare  of  the  youths  themselves  and  the  safety  of  our  common- 
wealth. 

Institutes. 

The  county  institute  met  at  Dushore,  Monda}'  December  30,  1890. 
and  continued  in  session  five  days ;  as  usual  this  institute  was  well 
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sustained.  Only  six  teachers  were  absent.  Instruction  and  lectures 
were  g'iven  by  Prof.  James  Couglilin,  Dr.  A.  li.  Home,  Col.  Coi)e- 
land  and  Prof.  E.  E.  Quinlin.  The  work  of  the  institute  was  of  a 
practical  character  and  the  members  and  the  public  manifested  a  live 
interest  in  the  proceedinsrs. 

The  annual  session  of  our  normal  institute  was  more  successful  than 
ever  before. 

Successful  local  institutes  were  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 
These  meetings  were  well  attended  by  the  teachers,  directors  and 
patrons. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  prratitude  to  the  teachers,  direc- 
tors and  patrons,  for  the  confidence  and  courtesy  shown  me  during-  the 
past  year,  and  I  also  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  editors  of  the 
county  newspapers  for  the  able  assistance  rendered  me  in  advancing 
the  interests  of  education  in  the  countv. 


SUSQUEHANNA  COUNTY— U.  B.  Gillet. 

During  the  school  year  just  closed,  a  substantial,  eight-room,  frame 
school  building  has  been  erected  at  Forest  City,  having  all  of  the  rooms 
well  furnished, convenient  cloak-rooms, and  excellent  furnaces  for  warm- 
ing, and  good  ventilation. 

Also,  a  large  brick  school  building:  has  been  commenced  at  Montrose, 
which  gives  promise  of  being  one  of  best  in  that  part  of  the  state. 

The  usual  number  of  buildings  have  been  rej^aired  and  reseated, 
and  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  our  school  houses  were  never  in 
better  condition. 

The  number  of  normal,  academic  and  high  school  graduates  from 
this  count^^  is  constantly  increasing,  notwithstanding  the  hard  times. 
These  coming  into  competition  with  our  older  teachers  stimulate  in- 
creased zeal.  "Teachers'  helps"  of  various  kinds  are  eagerly  sought, 
and  a  comparatively  large  number  of  educational  j^apers  are  taken  and 
read. 

It  is  not  pleasant,  in  this  connection,  to  note  that  each  year  a  num- 
ber of  our  teachers  go  into  other  sections  of  the  state  to  teach  in  order 
to  get  better  pay. 

I  trust  that  the  promised  increased  appropriation  will  enable  us  to 
offer  better  inducements  to  worthy  teachers. 

1  note  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  graded  schools  of  our  county 
are  doing  excellent  work.  Many  of  them  have  annually  creditable 
graduating  classes,  and  suitable  commencement  exercises :  which  do 
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much  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  jiatrons,  encourag-e  more  efficient 
work  bv  the  pupils,  and  have  a  tendency  to  stimulate  more  efficient 
work  in  all  of  our  schools. 

As  an  incentive  to  more  systematic  work,  I  hope  we  may  soon  have 
a  course  of  study  planned  for  and  adopted  by  our  un<rraded  sc;hools. 
If  this  can  be  accomplished  so  as  to  avoid  the  evils  of  "  cast  iron" 
grading,  and  at  the  same  time  result  in  a  general  plan  of  systematic 
work,  the  result  will  not  be  doubtful. 

Interest  in  institute  work,  both  county  and  local,  continues  fairly 
satisfactory.  About  twenty  five  local  institutes  were  held  during  the 
past  winter,  and  did  much  towards  making  common  property  of  im- 
proved methods. 

The  instructors  at  our  county  institute  were  all  earnest,  able  and 
enthusiastic.  From  outside  of  our  countj^  we  had  Dr.  G.  G.  Groff, 
Prof.  George  P.  Bible,  ex-Superintendent  J.  M.  Coughlin  and  Super- 
intendent C.  J.  Swift ;  and  of  the  county,  Principals  James,  Thorp, 
Thomas,  Cargill  and  many  others.  Lectures  by  Bible,  Littlefield  and 
Wendling. 

A  "  teachers'  social"  is  held  one  evening  of  institute  week,  and  is 
now  looked  forward  to  with  much  interest. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  make  a  few  suggestions  based  upon  the  antici- 
pated help  to  be  received  from  recent  legislation.  We  must  make  the 
increased  state  appropriation  a  necessity  or  it  may  not  be  continued. 

Seven  months  minimun  school  term. 

Continuous  terms  :  no  school  during  summer  months. 

Graded  pay  for  teaching-,  based  upon  attainments  and  success. 

Three  directors  to  constitute  a  school  board,  each  to  be  paid,  and 
one  of  whom  should  act  as  district  superintendent. 

Directors'  county  institute. 

Last,  but  not  least,  beware  of  ag-ents  who  will  throng"  the  state  sell- 
ing- apparatus  of  various  kinds  for  ten  times  its  cost. 


TIOGA  COUNTY— H.  E.  Kaesly. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  submit  herewith  my 
first  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  Tioga  county  for 
the  3^ear  ending  June  1,  1891. 

Educational  growth  is  a  slow  process.  Could  we  compare  the  schools 
of  to-day  with  those  of  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago,  we  would  see  many 
unmistakable  signs  of  a  healthy  grrowth,  while  from  year  to  year  this 
giowth  is  almost  imperceptible.     No  remarkable  chang-es  have  taken

place  during   the  year,  yet  from  what  I  have  seen  I  am  satisfied  tliat 
the  educational  affairs  of  Tioga  county  have  taken  no  backward  steps. 

In  addition  to  three  good  houses,  tAvo  in  Morris  and  one  in  Deerfield, 
built  during  the  year,  a  number  were  thoroughly  repaired  and  sonui 
were  in  process  of  erection  and  will  be  ready  for  occui»ancy  in  the  fall. 
Wellsboro'  expended  about  two  thousand  dollars  in  improvements 
of  a  substantial  nature,  and  Bloss  townshi})  is  comideting  a  handsome 
eight-room  building,  with  seating  capacity  for  six  hundred  pu]jils,  at 
a  cost  of  five  thousand  dollars.  It  has  the  advantage  of  good  location 
and  an  ample  play -ground,  and  will  be  furnished  with  patent  desks, 
steam  heat  and  other  modern  conveniences. 

In  a  few  districts,  attention  has  been  given  to  the  improvement  of 
school  grounds,  but  in  many  districts  they  are  entirely  neglected.  In 
others  thej^  are  of  such  insufficient  size  that  pupils  are  obliged  to  use 
the  public  road  for  a  play-ground,  and  thus  oftentimes  expose  them- 
selves to  danger  from  passing  vehicles.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  a 
county  like  Tioga,  where  land  is  plenty,  the  school  grounds  should 
not  embrace  less  than  a  half -acre  for  every  school.  They  should  not 
only  be  cleared  of  stones  and  rubbish  and  planted  with  trees,  but 
should  also  be  inclosed  with  a  substantial  fence. 

Most  of  the  graded  and  many  of  the  ungraded  schools  are  in  a  pros- 
perous condition,  yet  in  too  many  districts  there  is  seeming  indifference 
about  school  matters  in  general.  More  than  one-third  of  the  districts 
still  divide  the  annual  school  term.  Some  of  these  have  three  months 
school  during  the  winter  and  three  during  the  summer,  and  others  four 
or  five  months  in  the  winter  and  two  or  three  in  the  summer.  For  flie 
winter  schools  a  fair  salary  is  iiaid,but  for  many  of  the  summer  schools 
teachers  are  paid  miserably  low  salaries  and  "  board  around. "  The 
result  is  that  the  old  and  experienced  teachers,  if  they  remain  in  the 
district,  teach  only  during  the  winter  months,  while  the  summer 
schools  are  taught  generally  by  young  teachers  with  little  or  no  ex- 
perience. The  iirincipal  argument  advanced  in  favor  of  the  summer 
schools  is,  that,  owing  to  bad  weather  and  muddy  roads,  the  small 
children  cannot  attend  the  winter  schools,  but.  as  far  as  my  observation 
goes,  they  generally  attend  the  winter  schools  with  the  older  pupils, 
while  the  attendance  at  the  summer  schools  is  small  and  verv  irregular. 

A  number  of  the  borough  schools  have  a  library  of  some  sort.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year  Elk  townshi]>  provided  a  handsome 
bookcase  for  every  school  in  the  district,  and  through  the  efforts  of 
teachers  and  pupils,  every  one  of  these  has  a  collection  of  good  books 
for  pu]:»ils  to  read.  Other  districts  would  do  well  to  follow  the  examide 
set  by  the  people  of  Elk  township. 

Our  teachers  as  a  class  are  zealous  and  efficient  workers.  More  tlian 
one-fourth  of  them  are  graduates  of  our  state  normal  schools, and  many 
of  the  others  have  attended  either  a  normal  or  a  high  school.     But

owing-  to  the  short  terras  and  low  sahiries  many  of  our  best-qualified 
teachers  are  continually  on  the  lookout  for  better  places,  which  fact, 
it  seems  to  me,  is  in  many  instances  a  hindrance  to  real  effective  work. 
They  manifest  more  interest  in  looking  up  jiositions  than  in  their 
schools.  When  a  teacher  engages  to  teach  even  at  twenty-live  dollars 
a  month  for  a  short  term,  he  should  devote  the  same  energy  to  his 
work  that  he  would  if  he  were  g-etting  fifty  dollars  and  expected  to  re- 
main in  the  same  place  for  five  or  ten  years. 

He  would  thus  not  only  lead  his  patrons  towards  an  aj)preciation  of 
a  good  school,  but  would  also  create  a  corresponding-  demand  for  his 
services. 

Owing  to  bad  roads,  a  number  of  which  were  impassable  in  mid- 
winter, I  was  unable  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  the  county.  Besides, 
when  I  began  my  visitations,  I  devoted  more  time  to  each  school  than 
the  entire  number  of  schools,  as  I  afterward  learned,  would  allow.  To 
visit  three  hundred  and  fifty -five  schools  in  the  limited  time  and  in  a 
territory  covering  nearly  one  thousand  two  hundred  square  miles,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  make  a  Lhorough  inspection,  is  almost  impossible. 

The  county  institute  was  held  at  Wellsboro',  and  was  well  attended. 
The  instructors  were  Drs.  Samuel  Findley,  A.  H.  Home,  D.  0.  Thomas 
and  A.  C.  Shaw,  Kev.  A.  W.  Snyder,  ex-Superintendent  M.  F.  Cass, 
Prof.  H.  E.  Cogswell  and  J.  B.  Hastings,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Eastman,  and 
others.  The  evening  lecturers  were  Hon.  George  li.  Wendling,  Hon. 
R.  G.  Horr,  Mrs  Mary  A.  Livermore  and  Hon.  Henry  Hall.  Ap- 
propriate exercises  in  memory  of  Dr.  Higbee  were  also  held  in  con- 
nection with  the  institute. 


UNION  COUNTY— B.  R.  Johnson. 

During  the  school  year  nothing  of  special  importance  occurred. 

Local  institutes  Avere  held  in  several  districts  at  which,  questions  of 
local  interest  were  presented  and  discussed  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
present. 

My  observation  and  experience  lead  me  to  reiterate  a  former  state- 
ment, viz  :  that  above  and  l)eyond  every  other  consideration,  the  teacher 
is  the  greatest  factor  in  the  complex  machinery  of  our  school  system. 
Given  a  teacher,  whose  scholarship  is  accurate  plus  energy,  tact, 
system,  vigilance,  will-jiower,  self-control,  and  the  success  of  the  school 
is  assured. 

It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  directors  should  be  quick  to  utilize 
the  resources  at  their  command,  in  a  manner  such  as  to  retain  success- 
ful teachers.      The  advisableuess  of  adjusting  salaries  according  to

scholarsliip  and  teaching  power,  can  not  and  will  not  be  qnestioned 
by  fail- minded  people.  Upon  what  principle  of  equity  or  justice  should 
a  teacher  whose  practice  is  meduini,  receive  the  same  compensation  as 
one  whose  practice  is  good?  As  superintendents,  can  we  not  do  more 
to  set  matters  right  in  this  direction t  If  a  teacher's  theory  of  teach- 
ing is  No.  1,  and  his  actual  practice  is  medium  or  poor,  why  not  so 
indicate  it  when  the  certictiate  is  issued"?  As  a  rule,  my  experience 
in  these  things,  leads  me  to  say  that  directors  will  be  governed  by  the 
certificate.  Let  directors  and  superintendent  carefully  note  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools,  when  making  their  official  visits,  and  then  act  in 
accordance  with  an  enlightened  judgment  and  conscience,  and  much, 
very  much,  of  the  poor  teaching  will  disappear. 


VENANGO  COUNTY— George  B.  Lord. 

The  school  year  closing  June  1,  1891,  has,  on  the  whole,  been  a  pro- 
fitable one  to  the  schools  of  this  county. 

A  quite  general  increase  in  teachers'  salaries  and  great  care  in  their 
proper  selection  by  the  different  school  boards  enabled  us  to  make  a 
good  beginning,  and  the  result  was  that  we  had  but  one  pronounced 
failure  in  the  entire  corps. 

Buildings. 

But  four  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  just 
closed,  one  each  in  Jackson,  Oil  Creek,  Pine  Grove  and  Sugar  Creek 
townships. 

The  three  former  are  good,  comfortable  buildings,  well  furnished  and 
ranking  with  the  other  good  houses  in  their  respective  districts.  The 
one  in  Sugar  Creek  is  by  far  the  best  single  school  house  ever  erected 
in  the  county.  It  occupies  a  fine,  sightly  location,  with  grounds  an 
acre  in  extent,  well  graded  and  fenced,  and  sloping  gently  in  every  di- 
rection from  the  house  which  is  placed  near  the  center. 

The  building  itself  is  ample  in  size  to  accommodate  sixty  pupils,  be- 
sides two  good  clothes  rooms  and  a  large  hall, thoroughly  well  built  in 
every  Avay,  with  slate  roof  and  finished  outside  in  an  attractive  manner. 

The  main  room  has  real  slate  blackboards  on  three  sides,  the  best 
of  patent  furniture,  and  is  ventilated  and  lighted  as  near  perfectly  as 
a  single  room  can  be. 

The  outhouses  are  models  of  neatness  and  convenience,  and  every- 
thing connected  Avith  the  building  and  grounds  has  been  done  "  upon 
honor. " 

It  is  a  credit  to  the  district  and  to  the  school  board  which  planned 
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and  built  it.     The  entire  cost  of  building',  gi-ound  and  fencing  was  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars. 

Four  new  buildings  will  also  be  erected  this  year,  one  each  in  Irwin, 
Jackson,  President  and  Cornplanter  townships.  The  latter  will  be  a 
two-story  frame  house  for  the  graded  school  at  Clai)})  Farm. 

Full  details  about  these  will  be  sent  to  the  department  as  soon  as 
they  are  completed. 

Apparatus. 

Abouu  the  same  amount  of  school  apparatus  has  been  purchased 
this  year  as  during  the  preceding  one,  and  the  maiorfcy  of  our  schools 
are  now  fairly  su]iplied  with  maps,  charts,  and  books  of  reference. 

There  are  still,  how^ever,  a  few  districts  that  consider  a  room  with 
seats,  and  an  apology  for  a  blackboard,  all  the  apparatus  needed  for  a 
school  and  trust  to  the  skill  or  ingenuity  of  the  teacher  to  sup])ly  all 
deficiencies. 

Institutes. 

Our  county  institute,  held  December  28  to  January  2,  as  usual  brought 
out  our  entire  teaching  force,  and  also  a  large  number  of  the  young 
people  of  the  county  who  wish  at  some  time  to  become  teachers. 

The  unanimous  opinion  of  teachers,spectators  and  citizens  generally 
declared  it   the  best  and  most  profitable  one  ever  held  in  the  county. 

This  was  largely  due  to  the  ability  and  skill  of  our  leading  instruc- 
tor. Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  and  our  teachers  showed  their  high  apiDre- 
ciation  of  his  efforts  in  their  behalf,  by  voting  ujjaniniously  for  his 
recall  to  our  next  institute  to  be  held  the  week  commencing  December 
14,  1891. 

Our  usual  series  of  local  institutes  was  held  in  the  different  districts 
of  the  county  and  were,  with  out  exception,  well  attended  and  interest- 
ing meetings.  The  local  institute  is  the  greatest  factor  we  have  in 
this  county,  for  creating  and  encouraging  a  strong  public  sentiment  in 
favor  of  good  schools. 

Here  directors,  citizens  and  teachers  meet,  and  discuss  educational 
questions  from  their  different  standpoints,  and  the  result  is  always  for 
their  mutual  good.  The  course  of  study  and  grading  mentioned  in  my 
preceding  report  has  been  placed  in  each  ungraded  school  in  the 
county,  and  has  been  oflicially  adopted  by  a  large  number  of  the  dis- 
tricts. 

The  result  is  an  approach  to  some  uniformity  of  work  in  the  different 
schools,  and  a  much  better  classification  of  the  pupils  in  the  majority 
of  them. 

Our  teaching  force  changes  so  greatly  from  year  to  year  that  any- 
thing like  a  perfect  uniformity  of  work  cannot  be  hoped  for,  even  if  it 
was  in  every  way  desirable.  But  nearly  all  the  young  people  now 
coming  into  the  profession  have  received  some  professional  training 
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uiid  cauiiot,  be  classed  as  entirely  uiislvilled  worldueii,  and  this  fact 
leads  us  to  look  forward  with  hope  for  the  future  prosperity  of  our 
schools. 

The  increase  in  state  appropriation  has  already  induced  several  of 
our  districts  to  add  a  mouth  to  their  school  term  and  increase  the  wages 
of  their  teachers,  and  we  hoi)e  this  good  examjde  will  be  generally 
followed. 

The  statistical  report  accompanying  this  will  render  to  the  depart- 
ment all  further  information  required,  and  1  close  this  report  by  ten- 
dering- to  all  concerned  in  the  educational  interests  of  the  county,  my 
sincere  thanks  for  their  cordial  support  and  co  operation. 


WARKEN  COUNTY—H.  M.  Putnam. 

The  school  year  just  closed,  has  been  a  quiet  one  as  far  as  the  schools 
of  this  county  were  concerned.  Many  districts  have  added  much  to  the 
efficiency  of  their  work  by  g^iving  teachers  and  pupils  needed  apparatus 
to  work  with.  Pittsfield  and  Triumph  have  ]ourchased  physiological 
charts  and  a  number  of  districts  have  put  slate  blackboards  in  their 
school  rooms :  dictionaries  have  been  purchased  in  a  few  places  but 
there  are  many  schools  that  are  not  supplied  with  dictionaries  or  other 
ajiparatus. 

Patent  furniture  is  taking  the  place  of  wooden  desks  in  most  dis- 
tricts, though  in  a  few  places  the  old  desks  seem  to  be  a  permanent 
fixture ;  as  a  whole,  the  schools  are  doing  fair  work ;  many  are  im- 
proving rapidly.  Those  districts  that  seem  to  prefer  low  taxes  to  good 
schools  are  ra]  )idly  bringing  their  schools  to  a  low  le  v^el. 

An  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  arouse  additional  interest  in 
educational  matters  by  holding  a  series  of  local  institutes.  Eight  were 
held  in  different  parts  of  the  county,  and  lam  glad  to  re])ort  they  Avere 
successful  to  a  marked  degree.  They  were  attended  in  large  numbers 
by  teachers  and  patrons,  and  the  good  results  are  ijlainly  discernible. 

The  county  institute  was  held  in  Warren,  and  was  a  well-attended 
and  ]irofitable  meeting. 

The  teachers  came  to  the  first  session  and  attended  to  the  last.  I 
have  seen  the  results  of  the  instruction  in  many  schools  and  am  more 
than  ever  impressed  wdtli  the  value  of  such  meetings.  Have  arrived 
at  the  conclusion  that  an  instructor  who  deals  with  educational  prin- 
ciples and  has  little  to  say  as  to  "  devices, "  is  what  we  need  in  our  w^ork. 

Several  of  the  larger  schools  of  the  county  have  adopted  a  regular 
course  of  study  and  graduated  classes  this  year.     The  benefits  arising- 
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from  such  a  course  are  many,  and  boards  of  directors  should  foUow  the 
j)lau  wherever  ])racticable. 

Several  districts  have  erected  new  build in^s  all  of  which  are  sub- 
stantial structures  though  in  many  but  little  attention  is  paid  to  ven- 
tilation. 

The  building-  in  course  of  erection  at  Warren  is  to  be  a  model  struc- 
ture in  every  respect.  It  is  well  located  and  will  be  an  ornament  to 
the  place. 

The  Warren  schools  have  the  saving's  bank  system  in  working- 
order,  and  the  patrons  and  pupils  are  enthusiastic  in  its  praise.  A 
complete  chemical  laboratoiy  has  been  piirchased,  and  throug-hout  the 
school  thoroug-ii  work  is  being  done. 

At  Tidioute  the  manual  training-  department  is  receiving-  mucn  at- 
tention and  in  that,  as  in  all  the  departments  of  the  school,  excellent 
results  are  obtained.  ^  /  O  <- 

Glade  township  has  made  a  move  toward  closer  supervision,  by  plac- 
ing- the  g-eneral  charge  of  the  schools  of  the  township  in  the  hands  of 
the  principal  of  the  high  school.  This  is  a  move  in  the  right  direc- 
tion, and  it  would  be  well  if  other  townships  would  do  the  same. 

A  few  districts  still  have  summer  terms.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
not  be  long  before  all  will  be  convinced  that  schools  are  not  profitable 
in  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

Arbor  day  was  observed  in  several  districts,  though  not  so  generally 
as  was  desired. 

School  grounds  in  many  places  could  be  much  improved  with  but 
little  work.  Earnest  teachers  can  institute  such  work  and  easily  secure 
assistance. 

Our  teachers  as  a  body  are  doing  good  work,  and  are  seizing  ewery 
opportunity  to  imin-ove.  They  are  attending  normal  schools  and  are 
reading-  educational  works.  Of  course  there  are  a  few  that  seem  to 
think  a  provisional  certificate  the  only  end  to  aim  at :  yet  the  majority 
are  earnest,  painstaking  workers.  The  Indian  school  was  in  session 
eight  months  with  an  Indian  lady,  Mrs.  Abbie  S.  Parker,  as  teacher. 
The  work  done  was  far  above  the  average.  The  children  are  as  well 
advanced  as  the  majority  of  white  children  of  like  ages. 

In  conclusion,  T  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  patrons  and  directors  of 
the  county  for  their  aid  and  encouragement,  and  the  state  department 
for  advice  and  support. 
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WASHINGTON  COUNTY— Byron  E.  Tombaugh. 

The  work  done  by  the  schools  of  our  county  during-  tlie  year  that 
has  just  closed  is  at  k?ast  up  to  the  standard  of  that  of  former  years. 
Indeed  we  think,  witliout  boasting-,  we  can  say  that  in  at  least  several 
particulars,  the  work  has  been  done  better  than  ever  before. 

The  number  of  provisional  certificates  issued  is  less  than  that  of  last 
year. 

The  number  of  applicants  rejected  is  larger;  while  I  believe  that 
much  importance  should  be  attached  to  the  holding  of  the  count}^  in- 
stitute and  school  visitation  by  the  superintendent,  yet  I  think  that 
his  most  responsible  and  careful  work  is  the  examination  of  teachers. 
AVith  this  in  mind  I  propose  to  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  for 
teaching  several  per  cent,  each  year.  I  was  sorry  to  see  so  manj^  old 
teachers  fail  to  pass  the  examination,  but  this  fact  only  told  me  that 
such  were  not  progressive  and  should  either  be  dropped  altogether  or 
compelled  to  prepare  better  for  next  year. 

On  account  of  inclement  weather  I  did  not  get  to  visit  quite  as  many 
schools  as  I  expected  to  visit.  Although  I  kept  on  the  g-o  almost  every 
day  that  was  fit  during  the  winter,  there  was  a  number  of  schools  that 
I  did  not  reach  at  all.  These  latter  will  be  the  ones  I  shall  visit  first 
next  year.  Our  educational  meetings  were  considerably  more  than  of 
usual  interest.  The  county  institute  was  fully  up  to  the  standard  of 
former  years,  and  the  township  meetings  were  more  frequent  and  in- 
teresting than  ever  before.  In  addition  to  these  I  divided  the  county 
into  six  districts,  and  arranged  for  a  teachers'  institute  in  each.  For 
these  we  had  a  carefully  prepared  programme  arranged.  Topics  of  in- 
terest were  opened  bj"  the  more  experienced  teachers  and  directors, 
and  the  discussion  participated  in  bv  the  younger  teachers  and  others. 
We  aimed  also  to  get  the  assistance  of  ministers,  physicians  and  other 
educated  people,  Avhogave  us  a  great  deal  of  help.  Class  drills,  liter- 
ary performances  and  good  vocal  and  instrumental  music  were  all 
features  of  these  meetings.  Large  crowds  attended ;  sometimes  as 
man}'  as  five  hundred  people  were  present  at  a  session.  At  the  last 
institute  held,  sixty -three  teachers  were  present.  We  expect  to  con- 
tinue this  kind  of  work  next  year. 

I  believe  that  the  time  has  fully  come  in  Washington  county,  that  a 
graded  course  of  study  and  system  of  graduation  should  be  introduced. 
I  propose  to  introduce  it  during  the  coming  year.  I  am  confident  that 
it  Avill  secure  more  systematic  work,  a  more  harmonious  development 
of  the  child  mind,  and  more  regular  attendance. 

Besides  all  this,  it  will  imbue  each  pupil  with  a  laudable  artbition, 
urge  him  to  work  harder  and  remain  in  school  a  longer  jieriod.  The 
best  teacher  with  the  best  methods  will  fail  to  make  a  fine  scholar  out 
of  a  child  who  comes  to  school  in-egularly  for  six  months  in  the  year, 
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and  drops  out  of  school  finally  at  the  ag'e  of  sixteen.  We  must  devise 
some  means  to  keep  pupils  under  instruction  longer.  Our  ])roposed 
system,  I  think,  will  do  it. 

Two  boards,  those  of  Washing-ton  and  Canonsbure"  have  adopted 
the  free  text  book  system  and  so  far  are  well  pleased  with  it. 

Music  in  our  schools  does  not  receive  enough  attention.  I  do  not 
find  singing  conducted  in  more  than  half  of  them.  I  am  trying  to  get 
teachers  more  interested  in  this  work.  I  had  E.  O.  Excell  to  conduct 
the  music  at  our  county  institute,  and  I  can  see  the  good  eifects  of  his 
instruction  in  many  schools. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  our  directors  are  introducing  much  good  ap 
paratus  :  reading,  arithmetical,  physiological  and  geographical  charts 
are  now  in  pretty  general  use.  Our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  col- 
lege,  normal  school,  seminary  and  academies,  are  more  largely  attended 
than  ever,  and,  on  the  w^hole,  I  think  that  AVashington  county  is  still 
entitled  to  occupy  a  front  seat  in  the  educational  assembly  of  our  great 
commonwealth. 


WAYNE  COUNTY— J.  H.  Kennedy. 

There  was  little  change  in  educational  matters.  Schools  were  gen- 
erally good.  As  far  as  teacher  and  teaching  were  concerned  there  was 
steady  progress.  A  larger  proportion  of  our  teachers  did  iirofessional 
reading,  while  more  did  intelligent  work.  Many  are  abreast  of  the 
times  in  advanced  ideas  on  education. 

The  salaries  paid  teachers  have  changed  but  little,  thirteen  districts 
making  no  change,  ten  districts  making  a  slight  advance,  and  seven 
districts  making  a  slight  reduction. 

The  greatest  hindrances  to  advancement  are  short  terms,  in  some 
districts  divided,  and  low  salaries.  When  the  people  see  that  short 
terms  and  low  salaries  are  not  really  economical,  then  can  we  hope  for 
more  rapid  advancement  in  our  public  schools.  It  speaks  well  for  our 
teachers,  that  though  salaries  have  advanced  but  little,  if  any,  the 
schools  are  improving. 

Taxation  in  this  county  is  heavy  and  there  is  a  demand  for  lower 
rates,  and  though  it  may  be  a  matter  of  regret,  it  can  scarcely  be  re- 
garded as  a  matter  of  wonder  that  in  some  districts  directors  made  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  tax  lev\'^  for  school  purposes  yet  at  the  same 
time  some  of  the  districts  increased  the  rate. 

One  new  school  house  was  built  in  Cherry  Eidge,  and  quite  a  num- 
ber in  different  localities  were  repaired  and  refurnished.     Much  was 
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cU)iie  to  add  to  tho  appearance,  to  the  comfort,  and  the  convenience  of 
school  houses  and  school  grounds. 

More  new  ai)[)aratus  was  provided  at  Hawley,  and  at  Starrncca  a 
larg-e  addition  to  the  library'  was  made.  Especially  are  the  school  di 
rectors  of  Honesdale  to  be  commended  for  o-enerosity  in  this  line,  as 
it  is  their  settled  piir]K)se  to  expend  from  two  hundred  to  four  hundred 
dollars  each  year  until  the  schools  are  thorouohlj-  furnished  with  the 
best  and  most  modern  appliances.  The  followins"  is  a  brief  outline  of 
the  apparatus  and  appliances  Avliich  they  liave  furnished  during"  the 
last  two  years,  viz :  The  laboratorj^  has  been  furnished  with  water 
and  gas,  for  the  operating'  tables  in  chemistry  and  physics  for  each 
pupil ;  with  a  combined  one-quarter  horse-poAver  motor  and  dynamo  : 
with  a  complete  set  of  electrical  testing'  and  measurement  apparatus; 
with  a  Holtz-Trepler  electrical  machine,  spectometer  and  micrometer 
gauges,  and  ai^paratus  for  illustrating  the  laws  of  mechanics ;  for 
the  grades  a  set  of  Eaud  and  McNalh''s  complete  maps;  Yaggy's 
anatomical  stud}- :  Andrews"  tellurian  ;  sui^plementary  reading  in  five 
rooms,  and  a  slate  pencil  sharpener.  The  laboratory  is  now  fiillj' 
equipped  for  thorough  experimental  and  analytical  work  in  chemistry 
for  twenty  pupils  at  once.  The  physical  department  will  be  init  on 
the  same  basis  as  soon  as  practicable. 

During  the  coming  year  a  first-class  sciopticon  with  microscopic 
and  vertical  attachment  will  be  provided  :  also  a  line  of  maps,  charts, 
measures,  etc. 

The  county  institute  was  again  very  satisfactory,  the  work  being 
[)i'actical,  and  attendance  and  interest  good.  Most  of  the  teachers 
were  present  the  whole  week. 

The  leading  teachers  of  our  county  did  valuable  work,  in  addition 
to  which  excellent  work  was  done  by  Drs.  Winshiii,  Waller  and  Thomas, 
Superintendents  Ej^an  and  AValton,  and  Prof.  Welsh.  The  evening 
lecturers  and  entertainers  were  Messrs.  Winship,  Bolton,  Walton  and 
Burbauk. 

Seven  local  institutes  were  held  during  the  j-ear. 

The  number  of  districts  in  which  text-books  are  furnished  at  i)ublic 
expense  is  steadily  inreasing. 

AYe  ho))e  that  a  fair  proi)ortionof  the  munificent  appropriation  made 
bv  the  last  legislature  will  be  used  to  increase  the  salaries  of  teachers. 
We  cannot  have  the  best  schools  without  we  have  the  best  teachers, 
and  we  cannot  have  the  best  teachers  uidess  we  pay  them  enough  to 
keep  them  in  the  county  and  in  the  work.  The  board  of  Berlin  dis 
trict  has  resolved  to  use  the  increased  approi^riation  to  increase  the 
efticiency  of  the  schools.     Let  other  districts  fall  in  line. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  and  are  hereliy  tendeivd  to  patrons, 
teachers,  directors,  the  press,  and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc 
tion. 
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WEBTMOKELAND  COUNTY-  G.  H.  Hugus. 

The  progress  iu;ul(^  by  our  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been 
very  eucourag-ing  to  parents,  teachers  and  superintendent.  Among 
the  good  houses  erected  during  the  year,  the  ones  at  Irwin  and  Jean 
nette  deserve  special  mention.  The  building  at  Irwin  was  dedicated 
Avith  appropriate  exercises  on  February  27.  It  is  a  two -story  brick 
structure,  one  himdred  and  thirty  seven  feet  long  by  eighty -nine  feet 
wide  and  contains  fifteen  recitation  rooms,  a  jjrincipal's  and  a  direc 
tors'  room.  The  rooms  are  all  well  lighted,  seated  with  single  desks 
and  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead,  Will's  system.  The  halls 
and  cloak  rooms  are  very  large  and  well  lighted,  and  the  building  is 
supplied  on  each  floor  with  pure  mountain  water.  The  entire  cost  of 
the  building  is  about  thirty -five  thousand  dollars.  The  one  at  Jean- 
nette  is  a  ver}^  handsome  two  story  frame  building,  well  lighted,  heated 
nnd  ventilated,  and  contains  nine  recitation  rooms  and  a  principal's 
room.  The  twelve  largest  boroughs  of  this  county  are  now  sui)plied 
Avith  very  excellent  two-story  buildings.  These  are  built  of  brick  ex- 
cept the  one  mentioned  at  Jeaunette. 

The  Greensburg  board  of  directors  made  the  first  move  in  this  county 
towards  free  text-books  by  supplying  their  schools  Avith  readers.  It 
is  their  intention  to  Avork  in  gradually  a  system  of  free  text-books. 

Tlie  enrolment  at  our  last  county  institute  exceeded  that  of  any 
previous  year,  and  the  Avork  of  our  instructors  elicited  from  all  present 
their  closest  attention  and  Avarmest  praise.  The  instructors  and  lec- 
tm-ers  Avere  Dr.  A.  E.  Winship,  Col.  Francis  W.  Parker,  Prof.  E. 
O.  Excel,  Miss  Pvose  Knestrick,  Rev.  Joseph  Cook  and  Will  Carleton. 
Mr.  Jamse  B.  Laux,  editor  of  the  "  Evening  Press, "  delivered  a  very 
excellent  address  on  "  General  Intelligence. " 

Our  teachers  deserve  praise  for  their  faithful  and  honest  efforts  in 
the  school  room.  We  do  not  believe  that  a  healthy  and  substantial 
groAvth  is  obained  by  sudden  spurts,  nor  that  we  may  find  a  panacea  for 
all  the  ills  of  the  school  room  in  the  many  devices  and  processes  ad 
A'ocated  by  tlie  self -called  "  neAV  educationists. — Perception,  conception, 
and  sensation  have  been  forced  into  the  ears  of  the  teachers  during-  the 
last  feAV  years  that  many  of  them  are  in  a  state  of  digression,  decep- 
tion and  hotherafion.  We  do  not  mean  by  this  remark  to  cast  any 
slur  upon  the  faithful  and  persistent  study  of  the  science  and  art  of 
education,  and  of  the  laAvs  of  human  development, for  Ave  deem  this  an 
essential  qualification  of  the  earnest  teacher,  but  Ave  do  cry  "  halt  I" 
to  the  psychological  crank  avIio  is  simdug  against  the  childby  inflict- 
ing his  false  and  unreasonable  psj^chologicaK?)  processes  upon  his 
helpless  pupils.  In  his  hands  some  of  these  neAV  methods  become 
machine-like  processes  as  mind-killiug  and  soul  perverting  as  the  edu- 
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catioual  fallacies  which  he  ridicules.  We  believe  that  real  substantial 
growth  in  education  dei)ends  on  the  deg-ree  of  self  activity  on  the  part 
of  the  learner,  but  that  the  teacdier  should  use  methods  and  processes 
only  as  means  to  enable  him  to  arouse  thought  in  the  child  and  thus 
train  him  to  educate  himself.  This  is  undoubtedlj'  the  true  office  of 
the  teacher,  and  Avhile  we  will  not  cast  away  all  of  the  so-called  old 
methods,  simid}'  because  they  are  old,  neither  are  Ave  ejiger  to  adopt 
all  of  tlie  so-called  new  methods  simply  because  thej^  are  new,  but  we 
are  ready  and  eager  to  gather  everywhere  devices  and  processes  that 
will  help  the  teacher  to  guide  the  child. 


WYOMING  COUNTY— Asa  S.  Keeler. 

A  new  school  house  was  built  in  Exeter  township ;  several  school 
houses  were  repaired,  and  a  few  supplied  with  the  improved  furniture, 
charts,  maps,  etc. 

The  Mehoopany  village  school  added  another  grade  making  three 
grades  in  the  village. 

Northmoreland  township,  Northmoreland  Independent,  and  Monroe 
township  adopted  the  one-term  system. 

Tuukhannock  borough  lengthened  its  term  to  nine  months  and  Tunk 
hannock  Ind.  to  eight  months. 

Meshoppen  borougli  intends  to  build  a  new  school  house.  Nicholson 
Ind.  contemplates  addinc  another  grade.  More  teachers  attended 
normal  schools,  academies  and  seminaries  the  past  year  than  usual. 

The  attendance  of  scholars  has  increased  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  our  schools  are  imi>roving. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  teachers,  citizens,  editors,  directors 
and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  many  favors  and  cour- 
tesies. 


YORK  COUNTY— H.  C.  Brenneman. 

The  public  schools  of  York  county  have  progressed  favorablj^  during 
the  past  year,  and  in  some  districts  better  results  have  been  attained 
than  in  any  year  of  my  superintendency.  Nothing  distinctive  has 
characterized  our  progress,  except  that  more  attention  has  been  given 
to  language  work.  In  quite  a  immber  of  the  districts  language  books 
have  been  furnished  the  pupils  out  of  the  funds  of  the  district.     In  this 
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way  teachers  have  been  able  to  make  their  instructiou  iu  language 
much  more  general. 

The  local  institute  work  was  made  a  special  feature.  Prior  to  the 
openiug  of  schools  a  series  of  local  institutes  was  held,  when  the  super- 
intendent met  the  teachers  and  outlined  a  plan  of  work  for  the  year. 
The  plan  of  Avork  thus  presented  was  followed  by  most  of  the  teachers, 
and  the  results  were  shown  in  more  systematic,  thorough  and  practical 
work. 

Our  schools  are  still  laboring  under  a  poor  classification  due  to  an  in- 
sufficient supply  of  text-books.  Much  time,  energy  and  money  is  ex- 
pended to  no  purpose  because  the  pu^jils  do  not  have  necessary  books. 
We  ai'e  gratified,  however,  to  report  that  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  free 
text-books  is  growing  rapidly,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt,  from  present 
indication,  that  in  a  few  years  the  practice  of  furnishing  all  the  books 
out  of  the  fund  of  the  district  will  prevail  in  this  count3^ 

In  a  number  of  districts  additional  apparatus  has  been  furnished, 
while  quite  a  number  of  houses  have  been  repaired  and  supplied  with 
new  furniture  Slate  blackboards  have  been  placed  in  all  the  new 
buildings  erected  and  in  many  of  the  old  ones. 

The  teachers  as  a  rule  deserve  credit  for  the  earnest  efforts  they  have 
put  forth  for  the  advancement  of  their  schools.  With  few  exceptions 
as  good  work  was  done  as  we  had  reason  to  expect  under  existing  con- 
ditions. The  teachers  generally  are  making  commendable  efforts  to 
advance  themselves  and  their  schools. 

The  attention  of  directors  and  i^atrons  is  especially  directed  to  the 
following  conditions  for  the  improvement  of  our  schools  : 

Furnish  all  the  text-books  free  to  the  pupils. 

Supply  the  schools  with  much-needed  apparatus. 

Enlarge  the  school  grounds. 

Pay  higher  salaries  and  you  will  get  better  teachers  and  better 
teaching. 

Lengthen  the  school  term  to  at  least  seven  months. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  we  should  have  closer  supervision  of  our 
schools,  and  some  means  should  be  adopted  whereby  a  more  regular 
attendance  can  be  secured.

City  and  Borough  Superintendents. 


ALLEGHENY— John  Moiuunv. 

The  Allegheny  schools  closed  the  year's  work  Avithout  anj- thing-  to 
retard  their  progress,  except  the  usual  maladies  to  which  all  cities  are 
more  or  less  subject.  Nothing  of  the  natare  of  an  epidemic  came  our 
way,  and,  with  the  exception  of  occasional  high  waters  in  our  rivers, 
we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  year's  iDrosperity. 

No  innovations  have  been  made  during  the  year  on  former  methods 
of  instruction.  The  aim  has  been  to  secure  good  work  according  to 
methods  which  common  sense  ai^proves,  leaving  experiments  to  others. 
The  high  school,  according  to  our  expectations,  continues  to  grow 
both  in  numbers  and  popularity  with  the  people. 

The  teachers,  as  a  whole,  manifest  a  good  degree  of  interest  in  their 
work  and  we  believe  this  interest  is  growing.  This  is  a  hopeful  sign. 
If  those  who  have  no  higher  aim  than  to  draw  the  sordid  dollar  for 
keeping  school  could  be  kept  from  joining  the  profession,  it  would  be 
a  bright  day  for  the  laublic  schools. 


ALLENTOWN— L.  B.  Landis. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  encouraging.  With  but  few  excep- 
tions the  progress  has  been  good  and  the  results  satisfactory. 

The  school  hours  for  primary  pupils  have  been  shortened.  This 
change  had  the  ai^proval  of  the  more  intelligent  parents  from  the  start, 
and  all  noAV  a])pear  to  consider  it  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 

There  are  children  in  every  ward  whose  language  is  impure  and 
profane,  and  whose  conduct  at  intermission  is  far  from  commendable. 
It  is  in  the  school  yard,  where  they  are  under  no  restraint,  that  they 
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exert  their  eorriipting-  influeuce.  lu  order  to  secure  the  yard  supervi- 
sion thus  made  desirable,  one  of  tlie  teachers  of  each  buihling-  has  been 
elected  i^rincipal. 

Two  new  l)uildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection  and  one  of  our  old 
ones  is  beingr  enlarged.  It  is  expected  to  have  them  all  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy by  September.  Both  of  the  new  ones  will  have  the  Smead 
sj^stem  of  heating,  ventilation  and  dry  closets.  It  is  probable  that  by 
next  spring"  the  boanl  will  have  decided  to  erect  a  new  hig-h  school 
building.  The  school  has  outgrown  its  present  accommodations  and 
provision  must  be  made  for  it  at  an  early  day. 

Until  the  in-esent  year  the  superintendent  was  ex-officio  principal 
of  the  high  school .  Last  fall  the  principalship  was  given  to  the  teacher 
of  the  boys'  room.  The  new  arrangement  relieves  the  superintendent 
of  much  labor  and  responsibility.  The  school  has  thus  far  required 
all  to  pursue  the  same  course  of  study.  This  is,  perhaps, best  as  long 
as  the  enrolment  is  comparatively  small,  but  the  time  seems  to  have 
come  for  the  adoption  of  a  double  or  triple  course.  It  is  becoming 
every  year  more  difficult  to  defend  the  requirement,  that  the  many 
whose  school  days  end  with  graduation  must  pursue  the  same  course 
as  those  who  are  preparing  for  college.  Many  patrons  contend  that 
for  their  children,  the  discij^linary  value  of  a  classical  course  is  not 
equal  to  the  practical  value  of  studies  that  might  be  substituted.  I 
find  that  the  question  has  already  been  disposed  of  in  the  following 
cities  of  the  state :  Harrisburg,  Norristown,  Chester  and  Lancaster, 
have  each  a  list  of  optional  studies,  making  virtually  two  or  three 
courses.  Reading  has  an  English  and  a  classical  course  in  the  girls' 
high  school,  and  an  English  scientific,  a  Latin  scientific  and  a  classical 
in  the  boys'  high  school ;  Pittsburgh  has  a  general,  an  English  and  a 
commercial  course  ;  Williamsport  has  an  English  scientific,  a  German 
scientific,  a  Latin  scientific  and  a  classical ;  Wilkes  Barre  has  an  Eng 
lish  scientific  and  a  classical ;  Erie  has  a  Latin,  German,  a  general  and 
a  classical.  In  fact  there  is  scarcely  a  city  of  any  size  or  educational 
reputation  in  this  or  any  other  state,  but  endeavors  in  this  way  to  give 
its  best  high  school  advantages,  not  merel}'-  to  the  few  but  to  all  who 
wish  to  avail  themselves  of  them.  My  recommendation  for  a  revision 
is  now  before  our  board. 

At  the  recent  teachers'  examination,  the  following  educational  works 
were  re]iorted  as  read  with  care,  during  the  past  year :  Abbott's  Teacher, 
Hailman's  Primary  Methods, Brooks's  Normal  Methods,  Bakhvin's  Art 
of  School  Management,  Wickersham's  School  Economy,  Wickersham's 
Methods  of  Instruction,  Hughes'  Mistakes  in  Teaching,  Parker's  Talks 
on  Teaching,  The  Quincy  Methods,  Holbrook's  Normal  Methods,  Hol- 
brook's  School  Management,  Orcutt's  School  Keeping,  Piaub's  School 
Management,  Mansfield's  American  Education,  Morsran's  Educational 
Mosaics,  Swett's  Methods  of  Teaching,  Klemm's  European  Schools, 
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Noitheud's  Teacher's  Assistant,  Bates's  Institute  Lectures,  Potter  and 
Emerson's  Scliool  and  Schoolmaster,  Prince's  Course  of  Study,  Green- 
wood's Principles  of  Education,  Allen's  Mind  Studies, Payne's  Lectures, 
Spencer's  Education,  Compayre's  History  of  Pedagogy  and  Fitch's  Lec- 
tures. AVhile  some  of  the  books  in  this  list  were  read  by  only  a  few, 
others  had  over  thirty  readers.  This  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  to 
pre]iare  themselves  more  fully  for  their  work  is  worthy  of  record,  and 
must  result  in  improved  methods  of  insruction  and  school  manage- 
ment. 


ALTOONA-D.  S.  Keith. 

The  school  population  has  continued  to  increase.  The  school  bouse 
on  the  corner  of  First  avenue  and  Fifth  street  was  completed  late  in 
the  fall  at  a  cost  of  about  thirty  thousand  dollars,  including-  furniture 
and  heating-  apparatus.  It  is  a  good  substantial  brick  building,  con- 
taining- eleven  rooms.  It  is  well  lishted,  and  has  wide  halls,  easy 
fiig-hts  of  stairs,  cloak  rooms  and  wash  stands.  The  furniture  is  of  the 
most  improved  manufacture.  The  sj^stem  of  heating  and  ventilating 
is  that  of  Smead,  Wills  and  Company.  This  system  is  now  used  in 
three  houses  and  gives  very  good  satisfaction.  Several  schools  held 
half-day  sessions  until  the  new  building  was  completed,  one  school 
using  a  room  in  the  forenoon  and  another  school  the  same  room  in  the 
afternoon.  The  First,  Fourth  and  Sixth  ward  schools  were  somewhat 
crowded.  A  building-  in  the  Sixth  ward  on  the  corner  of  Sixth  avenue 
and  Twenty -fourth  street,  is  in  the  course  of  erection  and  will  be  occu- 
pied next  term.  Four  rooms  will  be  added  to  the  First  ward  building 
during  the  summer.  With  this  increase  in  the  accommodations  it  is 
thought  the  crowded  schools  can  be  suthcientlv  relieved. 

Most  of  the  teachers  began  to  make  preparation  in  tlie  subject  of 
form-study  and  drawing  two  years  ago  ;  at  the  opening  of  the  schools 
last  fall  the  subject  was  introduced  into  all  the  schools  and  a  fair  be- 
ginning was  made.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  took  an  interest  in  it,  and 
in  their  efforts  to  improve,  embraced  all  opportunities  afforded  ;  how- 
ever, there  were  a  few  drones,  who  were  drifted  along  by  the  en- 
thusiasm of  the  workers.  The  teachers,  as  a  body,  have  been  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  deserve  the  warmest  expression 
of  commendation. 

Vocal  music  was  added  to  the  coiirse  of  study  last  summer,  a  regular 
system  was  adopted  and  closely  followed.  For  several  mouths  the 
regular  teachers  attempted  to  give  instruction  as  best  they  could,  but 
many  mistakes  were  made,  and  in  some  schools  the  teachers  were  un- 
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able  to  impart  in  any  manner  the  instruction  required.  Consequently 
it  was  found  necessary  to  elect  a  special  teacher  as  supervisor.  This 
proved  to  be  the  proper  step  in  the  right  direction.  Instruction  was 
g-iven  in  all  the  grades  and  very  good  results  were  secured.  The  time 
spent,  which  was  very  short,  afforded  the  pupils  recreation  and  aided 
in  the  g-overnment  of  the  schools.  Those  who  witnessed  the  work  done 
by  tlie  pupils  expressed  themselves  as  highly  pleased  with  the  results. 
"  Who  can  calculate  the  amount  of  real  pleasure  that  this  noble  art 
has  brought  into  the  lives  of  countless  thousands  in  the  public  schools 
of  our  country',  who, but  for  the  opportunities  ofiered  them  in  the  schools, 
would  probably  never  have  learned  a  musical  note?  Surely  an  art,  the 
knowledge  and  practice  of  which  have  added  so  much  to  the  sum  of 
human  happiness,  and  which  by  its  humanizing  and  refining  influence 
has  tended  to  make  the  world  happier  and  better,  should  hold  a  high 
rank  in  the  course  of  study  in  everj'^  good  school  system. " 

The  annual  institute  was  held  the  first  week  of  September.  Prof.  E. 
P.  Russell  of  Boston,  and  Prof.  James  M.  Coughlin,  ex-superinten- 
dent of  Luzerne  county,  were  present  as  instructors,  and  made  the 
institute  very  profitable  and  interesting. 


ASHLAND— William  C.  Estler. 

In  many  respects,  this  has  been  a  year  of  prog"ress  and  profit.  The 
general  standard  of  our  pupils  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  is  the 
best  evidence  that  the  pedagogical  work  of  our  teachers  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  other  years. 

The  school  board  showed  a  commendable  spirit  in  the  many  improve 
nients   to  the  school  property,  and  in  the  substantial   manner   and 
encouragement  given  our  teachers  by  an  almost  general  advancement 
of  salaries. 

The  secondary  and  sub-grammar  schools  were  supplied  with  supple- 
mentary geographical  readers,  text- books  as  aids  for  teachers,  a  full 
sup]ily  of  maps  for  schools  not  supi^lied  last  year,  charts  and  apparatus 
for  high  and  grammar  schools. 

Since  the  fifth  of  January,  we  have  had  no  recess  from  the  secondary 
schools  up.  Drills  in  calisthenics,  vocal  and  breathing  exercises,  oc- 
cupied the  recess  period.  This  is  the  biggest  item  of  profit  that  we 
have  to  report  this  year. 

William  H.  McSurdy,  an  efficient  and  progressive  director,  died 
June  third. 

A  picture  of  the  late  Dr.  E.  E.  Higbee  now  graces  the  wall  of  every 
school  room  in  our  boroug-h. 
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The  lecture,  "Story  of  the  Heaveus, "  March  fifth,  lyy  Prof.  George 
M.  Pliilips,  for  the  benefit  of  the  high  aud  grammar  schools,  was  a 
financial  success  and  an  intellectual  treat. 

The  usual  annual  commencement  exercises,  were  held  in  the  opera 
house,  June  fourth.     Eleven,  six  boys  and  five  girls,  were  gi-adiiated. 

Our  board  of  directors  is  interested  in  the  work  of  evening  schools, 
and  should  like  to  know  their  cost  and  attendance  at  other  i^laces. 
Would  it  not  be  well  that  the  annual  statistical  report  should  contain 
full  data  of  these  schools  as  well  as  of  day  schools"? 


BEAYER  FALLS— J.  M.  Eeed. 

In  submitting  my  second  annual  report  of  our  schools,  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  substantial  progress  along  the  various  lines  of 
school  work,  also  some  very  important  improvements  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  school  building  by  the  board  of  education. 

The  annual  enrolment  of  one  thousand  eierht  hundred  and  sixt\^- 
seven  pupils,  and  an  average  monthly  attendance  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty -one,  when  compared  with  last  year,  show  an  increase 
of  fifty -six  and  seventy  res]5ectively.  The  teachers  were  earnest  and 
industrious  in  their  work.  The  parents  as  a  ride  gave  the  schools  their 
heart}^  support.  Almost  all  of  the  pupils  were  studious,  polite  and 
obedient.  In  my  exiDerience  of  nineteen  years  in  school  work,  I  have 
never  met  better  and  more  courteous  pupils  than  I  find  in  the  schools 
here. 

During  the  past  year  an  efi^ort  was  made  to  imnrove  the  methods  of 
teaching  writing,  by  giving  more  attention  to  pro]5er  movement.  I 
think  the  educational  value  of  drawing  was  seen  and  taught  more  fully 
than  before.  Analysis  and  oral  work  in  arithmetic  received  special  at- 
tention. 

Four  kinds  of  supplementary  readers  were  put  in  rooms  one,  two, 
three  and  four,  and  Pratts'  American  history  stories  are  used  as  sup- 
plementary readers  in  rooms  five,  six,  seven  and  eight.  By  our  plans 
of  using  these  readers  each  pupil  in  the  first  four  rooms  will  read 
through  five  different  readers,  thus  increasing  his  vocabulary  and  in- 
terest in  reading  much  more  than  could  be  done  if  his  reading  were 
confined  to  ojie  reader.  When  pujiils  read  in  but  one  book  for  a  term 
or  more,  they  have  it  memorized,  and  can  read  in  that  book  but  in  no 
other.  If  a  pupil  during  the  first  four  years  of  his  school  life  learns 
to  read  with  understanding  and  expression,  and  acquire  a  taste  ^or 
good  reading,  he  has  made  a  long  step  up  the  educational  ladder. 

By  the  use  of  the  "American  History  Stories,"  in  the  intermediate 
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departments,  au  interest  in  the  more  complete  historj'  of  onr  country  is 
created.  Too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  along-  the  line  that  leads 
to  au  intelligent  devoted  patriotism. 

Although  all  the  subjects  taught  are  not  here  enumerated,  you  must 
not  infer  that  they  did  not  receive  due  attention  also.  In  all  cases  the 
instruction  of  each  individual  was  the  aim,  de]iarting  as  much  as  x^os- 
sible  from  general  or  class  instruction ;  but  the  crowded  condition 
of  many  of  the  rooms  made  large  classes  necessar}"  all  din  large  classes 
the  individual  is  too  often  overlooked. 

The  attendance  at  commencement  exercises,  when  fifteen  ]  )upils  gradu 
ated,  was  the  laregst  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion,  I  thank  the  educational  department  at  Harris  burg, 
the  board  of  education,  the  teachers,  parents  and  pupils  of  Beaver 
Falls  s(^hools,  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  hearty  support  during 
the  school  year.

The  suggestion  has  been  laid  before  the  board  of  directors  to  make 
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the  scholastic  yeur  end  ou  the  thirty-first  of  May  instead  of  the  thirtieth 
of  June. 

Drawing'  lias  been  taug"lit  so  well  that  very  good  results  have  been 
obtained. 

Having-  bei>-un,  in  the  spring-,  the  study  of  vegetable  forms,  with  a 
view  of  making  them  the  subjects  of  drawing-  lessons,  the  teachers  all 
declare  that  for  once  they  gained  a  good  point  v.ith  the  children,  and 
made  a  pleasing-  and  profitable  exercise  of  one  often  A'ery  poorly  ex- 
ecuted and  barren  of  worthy  fruit. 

A  joint  local  institute  of  the  teachers  of  Lehigh  and  Northampton 
counti<'S  was  held  in  Franklin  school  hall,  March  sixth  and  seventh. 
This  meeting  was  attended  by  about  sixty  teachers. 

A  contest  in  declamation  and  recitation  among  boys  and  girls  of  the 
high  school  took  place  on  February  twenty-third.  The  Wenhold  prizes 
for  declamation  were  won  by  two  boys,  and  the  school  prizes  for  reci- 
tation were  won  by  two  girls. 

Arbor  day  was  observed.  The  teachers  gave  instruction  on  the 
various  methods  of  grafting,  budding  and  the  propagation  of  i)lants 
by  layering. 

A  class  of  eigJiteen,  six  boys  and  twelve  girls,  will  graduate  on  June 
29.  Edwin  D.  Moore,  valedictorian,  Edith  M.  Miller,  salutatorian. 
The  prize  for  excellence  in  the  mathematics  of  the  course  was  won  by 
Edwin  D.  Moore,  and  the  English  classical  prize  was  won  by  Annie 
E.   Musselman. 

It  is  but  just  to  say  that  all  the  prizes  offered  are  indications  of  the 
interest  of  the  Bethlehem  people  in  the  public  schools. 

The  above  mentioned  prizes  were  given  by  Mr.  J.  K.   Rauch. 


BRADFORD- C.  D.  BocxAKT. 

During  the  past  year  nothing  unusual  has  transpired ;  but  special 
efforts  have  been  put  forth  towards  securing  greater  proficiency  on  the 
part  of  teachers,  not  only  in  subject  matter  taught,  but  also  in  skilful 
manasrement  of  i)uj)ils. 

The  necessity  of  closer  application,  of  more  independent  thinking, 
and  greater  concentration  of  efforts  on  the  part  of  pupils,  is  becoming 
a  growing  sentiment  among  teachers  and  patrons.  One  gi-eat  object  of 
studying  seems  to  be  to  recite  rather  than  to  understand,  etc. 

We  are  therefore  continuing  our  efforts  to  improve  in  this  direction 
also.  A  measure  of  success  thus  far  in  these  directions,  and  a  still  open 
field  in  which  to  continue  the  work,  encourages  us  to  redouble  our 
eflftn-ts  the  coming  vear. 
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Teuc'liers  generally  have  received  an  advance  in  salaries,  the  ran^^^e 
being  from  forty  dollars  to  fifty -five  dollars  below  the  liigli  school. 
The  hig-h  school  work  now  consists  of  three  courses  viz :  an  English 
scientific,  a  Latin  English,  and  a  classical  course;  the  latter  being 
preparatory'  for  college. 

The  estimated  A'aluation  of  our  school  property  is  about  eighty  five 
thousand  dollars.  There  are  three  eight-ro(Hn  buildings,  two  six-room, 
and  one  four-room.  In  these  about  out;  thousand  nine  hundred  pujuls 
and  forty  teachers  engaged  in  school  work  the  past  year. 

We  hold  "teachers'  meetings"  twice  a  month  in  which  various  topics 
pertainiue"  directly  to  school-room  work  are  discussed ;  special  atten- 
tion having  been  given  to  practical  psychology  and  child  life.  The 
following  subjects  are  receiving  attention:  Free  textbooks,  girls' 
gymnasium,  special  teachers  for  special  work. 


BRISTOL— Matilda  S.  Booz. 

No  new  features  have  been  introduced  since  our  last  rei^ort,  but 
earnestness  and  thoroughness  have  characterized  the  work  along  the 
usual  lines.  The  year  has  been  chiefly  remarkable  for  the  interest  in, 
and  approval  of,  our  schools  by  many  liitherto  unacquainted  with 
public  school  work.  This  may  be  attributed  partly  to  the  "  school 
exhibit, "  given  in  Eebruary,  which  drew  many  visitors. 

Believing  drawing  to  be  the  basis  of  a  large  number  of  arts  and 
sciences,  as  arithmetic  is  of  mathematics,  that  branch,  after  a  trial  of  a 
few  months  under  a  special  teacher,  was  added  to  the  course  of  study. 

The  teaching  force,  with  two  exceptions,  remained  the  same.  A  de- 
partment, closed  three  years  ago,  was  re -opened  in  May,  the  increased 
attendance  in  that  ward  demanding  it. 

Normal  diplomas,  representing  three  schools,  were  mere  numerous 
than  formerl}'. 

Some  increase  was  made  in  salaries.  We  hope  this  may  continue  at 
least  in  primary  grades. 

The  meetings  of  teachers,  though  not  so  numerous  as  usual,  have 
been  well  attended.     All  but  one  attended  the  countj'  institute. 

All  books  and  material  of  every  kind,  excepting  slates,  were  fur 
nished  pu]oils  free  of  cost,  and  this  action  has  been  of  great  value. 

Arbor  day  beyond  class  exercises,  was  not  observed,  the  school 
groi-inds  being  already  well  shaded  as  are  also  the  streets. 
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BUTLER— E.  Mackey. 

The  scholastic  work  of  the  year  has  beeu  completed  with  more  than 
ordinary  interest  and  success.  Helpful  changes  in  the  course  of  study 
and  in  methods  ;  a  diminished  number  of  pupils  and  grades  per  teacher, 
and  increased  facilities  for  our  work ;  a  cori)s  of  teachers  thoroughly 
in  earnest,  one  half  of  their  number  fresh  from  s])ecial  courses  in  pro- 
minent summer  schools  of  methods,  and  pupils  and  teachers  alike 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  energy,  infectious  in  a  Ijoom- 
ing  town,  these  were  some  of  the  conditions  that  marked  one  of  the 
best  school  terms  in  our  last  decade. 

Teachers'  meetings  were  held  everj^  week  until  the  last  month  of  the 
term.  The  rapid  increase  in  the  enrolment  made  it  necessary  for  the 
board  to  erect  and  equip  a  temporary  school  building  of  four  rooms, 
and  to  employ  six  additional  teachers. 

We  have  great  difficulty  in  getting  facts  in  our  stud\'  of  local  history, 
geography  and  government ;  county  and  township  ma^JS,  state  and  local 
history,  and  biographj^  and  important  details  of  borough  and  country 
government  are  not  to  be  had,  es]3ecially  in  an  intelligible  and  attrac 
tive  form.  Since  the  preparation  of  its  youth  for  citizenship  is  un 
(questionably  the  chief  end  of  the  schools  of  the  state,  and  these  items 
have  each  a  very  practical  bearing  in  this  direction,  and  ought  nat- 
urally to  be  the  starting  point  for  all  study  in  these  branches :  and 
since  w'e  have  had  no  Longfellow,  no  Hawthorne,  to  embellisli  the 
legends  of  our  early  days,  nor  even  publishers  and  compilers  to  furnish 
the  data  that  we  need,  it  seems  to  us  that  we  ma}'  properly  ask  the 
State  to  extend  its  line  of  public  documents,  to  ex]ieriment  in  state 
publication  of  text-books  in  a  field  in  which  there  is  no  competitor, 
and  provide  its  every  school  with  such  maps,  adaptations  of  geological 
survey  I'eports,  histories,  readers,  and  hand-books  on  local  government 
as  will  best  help  us  to  imbue  our  pupils  with  patriotic  pride  in  the  in- 
stitutions of  our  commonwealth  and  the  deeds  of  her  heroes,  to  ac 
quaint  them  with  the  vastness  of  her  resources  and  the  responsibilities 
they  place  upon  her  citizens,  to  render  them  familiar  with  the  duties 
of  local  public  officers,  and  prepare  them  intelligentlv  to  dischara'e 
their  duties  as  citizens  of  the  town  as  well  as  of  the  nation,  and  to  in- 
spire them  with  zeal  to  keep  this  state  in  the  highest  moral  sense  in 
the  mighty  fabric  of  national  government,  the  Keystone  State. 

The  most  interesting  events  of  the  term  were  crowded  into  com 
mencement  week  ;  a  class  of  forty  completed  the  grammar  school  course 
with  bright,  attractive  "last  day"  exercises.  Our  new  high  school 
sent  out  its  first  class  of  graduates  of  eleven  pupils.  Their  commence- 
ment exercises  were  a  brilliant  success,  and  did  much  to  arouse  a  strong 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  erection  of  an  adequate  high  school 
building.     Our  recently  organized  alumni  association  assembled  to 
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hear  their  first  aimual  athhess  bj'  Leonard  McQuistom  Esquire,  and 
immediately  afterwards  they  g-ave  a  banquet  and  reception  for  the  two 
classes  of  1891. 

The  representatives  of  the  press,  presidents  of  neighboring"  colleges 
and  other  friends  of  education  from  a  distance  were  invited  as  honorary 
guests.  The  speeches,  toasts  and  informal  conversation,  the  personal 
recog-nition  of  our  boys  and  girls  bj^  prominent  men,  brought  more 
than  the  expected  benefits,  in  winning  increased  respect  for  the  schools 
on  the  part  of  the  alumni  and  its  guests,  in  arousing  many  a  youth's 
slumbering  ambition  for  higher  culture,  and  in  giving  more  strength 
to  that  caste — ignoring,  wide,  fraternal  spirit  that  is  one  of  the  best 
products  of  the  iiublic  school  democracy. 

The  public  exercises  of  the  graduating  classes,  the  addresses  bj" 
Messrs.  Bowser  and  Galbreath,  and  the  handsome  diplomas  they 
awarded  in  l)ehalf  of  the  board,  an  active  alumni  association  with 
banquets,  reunions  and  receptions,  all  co-operate  to  offer  still  greater 
inducements  to  our  undergraduates  to  work  steadfastly  to  the  end,  and 
to  divert  the  attention  of  our  fellow-citizens  from  the  fascinating 
dash  of  business,  to  the  merits  and  needs  of  our  public  schools. 
With  such  enthusiasm  and  interest  newly  awakened  in  patrons  and 
pupils,  we  await  the  coming  of  another  term  with  prospects  brighter 
than  ever  before. 


CARB(3NDALE— John  J.  Fokbes. 

We  finished  the  school  term  on  June  twenty-second,  and  graduated 
a  class  of  twelve,  eleven  in  the  elementary  and  one  in  the  advanced 
course.  At  the  close  of  the  commencement  exercises  four  prizes,  viz  : 
Twenty -five  dollars,  fifteen  dollars,  ten  dollars  and  five  dollars,  were 
given  to  the  high  school  pupils  who  made  the  greatest  advance  over 
last  year's  record. 

The  monej^  for  these  i^rizes  was  given  by  Mr.  S.  A.  McMullen,  a 
member  of  the  school  board,  and  Mr.  G.  S.  Kimball,  a  progressive 
public-spirited  citizen,  who  also  presented  a  very  valuable  globe  to  the 
high  school.  ]Mr.  McMulleu  also  gave  two  handsome  mirrors  to  the 
same  school,  and  three  flag-poles  to  various  schools  of  the  city. 

I  wish  there  were  more  such  men  in  the  district. 

X'nusual  interest  in  school  work  was  shown  by  most  of  the  teachers 
during  the  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  nearlj^  all  of  them  were  made 
specialists.  This  Avas  done  by  allowing  teachers  in  the  various  build 
ings  to  choose  the  subjects  which  they  preferred  to  teach,  and  having 
them  teach  those  subjects  in  two  or  more  rooms.  Thus  the  teachers 
were  given  more  time  to  prepare  for  recitations,  and  the  complaint  of 
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not  being'  able  to  do  justice  to  certain  brunches,  because  the\^  "  dislike 
them,"  was  removed. 

Another  change,  and  one  which  enabled  many  industrious  pupils  to 
pass  two  or  more  grades  in  the  year,  was  an  arrangement  of  classes  in 
each  department  so  that  promotions  might  be  made  at  any  time  without 
Avaiting  for  fornuil  examinations. 

The  rapidly-increasing  i)opulation  of  the  first  district  of  tln^  Fifth 
ward  makes  a  demand  for  a  well  equipped  school  building  in  a  de- 
sirable Icoation.  The  site  of  the  present  building  in  that  district  was 
chosen  at  a  time,  now  happily  gone,  when  the  only  recjuirements  for  a 
school  site  were  that  it  was  valueless  for  all  other  purposes  and,  there- 
fore, might  be  had  for  the  asking ;  and  that  it  was  small  enough  to 
hold  an  ordinaiy,  diminutive  structure  which  was  considered  abund 
antly  elegant  and  commodious  for  its  puprpose. 

Our  present  authorities  are  progressive  men,  who  are  both  willing 
and  anxious  to  furnish  school  buildings,  school  grounds,  school  furni 
ture  and  school  apparatus  fit  for  the  use  of  human  beings.  In  pursu- 
ance of  this  policj',  the  board,  at  a  recent  meeting,  decided  that  as 
soon  as  the  necessary  funds  can  be  procured,  they  will  erect  a  brick 
structure  of  not  less  than  eight  rooms,  and  with  this  end  in  view  they 
have  purchased  a  piece  of  land,  yjroperly  located,  for  which  they  pay 
three  thousand  tliree  hundred  dollars.  They  have  also  purchased  a 
corner  lot  adjoining  the  Central  school  pvopert^^  This  purchase  will 
be  a  great  addition  to  the  value  and  the  beauty  of  the  grounds  when 
the  contemplated  improvements  thereon  are  made. 

Two  of  our  buildings  have  received  flags,  which  wei'e  procured  and 
presented  by  the  united  efforts  of  the  P.  O.  S.  of  A.,  G.  A.  E.  ,  S. 
of  V. ,  and  the  W.  R  C.  The  exercises  attendant  upon  the  jiresen- 
tations  have  notably  increased  the  patriotism  of  the  pupils  and  heigh- 
tened their  love  of  flag  and  countr3\ 

A  "  trade  carnival  "was  held  by  the  high  school  alumni  in  conjunction 
with  the  Carbondale  lyceum,  by  which  over  five  hundred  dollars  was 
netted  for  the  high  school  library  fund,  and  our  library  will  be  in 
creased  to  over  one  thousand  volumes  during  the  present  vacation. 


CHAMJ3EESBURG— W.  H.  Hockenbeery. 

The  statistical  tables  consituting  a  part  of  this  report  show  that  one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty -three  scholars,  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-five  girls  and  seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight  l)oys  were  enrolled 
in  the  public  schools  during  the  year  1890  and  1891,  an  increase  of 
twentv-three  over  last  year.     While  the  average  number  of  scholars  to 
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each  teacher  was  forty -six,  the  priiiiary  schools  have  an  average  enrol- 
ment of  seventy.  The  new  buildino'  now  in  course  of  erection  will 
afford  the  much-needed  relief  in  these  schools. 

With  the  completion  of  this  building  and  the  opening  of  two  more 
primary  schools,  our  accommodations  for  scholars  of  this  grade  Avill  not 
be  excelled  by  those  of  any  other  town  in  the  state ;  while  the  smaller 
enrolment  in  each  will  enable  the  teachers  to  do  more  and  better  work 
than  they  have  as  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  doing. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure,  after  a  year's  hard  work  by  a  faithful  corps 
of  teachers,  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has  been  an  upward  and 
progressive  tendeuc}^  throuahout.  There  has  been  manifest  a  general 
effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  to  go  forward  in  scholastic  and  profes 
sional  attainments,  and  to  discharge  their  school  room  duties  with 
faithfulness  and  efiicienc3^  Industry,  dilierence  and  knowledge  do 
not  always  lead  to  success,  but  there  is  no  success  without  them.  The 
teachers  realize  that  a  broad  and  liberal  culture  aids  them  not  only  in 
their  professional  duties,  but  also  adds  largely  to  their  usefulness  and 
influence  outside  of  the  school  room. 

The  steady  and  healthful  growth  exhibited  by  the  schools  indicates 
that  the  teachers  are  endeavoring  to  kee])  abreast  of  the  educational 
thought  of  the  day.  But  the  i)rogress  already  made  should  not  lull 
any  one  into  complacent  inactivity,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  should  be  an 
incentive  to  further  exertion  to  raise  the  schools  to  a  still  higher  plane 
of  excellence. 

Our  local  and  county  institutes,  and  the  frequent  grade  meetings 
held,  have  contributed  largely  in  aiding  the  teachers  to  do  better  work. 

Many  detailed  statements  al)out  our  work  could  be  made,  but  they 
would  not  likely  be  of  much  interest  except  at  or  near  home. 

The  courtesy  and  aid  of  the  directors,  the  teachers,  the  press  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  have  greatly  contributed  to  the 
pleasant  performance  of  my  own  duties. 


CHESTEE— Charles  F.  Foster. 

With  an  active  and  efficient  l)oard  of  directors,  and  a  corps  of  teachers 
enthusiastically  devoted  to  their  w(n-k,  there  has  been  but  little  of  a 
loL-al  nature  to  hinder  jii-ogress  in  our  schools.  Such  is  Chester's  re- 
cord for  1890  and  1891.  But  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  note  a  few  of  the 
adverse  influences  beyond  our  control.  We  will  try  to  do  this  briefly 
and  modestly. 

The  state  while  distributing  her  monej^  liberal!}'  and  judiciously  ia 
behalf  of  public  educuitiou,  lias  sometimes  interfered  with  our  local 
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manao'emeiit.     She  lius  not   always  decreed  wisely  in  her  legislative 
enactments  enforced  upon  ns. 

In  the  first  place,  we  think  it  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  schools  of 
this  city  that  they  are  obliged  to  suspend  ojierations  one  week  every 
year,  shortly  after  the  opening'  of  the  term,  at  a  season  when  the  chil 
dren  are  in  the  best  physical  condition,  and  most  eager  to  study,  and 
that  about  three  thousand  pupils  are  thus  sent  upon  the  streets  in  order 
that  the  teachers  may  enjoy  the  benefit  (?)  of  the  county  institute.  As 
one  consequence  of  this,  the  annual  term  of  ten  months  must  stretch 
over  into  the  heated  season  when  school  work  is  a  burden. 

Secondly,  with  all  respect  for  the  philanthropic  and  christian  women 
who  have  secured  the  present  scientific  temperance  law,  we  can  only 
characterize  it,  after  a  thorough  test  of  six  years  in  a  strict  observance 
of  all  its  details,  as  an  instance  of  harmful  legislation.  We  have  fol- 
lowed its  requirements  to  the  letter.  We  have  used  only  the  authorized 
text  books. 

Every  grade  from  first  primary  to  high  school  is  taught  physiology 
and  hygiene,  "  including  special  reference  to  the  effect  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system."  The  result 
upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  and  too  often  upon  their  personal  habits 
is  the  o}iposite  of  what  was  intended.  The  waj"  in  which  this  effect  is 
[»roduced,  for  aught  we  know,  may  be  that  illustrated  in  the  oft  repeated 
lines  of  Pope : 

"Vice  is  a  monster  of  so  frightful  mien. 
As,  to  be  hated,  needs  but  to  be  seen  ; 
Yet  seen  too  oft,  familiar  with  her  face. 
We  first  endure,  then  pity,  then  embrace." 

It  is  certain  that  a  repetition  of  any  precept,  whether  in  abstract  or 
concrete  form,  during  twelve  or  thirteen  years  of  a  school  course,  must 
produce  weariness  and  eventually  disgust  in  the  pupil's  mind,  and 
that  the  natural  perversity  of  the  human  heart  will,  in  not  a  few  cases, 
assist  to  produce  a  revulsion  in  sentiment  and  practice.  I  am  ready 
to  affirm  that  in  this  community  the  evils  which  this  legislation  aims 
to  check  are  constantly  on  the  increase  in  spite  of  the  most  thorough 
temperance  instruction  in  the  schools,  and  that  the  best  results  in  this 
line  have  been  reached  by  a  few  teachers  who,  in  a  kindly,  yet  conser 
vative,  way,  have  gained  the  confidence  of  their  ]3upils  and  by  the  vol- 
untary organization  of  children  in  "bands"  or  " societies, "  have  kept 
them  interested  in  the  various  features  of  moral  and  social  reform. 
There  can  be  no  objecticm  to  the  requirement  by  which  scientific  tem 
perance  instruction  is  made  a  part  of  the  public  school  course  within 
certain  limits,  but  when  it  becomes,  like  the  image  set  up  in  the  plain 
of  Dura  claiming  universal  homage,  it  is  well  to  ask  "  cni  honoV 
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COLUMBIA— S.  H.  Hoffman. 

Haviuii  been  remindecl  by  the  Department  that  brevity  is  a  desirable 
qnalitv  of  these  reports,  and  as  detailed  accounts  of  our  school  work 
have  been  ^iven  in  former  reports,  no  extended  remarks  will  ])e  made  at 
this  time. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  year  just  closed  brought  foi-th  no  very 
radical  changes,  and  while  we  have  no  phenomenal  successes  to  report, 
it  is  also  true  that  the  work  of  the  past  year  was  characterized  by  faith 
fid ,  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  all  connected  with  our  schools,  and 
that  evidences  of  gradual  but  substantial  progress  are  manifest  in  every 
gi-ade  and  department.  Our  course  of  study  has  been  arranged  with  a 
view  of  securing  the  greatest  possible  good  to  those  pupils  whose  cir- 
cumstances will  not  permit  them  to  remain  in  school  during  the  whole 
time  required  for  its  completion. 

Four  young  ladies,  graduates  of  our  high  school,  agreed  to  serve, 
during  the  year,  as  volunteers,  in  the  difierent  grades,  in  order  to  learn 
the  art  of  teaching  and  school  management,  under  the  direction  of  ex 
perieneed  teachers,  and  in  this  way  ]n-epare  themselves  to  enter  the 
profession. 

This  is  a  result  of  a  determination  on  the  part  of  our  board  not  to 
elect  an  entirely  inexperienced  person  to  a  position  in  any  of  our 
schools. 

The  plan  worked  admirably  ;  the  young  ladies  were  very  deeply 
interested  in  the  work  which  they  were  called  upon  to  perform  and  give 
promise  of  great  usefulness  in  the  positions  to  which  they  have  just 
been  elected :  they  are  certainly  better  qualified  to  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  the  coming  term  than  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 
Other  graduates  of  the  high  school  desire  to  serve  as  volunteers  during 
the  present  year;  we  expect  good  results  from  tliis  normal  or  training 
chxss. 

The  commencement  exercises  were  held  June  fifth  when  twelve  gradu- 
ates received  diplomas. 

Soliciting  the  continued  support  and  co  o[)eration  of  directors, 
teachers  and  other  friends  of  education,  we  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the 
present  school  j^ear,  resolved  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  advance  tlie 
interests  of  our  schools  and  to  increase  their  elficiency. 
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OOPvllY^A.    D.    COLEGROVE. 

There  is  little  in  the  history  of  our  schools  during-  the  past  year  that 
calls  for  notice  in  a  state  report.  Our  school  libraries  are  increasing 
rapidly  and  comprise  now  about  a  thousand  volumes  of  well-selected 
books.  Our  work  in  model  and  object  drawing  progresses,  although 
in  this,  as  in  music,  we  are  obliged  to  forego  the  advantage  of  asi)ecial 
teacher.  Since  my  last  report  our  board  has  made  a  beginning  in  the 
matter  of  supplying  the  schools  Avith  supplementary  reading,  and  we 
hope,  in  the  course  of  time,  to  have  our  lower  grades  furnished  with 
sevei'al  sets  of  readers. 

Probably  the  most  serious  hindrance  to  progress  has  been  the  false 
economy  that  still  jirevails  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  Will  the  time 
ever  come  when  professional  training  and  aptitude  for  the  work  shall 
receive  recognition  at  the  hands  of  school  boards?  So  long  as  we  con- 
tinue to  employ  the  unskilled,  because  they  are  cheap,  we  shall  have 
cheap  schools.  Nor  can  we  expect  proficiency  while  we  look  upon  the 
public  school  as  a  kind  of  eleemosynary  institution  carried  on  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishins"  employment  to  a  few  worthy  persons  who  need 
the  small  revenue  the  places  afford.  Such  a  jDolicy  is  ill-advised  and 
unbusinesslike,  and  would  not  be  entertained  for  a  moment  in  the 
management  of  one's  private  affairs.  Why  should  it  throttle  the  pro- 
gress of  the  public  school?  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  the 
existing  plan  of  licensing  teachers  is  partly  responsible  for  this  condi- 
tion. A  certificate  issued  under  the  present  law  is  little  or  no  evidence 
of  the  holder's  fitness  for  teaching. 

What  is  wanted  is  a  system  that,  like  law,  medicine  and  theology, 
shall  exact  of  those  who  aspire  to  teach,  a  special  preparation,  and, 
when  once  admitted,  shall  exempt  them  from  the  petty  annoyance  of 
repeated  examinations. 


DUNMOEE— L.  R.  Fowleb. 

Thovigh  we  have  labored  under  many  disadvantages  during  the  year, 
our  schools  have  been  very  prosperous. 

The  greatest  difficulty  we  had  to  encounter  was  want  of  suitable 
rooms  for  use  of  those  jjupils  who  attended  No.  1  school  before  it  was 
torn  down  to  make  room  for  the  new  one. 

This  building  was  to  be  ready  by  the  first  of  February,  but  it  is  not 
yet  completed,  and  as  one  of  the  results  we  have  had  but  nine  months 
of  school  instead  of  ten  as  heretofoie. 
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Tlio  uew  building  will  be  ready  when  the  schools  open  again  in  Sep 
teniber.     It  contains  thirteen  (13)  rooms  and  has  the  latest  improve 
ments  relating-  to  heating  and  ventilation.     Our  other  buildings,  with 
but  few  exceptions,  are  in  good  condition. 

There  is  a  strong  effort  on  the  pai-t  of  some  of  the  citizens  of  one  sec 
tion  of  the  borough  (embracing  an  area  of  ninety -nine  acres)  to  annex 
themselves  to  the  city  of  Scranton,  and  the  proceediugs  so  far  have 
been  in  their  favor,  but  the  citizens  of  the  borough  are  strongly  ojiposed 
to  the  measiu-e,  and  will  use  all  legal  means  to  prevent  it ;  they  feel  that 
if  we  must  join  the  cit}^,  let  the  whole  borough  be  annexed;  I  say  must 
because  it  is  a  small  minority  that  wish  to  join  now.  The  leaders  in  this 
movement  are  citizens  who  have  lately  moved  from  the  city  and  whose 
interests  are  mostlj'  +here.  As  the  law  is  now  being  interpreted,  should 
this  section  be  annexed  it  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  any  part  of 
the  debt  now  resting  upon  the  borough. 

We  still  hold  oiir  monthly  institutes,  and  our  teachers  strive  to  avail 
themselves  of  every  opportunity  within  their  means  to  equip  themselves 
better  for  the  work  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

A  larger  number  of  i>atrons  than  usual  attended  the  closing  exercises 
of  the  schools,  and  the  members  of  the  board  have  been  very  diligent 
in  their  labors  diiring  the  year. 

Four  night  schools  were  kept  open  three  months  during  the  year ; 
the  attendance  and  interest  were  but  fair. 

I  have  already  held  my  annual  examination  of  teachers,  and  their 
work  shows  that  they  have  kept  themselves  posted  in  the  various 
branches  of  study  and  methods  of  teaching,  and  have  kept  themselves 
well  informed  upon  the  leading  topics  of  the  day. 


E ASTON— William  W.  Cottingham. 

The  period  covered  by  this  report  is  signalized  by  a  wholesome 
activity  which  seemingly  pervaded  all  the  departments  of  our  educa- 
tional Avork.  The  summary  of  the  year's  achievements,  although  de- 
void of  any  phase  that  would  prove  an  incentive  to  vain  boasting, 
nevertheless  affords  sufficient  data  in  support  of  the  conviction  that 
the  schools  have  done  well,  and  that,  too,  in  the  direction  of  rational 
progress. 

The  results  attained  are  attributable  to  a  change  neither  in  the  or- 
ganization or  the  chissification  of  the  schools,  nor  in  the  course  of  study, 
but  rather  to  a  modification  of  the  methods  of  instruction  and  a  persis- 
tent and  united  effort  in  elevating  the  ]iui)il  to  a  higher  conception  of 
educational  aim  than  that  of  mere  grade  as  the  ultimatum  of  acquis!- 
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tion,  aDtl  in  stimulating  activity  in  the  \)nrsuit  of  knowledge  by  a  higher 
motive  than  the  mere  attainment  of  prominence  in  the  scale  of  i)er 
cents. 

A  change  of  policy  with  reference  to  school  examinations  as  a  basis 
of  promotion,  has  been  efiected,  and  this  departure  is  regarded  as  a 
movement  in  the  direct  line  of  progress.  The  methods  hitherto  em- 
ployed and  generally  recognized  as  the  most  efficient  means  of  deter- 
mining the  conditions  essential  to  school  preferment,  are  open  tocriti 
cism  by  reason  of  their  inadequacy,  in  funishing  reliable  and  satisfac 
torj'  proof  of  the  pupils'  attainments  and  capabilities.  Hence  in  this 
district,  periodic  examinations  as  specific  tests  of  the  pupil's  fitness 
for  promotion,  have  been  abandoned,  whilst  the  object,  which  they  as 
a  means,  were  intended  to  accomplish,  has  been  fairly  reached  through 
the  average  class-standing  of  the  i:)upil  as  deduced  from  the  records  of 
daily  school-work. 

This  innovation  though  radical,  has  nevertheless  exerted  a  whole- 
some influence  upon  both  pupil  and  teacher.  The  pupil,  upon  a  re- 
cognition of  the  fact  that  his  advancement  is  solely  dependent  on  self- 
energy,  is  confronted  with  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility,  and  is 
led  to  feel  that  the  character  of  each  recitation  becomes  a  factor  of  some 
value  in  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  his  promotion.  The  teacher 
enters  upon  the  discharge  of  duty  unrestrained  by  any  consideration 
other  than  that  involving  the  individual  ]>rogress  of  the  pupil  whose 
every  recitation  becomes  a  subject  of  critical  examination  and  a  matter 
of  record.  The  time  of  the  teacher  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  pro 
per  work  of  instruction,  and  no  occasion  or  temptation  is  offered  for  a 
waste  of  months  of  valuable  time  in  cramming  for  the  anticij^ated  ordeal 
of  a  final  examination,  or  for  indulgence  in  the  nefarious  practice  of 
coaching  for  mere  purposes  of  display. 

The  organization  and  maintenance  of  a  sj^stem  of  night  schools  are  a 
commendable  feature  of  this  year's  school  administration.     The  pro 
ject  was  well  received,  being  fully  endorsed  by  public  sentiment  and 
highly  appreciated  by  the  youth  of  the  city,  whose  business  engage- 
ments debarred  them  from  enjoying  the  i^rivileges  of  the  day  schools. 

The  aggregate  enrolment  of  those  schools  was  two  hundred  and 
thirty -six  for  whose  accommodation  five  distinct  schools  were  estab 
lished,  in  convenient  localities  of  the  district,  and  continued  during  a 
term  of  five  consecutive  months.  The  course  of  instruction  was  limited 
to  that  which  is  considered  as  essential  in  an  ordinary  English  edu 
cation,  and  the  methods  pursued  were  so  adjusted  as  to  meet  the  varied 
wants  of  this  body  of  unclassified  pupils. 

The  general  results  of  the  scheme  as  developed  by  the  work  of  the 
several  night  schools,  are  sufficiently  gratifying  to  warrant  a  continu 
ance  of  its  provisions  in  the  interest  of  a  large  body  of  youth,  who,  by 
reason  of  circumstances,  must  necessarily  foreg(5  the  privileges  of  an 
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ediicatiou  unless  their  needs  are  sni»v>lietl   bj'  the  opportnnities  this 
ag"ency  affords. 

The  "free  book  sj'stem,"  having  been  adopted  in  this  district,  the 
expediency  of  the  measure  has  been  fnlly  siistained  by  the  many  ad 
vantages  accruing'  from  its  introduction.

Number  in  grammar  years,  and  betwcjon  ten  and  fifteen  years  of  age, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four,  or  twenty -nine  and  one-half  i)er 
cent. 

Number  in  the  high  school,  three  hvmdred  and  eleven,  or  five  and 
one  half  per  cent. 

Actual  conditions,  the  needs  of  the  people,  rather  than  the  desire  to 
preserve  the  symmetry  of  educational  theory,  tn-tobe  in  the  front  rank 
of  the  educational  swim,  have  been  kept  in  view  in  re-organizing  the 
courses  of  study  for  the  year. 

To  the  sixty -five  ])er  cent,  in  the  i)rimary  grades,  ]-epresenting  the 
children  whom  the  necessities  of  life  force  out  of  school  at  an  early 
age,  who  most  both  "  toil  and  spin, "  the  public  school  should  surely 
give  fair  reading,  fair  writing,  the  correct  spelling-  of  the  ordinary 
words  of  life,  ])ractice  in  the  use  of  our  native  speech,  the  general  no- 
tions of  geography,  and  such  knowledge  of  arithmetic  as  will  enalde 
them  to  add,  substract,  multiply  and  divide  correctly,  and  ai)ply  the 
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fundamental  rules  to  fractions  and  simi)le  analysis.  This  much  at 
least ;  less  than  this  is  injustice  to  the  people  and  to  the  state.  There 
can  be  no  room  for  sentimental  routine  and  educational  tomfoolery. 
The  methods  should  be  short,  simple  and  direct. 

To  the  t^ramar  grades  belong  better  reading-  and  the  cultivation  of 
a  taste  for  reading,  a  clear  commprehension  of  the  grammatical  con  • 
structions  of  our  language,  practical  arithmetic,  the  general  facts  of 
geography  and  their  significance,  and  the  history  of  our  countrj-. 

These  courses,  with  the  high  school,  the  only  opportunity  of  free 
higher  education  for  the  children  of  the  people  and  a  special  two-^^ears' 
course,  or  a  thorough  examination  every  two  years  in  the  common  Ei]g- 
lish  branches,  including  ])enmanship,  book-keeping,  the  history  and 
constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  such  examination  to  be  open  to 
all  pupils  of  the  high  school,  or  to  any  who  Avish  to  take  it,  with  the 
physiology  prescribed  by  law,  as  a  matter  of  course  in  all  grades,  con- 
stitute  the  general  scope  of  the  school  work  of  tlie  city  of  Erie. 


FRANKLIN -N.  P.  Kinsley. 

The  number  of  schools,  their  organization,  and  the  course  of  study 
remain  practically  the  same  as  at  the  last  report.  No  material  changes 
have  been  made. 

Two  changes  only  were  made  in  the  corps  of  teachers,  both  to  fill 
vacancies  caused  by  resignation. 

A  hostile  element,  new  to  us,  in  the  form  of  a  boiler  shop  located 
near  one  of  the  school  buildings  had  to  be  contended  with  during  i^art 
of  the  yea^'.  Six  of  the  schools  in  one  of  the  buildings  were  directly 
"  in  range. "  But  an  application  to  the  court  by  our  directors  resulted 
in  an  injunction  which  "  silenced  the  batteries"  during  school  hours. 

All  the  teachers  have  been  re  elected,  and  the  prospects  for  next  year 
are  most  encouraging. 


HARKISBUEG— L.  O.  Foose. 

There  are  substantial  evidences  that  the  schools  of  this  city  have 
made  progress  during  die  past  year.  New  lines  of  work,  indicating 
breadth  and  liberality  have  been  taken  up,  and  changes  for  the  better 
are  visible  here  and  there  all  along  the  errades.  The  members  of  the 
board  of  directors  have  been  liberal  and  i)rogressive  in  their  support 
of  the  schools,  and  the  teachers  have  generally  shown  zeal  and  com- 
mendable ]iroficiency  in  their  work. 
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It  may  not  be  out  of  plaee  to  call  special  attoution  to  some  of  the 
promiueut  features  of  our  work. 

Drawing. 

This  subject  has  received  more  than  usual  attention.  Two  special 
teachers  have  been  employed  to  direct  the  work  in  the  schools,  and 
they  have  given  their  whole  time  to  it. 

It  is  now  taught  as  a  regular  study  in  all  the  schools,  and  is  made 
to  include  many  of  the  practical  features  in  industrial  and  mechanical 
education,  particularly  in  the  upper  grade  schools.  Each  year's  work 
is  so  graded  as  to  make  it  a  suitable  preparation  for  that  of  the  next 
succeeding  year,  and  the  whole  is  made  to  cover  a  wide  range  of  ap- 
plication of  such  phases  of  the  subject  as  will  best  meet  the  needs  of 
the  pupils  as  they  leave  the  schools  and  engage  in  the  practical  every- 
day affairs  of  life.  The  teachers  have  been  successful  in  making  the 
work  attractive  and  enjoyable  to  the  pupils  all  along  the  line,  and  have 
thus  rendered  the  study  a  popular  as  well  as  an  exceedingly  useful  one 
in  the  schools. 

Supplementary  Beading. 

For  the  past  two  years  our  board  has  been  supplying  the  schools 
with  supplementary  reading  matter,  mostly  of  a  different  kind  from 
that  usually  found  in  school  readers.  Each  school  is  furnished  with  a 
neat  wooden  box,  sufficiently  large  to  hold  from  twenty  to  fifty  books, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  school.  The  books  in  any  one  box  are  all 
the  same,  but  for  the  sake  of  variety  nearly  all  the  boxes  in  any  one 
grade  are  filled  respectively  with  as  many  different  kinds  of  books  as 
there  are  schools  of  that  grade.  At  r)eriods  of  three  or  four  months,  the 
boxes  in  each  grade  beloM-  the  higher  school  are  exchanged  among  the 
schools  of  the  respective  grade,  so  that  each  school  has  a  different  book 
from  what  it  had  during  the  last  few  periods. 

The  variety  of  books  in  each  grade  is  so  great  that  two  or  three 
years  will  elapse  before  any  one  school  will  receive  the  same  set  or 
kind  of  books  the  second  time. 

About  three  thousand  books  have  already  been  put  into  the  schools 
at  a  cost  to  the  board  of  about  one  tliousand  dollars. 

The  plan  works  well,  and  teachers  and  scholars  greatly  appreciate 
the  constant  supply  of  the  fresh  reading  matter  thus  furnished. 

Promotion  of  Scholars. 

For  the  past  ten  years  the  promotion  of  scholars  from  one  school 
or  grade  to  the  next  higher  has  been  made  about  two  months  before 
the  close  of  the  schools,  before  the  summer  vacation.  The  senior  class 
of  the  high  school  finishes  its  work  Ijy  the  last  of  April,  and  is  then 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  ])rincipal  of  the  school  until  graduation  at  the 
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close  of  the  schools  the  last  of  June.  The  other  classes  of  this  school 
are  at  once  iJromoted,  and  the  classes  from  the  advanced  ^-rammar 
schoofs,  Avhich  in  the  mean  time  have  passed  inspection,  enter  the  high 
school  immediately.  The  chang'e  in  all  the  <^rades  below  follows  at 
once,  and  in  a  few  day's  time  all  the  scholars  in  the  city  have  begun  the 
next  year's  work.  The  plan  works  well,  saves  time,  enables  the  jiroper 
authorities  to  dispose  of  all  irreg-ularities  of  special  cases  when  the 
particulars  that  make  them  difiicult  are  well  known  to  all  concerned, 
and  adds  an  inspiration  to  the  work  at  a  time  of  the  year  when  most 
needed. 

For  several  years  jiast,  fitness  for  ])romotion  in  the  liigrli  school  has 
been  ascertained  without  examination  except  in  the  instance  of  a  few 
of  the  weaker  members  of  the  classes.  ■  All  pupils  who  do  their  work 
satisfactorily  during-  the  year  are  exempt  from  examination.  Many 
have  passed  through  the  school  without  a  single  examination. 
Teachers  make  occasional  tests  and  reviews  of  work  done,  and  keep 
such  records  and  data  of  proficieny,  as  enable  them  at  the  proper 
time  to  recommend  those  qualified  for  promotion.  The  others  either 
drop  back  to  the  next  succeeding  class,  or  try  their  chances  at  an  ex- 
amination which  determines  their  standing  in  the  school.  This  reduces 
the  examination  to  a  minimum.  The  number  not  recommended  for 
promotion  by  the  teachers  becomes  less  each  year,  and  at  iiresent  is 
very  small.  This  method  of  procedure  has  secured  better  attendance, 
better  application  to  study,  more  investigation  and  inquiry,  broader 
teaching  and  more  contentment  and  enjoyment  in  school  work,  with 
little  or  none  of  the  worry  and  wear  of  the  old-time  examination. 

The  same  method  of  ascertaining  fitness  for  promotion  now  applies 
to  the  grammar  schools,  covering  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
year's  work  of  the  course,  and  will  likel}'^  be  extended  before  long  to 
all  the  grades  below. 

Limit  of  space  Avill  not  iiermit  an  account  of  the  method  of  examina- 
tion and  selection  of  teachers  and  of  other  features  of  our  work. 

Presentation  of  Flags. 

On  the  4th  of  July,  1890,  the  Junior  Order  of  United  American 
Mechanics  presented  a  large  Amercian  flag  to  the  board  of  directors 
for  each  school  building  in  the  city,  and  two  smaller  ones  for  each 
school  room.  The  occasion  was  made  one  of  public  demonstration  in 
which  the  members  of  the  order  in  the  city,  and  the  directors,  the 
teachers  and  the  pupils  of  the  schools  participated. 
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HAZLETON-  David  A.  Hauman. 

A  hearty  co-oi^eriitiou  of  the  school  board,  a  commendable  earnest- 
ness upon  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  a  fair  degree  of  progress  among 
the  pupils,  have  made  the  term  just  closed  more  than  ordinarily  satis- 
factory. The  same  progressive  spirit  and  unanimity  of  action  that 
were  manifested  by  the  directors  last  year,  characterized,  the  i)resent 
board,  so  that  the  labor  of  teachers  and  superintendent  has  been  made 
exceedingly'  pleasant. 

The  salaries  of  teachers  were  increased  more  than  a  thousand  dollars, 
and  all  of  the  previous  year's  cori)s  who  had  been  successful  and  ap- 
])lied,  were  re-elected. 

A  four-roomed  school  building  was  completed,  and  everything  modern 
that  has  merit,  was  introduced  in  the  heating,  ventilating,  lighting 
and  furnishine-  thereof. 

Prang's  sj'stem  of  form  study  and  drawing  Avas  adopted,  and  a  most 
satisfactory  year's  work  in  that  branch  was  accomplished  under  the 
circuit  supervision  of  Miss  Stella  Skinner. 

The  national  music  course  was  re-adopted  and  new  charts  and  music 
readers  were  jiurchased.  The  tonic  sol-fa  system  is  taught  in  our  pri- 
mary grades  and  many  of  its  devices  are  continued  throughout  the 
entire  musical  course. 

The  high  school  library  Avas  transferred  to  a  new  case  and  a  numljer  of 
valuable  books  were  added  Forty  copies  of  the  "  Week's  Current,. "  were 
placed  in  the  high  school  and  the  A  e-rammar  grades.  The  portraits 
of  Dr.  Higbee  were  neatly  framed  and  hung  in  each  of  the  thirty -five 
schools.  In  addition  to  crayon  and  erasers  usually  furnished  by  school 
districts,  our  board  supplies  practice  paper  for  writing  and  drawing, 
lead  and  slate  pencils,  pens  and  penholders,  ink,  examination  and 
comi^osition  paper,  rulers,  pointers,  whisks,  towels,  soa^i,  looking- 
glasses,  door-mats,  industrial  material,  such  as  thread,  weaving-mats, 
]3aiier  for  folding  and  cutting,  clay,  etc. 

AYhile  never  extravagant,  they  liaA'e  contributed  laraely  to  the  suc- 
cess of  our  schools  by  their  generous  treatment  of  the  teachers  and 
their  liberal  supply  of  whatever  Avas  actually  needed  for  the  proper 
work  of  the  school  room. 

The  ])ublic  exhibition  of  what  was  accomplished  in  the  schools  was 
held  in  the  town  hall  and  embraced  much  the  same  as  Avas  reported 
to  the  department  in  former  years.  It  Avas,  hoAvever,  more  complete 
and  satisfactory  than  at  any  time  in  the  ]iast.  Not  oidy  did  our  oaa'u 
citizens  manifest  an  interest  in  this  exhibit  but  a  number  of  visitors, 
teachers  princi]ially  from  neighboring  localities,  examined  it  carefully. 

For  some  years  Ave  have  been  trying  to  have  the  promotion  of  ])upils 
rest  more  largely  Avith  the  individual  teachers,  believing  that  they,  if 
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the  1  u'o  11  er  persons  for  their  positions,  conld  do  it  with  lessstmin  n[>on 
the  child  and  more  justly,  too,  than  the  superintendent  alone. 

Finally,  at  the  beginuino'  of  the  present  school  term  the  board  ^ave 
us])ermission  to  say  to  the  pupils  that  by  making  a  satisfactory  record 
throughout  the  year  in  diligence,  recitation,  progress  and  deportment, 
they  would  be  excused  from  a  final  exami]iation  by  the  superintendent. 

This  rule  was  applicable  to  all  grades  except  the  graduating  class 
of  the  high  school,  and  under  it  fully  one  half  of  all  the  promotions 
were  made  by  the  teachers  -,  next  year  the  number  will  doubtless  be 
still  g-reater,  as  the  honor  and  advantag'e  of  being-  thus  promoted  only 
became  a]iparent  to  some  when  they  found  themselves  underg-oing: 
an  ordeal  from  which  man}'  of  their  classmates  were  excused  by  reason 
of  meritorious  term  records. 

I  regrret  to  report  that  Mr.  P.  J.  Gough,  who  has  so  satisfactorily 
filled  the  position  of  i)rincii)al  of  the  high  school,  has  accepted  a  call 
elsewhere.  While  with  us  he  won  the  esteem  not  only  of  his  pupils, 
but  also  of  the  entire  corps  of  teachers.  We  wish  him  "God  speed," 
in  his  new  field. 


HAZLE  TOWNSHIP,  LUZERNE  COUNTY -Joseph  H.  Jones. 

There  are  but  fourteen  school  districts  in  the  state  including:  the  larg-e 
cities  in  which  the  teachers'  wag-es  amount  to  as  much  as  in  Hazle 
township.  We  have  forty -one  schools  and  an  averagre  daily  attendance 
of  only  thirty-two  pujiils.  The  averag-e  monthly  wag-es  paid  to  male 
teachers  is  sixty  six  dollars  and  ten  cents  ;  to  female  teachers,  forty-six 
dollars  and  seventeen  cents.  Among  our  corps  of  teachers  for  the  term 
just  closed  are  seventeen  normal  graduates,  ten  who  hold  permanent 
certificates,  three  have  professionals  and  eleven  have  provisional 
certificates.  Twenty -five  have  an  experience  in  teaching-  of  five  years 
or  more,  and  but  three  were  beg-inners.  I  can  also  very  truthfully 
say  that  as  a  rule,  Ave  have  had  faithful  and  laborious  teachers,  suc- 
cessful schools,  and  unsur[)assed  educational  advantages.  The  effi- 
ciency of  the  teaching-  force  has  not  been  surpassed  by  an^'  anunal  ap- 
pointments within  the  last  ten  years.  The  character  of  appointees 
and  the  security  of  experienced  teachers  depend  very  larg-ely  upon 
the  number  of  provisioned  certificates  issued  after  the  ^yearly  examina 
tion.  At  the  last  examination  there  Avere  forty  three  apjilicants  only 
eig-hteen  of  Avhom  received  certificates.  It  is  difticult  for  the  directors 
to  refuse  appointments  to  townshi[)  apjjlicants  if  they  have  the  neces- 
sary certificates. 

Notwithsanding-  the  high  character  of  our  schools,  in  some  parts  of 
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the  township  they  Jo  not  receive  the  patronage  and  recnhiritj-  of  at- 
tendance that  show  the  i)eople's  appreciation.  In  these  h)calities  one- 
third  or  move  of  the  people  cannot  speak  the  English  languag-e,  having- 
arrived  within  a  few  years  from  southern  Europe.  These  jieople  not 
only  neglect  and  fail  to  educate  their  own  children,  but  their  residence 
among  others  has  a  demoralizing  influence. 

The  number  of  visits  bj'  the  superintendent  during  the  ])ast  year 
was  four  hundretl  and  fifty-one,  which  is  more  than  the  usual  number ; 
the  length  of  time  spent  in  each  ro(^ni  being  a  day,  half-day,  etc.  The 
directors  iiave  also  been  diligent  in  visiting,  considering  the  extent 
of  the  distri(^t  and  the  distance  between  the  remotest  school  buildings 
which  is  thirteen  miles.  They  made  one  hundred  and  eighty  seven 
visits. 

In  seven  of  the  grammar  schools  where  the  advancement  of  scholars 
warranted  it,  advanced  studies,  such  as  geometry,  Latin,  etc,  have  been 
added  to  the  common  branches. 

The  attendance  at  Milnesville  had  become  too  large  for  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  two  rooms  in  that  x:>lace,  the  board,  therefore,  erected 
an  additional  room  during  the  past  \'ear.  This  building  is  a  model 
worthy  "f  imitation  in  the  construction  of  future  school  buildings.  It 
is  not  only  a  model  in  appearance  both  inside  and  outside,  but  also  in 
architectural  design  and  convenience. 

The  township  is  amply  provided  with  apparatus,  and  any  further 
introduction  of  novelties,  devices  and  inventions  such  as  are  too  fre- 
quently carried  from  township  to  township,  and  borough  to  borough, 
should  be  opposed  unless  they  be  of  extraordinary  utility  in  teaching. 
Large  globes,  maps  in  cases,  reading  charts,  unabridged  dictionaries, 
and  physiological  manikins  have  been  provided  unstintingly.  Less 
apparatus  often  and  skilfully  used  is  much  lietter  than  many  more 
teach  easies  unfrequentl}'  and  a\\kwardly  used  :  moreover,  devices  and 
simple  apparatus  originated  by  the  teacher  himself  are  often  more 
practical  and  instructive  to  children  than  the  costly  and  tinseled  charts 
made  to  catch  the  eyes  of  directors  and  Avhich  are  easy  of  sale. 

Of  our  institute  sessions  we  sooke  before  in  making  monthly  re- 
ports. The  teachers  attended  more  inmctually  and  regularly  than  for  a 
number  of  years ;  the  programmes  always  occupied  the  full  time  and 
were  appreciated.  Man 3^  years  ago  institutes  were  conducted  after  the 
manner  of  schools,  lessons  were  assigned,  studied  and  recited  ;  later  on 
difficulties  in  parsing  and  analyzing,  test  problems  in  arithmetic,  and 
catch  questions  generally,  engaged  the  attention  of  teachers'  meetings  ; 
but  educational  meetings  now  are  accomplishing  the  objects  of  their 
organization,  nameh%  the  study  of  the  mind,  methods  of  teaching  and 
how  to  overcome  difficulties  in  the  school  rooms. 
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HUNTINGDON— L.  8.  Shimmell. 

As  a  commissioned  superintendent,  I  have  been  in  ofHce  only  three 
months,  bnt  the  schools  of  Hunting-don  have  enjoyed  the  advantages 
of  a  snperintendency  for  at  least  ten  years.  Since  1881,  the  princii^al 
of  the  hig-h  school  has  been  virtually  superintendent,  never  teaching' 
more  than  an  hour  or  tAvo  each  day  :  the  remaining  hours  were  devoted 
to  the  supervision  of  the  schools  in  general. 

The  election  of  a  superintendent  in  accordance  M'ith  the  provisions 
of  the  law,  has,  therefore,  made  no  material  change  so  far  in  our  schools, 
excepting  the  examination  of  the  teachers.  In  that  I  departed  some- 
what from  the  customary  way,  bj'^  examining  the  applicants  for  primary 
grades  on  different  ground  from  that  on  Avliich  I  examined  the  appli- 
cants for  gi-ammar  grades.  For  instance,  in  arithmetic  the  i)rimary 
teachers,  instead  of  being  examined  in  bank  discount  or  similar  figures 
or  compound  jiartnership,  were  asked  to  tell  how  they  would  show 
concretely  to  a  class  that  five  divided  by  seven,  equals  five-sevenths, 
or  that  one  third  and  one-half  equals  five-sixths.  Again,  in  history, 
instead  of  being  examined  on  "reconstruction,"  "demonetization,"  or 
"  resumption, "  the  primary  teachers  were  asked  to  outline  a  series  of 
lessons  from  the  "  settlements,"  that  would  be  suitable  for  oral  history 
in  their  grades ;  or  they  were  asked  to  give  a  biographical  outline  of 
Columbus,  "Washington,  Lincoln  and  other  noted  men  about  whom,  as 
a  nucleus  historical  facts  may  be  grouped,  or  to  give  an  account  of  in- 
cidents of  battles  that  would  be  specially  interesting  to  beginners. 

Likewise  in  geogi'aphy,  instead  of  having  the  change  of  seasons  or 
the  i^henomena  of  earthquakes  and  volcanoes  explained  by  the  pri- 
mary teachers,  the\^  were  required  to  name,  locate,  describe  and  give 
characteristics  of  certain  animals,  plants,  minerals  or  precious  stones. 
Thiis,  throughout  the  common  liranches,  the  primarj^  teachers  were 
tested  in  the  knowledge  of  those  things  which  can  be  appropriated  in 
teaching  primary  grades.  Though  the  questions  may  have  seemed 
eas3'  to  the  casual  observer,  yet  they  were  ecpialh'  difficult  if  answered 
properly. 

In  deference  to  a  large  class  of  patrons,  the  board  last  summer  made 
the  study  of  Latin  elective.  In  a  four  years'  course  in  the  hig-h  school 
Latin  had  been  a  regular  study  through  three  j'ears.  Now  i^upils  may 
take  drawing  two  years,  double  entrj'  book-keeping  one  year,  and  an 
advanced  course  in  United  States  history  one  j^ear  instead  of  Latin. 
This  chang-e  has  proven  highly  satisfacotry  to  those  who  look  upon 
education  mainly  as  a  means  to  an  end :  Avhile  it  has  been  a  i^ositive 
benefit  to  those  Avho  look  upon  education  as  something-  to  be  desired 
for  its  own  sake.  The  Latin  classes  are  now  no  long-er  retarded  in  their 
progress  by  those  who  were  led  to  the  Avater  uuAvilling  to  drink. 

In  order  to  give  those  Avho  choose  the  draAving  and  book-keeiiing-. 
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lis  vahiable  a  course  as  the  Latin,  the  board  enii^loyed  specialists  in 
these  branches.  To  teach  drawing,  a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts 
Art  School,  Miss  Charlotte  Meudum,  was  secured.  In  the  high  school 
a  course  was  put  into  ojxuation,  that  would  teach  drawing  as  the  Ian 
guage  of  mechanics,  that  would  give  the  skill  to  use  the  pencil  in  ex- 
pressing mechanical  ideas.  As  that  skill  is  the  foundation  of  success 
in  all  mechanical  jnirsuits,  the  teacher  was  emphatically  instructed  to 
make  it  the  end  of  all  her  work.  In  the  other  schools  the  Prang  system 
was  adopted,  because  it  seems  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  ]iurpose  for 
Avhich  we  introduced  the  study  into  our  schools.  This,  together  with 
modeling,  is  the  extent  of  manual  training  in  the  Huntingdon  schools ; 
and,  though  many  think  differently,  we  do  not  consider  it  feasible  or 
advisable  to  give  technical  instruction  in  the  common  schools,  other 
than  drawing  and  modeling. 

We  do  this :  the  childi-en  make,  with  their  own  hands,  but  at  home 
not  at  school,  all  sorts  of  miniature  articles  in  the  line  of  clothing,  furni- 
ture, buildings,  fancy  work,  i)lay things,  etc.,  which  they  bring  to  the 
school  for  exhibition  during  the  term  and  at  the  end  of  the  term.  It 
is  simply  wonderful  what  a  child  can  make  when  nature  is  allowed  to 
have  perfect  freedom.  Some  boys  work  a  month  and  longer  at  a  single 
thing.  The  com]detion  of  something  difficult  to  make  is  accompanied 
with  as  much  ]iride  and  pleasure  as  the  answer  to  some  knotty  question 
in  arithmetic,  and  the  effect  of  such  a  victory  on  character  is  equally 
valuable. 

Education  is  a  plant  of  slow  growth  ;  it  is  impossible  for  a  teacher 
to  make  an  exhibit  of  the  fruits  of  his  3^ear's  work,  such  as  the  farmer 
makes  at  an  agricultural  fair,  yet  in  such  branches  as  penmanship, 
drawing,  and  the  use  of  the  mother  tongue,  it  is  his  privilege  to  note 
very  perceptible  ]n'Ogress  if  he  makes  special  efforts. 

Our  teachers  secured  remarkably  good  results  in  penmanslii]i  and 
language  within  the  last  year.  Some  eighteen  months  ago  the  board 
sent  me  to  Boston,  Cambridge,  Somerville  and  Quincy,  Massachusetts, 
to  visit  schools.  I  learned  then  that  there  are  possibilities  in  penman- 
ship and  the  use  of  the  English  language  of  which  I  had  not  dreamed. 
I  came  home  and  told  the  teachers  what  I  had  seen.  We  held  a 
"council  of  war,"  and  ]ilanned  a  campaign,  the  victories  of  which  are 
l^lainly  visible  in  our  schools  to  day. 
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JOHNSTOWN— T.  B.  Johnston. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  school  controllers  of  this  city,  after  the 
election  of  a  city  superintendent  last  June,  was  to  adopt  the  same 
course  of  study,  the  same  series  of  text  books,  and  the  same  reg^ula- 
tions  governing-  the  old  boroug-h  of  Johnstown,  for  the  schools  of  the 
consolidated  city.  This  was  a  wise  move  and  made  the  Avork  of  orga- 
nizing- the  schools  of  the  seven  boroughs  plain ;  they  Mere  to  conform 
to  what  was  already  established,  and  the  superintendent  was  thus 
enabled  to  grade  the  schools  in  a  xevy  short  time. 

Now,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  all 
parts  of  the  new  city  is  a  matter  of  encouragement,  for  it  is  such  that 
much  better  progress  for  the  children  may  be  expected  in  the  year  to 
come. 

Two  additional  schools  were  opened  during  the  term  to  accommodate 
increased  attendance,  Avhile  half -day  sessions  obtained  in  the  primaries 
because  of  insufficient  rooms. 

Two  new  buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection,  one  an  eight - 
room  building  and  the  other  a  twelve-room  building.  They  have  been 
carefull}^  ]^lanned,  and  will  be  modern  in  every  respect. 

This  city  has  had  but  few  first  class  school  buildings  because  the 
urgent  demands  of  the  present  were  met,  and  the  future  was  left  to 
care  for  itself.  In  the  matter  of  building  the  board  of  control  is  mov- 
ing slowly  but  wiseh%  not  desiring  to  burden  the  ])eople,  but  the  new 
buildings, Avhen  completed,  will  be  fully  equal  to  the  needs  of  the  schools 
in  the  wards  where  the}'  are  located,  and  withal  an  ornament  to  the 
city.     The  policy  in  the  future  Avill  be  to  build  slowly  but  well. 

The  work  of  the  schools  culminated  i]i  the  high  school  commence- 
ment, when  twelve  jiupils  were  graduated.  If  iiublic  interest  in  these 
exercises  counts  for  anything  the  schools  are  i)opular  with  the  people. 
The  class  was  greeted  by  the  largest  audience  ever  assembled  in  this 
city. 

Owing  to  the  task  of  organizing  the  schools  of  seven  boroughs  under 
one  system,  and  the  great  distances  to  be  walked,  the  year  has  been 
one  of  unusual  labor,  but,  with  all  this,  one  of  pleasure,  too,  for  I 
acknowledge  gratefully  that  I  have  had  the  Avilling  help  of  teachers 
and  pupils. 
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LANCASTER— li.  K.  Buehkle. 

The  anuual  report  is  intended  to  bo  a  statement  of  the  educational 
condition  of  the  respective  city  and  of  the  measures  taken  to  improve  it. 

PUOGIIESS. 

The  growth  in  population  naturally  bring-s  with  it  increase  in  the 
number  of  pui)ils  and  teachers  as  well  as  additional  school  room  ac- 
commodations. If  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  shows  an  increase 
laig-er  than  the  growth  in  population,  that  is  an  evidence  of  educa- 
tional progress,  and  the  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  replacing-  of 
primitive,  ill-adapted  school  houses  by  superior  new  building-s  and 
of  instruction  better  in  qualitj^  and  quantit3\  If  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  teachers  has  been  less  than  that  of  pupils,  with  less  over- 
crowding- of  schools,  that  is  an  evidence  of  economic  and  skilful  super- 
vision. On  the  other  hand,  the  relative  cost  of  maintaining  a  system 
of  j^ublic  instruction,  while  due  to  a  number  of  causes,  must, neverthe- 
less, be  chiefly  conditioned  by  the  the  financial  management  of  the 
board  of  school  directors. 
In  all  these  respects,  Lancaster  stands  in  the  front  rank. 
The  increase  in  our  population  during  the  decade  just  jiast,  accord- 
ing- to  the  census,  is  tw^enty  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  while  the  num- 
ber of  iiupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  shows  an  increase  of  thirty -six 
per  cent.  During  the  same  period, five  new^  school  building-s  have  been 
erected  to  replace  fifteen  old  worn-out  structures,  besides  five  others 
erected  to  make  room  for  the  increase  in  our  school  i^opulation.  As 
regards  the  quality  of  the  instruction  given,  perhaps  the  best  evidence 
is  the  universal  applause  bestowed  on  the  exhibit  of  school  work  made 
at  the  close  of  the  terms,  and  the  quantity  may  be  judged  from  the  sub- 
joined course  of  study.

The  increase  in  the  teaching  force  has  been  but  eighteen  per  cent. , 
and  yet  so  well  have  the  pupils  been  distributed  that  but  one  primary 
school  ^the  grade  generally  overcrowded),  reported  a  term  average  of 
over  sixty,  while  the  term  a\erage  of  all  the  schools  in  this  grade  did 
not  exceed  foity-four  for  any  one  school,  and  that  of  all  the  schools 
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in  the  city  reached  forty-two  to  a  teacher.  As  showiug  liow  our  pupils 
are  distributed,  as  regards  grades  and  sex,  the  following"  tabular  state- 
ment may  be  of  interest :

As  regards  the  finances  of  the  school  district,  no  city  in  the  state 
can  make  a  better  showing".  Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of 
buildings  erected  and  the  fact  that  all  books,  stationery  and  school 
supplies  of  every  description  are  supplied  to  every  pupil  absolutely 
free  of  cost,  the  debt  has  reached  only  ninety -eight  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  tax-rate  is  only  three  and  one-half  mills. 

Among  the  educational  events  of  the  year,  the  most  far  reaching  in 
its  consequences,  was  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  P.  Wickersham.  Few  cities 
have  been  as  higly  favored  as  ours  which  has  numbered  the  three  great 
state  superintendents  among  its  citizens  of  whom  tAvo  served  for  years 
as  school  directors.  Among  these  three  Dr.  Wickersham  was  facile 
pi'inceps  as  regards  the  union  of  legislative,  executive  and  educational 
qualifications  demanded  for  this  office,  and  all  these  he  cheerfully  em- 
ployed in  the  service  of  his  fellow  citizens  Avhen  he  afterwards  accepted 
the  office  of  school  director.  It  was  largely  due  to  his  efforts,  that 
the  iDlan  of  supplying  text-books  and  all  stationery  free  of  cost  to  the 
pupils,  was  adopted,  and  he  also,  as  chairman,  guided  and  directed  the 
deliberations  of  the  special  committee,  to  whose  wise  and  careful  plan- 
ning we  shall  owe,  what  will,  in  all  probability,  be  the  two  finest  school 
houses  in  the  city.  Thoroughly  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  schools, 
he  is  and  will  be  greatly  missed  in  every  eflort  made  for  their  improve- 
ment. 
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LEBANON— Cyrus  Bogee. 

The  -school  year  was  opened  by  takinj^-  i^ossession  of  tlie  new  high 
school  buildiug-,  and  by  placing-  therein,  under  one  principal,  the  pre- 
viously separate  boys'  and  girls'  high  schools.  This  building  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  finest  iii  the  state.  It  contains  four  large  school  rooms, 
ample  cloak  rooms,  two  commodious  class  rooms,  a  library  room, 
Avhich  is  used  also  for  holding  the  teachers'  monthly  meetings,  and  the 
superintendent's  office,  in  which  the  board  of  control  hold  their  meet- 
ings. It  is  successfully  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead  system  ; 
the  rooms  are  supplied,  with  furniture  of  the  best  quality  and  style, and 
slate  surface  is  put  on  the  wall  for  class  use. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  high  school  is  in  a  iirosperous  con- 
dition.    Its  graduating  class  numbered  twenty -nine. 

Our  rapidly  growiug  population  required  more  school  accommoda- 
tions. At  the  beginning  of  the  term  many  schools  were  too  large ; 
but  the  opening  of  five  new  schools  gave  the  needed  relief. 

During  the  year  the  "old  academy"  was  comi3letely  transformed. 
It  now  contains  four  well-lighted  and  newly  furnished  school  rooms; 
and  the  exterior  has  been  so  entirely  altered  and  beautified  that  it  de- 
served a  new  name.  It  is  now  called  the  Stevens  building,  and  is  truly 
an  ornament  to  the  city. 

Some  of  the  leading  features  of  the  year's  work,  were  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  grades  below  the  high  school  from  seven  to  five,  the 
establishing  of  five  new  schools  at,  or  near,  the  middle  of  the  term, 
the  locating  twice,  during  the  school  year,  of  a  large  number  of  pupils 
and  teachers,  and  the  introduction  of  a  different  system  of  examinations 
for  ])romotion. 

With  the  exception  of  text-books,  the  board  now  furnishes  all  station- 
ery and  other  school  supplies  free.  This  was  a  move  in  the  right  di- 
rection, and  one  which  greatly  facilitates  the  teacher's  work.  It  is 
fondly  to  be  hoped  that  the  increased  state  appropriation  will  enable 
the  next  board  to  furnish  free  books. 

The  true  spirit  of  im]5rovement  manifested  itself  also  in  the  adoption 
of  the  national  music  course  for  use  in  the  schools. 

The  teachers  held  monthly  meetings  at  which,  in  addition  to  dis- 
cussions of  principles  and  methods,  regular  instruction  was  e"iven  in 
phonology,  natural  history  and  music.  Much  interest  was  manifested 
in  these  branches  of  study.  Such  teachers  as  were  known  to  have 
special  qualifications  in  each  branch  were  selected  to  conduct  the  work 
at  all  meetings. 

New  books,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  have  been  added  to 
the  teachers'  and  high  school  library. 

To  be  able  to  Avrite  a  fair  and  legible  hand,  and  to  read  naturally 
and  intelligently,  are  acquirements  which  can  and  should  be  secured 
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in  the  grades  below  the  high  school.  The  foundation  for  good  i3en- 
manship,  as  well  as  good  reading,  is  laid  in  the  lower  gi-ades.  Here 
habits  ar3  formed,  which,  if  wrong,  are  hard  to  change.  Therefore 
considerable  effort  was  directed  to  improve  the  teaching  of  these 
branches  in  the  primary  gi'ade.  The  teachers  heartily  co-operated  and 
some  good  results  followed. 

Earnestness  and  zeal  characterized  the  work  of  the  teachers.  The 
directors  showed  their  interest  by  complying  Avith  all  proper  requests 
for  the  comfort  of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  by  making  many  personal 
visits  to  encourage  the  good  work. 

The  new  superintendent  feels  grateful  to  directors  and  teachers  for 
their  hearty  co-oioeration  in  his  arduous  labors. 


LOCK  HAVEN— John  A.  Kobb. 

Our  work  during  the  past  year  has  not  differed  very  materially  from 
that  of  other  years. 

Thoroughness  during  the  past  year  has  characterized  our  work  more 
than  ever  before.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  develop  in  teachers  and 
pupils  alike,  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  results.  We  require  the 
pupils  not  to  memorize,  but  to  comprehend  the  contents  of  the  text- 
books. 

The  public  schools  are  pre-eminently  the  schools  of  the  people,  and 
should  be  conducted  so  as  to  yield  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number. 

While  it  would  be  fatal  to  a  school  system  to  make  examinations  so 
easy  and  regulations  so  lax  that  pupils  could  enter  any  grade  at  plea- 
sure, it  would  be  alike  a  mistake  to  make  the  standard  so  high  and  re- 
quirements for  entrance  upon  the  high  school  course  so  rigid  as 
effectually  to  debar  the  great  majority  of  our  juipils  from  receiving 
any  advantage  from  higher  study. 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  has  been  conscientious  and  thorough. 
In  fact  nearly  all  our  teachers  have  done  good  work. 

Our  boys  and  girls  seem  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
the  annual  examiantions  are  not  the  end  of  study.  They  are  learning 
to  think  better  and  to  act  better.  Morals  and  manners  have  been  em- 
phasized in  our  instruction. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  may  add  that  the  past  year,  whilst  one  of 
constant  care  and  responsibility,  alike  to  teacher  and  superintendent, 
has  not  been  without  its  compensations  in  the  general  improvement  of 
our  schools. 
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With  the  kind  co-operation  of  oiir  school  board  in  the  line  of  pro- 
gress, with  a  disposition  to  devote  my  best  energies  to  the  work  en- 
trusted to  me,  I  shall  endeavor,  with  the  help  of  our  faithful  corps  of 
teachers,  to  advance  our  schools  to  a  higher  plane  of  progress  and  effi- 
ciency. 


MAHANOY  CITY— Frank  Seward  Miller. 

The  work  of  the  year  just  closed  has  been,  in  many  respects,  but  a 
repetition  of  the  good  work  of  former  years 

The  thirty  teachers  of  the  Mahanoy  Cit}?^  schools  have,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  proved  themselves  competent,  energetic,  and  successful 
public  school  workers.  Some  few  changes,  which  it  was  believed 
would  work  a  needed  improvement  in  certain  directions,  were  attempted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and,  so  far,  the  results  seem  to  justfy 
the  course  taken.  The  grading  of  the  schools  was  changed  so  as  to 
relieve  the  primary  grades  of  their  crowded  condition,  to  enable  a 
greater  percentage  of  pupils  to  reach  the  grammar  and  high  schools, 
and  to  give  everj^  pupil  the  benefit  of  attendance  at  school  for  full  time, 
instead  of  only  half-day  sessions.  Term  examinations  as  a  test  for  pro- 
motions were  discontinued  in  all  schools  below  the  high  school,  and  a 
system  of  monthly  reviews  and  recommendations  was  substituted. 
Teachers,  instead  of  being  elected  to  certain  schools,  were  elected  by 
number,  and  assigned  to  schools  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  and 
changed  from  one  school  to  another  during  the  year  by  the  superinten- 
dent, said  assignments  and  changes  being  subject  to  the  approval  of  a 
committee  of  three  directors.  In  all  these  changes,  as  well  as  in  the 
older  and  better  established  lines  of  school  work,  parents,  directors 
and  teachers  have  worked  harmoniously  together  for  the  cause  of  public 
education,  and  have  given  me  their  earnest  and  hearty  support. 

With  such  favorable  conditions,  the  future  must  bring  other  and 
more  remarkable  improvements,  which  will  be  but  a  very  small  part 
of  the  great  work  that  is  being  done  in  elevating  and  building  up  the 
public  school  work  of  the  state. 


McKEESPORT— P.  A.  Shanor. 

The  growth  of  our  city  has  been  phenomenal.  For  ten  years  the 
superintendent  and  board  of  education  have  constantly  struggled  with 
the  problem  of  how  to  secure  sufficient  facilities  to  accommodate  our 
rapidly  growing  school  jjopulation.     We  hope  to  be  free  from  this 
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I^roblem  in  a  few  months,  for  the  first  time  in  a  decade.  The  South 
Park  bnikling-,  now  in  process  of  construction,  and  the  Ninth  Avenue 
buihlinji',  dedicated  in  January  last,  ])romise,  for  a  short  time  at  least, 
to  furnish  ample  accomodation  for  all  our  schools. 

Our  high  school  has  been  especially  well  provided  for  during-  the 
year.  It  now  occupies  pleasant  and  commodious  quarters  in  the  Ninth 
Avenue  building.  Early  in  the  term  it  was  presented  by  McKees- 
port  Coimcil  No.  109,  and  Tube  City  Council  No.  378,  Junior  Order 
United  American  Mechanics,  with  a  magnificient  grand  piano,  a  large 
Bible  and  a  beautiful  flag.  The  presentation  exercises  Avere  held  in 
White's  oi)era  house,  in  the  presence  of  an  immense  audience,  and 
were  exceedingly  interesting  and  instructive. 

The  work  in  our  high  school  has  been  greatly  broadened  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a  commercial  and  a  coUeg-e  preparatory  course.  The  former  is 
especially  valuable,  as  a  means  of  retaining  in  school  the  large  number 
of  boys  who,  in  this  busy,  manufacturing  city,  drop  out  of  the  ranks 
long-  before  the  high  school  is  reached. 

During  the  year  our  teachers  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  special  in- 
struction, in  reading,  from  Prof.  Byron  AY.  King,  LL.  D.,  of  Curry 
School  of  Elocution  and  Oratory  :  in  music,  from  Prof.  Carmichael,  of 
Mercer;  and  in  di'awing  from  Miss  Siegmiller,  of  Grand  Eapids, 
Micldgan. 

The  result  of  the  work  -was  good.  Much  more  interest  was  awakened 
in  the  respective  branches,  and  broader  and  better  work  secured. 

With  the  close  of  this  year  our  schools  pass  from  a  borough  to  a 
city  g-ovemment.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the  new  regime, they  will  con- 
tinue to  advance  in  every  dejiartment.  The  personnel  of  the  new  board 
of  education  gives  promise  of  an  efficiency  and  thoroughness  in  man- 
agement that  will  permit  of  no  retrog-ression. 


MEADVILLE— H.  Y.  Hotchkiss. 

The  work  of  the  year  in  our  schools  has  been  characterized  by  no 
marked  changes.  The  course  of  study  remains  about  as  it  was  one 
year  ago. 

While  we  have  endeavored  to  look  carefully  to  all  lines  of  Avork, 
especial  attention  has  been  given  to  the  subjects  of  written  language 
and  reading. 

In  written  language,  our  pupils  have  acquired  the  power  to  do  very 
good  work,  so  far  as  its  form  is  concerned ;  but  in  their  ability  to  think 
clearly  and  to  express  thought  with  accuracy,  force  and  originality, 
the  results  are  not  what  they  should  be.     It  is  true  there  are  difficulties 
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in  successful  languag-e  teaching-  which  cannot,  in  the  nature  of  the  sub- 
jects, exist  in  other  branches,  yet  we  believe  that  these  difficulties  are 
not  iniiuperable. 

Another  subject,  kindred  to  language  and  even  more  important,  is 
reading.  The  best  of  schools,  in  our  judgment,  are  not  drawing  very- 
near  to  ideal  work  in  this  branch. 

The  average  piipil  reader,  and  very  many,  too,  who  read  well  from 
the  series  of  school -readers,  stumble  and  halt  wretchedly  when  given 
something  outside  this  line  of  reading.  Again,  in  the  grammar  schools, 
no  lesson  is  taken  with  less  interest  and  enthusiasm  than  the  reading 
lesson.     There  must  be  a  cause.     What  is  it? 

The  readers, from  the  lowest  grade  to  the  highest,  are  not,  as  a  rule, 
adapted  to  the  teaching  of  anything  more  than  word  naming.  Their 
aim  is  probably  to  teach  hoio  to  read,  not  lohat  to  read  -,  but  even  in 
this  they  are  a  failure. 

Real  reading  consists  in  the  association  of  new  thought  with  com- 
binations of  old  words.  The  preparation  for  reading  consists,  largely, 
in  the  acquisition  of  a  vocabulary.  The  preparation  for  ordinary  read- 
ing should  be  nearly  completed  in  third  year  grade.  Reading  exer- 
cises beyond  that  grade  should  be  chiefly  for  information  and  culture, 
■while  many  of  the  exercises  even  in  third  grade  and  below  may  be  of 
that  character. 

We  have  been  endeavoring  during  the  year  to  improve  our  school 
work  in  harmony  with  these  ideas. 

Our  board  of  controllers  has  pursued  a  liberal  iiolicy  during  the 
year.  Both  teachers  and  superintendent  appreciate  this  policy  and 
trust  that  it  wdll  continue. 


NANTICOKE— Claeence  B.  Millee. 

I  have  but  little  to  report  that  is  new.  A  new  course  of  study 
adopted  by  our  board  at  the  beginning  of  the  term,  the  very  success- 
ful introduction  of  the  Prang  system  of  form  study  and  drawing  under 
the  able  direction  of  a  special  teacher,  Miss  Stella  Skinner,  and  the 
addition  of  one  year  to  our  high  school  course  of  study  cover  every- 
thing tha   may  be  considered  new. 

A  new  building  containing  rooms  especially  fitted  for  the  accom- 
modation of  our  high  school,  will  be  ready  about  the  first  of  October. 

Our  teachers  have  made  an  especial  effort  towards  securing  the  co- 
operation of  the  parents  in  matters  of  discipline,  the  result  of  which 
is  shown  in  the  very  large  reduction  in  cases  of  punishment  of  all

kinds.  This  has  been  accomplished  largely  through  the  visits  made 
by  our  teachers  to  parents.  These  visits  which  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term  were  looked  upon  as  an  irksome  task  grew  finally  to  be  an  actual 
pleasure. 

I  cannot  too  liiglil}'  commend  our  board  of  school  directors  for  the 
interest  they  have  shown  and  for  their  promptness  and  liberality  in 
providing  everything  needed  for  the  success  of  our  schools. 


NEW  BRIGHTON— J.  B.  Richey. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  of  the  public  schools 
of  New  Brighton  for  the  present  year,  which  forms  at  the  same  time  the 
first  of  the  series  of  annual  reports  of  the  superintendent  of  schools 
of  this  city. 

General  Remarks. 

It  is  a  fact  that  changes  in  methods  of  teaching  cannot  be  made 
arbitrarily, they  can  legitimately  be  made  only  in  view  of  new  psycho- 
logical truths  such  as  have  been  brought  to  light  as  the  result  of 
comparatively  recent  investigation,  or  in  view  of  a  clearer  a^Dpre- 
hension  of  the  application  of  familiar  psychological  truths  to  the  Avork 
of  education ;  we  have  ever  held  in  mind  that  changes  in  methods  of 
teaching  which  cannot  be  justified  on  either  or  on  both  of  these 
grrounds  cannot  be  justified  at  all. 

Education  is  a  science,  and  all  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  a  course 
of  study  should  be  made  from  this  standpoint.  It  is  not  enough  to 
give  an  "  opinion"  unless  that  "  opinion"  can  be  justified  by  the  laws  of 
pedagogics. 

In  all  the  work  connected  with  the  supervision  of  our  schools,  Ave 
have  ever  held  in  mind  that  the  educational  work  of  a  city  cannot  be 
directed  by  issuing  arbitrary  orders  or  commands  to  be  blindlv  fol- 
loAved  by  teachers.  Unless  the  superintendent  directs  the  thinking  of 
the  teachers  Avho  do  the  work,  the  efforts  of  both  superintendent  and 
teachers  will  be  barren  of  results.  We  have  worked  along  this  line 
during  the  entire  year  bv  holding  teachers'  meetings,  grade  meetings 
and  monthly  institutes  We  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  principles 
on  which  the  educational  work  is  based,  and  to  view  and  criticise  the 
details  of  methods  and  devices  in  the  light  of  such  principles. 

As  often  as  time  would  permit  I  have  visited  the  teachers  in  the 
school  rooms  to  assist  them  indirectly  in  working  out  in  detail  the 
principles  discussed  at  these  meetings. 

The  good  feeling  and  pleasant  relations  which  have  existed  between 
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teachers  and  pupils  during  the  year  is  a  marked  characteristic  of  our 
schools,  and  is  such  as  to  occasion  remarks  by  visitors  ;  corporal  pun- 
ishments have  diminished,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  our  teachers  did  not  use  the  rod.  Public  sentiment  is 
gradually  growing  in  favor  of  the  entire  abolishment  of  cori)oval  pun- 
ishment, and  those  teachers  who  find  it  necessary  to  resort  to  it  must 
bring  into  exercise  good  judgment,  a  cool  temperament,  and  a  steady 
hand. 

The  attendance  during  the  year  has  been  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  schools. 

I  cannot  close  this  re^^ort  without  tendering  my  thanks  to  the  board 
of  education,  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  of  New  Brighton,  for  their 
heart}''  co  operation  in  all  work  connected  with  the  schools. 


NEW  CASTLE— F.  M.  Bullock. 

The  year's  work  in  our  schools  has  been  exceptionally  free  from  ob- 
struction and  annoyance.  Our  educational  forces  have  more  complete 
possession  of  the  field,  and  are  more  strongly  fortified  by  a  wholesome 
public  sentiment  than  in  our  earlier  experience  here. 

A  new  brick  building  of  eight  rooms,  built  at  a  total  cost  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  with  modern  improvements,  gives  us  a  much -net  ded 
increase  to  our  school  accommodations.  Another  building  is  ordered, 
such  as  will  render  our  schools  in  good  condition.  The  funds  so  gen- 
erously placed  in  the  hands  of  the  repair  committee  have  enabled  them 
to  thoroughly  renovate  the  old  buildings  and  put  all  the  property  in 
good  condition. 

In  the  line  of  industrial  work,  and  as  a  culmination  of  the  sewing 
(formerly  reported)  "  drafting  as  applied  to  dress  cutting"  (Newton's 
system) ,  has  been  placed  on  the  high  school  course.  The  success  of 
this  as  an  experiment  ensures  its  continuance.  It  receives  the  full  en- 
dorsement of  all. 

Our  teachers'  list  remains  largely  the  same  from  year  to  year ;  there 
is,  however,  a  commendable  growth  of  the  teaching  spirit ;  and  a  con- 
tinuance of  that  loyal  faithful  work  so  necessary  to  the  best  results.  It 
is  the  aim  of  the  controllers  to  admit  no  poor  teacher  to  the  list  and  to 
lose  no  good  one  when  possible  to  avoid  it.  The  pupil-teacher  system, 
and  the  scale  of  salaries  in  use,  are  quite  efi'ective  and  satisfactory  to 
this  end.  With  sorrow  we  report  the  death  of  one  from  our  numbers, 
Miss  Lou  McChesney,  for  twenty-two  years  an  efficient  worker  in  the 
city  schools. 

Although  many  perplexing  problems  are  yet  to  be  solved  in  connec- 
tion with  school  work  here,  yet  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  promising. 
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NORRISTOWN— Joseph  K.  Gotwals. 

The  year  just  closed  marks  no  decided  cliang-e  in  our  schools. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during-  the  year  was  two  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  fifty-six  ;  average  monthly  enrolment  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  average  daily  attendance  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-three.  Forty-three  per  cent,  of 
the  monthly  enrolment  were  in  the  first,  second  and  third  years  of  our 
course,  twentj'-four  per  cent,  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  j^ears,  twenty -three 
per  cent,  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eight  j^ears,  ten  i>er  cent,  in  the  last 
three  years,  or  high  school  course.  No  change  of  any  im])ortance  has 
been  made  in  our  course  of  studies.  Supplementar}'  reading  has  been 
introduced  in  the  lower  primary  grades,  b3'  imtting  extra  first  and 
second  readers  in  these  grades.  In  the  other  grades  outside  matter 
is  brought  into  schools  bj^  the  teachers. 

We  use  two  different  series  of  third  readers  in  our  third  and  fourth 
years,  three  different  series  of  fourth  readers  in  the  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  years  of  the  course,  above  these  grades  the  fifth  reader  is  used 
in  connection  witli  supplementary  reading  matter  suitable  to  the 
different  grades. 

A  musical  entertainment  was  given  by  the  high  school  glee  club  for 
the  benefit  of  the  school,  which  proved  a  success ;  (piite  a  sum  was 
realized,  all  of  which  was  transferred  to  the  McCann  library  fund.  This 
library  has  at  present  over  four  thousand  volumes,  composed  of  many 
valuable  works  ;  one  very  commendable  feature  of  the  board  is  to  secure 
books  that  are  valuable  as  reference  books.  The  library  is  under  the 
control  of  the  members  of  the  board,  and  all  rules  and  regulations  are 
made  by  them.  It  affords  an  opportunity  for  supplementary  reading 
matter  that  could  not  well  be  secured  in  any  other  way.  Teachers,  by 
familiarizing  themselves  Avith  what  is  in  the  library,  can  do  much  in 
creating'  the  proper  taste  for  reading  on  the  part  of  their  pupils. 

The  glee  club  referred  to  above,  is  the  outgrowth  of  the  music  taught 
in  our  schools  by  Mr.  March,  the  interest  in  which  has  not  the  least 
abated.  The  special  teacher  in  drawing  g-ives  half  an  hour's  instruc- 
tion each  week  to  all  the  g-rades  above  the  primaries,  besides  this,  each 
teacher  gives  a  half  hour  drill  on  the  lesson  given  by  the  special 
teacher. 

The  savingfs  bank  has  been  successfully  carried  on  during-  the  year. 
The  children  have  at  this  time  deposited  to  their  credit  six  thousand 
three  hundred  and  uinetj^-two  dollars  and  eightj^-two  cents.  We  have 
every  reason  to  feel  that  the  introduction  of  the  savings  banks  into  our 
schools  deserves  encouragement.  Considerable  interest  is  manifested 
in  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  school  rooms. 

Old  furniture  has  been  removed  in  several  rooms,  and  its  place  suj)- 
]>lied  by  new  and  improved.     Double  desks  are  g"iving  way  to  single 
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desks  wherever  a  change  is  made.  This  change  we  consider  a  step  in 
the  right  direction. 

In  building  school  houses  the  rooms  should  be  large  enough  to  ac- 
commodate the  requisite  number  of  pui^ils  for  a  teacher  with  single 
desks. 

Glass  partitions  have  all  been  removed  and  their  places  supplied 
with  sliding  doors.  Slates  are  fastened  in  these  doors,  thus  increasing 
the  amount  of  slate  surface. 

The  board  purchased  a  beautiful  concert  grand  Knabe  piano  for  the 
use  of  the  high  school ;  this  is  quite  an  addition  to  the  number  of-musi- 
cal  instruments  already  in  our  schools. 

The  teachers'  meetings  were  held  regularly  as  in  former  years,  and 
considerable  interest  was  manifested  in  them. 

The  average  attendance  was  about  ninety-six  per  cent. 

That  our  teachers  work  faithfully  throughout  the  year  is  known  by 
all  who  have  any  knowledge  of  their  Avork. 

The  faithfulness  on  part  of  the  teachers  to  their  duties,  the  interests 
shown  by  the  board  in  all  things  that  will  aid  them,  have  all  much  to 
do  with  the  success  of  the  work.  The  encouragement  received  from 
the  press  and  patrons  of  the  schools,  is  a  strong  incentive  to  those 
engaged  in  the  work  to  iJress  forward  and  endeavor  to  bring  up  the 
schools  to  the  highest  standard. 


OIL  CITY— C.  A.  Babcock. 

The  schools  of  Oil  City  have  been  making  good  progress  during  the 
last  term,  mainly  along  the  lines  of  work  that  have  been  followed  for 
several  years. 

Our  classes  in  the  different  grades  not  only  advance  farther  each  j^ear, 
but  a  larger  proportion  of  the  pu]iils  are  more  thorough  in  their  work, 
than  the  corresponding  classes  of  the  year  before.  This  condition  was 
noticeable  at  the  close  of  the  present  year.  It  is  largely  due,  we  think, 
to  the  belief  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  that  they  are  responsil)le  for 
results.  We  are  not  of  that  number  whose  educational  formula  is  "the 
child  learns  to  do  by  doing,  '  and  whose  educational  jDractice  seems  to  be 
the  child  learns  to  do  by  what  the  teacher  does  ;  we  believe  that  the  child 
learns  by  doing  what  the  teacher  directs  him  to  do,  and  that  the  teacher 
may  know  that  the  child  has  done  it  only  by  having  him  do  it  unaided 
by  any  suggestions  or  explanations,  or  "  developments,"  on  the  teacher's 
part.  Helps  are  necessary  and  are  given,  to  the  end  that  the  pupils 
may  become  independent ;  and  this  independent  work  should  be  re- 
quired as  the  final  test  at  each  step  before  the  next  is  taken. 
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Althoug-li  two  school  buiklings  were  built  three  years  ago,  our  rooms 
were  crowded  last  year.  In  many  instances  one  teacher  had  ]3upils 
enoug-h  for  two  rooms.  A  four-room  brick  buildiug-  and  a  four-room 
addition  to  the  Sixth  ward  building'  are  now  in  course  of  construction. 
These  rooms  will  be  warmed  and  ventilated  by  the  Smead  Ruttan 
system,  and  when  they  are  completed  we  shall  have  ample  accommo- 
dation for  our  pupils. 


PHCENIXVILLE— H.  F.  Leister. 

Owing  to  the  organization  of  a  parochial  school  about  the  middle 
of  the  school  term,  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  has  been 
reduced  by  about  three  hundred,  and  the  number  of  teachers  from 
twenty-eight  to  twenty-four.  A  ten  room  school  building  was  sold  by 
the  board  to  the  Catholic  ecclesiastical  authorities  and  a  large  commo- 
dious eight  room  structure  of  elegant  architectural  design  was  erected 
in  a  more  convenient  location.  The  latter  has  been  provided  with  the 
latest  improved  furniture,  and  with  the  Smead, -Wills  system  of  heatinsr 
and  ventilating. 

One  of  the  most  important  educational  events  for  us  was  the  organi- 
zation of  night  schools.  Three  such  schools  were  in  operation  for 
several  months,  for  the  first  time.  TLey  seemed  to  be  quite  popular 
with  a  number  of  our  boys  who  are  employed  during  the  day  by  the 
Phoenix  Iron  ana  the  Phoenix  Bridge  Company. 

A  "  local  teachers'  institute"  was  held  in  the  latter  part  of  the  term 
which  was  well  attended  and  did  much  good  in  every  way.  The  lecturers 
and  instructors,  instrumental  in  making  it  a  success,  were  the  Hen. 
Henry  Houck,  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  County  Superintendent  Joseph  S. 
Walton  and  Prof.   A..  Thomas  Smith,  of  the  West  Chester  Normal. 

An  exhibition  of  piipils'  Avork  enlisted  the  attention  and  interest  of 
our  peo]>le  and  received  much  favorable  comment. 

A  fine  upright  piano  was  placed  in  the  high  school  room,  and  was 
paid  from  the  financial  jiroceeds  resulting  from  public  exercises  given 
by  the  pupils  of  the  high  school  during  the  term,  and  from  the  local 
institute. 

Seventeen  boys  and  twenty  girls  were  graduated  from  the  high 
school.  The  closing  exercises  were  held  in  Masonic  hall,  the  largest 
auditorium  in  our  town,  on  the  17th  of  June  :  all  tickets  of  admission  to 
the  hall  for  the  occasion  were  disposed  of  at  twenty -five  cents,  within 
one  day  after  the  date  of  issue. 

The  latter  of  the  two  days  set  apart  as  arbor  day  in  spring,  was  ob- 
served in  all  the  schools  by  appropriate  exercises.     The  schools  were 
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dismissed  a  i^art  of  the  day  to  do  j)lanting-  on  the  school  grounds  or  at 
the  homes  of  the  pupils.  Our  schools  have  been  fairly  i)rosperous. 
To  the  directoi's  I  feel  under  great  obligations  for  their  ample  supjDort, 
given  Avhen  it  was  needed,  and  to  the  teachers  for  the  faithfulness  and 
harmony  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Under  such  conditions  con- 
tinued prosperity  may  be  anticipated. 


PITTSBUKGH— George  J.  Luckey. 

The  schools  of  Pittsburg-h  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  Not- 
withstanding the  prevalence  of  the  "grip,"  during  the  greater  part  of 
last  winter,  the  attendance  in  the  schools  was  large ;  the  enrolment 
and  averag"e  attendance  showing  the  usual  annual  increase. 

In  school  management  and  methods  we  have  nothing-  new  to  report. 
Arrang-ements  are  complete  for  the  introduction  of  the  "  Sloyd"  or 
Swedish  system  of  industrial  school  Avork.  In  this  line  we  will  conduct 
one  experimental  school  and  if  the  results  are  satisfactory  to  our  peo- 
ple, and  to  the  school  authorities,  we  will  extend  the  system  through- 
out the  city  at  an  early  date. 


(PLYMOUTH  TOWNSHIP,  LUZEKNE  COUNTY)— D.  B.  Gildea. 

In  reviewing  the  educational  work  of  the  past  year  in  this  township, 
many  encouraging  and  progressive  features  present  themselves.  AVhile 
directors  and  patrons  co  operate  in  assisting  teachers  to  carry  out  a 
line  of  advancement  Avhich  admits  of  securing  the  best  i^ossble  intel- 
lectual results, the  instruction  of  the  pujiils  becomes  both  pleasant  and 
l^rofitable. 

The  directors  have  been  very  earnest  and  faithful  in  providing  for 
every  want  of  the  district  as  far  as  the  means  at  hand  would  allow. 
By  remodeling  and  extending  tAvo  buildings  where  the  schools  were 
overcrowded,  two  additional  rooms  were  put  in  operation,  thereby 
affording  these  teachers  an  opportunity  of  making  some  active  pro- 
gress. With  sixteen  of  Yaggy's  geographical  studies  for  the  grammar 
and  intermediate  grades,  necessary  reading  charts  in  the  primary 
grades,  and  with  patent  desks,  slate  blackboards  and  Webster's  dic- 
tionaries in  all  the  schools,  the  facilities  for  teaching  are  better  than 
ever  before.  Though  only  two  pui^ils  have  successfully  passed 
through,  and  graduated  in,  the  new  course  of  study  adopted  by  the 
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board  at  the  beginning'  of  the  term,  the  prospects  for  the  coming  year 
indicate  a  more  desirable  showing. 

The  local  monthl}"  institutes  have  been  iirolific  of  much  benefit  to 
the  teachers  in  their  school  room  work.  The  value  of  these  meetings 
proved  inestimable,  especially  here,  where,  of  the  twenty-six  teachers 
emploj'ed,  thirteen  held  provisional  certificates ;  seven,  professional ; 
two,  permanent,  and  four,  diplomas.  Oul}^  five  had  had  more  than 
five  years'  experience  in  teaching,  while  eight  were  without  any  i^re- 
vious  practice  in  the  profession.  The  salaries  of  the  teachers  were  in- 
creased six  per  centum  on  an  average,  and  in  consideration,  no  doubt, 
of  this  just  recognition,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  with  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, their  work  was  executed  with  correspondingly  more  zeal  and 
faithfulness. 


POTTSTOWN— W.  W.  PvUpert. 

During  the  year  just  closing  we  have  given  especial  attention  to 
reading. 

AVe  believe  that  this  is  the  most  imijortant  subject  taught  in  the 
public  schools. 

There  is,  we  fear,  a  tendency  to  undervalue  the  reading  and  to  over- 
estimate the  imijortance  of  the  pretentious  geography,  arithmetic, 
and  grammar. 

Our  pupils  should  be  taught  to  look  upon  the  ability  to  read  intelli- 
gently and  intelligibly  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  accomplishments 
that  any  young  lady  or  j^oung  gentleman  can  ]iossess. 

The  teaching  of  this  subject  should  be  of  such  a  character  that  it 
will  not  only  make  good  readers,  but  it  should  create  a  loving  appre- 
ciation of  what  is  good  and  beautiful  in  literature. 

Show  me  a  young  man  Avho  has  learned  to  read  with  ease  and  intelli- 
gence, and  who  is  fond  of  good  books,  and  I  will  show  you  a  good 
citizen  of  the  Republic. 

The  ability  to  read,  is  a  power  which  may,  it  seems,  be  likened  to 
the  force  of  gravitation.  Each  will,  under  proper  conditions,  elevate 
us  to  the  skies  or  dash  us  to  the  earth.  Good  literature  elevates  and 
ennobles  ;  that  which  is  bad  in  literature  degrades  and  destroys.  If  we 
teach  a  boy  simply  to  read,  we  may,  possibly,  do  him  more  harm  than 
good.  We  must  go  one  step  farther  and  teach  him  to  read  what  Avill 
be  helpful  and  to  avoid  what  will  be  harmful. 

The  ability  to  read,  then,  may  be  a  power  either  for  good  or  for  evil. 

We  are  trying  to  place  our  boys  and  girls  in  such  a  position  with 
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respect  to  this  power,  that  it  may  carry  them  upwards  aud  onwards 
long-  after  they  have  left  our  schoolrooms. 

The  following  is  the  course  of  study  in  the  high  school.  Pupils 
entering  it  regularly  have  spent  eight  years  in  the  lower  grades.  The 
high  school  course  covers  four  vears.

The  above  course  has  grown  into  its  present  form,  and,  like  all 
other  living  things,  it  will  continue  to  grow. 

I  feel  I  should  say  that  the  course  itself  gives,  i3erliaps,  but  a  very 
feeble  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  done.  I  may  illustrate  my  meaning 
by  giving,  in  brief  outline,  a  portion  of  the  work  in  United  States 
history. 

Any  ordinary  text-book  furnishes  biit  very  little  material  for  work. 
We  have  connected  with  the  high  school  a  valuable  library  containing 
over  two  thousand  volumes.  This  library  furnishes  the  raw  material 
to  the  student.  When  the  pupil  begins,  we  will  say,  the  study  of  the 
revolution,  he  has  at  his  command  books  like  the  following :  Bancroft's 
History  of  the  United  States,  Irving's  Life  of  Washington,  Life  of 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Life  of  Patrick  Henry,  Historical  YicAV  of  the 
American  devolution,  Boys  of  '76,  History  of  the  Formation  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  many  others. 

It  is  in  this  manner  that  we  try  to  teach  history.  What  has  been 
said  of  history  might  also  be  said  of  English  literature  and  other  sub- 
jects. 

Our  teacher  of  literature.  Miss  Sampson,  is  doing  grand  work.  I 
shall  now  quote  from  some  of  her  examination  papers  on  "What  I 
gained  from  a  study  of  Irving." 

One  pupil   says,  "  Although  I  have  not  read  many  of  his  works,  I 
scarcely  believe  Irving  has  a  more  ardent  admirer  than  myself." 
11—5—91. 
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Another  speaks  thus,  "  I  now  have  a  better  command  of  language 
than  I  had  before  reading  Irving. " 

Another,  writing  on  the  same  theme,  says,  "  Many  of  our  reading 
lessons  at  school  are  dry  and  uninteresting,  but  in  the  Sketch  Book, 
the  pupil  becomes  interested  and  looks  forward  to  the  reading  period 
with  ])leasure." 

The  course  given  above  certainly  does  not  look  so  pretentious  as 
many,  yet  Ave  have  found  that  it  furnishes  a  substantial  basis  for  solid 
and  inspiring  work. 


POTTSVILLE  -B.  F.  Patterson. 

A  new  feature  in  our  school  work  during  the  last  year  was  the  or- 
ganization of  a  commercial  school.  This  was  opened  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  last  term  with  the  following  curriculum,  viz  :  Book-keeping 
in  all  its  branches,  penmanship,  commercial  law,  commercial  arith- 
metic, business  correspondence,  banking  and  actual  business  practice. 

The  morning  session  was  devoted  entirely  to  book  keeping,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  first  three  months  pupils  were  able  to  keep  an  ordinary 
set  of  double-entry  books  intelligently,  comprehending  the  use  of 
day  book,  journal,  cash  book,  ledger,  bill  book  and  the  making  of  trial 
balances  and  balance  sheets,  oi^ening  and  closing  accounts,  and  the 
use  of  checks,  notes  and  drafts,  deposit  slips,  etc. 

Also,  during  the  second  and  third  terms,  the  forenoon  was  deA^oted  to 
advanced  book-keeping  and  banking.  The  several  sets  represented 
the  keeping  of  books  for  the  folloAving  different  kinds  of  business  viz  : 
Wholesale  and  retail  dry  goods,  retail  grocers,  retail  coal,  wholesale 
and  retail  lumber,  produce  commission,  jobbing,  instalment  houses 
and  state  agencies, manufacturing  and  shipping,  joint-stock  companies 
and  national  banks.  This  Avork  required  the  keeping  of  seventy-five 
different  books. 

The  afternoon  session,  during  the  Avhole  school  year,  Avas  de\'oted 
to  the  following  studies ;  commercial  laAv,  business  penmanshiji,  com- 
mercial arithmetic  ;  correspondence  and  lectures  on  commercial  laAv. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  Avas  as  follows  :  Males, tAA'enty-eight ; 
females,  tAvent}'.  The  requirements  for  entering  this  school  AA'ere  that 
they  should  be  a  gi'aduate  of  the  grammar  school  or  at  least  have  gone 
far  enough  to  haA'e  a  fair  knowledge  of  percentage. 

Another  neAv  feature  connected  Avith  our  last  year's  Avork,  Avas  the 
presentation  of  a  library  of  four  hundred  A'olumes  by  one  of  tlie  ladies 
of  oiir  borough.     This  I   record  Avitli  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  not  on 
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account  of  the  ^oocl  fortune  that  has  fallen  to  the  pupils  of  Potts- 
ville's  public  schools,  but  also  with  the  hope  that  others  seeing"  this 
in  print  maybe  inspired  to  "g'o  and  do  likewise."  Sometime  ago 
there  was  a  little  boy,  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  C  Bright,  in 
one  of  our  secondary  schools  where  there  were  about  one  hundred 
other  boys. 

This  boy  had  been  tauerht  what  books  to  read  and  what  should  not 
be  read  by  children.  This  most  important  lesson  had  been  no  firmly 
fixed  in  his  mind,  and  had  made  such  an  impression  upon  him,  that 
when  he  saw  the  kind  of  "yellow-covered"  literature  that  the  boys 
secretly  brought  to  school  and  kept  hid  in  their  desks,  he  raised  the 
question  as  to  whether  they  would  not  like  to  read  g-ood  books  if  they 
could  ^et  them?  He  suggested  this  thought  to  his  mother,  telling 
her  what  they  read,  and  that  they  had  no  other  books  to  read.  The 
mother  bought  twenty-five  g-ood  books  for  boys,  such  as  she  had  in 
her  own  library,  for  her  own  children,  and  presented  them  to  this  par- 
ticular school.  The  teacher  gave  these  books  to  the  boys  in  turn  and 
kept  an  account  of  the  readings  for  one  year.  Sometimes  the  boy 
would  report  that  in  addition  to  his  reading-  the  book,  the  father,  or 
mother,  or  brothei-,  or  sister,  or  all  had  read  it.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
year  the  teacher  reported  to  the  donor  that  there  had  been  five  hundred 
reading's  of  the  above  named  twenty -five  books. 

This  circumstance  led  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bright,  to  give  to  the  public 
schools  of  Pottsville  the  present  collection  of  books  which  has  been 
named  "The  Bright  Library."  These  books  were  selected  with  a 
great  deal  of  care  and  judgment.  They  consist  of  many  whole  series 
of  our  very  best  wa-iters,  and  of  such  selections  as  are  interesting"  to. 
and  profitable  for,  children  and  grown  people  to  read. 


KEADING— Samuel  A.  Baer. 

The  schools  of  our  city  were  open  and  in  operation  during-  the  past 
year  for  one  hundred  and  ninety  days,  and  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
one  teachers  were  employed.  These  were  distributed  througli  the 
different  g-rades  as  follows  :  High  schools,  thirteen  ;  g-rammar  schools, 
fifteen  :  secondary  schools,  forty-four  ;  primary  schools,  one  hundred 
and  nineteen. 

Two  new  school  houses  were  erected  during-  the  year,  one  known  as 
the  Laurel  Street  building-  with  eig-ht  rooms, and  the  other  as  the  Teutli 
and  Union  Streets  building  with  four  rooms.  Both  are  first-class 
houses,  complete  in  every  detail,  and  sui^piied  with  i)atent  furniture. 
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The  Laurel  Street  building,  however,  it  must  be  saiil,  is  the  liuest  iu 
the  cit}'  in  ]K)int  of  architecture  aud  general  tiuish. 

The  sj'stem  of  ventilation  and  heating  introduced  is  known  as  the 
"  Smead  system,"  and  so  far  has  given  entire  satisfaction. 

The  subject  of  litcn-ature  which  formerly'  was  confined  mainly  to  our 
high  schools  and  grammar  schools,  has, we  are  glad  to  state,  been  suc- 
cessfully introduced  into  all  the  grades.  This  has  been  accomplished 
by  means  of  supplementary  reading,  and  by  means  of  author-day  ex- 
ercises. The  matter  of  supplementary  reading  Ij.as  received  special 
attention  for  several  years,  aud  the  fact  that  children  should  read  be- 
yond the  mere  text-book  is  so  generally  accepted  that  our  board  of  con- 
trol has  been  quite  liberal  in  i)lacing  in  each  room  the  necessary  books 
to  stimulate  inquir}^  and  to  lay  the  foundation  for  general  knowledge., 

The  following  is  a  list  of  a  few  of  the  departments. 

Primary.- — Seven  Little  Sisters,  Each  and  All,  Work  at  Home,  (num- 
ber one  and  two,)  Our  world.  Seaside  and  Waj^side,  (number  one,)  Aunt 
Martha's  Corner  Cupboard,  ^sop's  I'ables. 

Secondarij. — Mary  Hall's  Our  World,  Scribner's  Geographical  Rea- 
der, World  at  Home,  (numbers  five  and  six,)  Dodge's  Stories  of  Ameri- 
can History,  Noble  Deeds  of  our  Fathers,  TeuGreat  Events  in  History, 
Stories  of  our  Country,  Stories  of  English  History,  Seaside  and  Way- 
side, (number  two,)  Aunt  Martha's  Corner  Cupboard,  ^sop's  Fables. 

The  grammar  schools  contain  a  list  too  extended  to  enumerate  here. 
The  girls'  high  school  has  a  library  of  about  five  hundred  volumes, 
and  the  boys'  high  school  of  over  three  hundred  volumes. 

In  the  line  of  literature  our  author-day  exercises  have  been  a  marked 
success.     Our  mode  of  procedure  has  been  as  follows : 

We  select  one  author  for  the  year.  The  superintendent  then  pre- 
pares a  circular  containing  gem  selections  from  this  author,  together 
with  suggestions  in  regards  to  songs  and  other  exercises.  These  circu- 
lars are  distributed  several  months  before  the  author's  birthday,  and 
the  teachers,  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  their  regular  exer- 
cises, prepare  so  that  at  the  apponted  time  they  all  may  have  exercises 
of  the  character  outlined. 

The  time  set  apart  is  always  the  afternoon  of  the  author's  birth  day, 
and  many  of  the  exercises  are  exceedingly  interesting.  Many  of  the 
teachers  become  enthusiastic  and  arrange  programmes  that  attract 
many  of  the  i^atrons,  thus  benefiting  the  entire  commiinity.  In  the 
primary  schools  little  can  be  done  beyond  reciting  gems  and  singing 
songs,  but  even  these  exercises  are  always  interesting,  and  will  leave 
their  impress  for  good.  Last  year  we  celebrated  Whittier's  birthday, 
December  17,  and  it  was  a  complete  success. 

Dining  the  past  year  an  important  change  was  made  in  the  inanner 
of  promoting  teachers.  Heretofore  promotions  from  grade  to  grade 
were  made  by  the  mere  votes  of  the  controllers,  and  the  teacher  who 
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had  the  most  frieuds  ou  the  committee  generally  obtained  the  i)ro- 
motion. 

During  the  past  year,  however,  the  system  of  promoting  teachers  by 
means  of  a  competitive  examination  was  established,  and  of  its  results 
there  can  be  no  doubt.  This  examination  takes  into  account,  first, 
scholarship  :  second,  successful  experience,  and,  third,  number  of  years 
in  service.  We  predict  that  in  the  near  future  the  system  will  be  popu- 
lar, as  it  is  certainly  advantageous. 

Several  years  ago  our  board  voted  to  introduce  manual  training  into 
our  boys'  high  school ;  the  coming  year  we  expect  to  be  able  to  show 
results  in  this  direction,  as  a  competent  instructor  has  been  employed, 
and  thirty- one  boys  have  exjDressed  a  desire  to  enter  this  department. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  another  year  we  may  be  able  to  report  that  our 
girls'  high  school  has  been  treated  with  equal  liberality  by  our  con- 
trollers. 

Our  city  institute,  which  is  always  held  the  first  week  in  September, 
was  a  complete  success  in  every  sense.  We  take  pleasure,  finally,  in 
stating  that  our  schools  are  progressing,  and  the  work  is  generally  sat- 
isfactory. While  we  keep  apace  with  the  times  as  far  as  the  new  is 
concerned,  we  also  are  careful  to  retain  in  the  old  that  which  is  good. 
We  make  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  leading  branches,  and  are 
particular  to  use  methods  to  educate  the  children  and  not  the  children 
to  illustrate  methods. 


SOEANTON— George  W.  PHiLLirs. 

One  of  the  distinguishing  features  the  ]jast  year  has  been  the  intro- 
duction of  the  first  year's  work  according  to  the  Prang  system  of  form 
study  and  drawing. 

The  work  was  caiTied  out  in  the  first,  second  and  third  year  grades, 
all  using  the  models  and  course  for  first  year  pujnls.  The  teachers 
of  these  grades  met  each  alternate  Saturday  during  the  year,  with  a 
teacher  sent  for  the  purpose,  and  went  over  the  work  in  detail  as  it  was 
to  be  imparted  to  the  children.  We  have  been  much  pleased  with  the 
results  accomplished.  The  exercises  have  been  of  great  benefit  in  all 
the  lines  of  ])r]'mary  work.  Children  have  been  able  to  comprehend 
statements  made  by  teachers  with  much  more  facility  since  performing 
the  representative  and  constructive  work  required  in  the  development 
of  the  system. 

Interpretation  of  language  is  too  often  overlooked  in  the  school  room  ; 
whether  on  account  of  lack  of  time,  or  impatience  on  the;  part  of  the 
teacher  for  the  accomplishment  of  work,  teachers  are  contiunall}"  show- 
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ing  chilli  ren  how  thej''  are  to  do  thing's,  rather  than  telluig  how  and 
thus  allowing  the  child  to  interpret  for  himself  the  statements  and 
susTg-estions  of  the  teacher.

High  School. 

We  still  suffer  from  the  lack  of  a  suitable  high  school  building-. 
Provisions  are  being  made  for  the  same  bj^  the  board  of  education,  in 
reserving-  one  mill  of  the  school  levy  for  the  establishment  of  a  fund 
for  the  construction  of  a  high  school.  The  g-raduating  class  this  year 
numbered  seven  males  and  twent}' -seven  females.  With  proper  facili- 
ties the  number  graduating  will  be  largely  increased.  The  following 
was  the  programme  at  the  fifteenth  annual  commencement  held  in  Music 
Hall  on  the  evening  of  June  19.

Night  Schools. 

The  night  schools  were  not  a  success.  Under  existing  conditions  it 
seems  almost  imyjossible  to  make  the  results  attained  commensurate 
with  the  labor  expended  in  carrying  them  on. 

We  continually  strive  for  their  improvement,  and  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation is  doing  all  in  its  power  to  make  these  schools  subserve  their 
purpose. 

Free  Text-Books. 

By  the  time  this  report  appears  in  print,  a  great  step  will  have  been 
taken  towards  the  furnishing  of  text-books  to  pu]iils.     Without  doubt 
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readers  will  be  furnished  next  year,  and  as  these  are  the  heaviest  item 
of  expense,  the  other  books  will  easily  l)e  added  to  the  free  list. 

New  Buildings. 

A  twelve  and  an  ei^ht-room  building  will  be  opened  for  occupancy 
in  September.  Another  four  room  building'  is  being:  built  that  will 
be  ready  early  in  the  new  year.  If  the  school  house  indicates  the  in- 
telligence of  a  community,  Scranton  is  laying  foundations  broad  and 
deep  for  present  as  well  as  future  generations. 


SHAMOKIN— William  F.  Harpel. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one  has  been  a  year  of 
marked  progress  in  our  educational  affairs.  Especially  is  this  true  of 
the  advance  in  professional  power  in  our  teaching  force,  and  of  the 
liberal  provision  of  our  board  for  the  best  possible  school  accommoda- 
tions and  school  room  helps  for  our  girls  and  boys.  The  hearty  co 
operation  and  sympathy  of  our  people  have  been  with  us  in  our  endea- 
vors to  place  our  schools  among  the  very  best,  and  we  sincerel3^  ap- 
preciate their  support  and  encouragement. 

Early  in  the  year  the  erection  of  two  twelve  room  buildings  was  de- 
cided upon,  and  immediately  our  old  central  school  was  razed  to  the 
ground.  In  its  stead  rose  a  line  brick  structure  equipped  with  all  the 
modern  conveniences,  making  it  a  first  class  building  in  every  respect. 
A  building  of  like  plan  and  construction  was  also  erected  upon  our 
new  Lincoln  proi^erty  on  Market  street.  Both  these  schools  are  warmed 
and  heated  by  the  Smead-Will's  system. 

The  work  of  improving  and  beautifying  our  school  properties  and 
making  them  comfortable  and  attractive,  was  not  confined  to  the  erec- 
tion of  new  buildings.  The  remodeling  of  the  interior  of  the  academy 
school  and  heating  the  building  with  steam,  together  with  the  palter- 
ing and  painting  of  rooms  in  other  buildings,  place  our  school  rooms 
on  a  par  with  the  l)est  to  be  found  anywhere. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  feature  of  our  year's  work  was  the 
establishment  of  a  pedagogical  library  in  each  of  our  buildings  by  the 
purchase  of  some  sixty  volumes  for  each  school,  of  select  professional 
literature,  including  works  on  psychology,  history  of  education  and 
educational  theories,  methods  of  instruction  and  management,  helps  in 
the  various  school  studies  and  some  of  the  most  interesting  educa 
tional  classics. 

If  we  wish  teachers  to  become  more  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the

thoughts  and  methods  of  the  great  masters,  and  desire  that  they  fully 
appreciate  the  demands  which  the  ])resent  makes  upon  them,  we  must 
provide  helps  and  give  them  substantial  encouragement. 

The  purchase  of  sets  of  books  as  libraries  of  supplementary  and  in- 
structive reading  is  telling  for  good.  The  subject  matter  of  the  text 
book,  though  of  the  best,  is  insufficient  and  often  too  concise  to  furnish 
proper  thought-food  for  the  average  pupil.  This  is  especially  true  in 
geogra])hical,  historical  and  scientific  studies.  Our  board" s  action  in 
this  matter  is  highly  commendable,  and  we  trust  that  the  good  work 
may  be  earnestly  continued. 

Persons  of  no  special  training  or  actual  school -room  experience  are 
excluded  from  holding  regular  positions  in  our  teachers'  corps.  A 
training  class  of  pupil  teachers  was  accordingl}^  organized  by  the  su- 
perintendent, and  a  course  of  study  arranged.  This  course  consisted 
of  Browning's  Educational  Theories,  Welsh's  Psychologj^  for  Teachers, 
Patridge's  Quiucy  Methods  and  Kellogg's  School  Management.  Two 
recitations  in  these  studies  were  required  weekly,  and  the  rest  of  the 
time  was  spent  by  the  teachers  as  trainers  in  the  various  grades,  where 
they  observed  methods,  assisted  teachers,  and  frequently  taught  and 
managed  classes  under  the  direction  of  the  regular  teacher.  The  re- 
sults of  these  methods  ]iroved  very  satisfactory. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  action  of  our  several  camps  of  Patriotic 
Order  Sons  of  Amercia,  in  placing  large  handsome  flags  of  bunting 
on  each  of  our  schools.  Several  years  ago  flags  were  placed  by  them 
in  all  our  school  rooms.  But  not  content  with  this,  they  desired  to 
have  the  flag  float  over  all  the  buildings,  and  accordingly  sought  the 
board's  permission  to  have  it  so.  This  request  w^as  cheerfully  granted 
and  soon  the  beautiful  and  impressive  sight  of  the  stars  and  stripes 
floating  to  the  breeze,  greeted  us  from  every  tower. 

There  may  be  some  sentiment  in  this  display  of  our  national  stan- 
dard, but  how^  can  we  better  lead  children  to  love  our  flag  and  all  that 
it  means,  than  by  thus  entwning  it  with  their  brightest,  happiest  days 
and  fondest  memories'? 

While  we  regret  the  manj'  errors  in  our  year's  labors,  we  find  much 
to  stimulate  and  encourage,  and  feel  sincerely  grateful  to  all  who  have 
given  us  a  helping  hand.

SHAEON-J.  W.  Canon. 

Our  first  aim  in  the  manag-emeut  of  our  schools  has  been  to  secure 
for  teachers,  young-  persons  of  ^ood  natural  ability.  We  mean  those 
with  physical  vigor,  and  mental  energy,  and  these  powers  trained  by 
educatiou,  and  dedicated  to  noble  use  by  strong  moral  purpose.  With 
us  the  "  raw  material"  is  required  to  come  into  the  profession  through 
the  gate  of  the  high  school,  normal  school,  or  college,  the  "  apprentice" 
and  substitute.  The  number  of  teachers  being  small,  the  superinten- 
dent can  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  every  teacher,  and  by  the 
system  of  "apprenticeship,"  he  can  also  become  acquainted  with  the 
new  material 

The  supervisor  who  has  this  intimate  knowledge  of  the  available 
material  for  his  teachers,  and  uses  all  his  power  in  favor  of  the  em  • 
ployment  of  the  strong  and  worthy,  and  against  the  weak  and  un- 
worthy, renders  his  best  services  to  the  community  emj^loying  him. 
An  observation  or  two  in  proof  of  the  fact  that  we  have  for  this  most 
difficult  and  vital  part  of  the  work  an  unselfish  and  intelligent  board 
of  education.  Neither  political  opinions  nor  church  connection  help 
or  hinder  a  teacher  in  getting  a  position. 

In  only  one  instance  in  the  past  twelve  years  has  any  teacher  em 
ployed  been  a  relative  of  any  member  of  the  board  of  directors. 

Writing  and  drawing  are  still  taught  by  a  special  teacher.  The 
work  in  drawing  has  been  largely  to  draw  from  objects  and  models, 
rather  than  from  copy.  A  special  class,  meeting  twice  a  week,  made 
up  of  those  who  had  reached  a  certain  degree  of  skill  in  the  regular 
classes,  was  formed.  The  desire  for  promotion  to  this  special  class 
greatly  increased  the  interest  in  the  work,  and  cousiderable  talent  in 
this  line  was  discovered.  The  teachers  of  the  South  ward  enthusiasti- 
cally took  u]3  the  work  of  clay  modeling.  Their  success  was  most  sur- 
prising. A  supply  of  clay  very  well  suited  to  their  use  was  found  in 
the  Shenango  river  near  the  school  house. 

Models  of  various  kinds  of  vegetables,  fruits,  animals  and  other  ob- 
jects were  made.  Many  of  the  models  of  fruit  when  painted  were  so 
perfect  that  the  eye  alone  could  not  distinguish  the  real  from  the  arti- 
ficial. The  pupils  were  delighted  with  the  work,  and  never  seemed  to 
tire  of  it.  Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  teachers  of  this  ward  gave 
an  exposition  of  their  work  in  this  line.  The  parents,  teachers  of  the 
other  wards  and  of  neighboring  towns,  were  much  pleased  and  inter- 
ested. It  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  taken  up  in  all  our  schools 
next  year. 

Considerable  supjDlementary  reading  material  has  been  added  to  our 
former  fair  supply.  About  two  hundred  dollars  worth  of  physical 
and  chemical  apparatus  has  been  bought  for  the  high  school  during- 
the  year. 
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Our  record  of  attendance,  both  as  to  promptness  andreq-ularity,  has 
been  improved  without  sacrificing  things  of  more  value.  ^Ve  still  be- 
lieve it  is  with  schools  as  with  individuals,  that  when  "  they  cease  to 
g-o  up,  they  begin  to  go  down. "  We  have  tried  to  "  hold  our  ground," 
and  advance  a  few  steps  upward. 


SHENANDOAH— L.  A.  Freeman. 

In  spite  of  many  discouraging  circumstances,  such  as  great  irregu- 
larity of  attendance  on  account  of  sickness,  an  unusual  number  of 
changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and 
much  unwarrantable  interference  of  parents  with  the  work  of  the 
teachers,  the  schools  have  made  considerable  progress  in  several  di- 
rections. 

Language  teaching,  heretofore  regarded  the  driest  and  most  difficult 
of  all  school  work,  has  received  special  attention  this  year,  and  the  re- 
sult is  that  both  teachers  and  pupils  now  look  upon  language  lessons 
as  the  most  interesting  and  profitable  of  all  lessons. 

The  subjects  of  vocal  music,  drawing  and  clay  modeling  are  growing 
in  public  favor.  The  school  directors  ajipreciate  the  educational  value 
of  these  subjects  and  have  given  liberal  encouragement  to  teachers  in 
their  efforts  to  make  progress  in  this  department  of  their  work.  For 
several  years  the  teaching  of  drawing  and  music  has  been  under  the 
direction  of  one  special  teacher,  whose  duty  it  has  been  to  teach  these 
branches,  personally,  to  pupils  of  the  high  school,  and  to  supervise 
the  Avork  in  the  grammar  and  primary  grades.  The  board  has  wisely 
decided  to  employ  two  special  teachers  in  future,  one  to  have  charge 
of  the  department  of  music,  and  the  other  that  of  dravring  and  model- 
ing. Excellent  teachers  have  been  appointed  for  these  departments, 
and  the  best  of  results  are  confidently  expected. 


SOETH  BETHLEHEM— OwiN  R.  Wilt. 

With  the  annexation  of  the  portion  of  territory  formerly  belonging 
to  Saucon  township,  and  now  constituting  the  Fourth  ward  of  the 
borough  of  South  Bethlehem,  was  brought  into  this  school  district  a 
school  ])opulation  of  about  four  hundred ;  this,  in  connection  with  the 
increase  in  population  of  the  three  wards  formerly  constituting  the 
borough,  swelled  the  number  of  school  children  to  about  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  U,800).     To  provide  accommodation  for  this  large  in- 
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crease  the  board  of  directors  erected  two  new  building's,  remodeled  a 
few  of  the  old  houses  situated  in  the  newly  annexed  Avard  and  rented 
a  two-story  brick  building,  formerly  arranged  and  used  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

The  new  Packer  building,  erected  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  new 
Fourth  ward  is  indeed  a  model  stiaicture.  The  plan  and  outline  of  it 
are  about  similar  to  those  of  Webster  building  erected  a  year  before, 
and,  like  Webster  building,  it  is  provided  with  the  Smead,  Wills  and 
Com])any's  system  of  heating  and  ventilating,  and  dry  closets.  Every 
one  of  the  nine  buildings  in  the  borough,  is  furnished  with  the  most 
modern  improved  seats  and  desks,  and  with  all  the  necessary  appar- 
atus and  supplies.  Our  directors  have  not  been  derelict  in  promoting 
the  pupils'  comfort  and  health,  and  in  increasing  the  teachers'  facilities 
to  advance  the  j^outhful  minds  entrusted  to  their  care. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  school  rooms,  the  buildings  and  their 
surroundings  are  constantl}^  becoming  more  attractive ;  pupils  feel 
more  at  home  in  them  ;  perfect  light  and  pure  air  seem  to  create  an  in- 
stinctive desire  to  inhabit  them. 

The  "little  forests,"  surrounding  the  buildings  afford  delightful 
resorts  for  the  children  during  recess  periods ;  thus  the  daily  exercises 
of  the  pupils  become  more  of  a  pleasure  than  a  task,  and  the  Avork  of 
teaching  easier  and  more  effectual. 

Notable  progress  has  been  made  in  our  system  of  education  and  in 
methods  of  instruction  The  old  method  of  storing  the  mind  with 
facts  has  given  way  to  the  new  method  of  developing  and  strengthen- 
ing the  mental  powers. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  have  learned  "to  teach"  and  "to  lead," 
instead  of  "  to  tell,"  and  "  to  compel." 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  number  of  our  teachers  spent  their  last 
year's  vacation  in  attending  " teachers  training  shools,"  "schools  of 
methods,"  etc.,  and  that  others  spent  considerable  of  their  spare  time 
in  the  reading,  systematically  and  thoughtfully,  of  educational  and 
general  literature.  Nearly  all  our  teachers  are  subscribers  to  one  or 
more  educational  joiu*nals.  May  the  "little  army"  of  efficient  instruc- 
tors continue  to  increase  in  number,  until  the  unnatural,  unreal  teacher 
(school  master)  be  known  only  traditionally.  To  become  a  competent 
instructor,  in  this  age  of  progress,  requires  constant  and  profound 
study  and  research.  A  simple  license,  in  the  form  of  a  certificate,  may 
secure  for  a  teacher  a  position,  but  to  retain  and  honorably  fill  such 
a  position,  a  teacher  must  needs  be  acquainted  with  his  profession. 
Reading  daily  news]5apers  for  the  sake  of  obtaining  general  informa- 
tion and  of  becoming  acquainted  with  current  events  is  indeed  of  great 
worth  to  both  teacher  and  pupil,  but  the  study  of  mental  science,  of 
the  art  of  teaching,  as  well  as  the  historj^  of  education  or  the  progress 
made  in  the  educational  field  is  of  paramount  value  to  the  teachers  of 
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our  public  schools.  Those  who  have  abandoned  the  habit  of  daily 
preparation  for  school  room  or  class  room  work,  must  sooner  or  later 
be  banished  from  the  school  room. 

Arbor  day  has  again  been  observed  in  all  our  schools.  The  g-oocl 
results  of  this  day's  work  are  so  ])rominent  and  so  generally  approved 
by  the  public  that  any  words  of  comment  are  deemed  unnecessary. 

Our  ])ublic  school  library  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a  full 
set  of  Appletou's  Encyclopedia  and  a  large  number  of  volumes  of  his- 
torical works,  and  has  become  a  place  of  frequent  resort  for  teachers 
and  pupils  of  both  high,  and  grammar  schools.  It  has  become  a  valu- 
able auxiliary  in  promoting  a  keen  and  healthy  ajjpetite  for  pure  and. 
good  literature. 

Our  high  school  was  doing  the  best  possible  under  existing  circum- 
stances. 

The  action  of  the  board  of  directors  in  enlarging  this  department,, 
and  in  appointing  an  additional  teacher  to  assist  in  the  work,  cannoti 
be  too  highly  commended. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  free  text-book  system,  our  directors  removed 
from  the  minds  of  superintendent,  teachers  and  all  concerned  in  the 
educational  welfare  of  the  poor  man's  children,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
rich  man's,  a  barrier  which  has  loner  been  the  means  of  barring  poor 
children  out  of  the  higher  grades  of  our  schools,  and  now  since  books 
and  supplies  are  free  to  all,  our  schools  may  be  termed  "  free  schools" 
indeed. 


SOUTH  EASTON— S.  E.  Shull. 

The  yearly  message  of  "  commendable  progress,  wide-awake  direc- 
tors, self-sacrificing  teachers,  accommodating  newspa]iers, "  etc.,  is  of 
no  value  to  readers  living  beyond  the  confines  of  the  locality  witk 
which  the  message  has  to  do.  The  benefit  derived  from  the  reading 
of  such  reports,  it  seems  to  me,  must  be  of  a  decidedly  microscopical 
nature  even  to  the  readers  of  the  "  advertised"  district. 

To  be  thoroughly  posted  on  the  status  of  educational  affairs  in  their 
midst  is  the  duty  of  all  residents,  and  this  knowledge  cannot  be  ob- 
tained from  the  meager  reports  of  a  superintendent.  We  have  deter- 
mined to  forsake  the  errors  of  the  i^ast,  and  report  such  matter  only 
as  may  be  interesting  to  readers  outside  of  oiu'  district. 

Following  out  this  determination,  our  annual  reiiort  is  narrowed 
down  to  one  subject,  that  of  ])romotion  from  one  grade  of  school  to 
another. 

By  way  of  personal  experiment,  examinations,  as  a  means  of  deter- 
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mining:  the  fitness  of  pupils  for  hig-her  grades,  were  dispensed  with  in 
the  high  and  grammar  schools. 

After  a  year's  trial  we  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  results,  and 
regret  that  we  did  not  piit  a  stop  to  the  senseless  "  grinding"  long  ago. 
"We  are  fully  prepared  to  say  farewell  to  the  good  old  days  of  examina. 
tion. 

Promotions  are  dej^endent  upon  the  recommendation  from  teachers. 
We  find  that  the  pupils  are  better  prepared  than  formerly  :  that  the 
class  of  pupils  who  used  to  depend  ui:)on  mere  chance  to  squeeze  through 
Las  ceased  to  exist,  and  that  the  trying  period  of  feverish  excitement 
prior  to  examination  has  g"iven  place  to  a  healthy  zeal  from  the  first 
<iay  of  the  year  until  the  last. 


STEELTON— L.  E.  McGinnes. 

So  many  phases  of  the  work  of  the  public  schools  ]5resent  themselves 
in  a  j^ear's  experience,  that  when  the  time  comes  to  submit  an  annual 
report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  it  is  difticult  to 
select  that  which  will  best  meet  the  requirements  of  such  a  report. 
"We  have  endeavored,  throug-h  the  monthly  reports,  to  keep  the  Depart- 
ment informed  in  reference  to  the  general  workings  of  our  schools,  the 
erection  of  buildings,  the  decoration  of  school  rooms,  the  i^resentation 
of  flags,  observance  of  arbor  day,  educational  meeting's,  etc.,  etc.  To 
comment  on  these  same  subjects  again  Avould  be  monotonous  repeti- 
tion. With  the  hooe  of  hearing  from  others,  along  this  and  other 
special  lines  we  will  briefly  refer  to  our 

Course  of  Studies. 

Change  does  not  always  indicate  progress,  and  it  is  often  wise  to  let 
well  enough  alone,  yet  we  feel  that  a  few  changes  were  made  in  our 
curriculum  of  studies  during  the  past  year  that  have  in  them  the  ele- 
ments of  substantial  progress.  These  changes  included  the  introduc 
tion  of  vocal  music  and  form  study  and  drawing.  One  of  the  reg-ular 
class  teachers,  avIio  is  well  qualified  for  the  work  was  elected  instructor 
in  music.  Meetings  of  the  teachers  were  held  every  two  weeks  to  re- 
ceive instruction.  The  teachers  in  turn  jn-esented  the  subject  to  their 
pupils.  It  was  feared  by  some  when  its  introduction  Avas  broached 
that  it  would  add  very  materially  to  the  already  laborious  duties  of  the 
teachers  and  that  many  of  them  would  be  unable  to  teach  it.  The  results 
thus  far  have  been  quite  to  the  contrary.  The  labor  that  Avas  added 
was  of  such  an  agreeable  character  that  it  served  to  lighten  toil  rather 
than  increase  it.     As  to  the  teachers  being  unable  to  teach  it,  with 
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but  few  exceptions  the  subject  was  presented  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
Not  all  jroocl  teachers  can  teach  readinji-  or  numbers  well,  neither  can 
all  i^ood  teachers  teach  music  well  ;  but  with  equal  i>reparation  and 
intelligent  direction,  the  average  teacher  is  as  well  ada]:)ted  to  teach 
music  successfully  as  she  is  to  teach  either  of  the  other  two  subjects. 

Another  important  change  in  the  course  was  the  introduction  of  form 
study  and  draAving-.  The  subject  as  previously  taug'ht  in  our  schools 
was  based  larg-ely  upon  the  method  of  copying-  from  Hat  copies — a 
method  that  by  no  means  g-ives  true  conception  of  form,  or  correct  ideas 
of  what  is  to  be  secured  in  teaching-  this  subject.  As  it  is  now  pre 
sented,  form  lessons  from  the  solid  are  made  the  beg-inning"  of  the  pri- 
mary teaching"  and  continued  throug-li  progressive  stag-es  up  throug-h 
the  grades. 

A  few  minor  changes  in  the  course  were  also  made — changes  that 
have  reference  to  the  kind  and  amoimt  of  work  to  be  accomplished  in 
a  few  of  the  grades,  i.  e. ,  a  text  book  in  geography  is  placed  in  the 
hands  of  pupils  at  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year  instead  of  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fifth  year  as  formerly. 

Systematic  oral  instruction  in  biography  and  history  is  begun  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fourth  year,  and  carried  on  until  the  text-book 
is  taken  up  in  the  gi'ammar  giade.  The  subject  of  mental  arithmetic 
received  more  attention  than  in  previous  years. 

The  method  of  teaching  penmanship  was  considerably  modified. 
Much  attention  is  now  paid  to  developing  cori'ect  ideas  of  the  forms 
of  letters  in  the  first  few  years  of  the  course.  The  instruction  that 
follows  is  with  the  view  to  develop  a  free,  easy,  rapid  movement  rather 
than  to  lead  to  the  power  to  draw  letters.  As  a  result  of  this  instruc- 
tion pupils  as  low  as  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  are  enabled  to  express 
thought  on  paper  rapidly  as  well  as  legibly. 

The  library  is  proving  an  indispensable  factor  in  our  course  of 
studies.  During  the  past  year  it  was  utilized  to  a  greater  extent  in 
the  lower  gi-ades  than  in  former  years.  At  the  beginning  of  the  ses- 
sion a  number  of  volumes  relating  to  geography,  history  etc.,  were, 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  of  the  intermediate  grades.  These 
volumes  were  read  by  the  pupils  in  connection  with  their  regiilar 
school  work.  They  were  not  only  required  to  read  them  but  also  to 
give  their  impressions  of  what  they  read.  The  tests  given  in  these 
subjects  near  the  close  of  the  term  revealed  the  fact  that  these  ]nipils 
made  very  good  use  of  the  means  at  their  disposal.  The  principle  is 
a  correct  one,  that  as  soon  as  children  have  been  taught  hoio  to  read, 
they  should  be  led  in  a  practical  way  to  appreciate  vhnt  to  read. 
Habits  and  tastes  are  being  rapidly  and  firmly  formed  at  this  stage  of 
life.  What  habit  has  more  in  it  for  the  future  of  the  child  than  that 
of  reading  good  books,  or  Avhat  tastes  are  more  elevating  than  those 
that  lead  to  the  enjoyment  of  that  which  is  pure  and  lofty  in  literature? 
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Diu-ing-  the  year  ending-  November  1,  1890,  one  thousand  and  thir- 
teen vokimes  were  read  by  the  pupils  of  our  schools  under  the  intelli- 
gent direction  of  the  teacliers. 


TAMAQUA— KoBEKT  F.  Ditchburn. 

During  the  past  term  our  schools  have  done  fairly  good  work.  Our 
examinations  were  generally  satisafctory,  showing  the  work  was  hon- 
estly and  intelligently  done. 

The  relations  of  teachers  and  pupils  have  on  the  whole  been  pleas- 
ant ;  in  fact  T  have  known  a  family  of  two  have  more  trouble  than  we 
have  had  with  a  family  of  nearly  thirteen  hundred. 

Tlie  attendance  has  been  a  little  better  than  that  of  last  year;  the 
daily  attendance  being  eighty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  number  enrolled 
monthly. 

We  have  nothing  new  to  lay  before  you  excejjt  that  eight  of  our 
schools  have  each  been  supplied  with  a  fine  set  of  geometrical  solids ; 
and  the  teachers  and  pupils  made  very  extensive  sets  of  plane  figures, 
very  useful  in  teaching  correct  ideas  of  form. 

Our  school  board  bought  for  the  use  of  our  teachers,  twenty-three 
volumes  of  works  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching,  thus  laying 
a  very  respectable  foundation  for  a  teachers'  library.  The  purchase 
comprises  the  "International  Education  Series"  and  other  valuable 
works  on  education  published  by  Appleton  &  Co. 

On  the  evening  of  June  29  we  had,  in  Allen's  Opera  House,  our  com- 
mencement exercises,  and  nine  pupils  were  presented  with  diplomas. 
The  hall  was  beautifully  decorated  with  flowers  and  flags,  and  the 
music  was  furnished  by  Gerhard's  Orchestra. 


TITUSVILLE— E.  M.  Steeeter. 

Our  high  school  has  reached  its  majority.  It  held  its  twenty-first 
commencement  on  the  19tli  of  June,  graduating  on  that  day  its  largest 
class,  thirty-eight  in  number,  fifteen  of  whom  are  boys. 

A  most  important  measure  has  been  adopted  by  the  school  board 
during  the  year.  Only  graduates  of  the  high  school  who  have  stood  at 
least  ninety  per  cent,  during  their  high  school  course,  are  allowed  to 
join  the  normal  class,  conducted  by  the  superintendent  of  schools ; 
and  vacancies  are  to  be  filled  in  the  corps  of  teachers,  only  by  pupils 
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of  the  normal  class  who,  while  engaged  in  normal  class  work,  show 
aptness  for  teaching.  The  best  results  have  been  already  secured  by 
the  measure. 

Our  exhibit  of  school-work,  made  now  for  several  years,  still  con- 
tinues to  attract  attention,  and  to  keep  parents  and  others  interested 
in  the  actual  work  of  the  j)upils. 

A  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  our  citizens  comes  fi'om  the  fact  that 
our  students  can  now  meet  successfully  the  examinations  of  the  best 
American  colleges  without  going  to  a  preparatory  school.  Seven  young 
ladies  enter  Wellesley  College  in  September  on  certificate ;  another 
enters  Vassar  on  examinaton ;  one  young  man  enters  Brown  Univer- 
sity on  certificate ;  and  three  have  lately  passed  the  examination  of 
Princeton  College,  where  they  will  enter  in  September,  one  of  the  three 
having  just  comi^leted  the  studies  of  the  high  school  middle  class. 

A  new  ward  building  will  be  ready  for  use  in  September. 

What  we  need  more  than  anything  else  is  a  high  school  building, 
the  high  school  having  been  located  the  past  year  in  the  third  and 
second  stories  of  a  block  in  the  business  part  of  the  town,  a  place 
wholly  unfit  for  it  in  every  possible  particular.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  need  will  be  supplied  in  the  near  future. 


WEST  CHESTER— Addison  Jones. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  it  is  a  pleasure  to  notice  the  doings 
of  directors,  teachers  and  pupils.  Much  good  work  was  done.  The 
directors  gave  much  time  and  study  to  secure  the  best  results  to  the 
schools.  The  teachers  were  moved  by  a  commendable  zeal  in  doing 
their  work  welL  In  one  of  the  buildings  they  formed  a  pedagogical 
library,  each  contributing  such  books  or  magazines  as  she  had  for 
the  use  of  the  others.  A  large  number  of  valuable  books  was  thus  col 
lected  for  any  one  of  the  contributors  to  read. 

A  wood  lathe  was  purchased  for  the  manual  training  department. 
For  the  third  year  of  the  course  it  is  intended  to  continue  pattern- 
making  and  to  introduce  casting  in  soft  metal  and  wood  carving. 
Mechanical  drawing  is  taught  in  connection  Avith  the  shop  work.  It 
is  tlie  experience  of  the  teachers  that  the  boys  who  take  manual  train- 
ing acquire  habits  of  order  and  precision,  their  attention  in  the  other 
classes  is  closer,  and  they  keep  up  fully  Avith  their  classmates,  who  re- 
main at  their  books  all  the  school  time. 

The  savings  bank  system  used  in  connection  with  the  schools  is  de- 
servedly i)opular.     It  is  no  longer  on  trial.     The  habits  induced  by  a 
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systematic  saving-  in  youth  will  tend  to  produce  men  and  women  who 
will  be  thrifty  and  sober,  and  less  likely  to  live  Ijeyond  their  incomes. 

The  board  of  directors  [daced  a  large  national  flag  on  each  of  the 
school  buildings,  believing  that  they  will  thus  teach  the  jiupilsto  have 
a  pride  in  the  emblem  of  our  liberty,  and  a  love  for  the  g-overniuent, 
which  makes  it  possible  to  support  a  public  school  system.  Tlie  flags 
were  first  unfurled  in  the  presence  of  the  board,  teachers,  children  and 
hundreds  of  citizens ;  addresses  were  delivered,  the  national  airs  Avere 
sung  by  the  children,  a  salute  was  fired  by  a  squad  detailed  from  the 
Grand  Army  Republic  post,  and  patriotic  tunes  were  ruug  on  the 
chimes  of  a  church  near  by.  The  exercises  of  flag  raising  day  will  be 
remembered  long-  by  children  and  citizens. 

Vocal  music  was  regularly  and  systematically  taught,  under  the  care 
of  a  skilled  musical  director,  who  taught  the  children  of  each  g-rade 
half  hour  once  a  week.  The  reg-ular  teachers  supplemented  this  work 
by  reviewing  the  children  ten  minutes  daily  on  the  lesson  outlined  by 
the  director.  It  is  urged  that  the  teachers  are  not  prepared  to  take 
up  this  work,  and  that  there  is  no  room  in  our  crowded  courses  for  the 
new  branch.  There  will  be  no  difiiculty  in  the  first  case,  if  the  teachers 
take  hold  of  the  Avork  earnestly,  and  honestly  try  to  carry  out  the  di 
rector's  suggestions.  Those  who  knew  least  of  music  succeeded  as  a 
rule  equally  AvellAvith  those  who  understood  the  subject.  Supervision 
must  be  close  and  careful  to  guard  against  wrong  methods  and  mis 
takes.  In  the  second  case  there  is  no  loss  of  time  in  the  primary  and 
secondary  grades  in  which  the  music  lessons  can  take  the  place  of  one 
of  the  calisthenic  drills  of  the  day  ;  in  the  upper  grades  the  voice  cul 
ture  attained  throusrh  judicious  singing  will  repay  the  time  taken  from 
the  reading  lessoii ;  and  progress  in  the  latter  will  be  promoted  rather 
than  retarded.  The  introduction  of  vocal  music  into  the  public  schools 
cannot  be  a  failure  if  it  is  properly  managed  by  the  board  and  heartily 
supported  by  the  teachers.

During  the  year,  there  was  added  to  the  school  houses  of  this  city, 
one  large  two-story  eight  room  building,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
town.     It  is  a  handsome  building,   well  arranged,  well  lighted,  fur 
nished  with  the  most  approved  patent  furniture,  and  heated  by  the 
Smead,  Will's  and  Company's  heating  and  ventilating-  system. 

The  schools  have  made  good  progress,  and  at  the  close  of  the  school 
term  twenty-seven  students  graduated  from  the  high  school  with  ap- 
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propiiate  commencement  exercises.  The  number  of  pupils  in  all  the 
schools  of  the  city  was  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy  seven. 

Nine  meetings  of  the  district  institute  were  held  during-  the  school 
year,  at  which  nearly  all  the  teachers  were  present.  The  district  insti- 
tute is  an  excellent  aid  in  the  management  of  schools  in  cities  and 
boroughs  employing  a  large  number  of  teachers. 

Questions  of  discipline,  methods  of  teaching  certain  branches  of 
study,  progress  of  pupils,  and  various  educational  subjects  needing 
adjustment  can  be  discussed.     This  heljis  to  unify  the  instruction. 

The  annual  teachers'  institute  was  held  in  the  high  school  building 
during  the  week  preceding  Christmas  week.  All  the  teachers  (ninety- 
two)  were,  Avith  few  excei)tions,  punctually  present  at  each  session  every 
day.  The  instructors  were  Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction ;  Dr.  G.  M.  Philips,  principal  of  the  West  Ches- 
ter Normal  School :  Prof.  J.  M.  Coughlin,  of  Bloomsburg  Normal 
School :  Dr.  William  C.  Schaeffer,  president  of  Palatinate  College ; 
W.  C.  Gilmore,  Esq.,  formerly  principal  of  the  high  school :  Kev.  Lewis 
Robb,  of  Williamsport.  The  evening  lecturers  were  Prof.  J.  ]\T. 
Coughlin  and  Dr.  James  Hedlej^  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  The  teachers  of 
this  city  rendered  valuable  assistance. 

The  exhibit,  consisting  of  drawing,  penmanship,  business  forms, 
kindergarten  work,  botanical  specimens,  etc.,  was  the  most  complete 
even  seen  in  this  county.  The  main  room  of  the  high  school  was  dec- 
orated on  all  sides  with  paintine-s,  maps,  and  the  school-room  work 
of  the  year.  The  exhibit  showed  the  progress  made  by  pupils  over 
former  years.  In  all  these  displays  the  culture,  training,  the  develop- 
ment of  mind  and  character,  as  the  result  of  branches  of  study,  other 
than  drawing,  etc.,  cannot,  however,  be  exhibited  in  school  work  and, 
therefore,  an  exhibit  of  this  kind  is  only  a  very  limited  display  of  all 
the  schools  accomplish. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  schools  were  supplied  with  maps,  and 
one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  apparatus  was  added  to  the  laboratory 
of  the  high  school.

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  under  the  wise  direction 
of  an  exceptionally  good  board  of  controllers. 

A  new  six  room  brick  building,  with  Smead,  Wills  and  Com]iany's 
svstem  of  heating  and  ventilation,  with  dry  closets,  and  complete  in  its 
other  details,  was  occupied  in  September. 
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The  erection  of  a  ten-room  buildiuu',  admirably  desig^ned  to  secure 
heal  ill,  safety,  comfort  and  convenience,  has  been  commenced. 

The  following"  statistics  were  obtained  in  June,  and  show  the  number 
of  pupils  in  the  different  g:rades  at  that  time,  together  with  the  ag-es 
of  the  same. 
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Frequent  g-rade  meeting's  held  during-  the  term  g-ave  the  teachers 
every  oi3portunity  to  compare  methods  and  results. 
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STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 


FIEST  DISTRICT— WEST  CHESTER. 


Ct  M.  Philips,  Principal. 


There  has  been  no  interruption  in  the  prosperity  of  our  school  during^ 
the  past  year.  Every  year  here  sees  a  substantial  but  healthy  growth 
in  our  numbers,  and  as  usual  we  report  that  the  attendance  during  the 
past  year  has  been  the  largest  in  the  school's  history  :  seven  hundred 
and  fifty -three  different  students  were  in  attendance  during  the  year, 
and  if  the  special  classes  in  the  gymnasium  be  counted,  the  number 
reached  eight  hundred  and  forty -seven ;  and  as,  at  the  date  of  this 
Avriting,  the  new  school  year  has  already  begun,  I  am  able  to  report  a 
gratifying  continuance  of  this  growth,  as  we  have  opened  with  an  in- 
crease of  fifty  students  over  last  year's  opening  numbers.  The  work 
in  the  gymnasium,  as  outlined  in  my  last  report,  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  year  and  with  marked  success.  The  physical  measure- 
ments of  our  students  at  the  end  of  the  year,  Avhen  compared  with  the 
measurements  of  the  same  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
showed  marked  improvement  in  almost  every  case ;  and  with  a  year's 
experience  to  aid  us,  we  expect  still  better  results  this  year.  Our 
gymnasium  itself  has  proved  to  be  all  that  we  hoped  for,  and  its  ex- 
cellence and  the  completeness  of  its  equii)ment  are  a  constant  surprise 
to  its  numerous  visitors. 

Diriag  the  year  a  handsome  and  commodious  residence  for  the 
principal  Avas  begun,  and  is  noAV  nearing  completion.  It  is  situated 
upon  the  northeastern  i)a,rt  of  the  school  grounds,  and  like  our  other 
buildings  is  built  of  our  beautiful  greenstone. 

Oar  post  graduate  course  has  proved  to  be  a  marked  success.  Al- 
ready ten  graduates  of  this  and  other  normal  schools  are  here  pursuing 
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tlie  course.  I  believe  tliut  it  will  be  of  great  value  in  furiiishiug-  higher 
schools  with  competent,  well-qiialitied  teachers. 

The  card  catalog'ue  for  our  library  has  been  completed  and  practi- 
cally doubles  the  value  of  the  library.  Many  now  books  have  been 
placed  upon  the  shelves,  the  number  of  volumes  now  reaching-  about 
six  thousand.  The  librar^^  and  reading  room  cor.tinue  to  be  of  great 
\  alue  as  -well  as  a  great  attraction  to  our  students. 

The  need  of  more  buildings  here  has  now  grown  imperative.  For 
several  3'ears  past  Ave  have  been  utterly  unable  to  accommodate  in  the 
school  building-  all  the  students  Avho  have  applied  for  admission.  At 
the  present  time  almost  a  hundred  students  from  a  distance  af e  board- 
ing in  the  town,  while  every  room  in  the  building  that  can  be  used  for 
the  ]3urpose,  including^  some  that  ought  not  to  be  so  used,  is  occupied 
by  students.  Our  recitation  rooms  are  entii'ely  inadequate  to  our  needs 
in  number  and  size.  Our  model  school  is  sadly  hampered  for  lack 
of  larger  and  better  quarters :  and  our  kitchen  aiid  other  household 
apartments  are  totally  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  these  departments. 
Our  trustees  have  had  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  recitation  hall 
prepared,  which  will  be  separate  from  the  present  building.  This  will 
provide  us  with  ample  and  proper  recitation  rooms  and  laboratories, 
while  the  removal  of  these  from  the  main  school  building  Avill  give  us 
there  the  room  so  badly  needed  for  these  other  purposes.  Our  trustees 
have  felt  that  their  funds  could  not  as  yet  justify  them  in  starting  this 
building-,  but  it  would  seem  as  if  the  absolute  necessities  of  the  case 
would  soon  compel  its  erection. 

The  year  just  ended  completes  the  twentieth  year  of  this  school's 
history  and  the  tenth  year  of  my  principalshi]).  In  these  A^ears  the 
West  Chester  State  Normal  School  has,  we  trust,  won  an  honorable 
place  among  the  schools  of  the  state  and  the  nation  ;  and  we  hoi^e  that 
the  years  to  come  will  bring  wdth  them  constantly  increasing  useful- 
ness and  prosperity.  I  feel  that  my  own  personal  thanks  are  due  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for  cordial  sympathy  and  assis- 
tance, to  our  board  of  trustees  for  Avise  management  and  hearty  and 
generous  support,  to  our  able  corps  of  teachers  for  loyal  co-operation 
and  efficient  service,  and  to  our  patrons  and  students  for  gfenerous 
]iatronage  and  fidelity  and  earnestness  in  their  Avork. 
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SECOND  DISTKIC^.T— MILLERSVILLE. 

E.  Oram  Lyte,  Pr'uicijxiL 


I  have  the  honor  to  forward  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
the  report  of  tlie  Millersville  State  Normal  School  for  the  thirty. seventh 
year  of  its  existence  as  a  normal  school. 

The  prosperity  of  this  school  is  still  increasino-,  the  attendance  last 
year  beinof  the  largest  in  its  history.  The  total  number  of  students 
for  the  summer  session  was  seven  hundred  and  seventy -two  (three  hun- 
dred and  eighty -six  of  each  sex),  and  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  for  the  year.  The  g-raduating  class  numbered  seventy-two, 
all  of  whom  obtained  good  positions  as  teachers  except  a  few  who  have 
returned  to  comj^lete  the  scientific  course.  One  of  the  members  of  the 
class  was  Prof.  Leidy  B.  Landis,  superintendent  of  schools,  Allen - 
town,  Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Landis  completed  the  studies  of  the  elemen- 
tary course  twenty-two  years  ago,  but  was  prevented  by  sickness  from 
graduating  at  that  time. 

One  of  the  most  important  improvements  made  during  the  past  year 
Avas  the  completion  of  the  large  gymnasium  referred  to  in  my  last  re- 
port. The  style  of  architecture  of  the  building  is  Romanescpie.  The 
lower  floor  contains  three  rooms  entirely  separated  from  each  other. 
One  of  these  contains  the  bowling  and  pitching  alleys,  and  the  other 
are  each  provided  with  lockers  and  bathing  accommodations.  On  the 
main  floor  are  the  reception  room,  examination  room,  and  the  large 
room  for  exercising  purposes,  with  elevated  walking  track,  etc.  The 
gymnasium  is  completely  furnished  with  the  latest  and  most  approved 
ai^paratus.  Two  teachers  are  constantly  engae^ed  in  the  department 
of  physical  culture,  Prof.  A.  D.  Pinkham,  A.  B. ,  a  graduate  of  Dr. 
Sargent's  School  of  Physical  Culture  at  Harvard  University,  and  for- 
merly instructor  of  gymnastics  at  Bates  College,  and  Miss  A.  Belle 
Fleming,  a  graduate  of  Dr.  Anderson's  School  for  Physical  Training 
at  Brooklyn. 

It  gives  me  lileasure  to  report  that  the  school  maintains  its  high 
standing  in  every  department  Believing  that  a  good  model  school  is 
absolutel}^  necessary  for  the  proper  training  of  teachers,  no  expense 
has  been  spared  to  inci-ease  the  efficiency  of  our  practice  school.  It 
now  contains  nine  grades,  beginning  with  the  kindergarten  and  ending 
with  the  advanced  grammar  grade.  The  size  of  our  senior  class  has 
compelled  us  to  increase  our  force  of  "  critic-teachers"  in  the  model 
school. 

The  trustees  of  the  school  continue  to  work  for  its  highest  interests, 
and  devote  much  time  and  thought  to  providing  the  best  means  for 
carrying  on  our  work.  The  members  of  the  faculty  laboring  with  me 
are  scliolarly,  ])rorressive  and  conscientious  men  and  women. 
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It  is  proper  that  I  should  refer  to  the  death  of  the  Hon.  James  P. 
Wickersham,  LL.  D.,  ex-State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
of  Pennsylvania.  Dr.  Wickersham  was  the  first  princii)al  of  this 
state  normal  school,  and  here  laid  the  foundation  for  a  system  of  nor- 
mal schools  for  the  state  which  are  an  honor  to  the  entire  country.  His 
death  at  his  home,  in  Lancaster,  <m  March  25,  1891,  de[)rived  the  state 
of  one  of  its  greatest  educational  leaders. 

Among  the  imj^rovements  for  the  coming  year  will  be  the  erection 
of  two  large  buildings.  One  of  these  buildings  will  be  devoted  to 
library  purposes,  and  the  other  will  be  used  for  the  sciences  and  me- 
chanic arts.  These  buildings  will  be  handsome  and  commodious,  and 
will  be  an  ornament  to  the  school  and  a  credit  to  the  State  whose  re- 
presentatives at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  appropriated  funds 
for  their  erection.  The  thanks  of  all  friends  of  education  should  be 
extended  to  the  state  authorities  for  their  wise  liberality  in  dealing 
with  the  schools  of  the  state.  All  other  public  interests  combined  do 
not  equal  in  magnitude  or  importance  the  school  interests  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Want  of  space  and  time  prevents  me  from  suggesting  several  changes 
that  it  seems  to  me  are  needed  in  our  normal  school  system. 

Our  school  has  opened  for  the  winter  session  with  a  larger  attendance 
than  even  that  of  a  year  ago.  We  believe  that  the  true  object  of  nor- 
mal schools  is  the  scholastic  and  professional  preparation  of  teachers, 
and  shall  continue  to  endeavor  to  make  this  school  an  exiioneut  of 
rational  methods  of  teaching. 


THIED  DISTRICT— KUTZTOWN. 


Nathan  C.  Schaeffeh,  Prinei]>aL 


The  new  wing  Avas  ready  for  occupation  at  the  opening  of  the  spring 
term.  The  class  rooms  in  it,  equi^iped  with  all  the  latest  imorove- 
ments,  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our  work.  We  Avere  thereby 
enabled  to  reduce  the  size  of  our  classes  and  to  give  every  pupil  the 
benefit  of  daily  drill  in  all  studies.  Wlien  students  recite  in  secticms, 
numbering  from  twenty  to  thirty,  they  can  complete  a  course  of  several 
years  in  a  session  or  two  less  than  it  takes  if  they  recite  in  classes  num~ 
bering  from  fifty  to  seventy -five  Our  seniors  always  recite  in  sections 
not  exceeding  twenty-five,  except  in  branches  that  require  instruction 
mainly  by  lectures.  Mental  growth  is  greatly  stimulated  by  daily  in- 
dividual contact  with  live  teachers.     Probal)ly  the  greatest  need  of  our 
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Penns^dvaiiia  normal  schools  is  a  faculty  paid  l)y  the  State,  This 
would  lead  to  frtje  tuition,  smaller  classes,  a  standard  of  scholarship 
for  admission,  and  Avould  i)ut  an  end  to  the  strained  relations  that 
sometimes  result  from  undue  competition. 

The  average  time  during  which  students  remain  at  our  school  has 
largely  increased.  C consequently  there  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  those  who  complete  the  prescribed  course  of  study.  Al 
though  at  the  last  commencement  a  class  of  seventy-five  was  graduated, 
we  could  not  supply  the  demand  for  teachers  of  the  rank  of  graduates 
of  the  elementary  course. 

On  Tuesday,  August  25,  the  school  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the 
death  of  one  of  its  trustees,  Hon.  H.  H.  Schwartz,  judge  of  the  Or- 
phans' Court  of  Berks  county.  While  he  was  superintendent  of  Lehigh 
county,  he,  at  a  convention  of  superintendents,  suggested  Kutztown  as 
a  location  suitable  for  the  State  Normal  School  of  the  Third  District. 
On  his  removal  to  our  town  he  naturally  became  one  of  the  leaders  in 
the  movement  to  establish  this  school.  For  a  quarter  of  a  century, 
with  the  exception  of  one  year,  he  was  a  trustee,  a  part  of  the  time 
president  of  the  board,  always  chairman  of  the  finance  committee,  and 
in  I'ecent  years  also  chairman  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  assigned 
the  difficult  and  delicate  duty  of  selecting  and  employing  the  teachers. 
Liberal  to  a  fault  with  his  own  money,  he  was  scrupulously  exact  in  the 
management  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  school.  While  others 
hoarded  their  earnings  he  spent  part  of  his  in  educating  youth  whom 
he  considered  deserving.  Always  scrupulously  careful  of  his  speech 
and  conduct  in  the  presence  of  half  grown  youth,  he  will  be  remem- 
bered by  them  as  a  man  honest,  upright  and  incorruptible,  who  was 
specially  fond  of  historic  studies  and  ever  ready  to  impart  his  stores  of 
information  to  others  in  the  hope  of  stimulating  them  to  similar  study 
and  research.  In  his  character  there  was  an  array  of  qualities  that 
will  enshrine  him  in  the  hearts  of  the  rising  generation  as  a  man,  a 
scholar,  an  educator  and  a  jurist. 

In  view  of  the  special  ap]:)ropriation  made  for  this  school  b}^  the 
last  Legislature,  the  authorities  are  now  perfecting  plans  for  the  re- 
building of  the  men's  dormitory  or  center  building.  The  three  upper 
floors  will  be  devoted  to  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  students  from 
a  distance.  On  the  first  floor  there  will  be  several  recitation  rooms,  a 
lecture  room  capable  of  seating  over  one  hundred  persons,  a  large  study 
hall  with  library  and  reading  room  attached,  and  a  room  for  a  kinder- 
garten department.  All  i)ersons  connected  with  the  school  look  for- 
ward to  the  completion  of  this  building  as  the  crowning  glory  of  the 
school  edifices  on  Normal  hill. 
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FIFTH  DISTEICT— MANHFIELI). 

1).   0.   Thomas,  Prinvipal. 


I  am  pleased  to  report  the  usual  prosperity  of  our  school.  Six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-nine  students  were  enrolled  during  the  past  year. 
Of  these  ninety-three  graduated  in  the  elementary  course,  two  in  tlie 
scientific,  and  twelve  in  music. 

The  accommodations  in  our  ladies'  building  were  not  sufficient  for 
tlie  constantl}^  increasing  attendance  of  that  sex.  An  addition  to  the 
present  building  is  in  process  of  construction.  The  old  part  will  be 
remodeled,  making  the  whole  practically  new,  and  extending  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy  feet.  The  new  ladies'  building  Avlien  done,  will  be 
a  magnificent  structure,  with  all  the  desirable  modern  im])rovements. 
The  work  will  cost  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  our  constant  aim  to  make  the  school  more  distinctly  professional 
in  character,  and  nearly  every  student  of  sufficient  age  is  a  member  of 
some  one  of  the  classes  of  school  management  or  methods  of  instruc- 
tion. Students  who  intend  to  graduate  and  become  teachers  are  re  • 
quired  to  devote  much  of  their  time  to  the  study  of  the  science  and  art 
of  teaching,  together  wdth  the  history  and  philsophy  of  education. 
Each  year  we  endeavor  to  improve  upon  the  past  in  the  professional 
training  of  our  sraduates,  and  Avhile  we  do  not  accomplish  all  we  could 
desire  in  these  respects,  yet  we  are  approaching  nearer  our  ideal.  Ac- 
cording to  the  last  annual  report  of  the  State  Superintendent,  this 
school  drew  a  larger  portion  of  the  aid  to  graduates  and  undergraduates 
than  any  other  school  in  the  state,  showing  that  this  school  is  largely 
engaged  in  exclusive  and  legitimate  normal  school  work. 

The  future  of  this  school  seems  full  of  promise.  Our  fall  term  opens 
with  the  usual  attendance  and  we  are  ecnouraged  to  look  forward  to 
another  prosperous  year. 


SIXTH  DISTKICT— BLOOMSBURG. 


J.  P.  Welsh,  Principal. 


I  hereby  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
State  Normal  School  of  the  Sixth  District : 

The  year  just  closed  has  added  another  year  of  success  to  the  history 
of  this  institution.  The  attendance  has  been  greater  than  ever  before  ; 
the  senior  class  was  the  largest  ever  graduated  here,  and  was  composed 
of  young  men   and  women  of  exceptional   i)romise  as  teachers.     One 
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hundred  and  five  certificates  of  admission  to  the  next  senior  class  were 
issued  to  juniors  at  the  close  of  the  year,  Avliile  thirty-seven  applicants 
for  this  certificate  were  rejected  by  the  faculty. 

Although  a  new  wing  accommodating"  about  sixty  additional  students 
was  opened  in  the  fall,  the  growth  of  the  school  during  the  year  neces- 
sitated the  providing  of  accommodations  for  about  fifty  more.  This 
was  done  bj^  cutting  u[)  the  dormitory  chapel  into  students'  rooms,  re- 
moving the  pianos  from  the  music  rooms  to  the  school  parlors,  and 
quartering  the  help  out-side  the  building. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  dormitorj"  was  furnished  with  new 
furniture  throughout,  and  the  rooms  were  handsomely  i)apered.  A 
new  and  more  commodious  room  for  the  school  library  was  fitted  u[), 
and  important  additions  Avere  made  to  the  current  and  standard  litera- 
ture of  the  library.  We  ver}^  much  need  an  additional  building,  which 
will  doubtless  be  built  in  the  near  future. 

In  September  last  the  manual  training  department  was  organized, 
and  was  placed  under  the  management  of  a  teacher  who  had  received 
special  training  for  the  Avork.  Under  his  direction  this  department 
has  been  a  marked  success.  Students  grading  from  the  model  school 
to  the  senior  class  receiA'e  instruction  in  the  nature  and  uses  of  tools 
and  materials.  A  series  of  graded  lessons  has  been  arranged  for  this 
purpose,  Avhicli  terminate,  in  the  senior  year,  with  wood  carving  and 
the  construction  of  useful  articles,  such  as  philosophical  and  mathe- 
matical apparatus  needed  in  schools. 

During  the  past  year  several  important  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  faculty  of  the  school.  In  every  instance  the  teachers  selected 
Avei'e  those  who  had  enjoyed  sjDCcial  training  for  the  work  to  which 
they  Avere  called,  and  AA'ho  had  also  had  successful  exi^erience  in  that 
work. 

A  students'  lecture  course  was  inaugurated  during  the  year.  It  com- 
prised some  of  the  best  talent  on  the  American  platform,  and  proved 
to  be  a  very  excellent  means  of  culture. 

The  classes  of  1891  and  1892  have  presented  to  the  school  a  set  of 
gymnastic  apparatus  made  by  the  Narragansett  Machine  Company. 
This  apparatus  consists  of  chest  weights,  intercostal  machines,  parallel 
bars,  vaulting  bars,  Avrist  machines,  flying  rings,  quarter  circles,  giant 
strides,  boxing  gloves,  striking  bags,  etc.  It  makes  a  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  equipmeni  of  the  school,  and  adds  very  much  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  students. 

If  I  may  be  alloAved  the  privilege  of  making  a  suggestion  or  tAvo,  I 
would  say  that  I  belieA'e  the  examinations  held  by  the  State  Avould  be 
in  all  respects  more  satisfactory  if  the  number  of  the  examiners  Avere 
increased.  As  at  present  conducted,  the  work  of  examining  and  mark- 
ing the  hundreds  of  ]iapers  of  the  apDlicants  is  so  arduous,  and  the 
time  for  doing  the  Avork  so  short  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  ex-

aminers  to  do  their  work  in  such  a  manner  as  to  g-ive  proper  emphasis 
to  all  branches,  and  do  justice  to  all  applicants. 

I  believe,  too,  that  the  professional  character  of  the  normal  schools 
would  be  elevated  if,  in  every  instance,  all  applicants  for  the  normal 
certificate  were  examined  in  actual  teaching-. 


SEVENTH  DISTKICT-  SHIPPENSBUEG. 
G.  M.  D.  Eckels,  Principal. 


The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  for  tlie 
Cumberland  Valley  State  Normal  School.  There  has  been  a  consider- 
able increase  in  the  jjatronag-e  of  the  school,  and,  we  believe,  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  character  of  the  work  done. 

We  graduated  fourscore  young  men  and  women  ironi  our  school  this 
year,  by  far  the  largest  class  in  its  history.  This  increase  in  numbers 
has  not  been  secured  by  any  sacrifice  of  the  standard  of  qualifications 
fixed  by  the  school. 

In  our  jimior  class  the  grade  of  qualifications  has  been  raised,  and 
we  expect  to  continue  the  raising  of  our  standard  with  this  class  from 
year  to  year,  as  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  the  juniors  is  necessarily 
followed  by  a  corresponding  raising  of  the  standard  of  the  seniors. 

Numerous  rej)airs  have  been  made  to  the  l)uilding.  Nearly  all  the 
dormitories  have  been  painted  and  ornamented  with  neat  designs,  and 
the  corridors  on  the  second  and  third  floors  have  been  painted  through- 
out. The  designs  for  the  room  decorations  were  all  made  by  students 
and  by  those  connected  with  the  school.  The  outlay  for  these  improve- 
ments has  been  considerable  but  none  of  the  expense  has  been  unwise 
or  unnecessary. 

The  building  has  never  before  appeared  so  beautiful  and  attractive 
as  it  now  appears,  fresh  from  the  brush  and  pencil  of  the  i^ainter. 

Other  necessary  improvements  have  been  made ;  among  them  we 
mention,  iin])roved  bathing  facilities,  painting  and  frescoing  dining 
room, refurnishing  the  tables  throughout  with  new  sil verAvarf, and  dec 
orated  chinaware,  the  construction  of  a  higher  ventilating  chimney  in 
connection  with  the  dry  air  closet  system,  new  slate  blackboards,  etc. 

Other  improvements  are  contemplated  for  the  year  and  by  its  close 
we  hope  to  have  our  building  a  model  of  taste,  comfort  and  conveni- 
ence. 

Along  the  line  of  intellectual  progress  we  have  i)art:icularly  strength- 
ened the  literary  and  professional  training  of  our  students,  a  liberal 
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course  of  reading-  was  laid  out  at  the  beginning'  of  the  year,  and  sev- 
eral classics  were  made  the  subjects  of  daily  study  in  the  class  room. 

The  method  work  has  been  given  almost  entirely  by  specialists  in 
the  several  subjects,  and  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

AVe  have  added  an  additional  critic  teacher  in  the  model  school  for 
the  coming  year.  She  has  been  especially  recommended  for  her  skill 
and  ability  in  primary  work  and  methods. 

The  board  of  trustees  has  manifested  a  liberal  spirit,  and  its  mem- 
bers are  in  full  sympathy  and  accord  with  every  movement  designed 
to  improve  the  reputation  and  character  of  the  school. 

We  lay  great  stress  upon  the  importance  of  securing  a  competent 
faculty,  and  we  feel  that  much  of  our  success  in  the  i^ast  has  been  due 
to  the  fact,  that  none  but  teachers  of  acknowledged  skill  and  alnlity 
have  been  employed  in  our  work.  For  the  coming  year  we  have  en- 
gfiged  a  faculty  that  contains  the  very  best  talent  v/e  could  secure  for 
the  several  departments. 

The  outlook  is  very  promising,  and  we  hope  to  make  next  ^^ear's 
chapter  in  the  history  of  the  school  brighter  than  any  which  has  yet 
been  written. 


EIGHTH  DISTRICT— LOCK  HAVEN. 


James  Eldon,  Principal. 


The  Central  State  Normal  School  is  now  fully  established  in  its  new 
home. 

The  west  ward  was  com£)leted  and  occupied  on  the  6th  of  May,  1890, 
and  the  east  ward  in  August  following*. 

The  whole  building  was  thus  made  ready  for  students  exactly  one 
year  from  the  time  work  was  begun  upon  it. 

During  the  year  wiiicli  ended  July  2,  1891,  every  room  in  the  buihl- 
ing  was  occupied,  two  in  a  room,  and  many  boarders  had  to  be  accom- 
modated with  lodgings  in  adjacent  buildings. 

At  the  last  commencement  forty-four  graduated  in  the  elementary 
course  and  ninety  juniors  were  admitted  to  the  senior  class. 

A  number  of  post  graduates  completed  subjects  in  the  scientific 
course  and  were  given  credit  by  the  l^oard  of  examiners. 

Two  state  certificates  were  granted,  one  to  Lewis  R.  Harley,  of 
North  Wales,  and  one  to  Herbert  S.  Putnam,  of  ToAvanda. 

The  commencement  season  was  marked  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
friends  of  the  school,  the  presence  of  a  great  number  of  the  alumni 
and  by  the  excellence  of  the  exercises. 
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Several  of  the  graduates,  before  the  term  closed,  were  elected  to  re- 
sponsible positions  as  principals  of  schools. 

The  Central  State  Normal  School  is  making  improvements  along 
all  lines.  In  accommodations, in  instruction, in  appliances, we  are  try- 
ing to  meet  the  demands  of  the  times. 

We  hope  we  are  not  given  to  making  pretensions.  We  are  content 
to  say  that  we  are  i^roud  of  our  gi'aduates  and  the  character  of  their 
work. 


NINTH  DISTRICT— INDIANA. 


Z.   X.    Snydek,  rrincijnd. 

GroAvth  characterizes  tiie  living.  From  this  standpoint  the  Indiana 
normal  is  a  living  institution. 

During  the  year  it  has  grown  in  every  direction :  Scholastically, 
professionally,  in  efficiency,  in  teaching  power  and  in  numbers. 

1.  As  to  scholarship. — Scholarship  is  the  first  requisite  of  a  teacher. 
It  is  fundamental,  nothing  will  take  its  place.  That  professional 
training  is  sufficient  preparation  for  teaching  is  a  heresy.  The  reserve 
l^otency  in  every  great  teacher  is  scholarship.  All  connected  Avitli  the 
school  aim  to  raise  the  grade,  not  only  in  the  way  of  the  accumula- 
tion of  knowledge  but  in  power  to  think. 

The  school  primarily  competes  for  grade  and  not  for  numbers. 

2.  ^6'  to  2^'>'of'^ssional  training. — Professional  training  is  a  culture 
which  is  conditioned  by  scholarship.  In  successful  practice  they  be- 
come reciprocal  professional  accomplishments,  and  stand  out  as  cog- 
nate requisites.  The  time  spent  in  this  direction  has  been  lengthened 
and  the  interest  intensified. 

The  Avork  is  a  relish  to  our  students. 

3.  As  to  efficiency. —  The  school  is  efficient  in  that  the  end  for  which 
it  was  established  is  reached.  Its  graduates  enter  the  profession  of 
teachiny.  They  command  responsible  positions.  They  are  sought  by 
school  authorities.  All  these,  together  with  the  progress  of  the  public 
schools  and  the  educational  sentiment  of  the  Nintli  district. are  eviden- 
ces of  the  school's  efficiency, 

4.  As  to  teaching  poirer. — The  growth  of  the  teaching  power  of  the 
members  of  the  faculty  was  very  apparent.  This  Avas  the  result  of  a 
breadth  attained  by  Avider  readiua",  in  general  and  professionally, 
thinking  along  professional  and  collateral  lines,  and  by  the  spirit  of 
the  age  Avliich  always  quickens  the  living. 
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5.  As  to  numhevH. — The  annual  attendance  was  seven  hundred  ninety 
(790).     This  growth  is  the  result  of  activity  along  other  lines. 

Because  of  high  scholarship,  because  of  progressive  pedagogics, 
because  of  eliicienc}',  because  of  a  living  faculty,  this  school  has  grown 
in  numbers  in  the  midst  of  other  schools  that  have  much  lower  rates. 

Impkovements. 

1.  Green  House. — The  erection  of  a  green  house  has  added  vt>rv  ma- 
terially in  the  beautifying  of  the  grounds.  Twenty-five  hundred 
plants  were  arranged  tastefully  on  the  campus  in  beds  and  designs. 
This  beautifying  of  the  students'  surroundings  has  an  educational 
value  not  to  be  under  estimated.  It  leads  them  to  admire  and  to  en- 
joy. It  educates  aesthetically.  God  inspires  a  human  soul  through 
the  beautiful,  the  true  and  the  good.     Neglect  not  the  beautiful. 

2.  Armory. — One  hundred  guns  were  received  from  the  State  for  the 
purpose,  oj  military  drill.  The  trustees  provided  a  room  with  neatly 
built  cases  for  the  protection  of  these  arms.  A  company  was  organ- 
ized and  drill  was  participated  in  by  the  boys  during  the  winter  term. 
It  is  an  excellent  exercise  and  discipline.  The  effect  is  very  discernible 
among  the  students. 

3.  Industrial  work. — In  our  industrial  department  three  types  of 
work  are  done :  Kinder  gar  ten,  sloyd  and  manual  trainimj.  Kinder- 
garten and  manual  training  were  features  of  the  school  for  the  last 
two  years.  Sloyd  was  introduced  during  the  year,  and  the  results  Avere 
very  satisfactory. 

A  fine  veloci]5ede  lathe  and  scroll  saw,  a  number  of  sets  of  tools,  and  a 
bench  for  iron  filing  were  added.  We  increased  the  size  of  the  shop, 
so  that  now  it  is  about  one  hundred  feet  long,  and  twenty  feet  wide. 

4.  Scientific  ap2yaratus. — A  number  of  good  microscopes  were  pur- 
chased for  the  science  department,  thus  enabling  individual  work  upon 
the  part  of  large  classes. 

5.  3Iodel  school. — The  model  school  is  one  of  the  strong  features  of 
the  ]orofessional  department.  It  has  passed  from  a  mere  practice  school 
to  a  model  school  in  the  true  sense.  It  is  a  school  where  experts 
teach  enabling  the  juniors  and  seniors  to  observe.  This  observation 
goes  on  before  au}^  teaching  is  done  by  the  observers. 

6.  Library. — The  reading  and  library  rooms  were  refurnished.  A 
number  of  magazines  and  new  books  Avere  added,  a  regular  librarian 
employed,  and  these  rooms  were  converted  into  a  "  literary  laboratory. " 
In  these  rooms  stand  two  beautiful  Inists  of  Lincoln  and  Agassiz. 
They  were  ijurchased  by  the  class  of  1891. 

7.  Buildings  and  grounds. — The  trustees  contemplate  the  erection  of 
a  gymnasium.  It  will  be  commenced  in  the  spring.  It  is  probable 
that  the  house  will  be  fitted  up  with  electric  light  this  fall. 

13— a-  'Jl. 
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The  classes  of  1889  and  1890  erected  a  beautiful  fountaiu  on  the 
campus.  Nothing'  is  so  gratifying"  as  to  see  this  interest  manifested 
by  the  alumni. 

Inasmuch  as  I  have  severed  my  relations  with  the  school,  this  will 
be  my  last  report.  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  regret  that  I  leave  the  school 
and  m}^  native  State ;  but  other  fields  in  which  I  may  be  more  useful  in- 
vited me  and  I  go.  May  my  successor  find  the  Avork  as  i^leasant,  the 
people  as  kind  as  I  have  during  my  stay  among  them. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  to  tlie 
trustees,  the  faculty,  the  alumni,  the  students  and  citizens  for  their 
svmi)athy,  their  interest  and  co-oijeration  in  my  labors  while  connected 
with  the  school. 


TENTH  DISTRICT -CALIFOKNIA. 

Theo.   B.  Noss,  Principal. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  the  State  Normal 
School  for  the  Tenth  District  for  the  year  1890  and  1801.  Our  atten- 
dance of  students  was  larger  than  ever  before,  reaching  a  total  of 
seven  liundred  and  eleven,  of  whom  five  hundred  and  two  were  in  the 
normal  department  and  two  hundred  and  nine  in  the  model  school.  A 
new  building  is  now  in  course  of  erection.  It  will  be  used  for  the 
model  school,  for  the  sloyd  shop,  and  for  the  natural  science  depart- 
ment. The  large  attic  story  of  this  building,  which  is  eighty-six  by 
fifty-six  feet  in  size,  will  be  fitted  u\)  as  a  gymnasium. 

Our  graduating  class  this  year  consisted  of  eighteen  gentlemen  and 
seventeen  ladies ;  most  of  these  have  already  secured  desirable  positions 
as  teachers  for  the  coming  year. 


ELEVENTH  DISTEICT— SLIPPERY  BOCK. 


Albert  E.  Maltby,  Pritici/xfJ. 

The  Normal  School  at  Slippery  Hock  has  just  closed  a  very  success- 
ful school  3'ear.  The  increased  attendance  under  adverse  circumstances 
is  certainly  very  encom-aging,  and  the  future  seems  bright  Avith  in- 
dications of  continued  srowth  and  i)rosperity. 

Our  last   graduating   class   numbers  twelve,   and   certificates  Avere 
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granted  to  forty  juniors,  but  we  do  not  mean  to  gauge  the  suc(;c!ss  of 
the  school  by  the  size  of  its  graduating-  classes.  Rather  would  we 
measure  by  the  high  grade  of  i)ractical  success  in  those  who  come 
under  the  influence  of  the  institution.  Over  five  hundred  pupils  were 
in  attendance  during  the  year,  and  the  class-room  accommodations  were 
taxed  to  their  utmost  extent. 

Buildings. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  school  are  determined  to  do  their  utmost 
to  make  the  school  measure  uj)  to  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  plans 
for  a  new  building  have  been  drawn,  and  work  will  begin  immediately. 
The  structure  will  be  in  brick,  handsomely  ornamented  with  stone, 
and  will  contain  class  rooms,  society  halls,  reading  rooms,  music 
rooms,  parlors,  library,  gymnasium,  offices  and  principal's  residence. 
The  total  cost  is  estimated  at  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Faculty. 

During  the  past  year  several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  faculty. 
Miss  Eva  L.  Brundage  was  obliged,  through  ill-health,  to  give  up  her 
work  as  superintendent  of  the  model  school,  and  Prof.  D.  C.  Murphy, 
M.  E.,  formerly  superintendent  of  Ridgway  schools,  was  secured  for 
the  position.  It  is  our  ambition  to  make  our  model  school  a  practical 
type  of  what  may  be  done  in  the  schools  of  town  and  county. 

Prof.  J.  M.  Shaffer,  A.  M. ,  has  had  charge  of  the  work  in  English, 
and  by  his  success  has  added  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  A 
teacher  of  elocution  and  calisthenics  will  be  engaged  for  the  coming 
school  year. 

Miss  Mary  Isaminger,  of  the  Pratt  Institute,  has  been  very  successful 
as  teacher  of  form  and  drawing,  while  Miss  Louisa  Schwall  has  attained 
like  results  in  the  music  department.  Of  the  other  members  of  the 
faculty,  all  of  whom  have  been  here  since  the  school  started,  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  state  that  their  loyal  support  and  counsel  have  been  given  dur  ■ 
ing  the  entire  year. 

Grounds. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  out  the  beautiful  in  our  campus 
and  school  grounds.  An  addition  of  some  five  acres,  and  the  planting 
of  many  valuable  trees,  have  done  much  toward  improvement  in  ap- 
pearance. The  ball  field  is  unsuri)assed  by  that  of  any  other  school. 
The  care  of  the  grounds  has  been  committed  to  a  skilful  gardener, 
and  already  there  are  many  signs  of  that  beauty  which  is  sure  to  come. 

Apparatus,  Etjc. 

The  school  has  added  to  its  complement  of  apparatus  much  valuable 
material.  A  surveyor's  transit  and  two  fine  pianos  have  been  pur- 
chased during  the  year. 
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TWELFTH  DISTEICT—EDINBOEO. 

J.  A.  Cooper,  Principal. 

The  oast  school  year  cIdschI  the  third  of  Julj'.  There  were  ei^hty- 
niue  g-raduates.  One  hundred  received  juuior  certificates.  Prof.  Johu 
E.  Morris,  suoeriuteudeut  of  the  schools  of  Greenville,  Avas  awarded 
a  teacher's  state  certificate.  Four  of  the  class  Avere  married  men  and 
had  much  experience  in  teaching-.  They  each  receive  excellent  posi- 
tions, among'  the  best  in  the  counties  Avhere  they  engage:*  Theaverag-e 
age  of  the  class  was  twenty-tAvo  years  and  eigh^  months.  Over  sixty 
had  taught  in  the  public  schools.  Nearly  all  have  entered  the  school 
room  as  teachers  and  they  receive  from  fortA'  dollars  to  one  hundred 
dollars  per  month.     A  fcAV  of  the  number  continue  at  school. 

The  Teachers. 

The  teachers  of  the  school  who  have  been  so  faithful  in  the  service  of 
the  school  for  many  year's,  still  remain.  They  are  able  to  make  their 
experience  from  year  to  year  of  more  and  more  service. 

New  Buildings. 

The  ncAV  building  mentioned  last  year  is  noAv  finished  and  in  use. 
It  is  occupied  by  the  library  and  by  class  rooms  for  the  model  school. 
This  building  is  tAvo  stories  in  height  and  coA'ers  sixty-five  by  one 
hundred  and  four  feet.  By  this  addition  Ave  secure  ample  class  rooms 
for  all  our  students  and  pupils. 

Normal  Hall. 

The  large  assembly  was  new  floored  and  seated  Avith  opera  chairs. 
Nine  hundred  chairs  Avere  secured  for  the  floor  of  the  hall.  This  room 
now  is  very  attracti^'e,  and  the  seats  are  most  comfortable.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  improvement  Avas  three  thousand  dollars. 

Model  School. 

Tlie  model  school  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Prof.  J.  M. 
Morrison,  late  superintendent  of  this  county.  He  is  ably  assisted  by 
Miss  Estella  M.  Keeder,  a  graduate  of  this  school,  and  Miss  Isabella 
PretloAV,  a  graduate  of  the  normal  school  at  OsAvego.  Sixty  students 
can  practice  in  this  department  a  day,  one  class  each,  and  they  find 
this  paii;  of  their  training  profitable. 

Library. 

The  library  has  been  moved  to  the  second  story  of  the  i.ew  building 
Avhere  it  occupies  a  room   fifty  by  sixty-fiAe  and  is  oi^en   daily  from 
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eig-lit  o'clock  a.  m.  until  4.15  p.  m.  The  })ooks  are  in  open  cases  and 
all  students  are  free  to  take  books  from  the  cases.  The  books  are 
placed  within  reach  and  are  arranged  so  as  to  be  easilj^  found  and  re- 
turned. The  librarian.  Miss  Clara  McCoy,  is  in  constant  attendance. 
A  student  is  well  educated  when  he  loves  books  and  his  taste  has  l^een 
fairly  developed. 

Study  and  Eecitation. 

Our  students  are  trained  to  earnest  effort  in  study.  They  are  taug-ht 
to  make  greater  and  greater  daily  efforts.  They  are  instructed  that 
to  build  up  force  of  mind  tliey  must  study  earnestly  and  independently 
daily.  AVe  advocate  but  three  daily  studies  and  believe  that  the  mind 
is  best  developed  by  a  few  long  periods  of  study,  rather  than  by  many 
short  periods. 

In  recitation  the  students  stand  at  the  blackboard  with  chalk  and 
pointer,  or  directly  before  the  class,  and  in  their  own  language  give 
the  substance  of  the  lesson.  This  method  imparts  self  reliance  and 
mental  grip.     It  tends  to  permanency  of  acquisition. 

The  school  during  the  last  year  suffered  the  loss  of  two  of  its  original 
founders  and  life  long  supporters,  in  the  death  of  E,  W.  Twichell  and 
I.  E.  Taylor.  Both  were  liberal  in  subscriptions  to  its  funds,  con- 
stant in  earnest  work  for  its  su]iport  and  active  to  secure  its  highest 
prosperity.  No  other  two  men  gave  more  abundantly  of  their  means 
and  of  their  counsel,  and  to  none  is  the  school  more  indebted.  Mr. 
Taylor  was  treasurer  of  the  school  at  the  time  his  death  and  had  been 
treasurer  for  many  years.  In  this  responsible  office  he  gladly  served 
the  school  without  pay. 


THIKTEENTH  DISTRICT— CLAKION. 


A.  J.  Davis,  Prinnpal. 

This  school  completed  the  fourth  year  of  its  history  without  any  re- 
markable changes  or  innovations.  The  stringency  of  the  times  affected 
the  population  of  the  district  with  peculiar  force,  and  the  attendance 
of  students  during  each  term  Avas  less  than  the  corresponding  terms 
of  the  preceding  year,  the  first  instance  of  retrogression  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  seliool.  With  plentiful  harvests  and  the  return  of 
better  times,  the  school  will  again  resume  the  magnificent  gTowth  of 
the  first  three  years  of  its  existence. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  teaching  force.     Nothing  is  more 
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cleiiioralizing-  to  a  school  than  a  feeling  ou  the  part  of  teachers  that 
their  teiiiire  is  insecure,  or  subject  to  whim  or  caprice.  The  wisdom 
of  the  board  of  trustees  is  manifest  in  the  fidelity  and  the  devotion  of 
the  members  of  the  faculty,  to  the  best  interests  of  our  school. 

During-  the  year  Hon.  James  T.  Maffett,  ex-member  of  Congress 
from  this  district,  secured  and  jn-esented  to  the  school,  about  one  thou- 
sand volumes  for  the  library.  Tbis  addition  swells  the.  number  of 
books  in  the  library  to  about  three  thousand. 

The  senior  class  manufactured  a  fine  lot  of  apparatus  iu  the  manual 
training-  room  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Thomas,  tlie  professor  of 
physics,  and  Mr.  Fagley,the  instructor  in  woodworking.  Thus,  at  an 
insignificant  cost  for  material,  several  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  ap- 
raaratus  has  been  added  to  the  department  of  science.
